Ina Cove- 
nant and Teftament both, there is an ordination and difpofition of 
things according to pleafure: and the Greeke phrafe in the New 
Teftament doth follow the received Interpretation of the Septu- 
gint ; although in this the Covenant of Grace is liketoa Tefta- 
ment, that it is not eftablifhed but by the death of the Mediatour 
as of a Teftator. 

The Covenant in Scripture doth fometimes fignifie an abfc- 


lute Promife of Ged, without any ftipulation at all, fach as was - 


the Covenant which God made with Noah prefently after the 
Floud, promifing freely, that he would never deftroy man and 
beafts with an univerfall deluge of water any more, Ge#.9.11, 
And that Covenant of Peace, and everlafting Covenant which 
God made with Phinehas, that he and his feed after him (hould 
have the Covenant of an everlafting Priefthood. Numb.25.12,13. 
Ofthis kind is the Covenant wherein God promifeth that he will 
give his ele& faith and perfeverance, to which promife no condie 
tion annexed can be conceived in mind, which is not comprehen- 
ded in the Promife it felfe. Heb,8.10. 

But oftentimes in hojy Writ thename Covenant is fo ufed, 
that init isplainly fignified a free Promife of God, but with fti- 
polation of duty from the reafonable creature, which otherwife 
was due, no promife comming betwixt, and might have been 
exacted -of God, and ought to have been performed of the crea- 
ture, if God had fo pleated, P/al.5 0.16. and 25.10. P/al.44.17, 
For a Covenant is quiddam complexum, implying two things, di-

acceptation of the Promife. But when two petfons upon thefe 
two parts concurre, it is that we call a Covenant properly < 
though tropically fometimes the Promife, and fometimes the fti- 
pulation only is noted by the Covenant. Pfal.so.5. Nebem.1. 5. 
Gen, 17.7,9, and fometimes the feale of the Covenant is calle 
the Covenant, Gen,17,10,11. s ; 
This diftinétion of the Covenant depends upona diftin@ion 
of Gods love ; for there is a love of God towards the creature, 
whence all the good that is inthe creature doth flow, and there is 
a love of God vouchfafed to the creature,and that for thofe things 
which it hath received, not of it felfe, but of God, as it was belo» 
ved with thatfirft love. That we may call primary or antecedent . 
(for ditin&ion fake) this fecondary or confequent love. From 
chat flowes both the making and fulfilling of the Abfolute Cove- 
nant: on this depends the fulfilling of the Covenant, whereunto 
areftipulation is annexed, but not the making thereof, For in the 
Abfolute Covenant there is nothing in the creature that might 
move God, either to promife,or to performe what he hath promi- 
fed: but in the Covenant to which a ftipulation is annexed, God 
fulfils what he promifed, becaufé the creature exhibits what was 
exacted, although this that God hath entered into fuch a Cove- 
nant, and promiied fo great things untohim that performed fuch 
and fuch obedience, that wholly proceeds from the antecedent 
love, and free pleafureof Almighty God, Theeffsnce of the Co- 
venant properly confifteth in. the Promife and ftipulation: Bue

LE hath pleafed God to deale with the reafonable creature, by 

way of Promife and reftipulation, that is,by way of Covenant: 
In which God himfelfe is one partie covenanting and promifing, 
and the whole reafonable creature, the other reftipulating and 
obeying. The thing holden out by God is eternall life with all 
immediate bleffings, the condition on the part of the reafonable 
creature is free, ready arid willing obedience, whether from nature 
or gracee The caufes why God made choice to deale with the 
reafonat le creature in this manner are principally three, Firt that 
the creature might know what to expect from the Creator, into 
what {tate {oever cat. Secondly, that the fame creature might 
alwayes recognize, and acknowledge what to retribute. Thirdly, 
Such manner of dealing fuites bet with thenature of the reafona- 
ble creature,and his fubordination to the Almighty. But pafling 
by what might be fpoken of te Covenant with reafonable crea- 
tures, both men and Angels: we will only confider what Cove- 
nant God hath made with mankind, becaufe the knowledge 
thereof doth in {peciall manner concerne us, and in the unfolding 
thercof the Scripture is moft plentifull. We reade not the word 
Covenant betwixt God and man, ever fince the Creation, both in 
Innocency, and under the fll : but we have in Scripture what 


"may amount to as much. As in Innocency God provided and pro- 


pofed to Adam, eternall happinefie in the prefent injoyments, and 


-cals for perfe& obedience: which appeares from Gods threate . 


` ning, Ges.2.17. For if man mult die if he difobeyed, it implies 


ftrongly that Gods Covenant was with him for life, ifhe obeyed. 
And after the fall, it is moft evident, Ged was'pleafed to hold this — 


courfe with man,in allages and conditions, but with fome altera- 


tions, 


in the flate of Innocensic. 
tions, as feemed beft in his infinite wifedome, and beft fitted 
the prefent condition ofthe creature. In this manner hath God 
afforded both the prime and fecondary good unto man under Co- 
venants and feales, that he might have the greater affurance , fo 
long as he walked in obedience: and herein God was pleafed to 
condefcend to mans weakneffe, and for the confirmation of his 
faith to adde Seales to his Covenants, in all times to bind the bar—- 
gaine, The Covenant in generall may be defcribed, a mutuall 
compact or agreement betwixt God and man, whereby God pro- 
mifeth all good things, {pecially cternall happineflz unto man, up- - 
on juft, equall and favourable conditions, and man doth promife 
to walk before God in all acceptable,free and willing obedience, 
expecting all good from God, and happineffe in God, according 
to his Promife, for the praife and glory of his great Name. 

The Author of the Covenant is God, not God and man, for. 
God doth enter into Covenant with man, not as his eq:tall, but 
as his Soveraigne, and man is bound to accept of the conditions. 
offered by the Lord. There can be no fuch equality of power and 


authority betwixt God and the creature, as that he fhould indent. : 


with the moft High, but he muft accept what the Lord is well- 


pleafed to offer and command. The Covenant is of God, and that. l 


of his free grace and love: for although in fome Covenant the 
good covenanted be promifed in juftice, and given in jaftice for 
our workes : yet it was of grace that God was pleafed tobind - 
himfelfe to. his creature, and above the defert of the creature ; and . 
though the reward be of juftice, it is alfo of favour. For after- 
perfect obedience performed according to the will of God, it had - 
been no injuftice in God,as he made the creature of nothing, foto 
have brought him untonothing: it was then of grace that he 
was pleafed to make that promife, and of the fame grace his hape- 
-pineffe fhould have been continued, The partees covenanting 
are God and man: for God promifeth unto man upon condition, 
and man promifeth unto God what he requireth. In refpe& of 
_ Gods promife the Covenant is called his: but in refpe@ of the - 
conditions, it may be called mans. God promifeth freely to re- 
compence the good of obedience, which is alsesdy due, and 
might be exacted without promife of reward; man promifeth to 
pay that debt of duty, which he oweth unto the Lord,in refpect of 
the manifold relations, wherein he ftands obliged unto ft The 
l . orme .

wherein the Lord, though he might have required the whole 
debt of obedience, without promifé of reward, in refpe& of the 
good things already beltowed upon the creature, yet to theend 
that man might yeeld cheerfull and free obedience, he firt bound 


uote himin obedience, i 
The Subject of this Covenant in generall is man not differen- 
ced by {pectallrefpects: for as the Law was given, fo the Gofpeli 
is revealed to man. Man in this or that {oscia!l confideration 
is the fubje@ of the Covenant, as it is divided for kinds, or altered 


for circumances,and degrees: but manis the fubje@ of the Coe 


venant without foch particular confiderations. The Lord having 
ref{p2a to the mutability and weakneff: of mans nature, was plece - 


fed, as totry his obedience by Symbolicall precepts , fo to evi- 


dene: the effurance of his faichfuli promife by outward feales: 

but when the creature fhail grow to abfolute perfe@ion and une 
changeableneffe, fuch fymbolicall precepts and outward feales 
Shall ceafz as needleff2. The good promifed is eternall blefzdneff; 

with all good things that doe accompany it, or belong thereunto: 

the good required is obedience to the jult and righteous.Com- 
-‘mandement of God, which:he as our Soversigne Lord doth- 
-claime and cali for, according as he fhall prefcribe and appoint. 

The end thereof is the glory of God, viz. the praife of his wife- 
dome, juftice and bountie. And in all thefe things the Covenants 
how fcever divided in kinds, or varied in degrees and circumftane: 
ces, dos fweetly confent and agree. But feeing the Covenant is 
not one, but manifold, both in kinds and degrees, we muft difine 
‘guith it, and weigh more diligently what doth agree to every 
Kind, and whe cin they agree, and wherein they differ one from 
another, Some diftinguith thus,the Covenant is either of Nature, 
or of Grace, or fubfervient to both, which is called the Oid Teftae 
ment. Others thus, the Covenant is Legall or Evangelicall, of 
works, or of grace, The Covenant of workes, wherein God 
-covenanteth with man to give him eternall life upon conditionof 
perfect obedience in his owne perfon. The Covenant of Grace, 


. which God maketh with man promifing eternal] life upon con- 


dition of beleeving. And this diftinction is one for fubftance 


with the former : and with that which may be taken from the

fpeciall confideration of the fubje& with whom it was mate, 
fètil, the Covenant made with e4dam in the {tate of Innocencie, : 
or with man after the Fall. We reade not in Scripture, the Com 
venant of works, or of grace totidem fyllabes : the neereft we come 
to it is Rom,.3,.27.the Law of works oppofed to the Law of faith; . 
which holds outas much as the Covenant of workes,and the Co- 
venant ofGrace. For there the Apoftle is difputing about jultifi- 
cation, and by confequent eternall Salvation, which isGods part 
to give under a Covenant. But of this hereafter, The Covenant 
which God made with our firt parents, is that mutuall contragé 
or agreement, wherein Ged promifed eternall happineffe to man 
upon condition of intire and perfect obedience to be performed ia 
hisowne perfon. _ 

The Autbor of this Covenant was God his Creator and Sove» 
raigne, who had beftowed many and great bleffings upon man, 
furnifhed him with excellent abilities, and enriched him with: 
Gngular priviledges, This Covenant God made in Juftice ; yet fo 
as it was of Grace likewife to make {uch a frée promifé, and to be- 
Row fo great things upon man for his obedience. God didin 
ric jultice require obedience, promife a reward, and threaten 
punithment : but yet as beuntifull and gratious unto his creature,’ 
intire and perfect, if he fhould fo continue. God did in juflice 
proportion the reward and the worke, the weight of the bleffing 
promifed, and the work of obedience required: but yet I cannot 
thinke it had been injuftice in God to have given leff2, or not to 
have continued fo great things to man, fo longas he continued 
his obedience: No, God was pleafed to manifeft his goodnefls 
to man continuing in obedience, no leffe then his jufice, as fore 
merly in creation he had fhewed himfelfe exceeding gratious to 
man,above other vifibleand corporall creatures. l 

This Covenant God made with man without a Mediatour: for 
there needed no middle perfon to bring man into favour and 
friendthip with God, becaufe man did beare the image of God, 
and had not offended : nor to procure acceptance to mans fervice, 
becanfe it was pure and fpotlefie, “God did love man being made 
after hisImage and promifed to accept of his obedience per- 
formed freely, willingly, intirely, according to his Commande- 
ment, Theforme of this Covenant ftood in the fpeciall Pro- 
mife of good to be received from juftice i a reward for his work,

Doe this and live: and the exa&t and rigid exaction of perfe& obe- 
dience in his own perfon,without the leaft {pot or failing for mata 
ter or manner. The good that God promifed was init kind a per-. 
fe& fyfteme of good, which was to be continued fo long as. he: 
continued obedient, which becaufe it might be continued in the 
eye of creating power for ever, we call it happineff, life,and ever- 
lating happineffe, But upon a fuppofition of eddams parfifting 
in aftate of obedience, to fay that God would have tranflated: 
him to the ftaieof glory in Heaven, is more then any juft ground 
will warrant; becaufe in Scripture there is no fuch pfomife. 
And if we muft not prefume above what is written, we may fay, 
eam {hould have continued in that bleffed eftate in which he 
was created, but as for his tranflation after fome number of yeares _ 
{pent on carth, we reade it not. In this {tate and condition: ` 
Adams obedience fhould have been rewarded in juftice, but he 
could not have merited that reward. Happinefle fheuld have 
been conferred upon him, or continued unto him for his works, 
but they had not deferved the continuance thereof: for it is im- 
poffible the creature fhould merit of the Creator, becaufe when- 
he hath done all that he ean, he isan unprofitable fervant, he hath 
done but his duty. The obedience that God required at his hands. 
was partly naturall, to be regulated according to the Law engra- 
venin his heart by the finger of God himfelte, confiling in the - 
true, unfained and perfect love of God, and of his Neighbour for. 
the Lords fake: and partly Symbolicall, which tood in obedi-.. 
ence to the Law given for his probation and triall, whether he 
would fubmit to the good pleafure of God in an aot. it felfe 
meeérely indifferent, becaufe he was fo commanded. Though: 
God had put many abilities and honourable priviledges upon man, 
yet he remained his Soveraigne, which by an a@t of reftraint, he 
was pleafed to make man thus exalted to know, which he did by 
requiring and commanding his creature to, abhain from one fruit: 
in it felfe pleafant to the eye, ands good for mear. This was 
mans Homage-penny, a thing before the command indiffzrent,, 
unto which he had a naturall inclination , from which he was 
now toabltaine, becaute God (who had before given to manag

particular reftraint,liberty to cat of every tree of the Garden)here

God in his Soveraignty fet a punifhment’ upon the breach of this 
his Commandement, thatman might know his inferiority, and 
that things betwixt him and God were not as between equals. 
The fubje@ of this Covenant is man intire and perfec, made afa 
ter the Image of God in Rightecufneffe and: true holineffe, furni- 
fhed not.only with a reafonable foule and faculties befeeming, but 
with divine qualities breathed from the whole Trinity ,infufed in- 
to the whole man, lifting up every faculty and power above his 
frt frame, and inabling and fitting him to obey the will of God 
intitely, willingly, exaétly,for matter and meafure. Whether this 
Was naturall or dupernatural! unto the firft man, is a queftion need- 
lefle to be difpnted in this place,and peradventure ifthe termes be 
rightly underftood, willbe no great controverfie, Only this muk 
be acknowledged, that this was Adams excellencie above all the. 
creatures, and that is the fallen creature this quality is fapernze 
tural. Untothis mutuall Covenant God added a feale to affure 
the protoplaft of his performanceand perfifting in Covenant with 
him, and further to ftrengthen his obedience, with the obedience 
of bis pofterity, which upon his breach with God was made void. 
This Covenant of works made with Adam thould have been the 
fame unto his whole pofterity, if he had continued as in all after 
Covenants of God, they are made with Head and Root, reaching 


upto all the branches and members iffuing from them, Rowm.5.17. «

tillthe Covenant be reje&ed in after commeis. But this Cove- 


nant was fo made with Adam the root of all mankind, that if 


tranfgreffed, his whole pofterity thould be liable to the curfe tem- 
poral and eternall, which entred upon his fall, This Covenant 
was aCovenant of friendfhip not of reconciliation ; being once 
broken it could not be repaired; it promifed no mercy or patdon, 
admitted no repentance, accepted no obedience, but what was 
perfz@ and compleat. . 1f Adam had a thought. after his breach, 
that he might bave healed the matter, it was but vaine prefumpti- 


on, and Jeaft he fhould rely upon a vaine confidence ineating of _ 


the trec of life, God drove him out of the Garden. But this Co- 
venant was not peremptery, not the laft nor unchangeable. Woe 
to all the pofterity of Adam, if God fhould deale with them ac- 
cording to the fentence here denounced. When man had plunged 
himfelte into mifery, it pleafed the Lord to reveale his abundant

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Grace in the Covenant-of Grace, of which hereafter. 

The end of this Covenant is the demonftration of Gods wife- 
dome, bounty, goodaeffe and jultice, both rewarding and punifh- 
ing :. and it made way for. the manifeftation of his rich grace and | 
abundant free mercy brought to light in the fecond Covenant, 

Three queftions may be moved here not unprofitable, nor ime 

Lut. pertinent, 1. Why inthe Covenant of nature (asit is called) 
God doth not expreffely require Faith, but Obedience and Love. 
And the anfwer is, That only by confequent Faith is required, 
-and not expreffely in this Covenant, becaufe there was not the 
leat probable caufe or fufpition why. man fhould doubt of Gods 
‘ove, for (inne had not as yet entred into the world: but inthe 
Covenant of Grace.it-was contrary, for that is made with acon- 
feience terrified with fane, which could. be raifed up by none 
other meanes,but by the free Promife of mercy, and Faith imbra- 
cing the Word of Promife, freely and faithfuily tendered, and to 
be received by faith only. 

Againe, in this Covenant is confidered, what in exa& jultice 
mandothaweunto God: (buthe oweth fuftice and Sandity +) 
but in the Covenant of Grace what God reconciled-to man in his 
Sonne, wobld offer, and that ts bountifully cffzred, iq 
Ouekher. 2. How that Faith, which prefuppofeth exact juftice inthe 

ae ~ Covenant of Nature, diff-rs from that Faith which is required in 
the Covenantof Grace X: ? 

Anfw. Faith, which the exa@ righteouineffs.of man in the 
Covenant of Nature,doth prefippafe, agreeth with faith which _ 
isrequired in the Covenant of Grace in this, that both are of Ged, 
both is a perf{wafion concerning the love of God, both begeteesh 
in men mutuall love of Gud, becanfe if faith abounds, love aboundss 
languifhing, it languifheth ; and being extingit is extinguifhed. 
But they-differ fir in the Foundation. For Faith which the 
Righteoafheffe of nature prefuppofeth, leancth on the title of in= 
tire nature, and therefore. after the fall of Adamit hathno place; 
for although God love the creatures in themfclves, yet he hates 
them corrupted with finne. No man therefore can perfwade 
nimfelfe, that he is beloved of God in the title of a creature; (for 
all bave finned) nor love God ashe ought. But the Faith,of which 
there. is.mention in the Covenant of Grace, doth leane upon the 
Promife madein Chrift. | Secondly, when both are of: God, yez

that faith which exact righteoufne fit prefuppofeth is of God (as 
they fpeake in Schooles) per modum nature.: But the Faith requi- 
red'in the Covenant of Grace, is of God, but per modum gratie fie 
pernaturalis. Thirdly,the righteoufnefle, which.the faith of nature 
begetteth was changeable; becaufe thefaith whence it did flow, 
did depend upon a changeable Principle of nature: But the San- 
Gity, which the Faith of the Covenant of Grace begetteth, is 
eternalland unchangeable, becaufe it comes ftom an eternal and 
unchangeable beginning, the Spirit of Graece.. 

But if the Faith and Holinefle of Adam was changeable, how 
could he be fecure,or free from diftrating feares ; the anfwer is, 
the mind of Adam,which was wholly fixed, and fet in the.admi- 
tation and fenfe, of Gods goodneffe, could not admit of fach» 
thoughts ;, fuch cogitations could not creep into it, 

3. Whether the Covenant of works ftand on foot in the potes 


rity of Adam, though not in refpect of life and ‘happineflz, yetin o 


refpect of the things of thislife? To this fome anfwer aftirma= 
tively,becaufe many of them, from fome remainders of the fore- 
mentioned abilities, did many good things for the good of bodies 
politicke wherein they lived, Rom, 2.13,14,15,16, which God 
retributes with good things in this life, to fome more, to. fome 


leffe, but to alifome, And it cannot be denied ; but fonte remain= -

ders of Gods Image or notions of good and. evill, areto-befound © 


amongit the Heathen: and that thee things, in them who lived 
without the pale of the Chntch, have been inere:fed by culture 
of nature under Difcipline, by Arts and Exercifes, and might re- 
ceive improvement by vicinity to the Church ; from: wich they 
might learne fome things to enrich them in-thistrad2’:-And thar 
God hath beftowed many and great bleffings upon them pertåi= 
ning tothis life: Butit may be queftioned, whether thefe things: 
come from the compact. of workes, or be gifts of bounty and 
Gods righteous adminiftration, for a time refpitiog the fentence 
denounced againtt-man for breach of Covenant; andvouchfafing. 
unto him fome temporal! good things for the ufe and benefit of 
humane Society. Yea, it may be worthy confideration, Whether:

wherein he made Adam the head, and all his pofterity inhabitors, 
the frameof Heaven and Earth his domicile, the creatures his 
fervants, this Family upon the fall was broken up, the prefent 


_ Mafter turned out of his imployments, the children beggered, the 
' fervants returning to God their Soveraigne, and the whole frame 
‘of the creature under attainder. God thus defeated, (if I may fo 


{peake) fets up a fecond Family, called the Family of Heaven and 
Earth, wherein Jefus Chrift, the womañs feed, Gen. 3. 19. is the 
Head, Marth.23.18, Ephef.1.22, Col,1.19,20. {tiled the fecond 
Adam,Lord of eli things in Heaven and Earth,and that with more 
foveraignty and amplitude of injoyment then ever the firt Adams 
had; the whole creature being put under his feet, The children 
of this Family are the faithfull, who be the adopted Brethren, 
Rom.8.15. fometimes called the feed. The fervants be the wic- 


ed, and thofeoftwo forts, either fuch as attend in the Church, 


neerer about Chrifts perfon, or further off, asin farme-boufes for 
baferaffices. The creatures, by a fecond ordinance from their 
former Mafter free,are tated upon Chrift,though they beare fome 
brands of evill from the finne of their former Matter: the domi- 
cile, though not fo beautifull, returnes to Chrift. So the Cove= 
nant of Grace,entring upon the breaking up of the former Family, 
invefteth Chrift with all as purchafer of the loft creature from re- 
venging juftice, andas Lord of all things in Heaven and Earth, 
who freely conferreth the heavenly inheritance upon the adopted 
fonnes and brethren, and vouchfafeth earthly ble flings, and fome 
{pirituall common gifts to the wicked, which may be called fer- 
vants, beth thofe that more neerly attend his perfon, and thofe 
that befurtherof But of this more hereafter. 
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E i Covenant of Grace is that free and gracious Covenant 
which God of bis meeremercy in Jefus Chrift made with 
mana miferable and wretched finner, promifing unto him pardon 
of finne and eternall happinefis, if he will return from his iniqui- 
ty, embrace mercy reached forth,by faith unfained, and — 
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foreGod infincere, faithfull and willing obedience, as becomes ~ 


facha creature lifted up unto fuch injoyment,’ and partaker of fuch 
pretious promiles. This Covenant is oppofite to the former in 
kind, fo that atone and the fame time, man cannot be under the 
Covenant of workes and the Covenantof grace. For he cannot 
hope tobe juftified by his perfe& and exact obedience, that ac- 
knowledging himfelfe to be amiferable and loft finner, doth ex- 
pec pardon of the free mercy of God in Iefus Chrift embraced by 
faith, The condition of the Law as it was given toeddam, cx- 
cludes the neceflity of mercy reaching to the pardon offinne : and 
the neceffity of making a new Covenant, argues the former could 
not give life, Heb,8.7. He that isunder grace, cannot at the fame 
time be under the law: and he that waites for Salvation of meere 
and rich grace to be vouchfafed, cannot expect it asthe deferved 
wages of his good werke from juftice, and not of mercy. 

What then may fome fay, is the Law abolithed, or is it lawfull 
for Chriftians to live as they lift, becaufe they be not under the 
Law? 3 : i 

Not fo : but the Law hath a double refpe& : one as the unchan- 
geablerule oflife and manners, according to which perfons in 
Covenant ought to walke before and with the Lord, and in this 
fenfe it belongs to the Covenant of grace. The other, as it is pro- 
pounded in forme of a Covenant, as if he muft neceffacily ‘perih, 
who doth negle& or breake it inthe leaft jot-or tittle, and in 
this fenfe the Covenant of grace and workes are oppofite, The 
matter of Evangelicall precepts and of the Morall Law is the 
fame, but the forme of promulgation is not the fame: the rule is 
one, but the Covenants difer.. Materialy the Law, that is. 
the matter and argument of the Law, asa rule, ftands in force: 
but ifformelly it did continue asa Covenant, there could be no- 
place for repentance, nor for the promife of forgiveneflz, or mer- 


cy reaching to the pardorof finne, or the quickning of them that - 


be dead intrefpaffes, The Covenant of workes is of jaftice, the 
Covenant of grace isof grace and mercy, which cannotagree and 
take place in one and the fame fubje&t : for he that tryeth juftice, . 
perceiveth not the forceof mercy, & è contra. This might be 
common to both Covenants, that God doth freely give reward, 
becaufe he was not bound unto it by any Law, and that is done of 
grace, which.we are not tied unto by Law : but in the Covenant 
i l ; of;

The Authour of this Covenant is God, confideredas a merci- 
full and loving Father inlefus Chrift.: as a Creator heftrooke Co- 
venant with Ader in his integrity ; asa Saviour he looked/upon 
the poore creature plunged into finne, and mifery by reafon of fin, 
The caufethat moved the Lord to make this Covenant, was 
not any Worth, dignity or merit in man: for man never had 
eught, which hehad not received; and now by his difobedi- 
ence, had déferved to be calt of for ever s neither was the prefent 
mifery inte which he had cat himfelfe the caufe that moved the | 
Lord to receive man into favour: forthe Angels mere excellent 
by creation, as miferable by their fall, he hath referved in chaines 
of darkneffe: The fole moving caufe, why God made this Coye- 
nant,-was the love, favour and mercy of the Lord.

mercy in manstecovery, Mercy freeing man from mifery poffi- 
ble might have taken place before tranfgreffion, and have difcc- 
vered it felfe in the preventing offinne, and foof mifery : but it 
feemed good unto Almighty God to fuffer mifery to enter upon 
man through finne, that he might make knowne the infinite ri- 
ches of his mercy, in fuccouring and lifting him up, being fallen 
and plunged intoa ftate remedileffe and defperate for ought he 
knew. Befides, we may conceive, that Almighty God, upon 
juft grounds difdaining, that fuch a bafe creature falne by pride, 
thanld thus upon advantage ofthe mutability of his reafonable 
creature, tuinate the whole frame of the Creation, and trample 
the glory of his name under foot : and withall looking upon the 
Chaos which finne had brought, and would further make, if fome 
{peedy remedy. was not provided; did out of his infinite and 
boundlefie love to man (though in the tranfgreffion, ) and jaft and 
dreadful indignation againft Sathan, give forth this grations and 
free Covenant. i A 

-- The forme of this Covenant ftands in gratious and free promi- 
fes ofall good tobe repaired, reftored, augmented, and a reftipu- 
Jation of {uch duties as will tand with free grace and mercy, 
For the Covenant of Grace doth not excludeall conditions, but 
fach as will not tand with grace. The Covenant which was 
made of free love, when we lay wallowing in our blood, and 
which calls for nothing at our hands but: what comes from, and 
fhall bere warded of meere grace, is a Covenant of grace, though 
itbe conditionall. So the pardon of finne is given of grace, and 
not for wotkes, though pardon be granted only tothe penitent, 


and faith on our part, a lively, unfained and werking faith be re- - 


quired to receive the promife, —

A Covenant'there is betwixt Godiand man, but no mutual] obe. 
ligation of debt: for fuch mataall obligation is founded in fome - 
equality ;-but there is noequility between the Creator and the 
creature, much leffe betwixt che Lord moft high, and mana Gne 
ner. Ifman had never offended, God almighty, who gave him. 
his being and perfection, could not have been indepted unto him, 
but as he was pleafed to recompence the good of obedience, in 
the creature that never deferved puni(hment : much lefe can God 
be indepted tothe creature that hath offended, whocan neither 
endure his prefence nor beare the weight of his wrath, nor fatisfie 
juftice, nor deliver his foule from the thraldome of finne. The 
obligation of man to God is of double right and debt :.but it is of- 
rich grace and abundant love , that God doth bind himtelfe unto. 
man. God doth promife in this Covenant to be God and Father- 
by right of redemption, and Chrift to be Saviour of them that bes 
leeve in God by him, and in faith do yeild fincere, uniforme, 
willing, upright and conftant obedience untohis Commande- 
ments, 7er.31.31,32,33 Dent.31.6. Exek,3 625,26, Gen.15; 
E455. fre 32-40. & 33.9. Heb8.10,11,12. Ia 54.7. Hof a9. 
Theftipulation required is, that we take God to be our God, 
that is, that we repent ef our iniqnities, believe the promifes of 
mercy.and-embrace them with the whole heart,. and-yeeld love,. 
feare, reverence,, worfhip, and obedience unto him, according | 
tothe prefcriptrule ofhis word. Repentance is called for in this - 
Covenant, as it fetteth forth the fubje&t capable of Salvation by: 
faith, but is it felfe only an acknowledgement of inne, no hea- 
ling of our wound, orcaufe of our acquittance.. The feeling of- 
paine and fickneffe, caufeth a man to defire and feeke remedy, but 
it is no remedy it felfe. -Hunger and thirft make amanto defire 
and {eeke fer food, but a man is not fxd by being hungry. By re- 
pentance we know our felves, we feele our ficknefle, wehunger - 
and thirft-after grace, .but the hand: which we ftretch forth to ree. 
ceive it, is faith alone, without:which repentance is nothing but 
darkneff: and defpaire. Repentance isthe condition of faith and 
the qualification of.a perfon capable of Salvation : but faith alone 
isthe caufe of Juftification and Salvation, on our part required.. 
itis a penitent and petitioning faith, wherby we receive the proe 
mifesofmercy, but weare not juftified partly by prayer, partly 


by. 
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by repentance, and partly by faith, but by that faith,which flir- 
reth up godly forrow for finne, and enforceth us to pray for par- 
donand Salvation. Faith isa neceffary and lively, inftrument of 
Juftification, which is amongft the number of true caufes, not 
being a caufs without which the thing is not done, but a 
cafe wherby itis done. The cavfe without which athing is not 
done, is only prefent in the ation, and doth nothing therein: 
But as the eye isan active inftrument for feeing, and the eare for 
hearing, fois faith alfo for jutifying. - Ifit be demanded whofe 
intrument it is? It is the inftrument of the Soule, wrought ther- 
in by the Holy Ghoft, and isthe free gift ofGod. Inthe Cove-

nant of workes, weorkes were required as the caufe of life and — 


happinefles but inthe Covenant of grace, though repentance be 
neceflary and mult accompanie faith, yet not repentance, but 
faith only is the caufe ef life. The eanfe not efficient, as workes 
fhould have been, if man had tood in the former Covenant, but 
inftrumentall only : for it is impoflible that Chrift, the deathand 
blood of Chrift, and our faith fhould be together the efficient or 
procuring caufes of J uftification or Salvation. When the Apo- 
ftle writeth, that man is not juftified by workes, or through 
workes, by the Lawor through the Law (oppofing faith and 
workes in the matter of Iuftification, but notin refpect of their 
prefence: faith, I fay, and works, not faithand merits which 
could never be) without doubt he excludes the efficiency and force 
of the Law and workes in jaftitying : But the particles By and of 
doenot inthe fame fenfe take Iuftification fron the Law and 
workes, in which they giveittofaith. For faith only doth be- 
hould and receive the promifes of life and mercy, but the Law and 
works refpe& the Commandements, not the promifesof meere 
grace. When therfore Iuftification and life is faid to be by faith, 
itis manifeftly fignified, that faith receiving the promife, doth 
receive righteoufncfleand life freely promifed. Obedience to all 
Geds Commandements is covenanted, not as the caufe of life,but 
asthe qualification and effet of faith, and as the way to life, 
Faith that embraceth life is obedientiall, and fiu'tfull in all good 
workes: but in one fort faith isthe caufe of obedience and good 
workes, and in another of Iuftification and life eternall. Thefe 
it feeketh in the promifes of the Covenant : thofe it worketh and 
preduceth, as the caufe doththe «fea. Faith was the efficient 
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caufe of that pretious oblation in Abell,of reverence and preparing 
the Arke in Noah, of obedience in Abraham :but it wasthe in- | 
ftrument only of their juftification. For it doth not juftifie aS it 
produceth good workes, butas it receiveth Chrift, though it can- 


` “not receive Chrift, unleffe it brings forth good workes. A difpo- 


fition to good workes is neceflary to jultification, being the qua- 
lifieation of an a@tiveand lively faith. Good works of all forts are 
neceflary to our continuance in the ftate of juftification, and {0 te 
our finall abfolution, if God give opportunity: but they are not 
the caufe of, but only a precedent qualification or condition to fi- 
nall forgiveneffe and eternall bit, Ifthen, when we fpeake of 
the conditions of the Covenant of grace, by Condition we un 
derftand whatfoever isrequired on our part, as precedent, con- 
comitant or fubfequent to juftification, repentance, faithend o- 
bedience areall conditions: but ifby Condition we underftand 


` what isrequired on our part, asthe canfe of the good promifed 


though only inftrumentall, faith or beliefe in the promifes of free 
mercy isthe only Condition, Faith and workes areoppofed in 


‘the matter of Jultification and Salvation in the Covenant, ‘not 


that they cannot ftand together in thefame fubject, for they be 
infeperably united, but becaufe they cannot concurre or meete to- 
gether in one & the fame Conrt,to the Iuftification or Abfolution 
of Man, Forin the Court of Inftice according to the firt Cove- 
nant either being juft he is acquitted, or unjuft he is condemned — 
But in the Court of Mercy, if thou receive the promife of pardon, 
which is done byalively faith, thou art acquitted and fet free, 
and accepted as Juh and righteons: but if thou believe not, thou 
art fent over to the Court of Juftice, 

Obedience istwoefold, perfect in meafure and degree, this is 
fo farrerequired, that if it be not performed, we muft acknow- 
ledge our finne in comming fhort : And this Gadis pleafed to - 
exact at ourhands, that we might walke in humility before him, 


firive after perfection, and freely acknowledge his rich graceand - 


mercy ini accepting and rewarding the belt fervice we can tender 
unto his Highneffe, when-in the Court of Iuftice itdeferveth to 


berejected, 2. Sincere, uniforme and conftant, though imper- 


fe& in meafure and degree, and this is fo neceffary, that without 
it there is no Salvation to be expected: The Covenant of Grace 
calleth for perfection, accepteth fincerity, God in mercy pardo- 
al "F ' ning 
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ning the imperfetions of our beft performances, If perfeCtion 
was rigidly exaétcd, nofieth could be faved :ifnor atall com 
manded, imperfection fhould not be fin, nor perfection to be la- 
boured after, The faith thatis lively to imbrace mercy is ever 

conjoyned with an unfained purpofe to walke in all well pleafing, 

and the fincere performance of all holy obedience, as opportuni- 

ty iscfered, doth ever attend that faith, whereby we continual- 

ly lay hold upon the promifes once embraced, Adtuall good 

workes ofall forts (though not perfect in degree) are neceffary 

tothe continuance of actuall jultification, becanfe faith can no 

longer lay faithfull claime to the promifes of life, then it doth ver- 

tually or actually leade us forward in the way to Heaven, For if we 

fay, we have fellowfbip with God and walke in darkneffe, we lie and doe 

not the truth: But if we walke in the light,as he 13 in the light, we have 

fellow rip one with another,y Foh.1.6,7. This walking in the light,as 

he is in the light, is that qualification, wherby we become imme». 
diatly capable of Chrifls righteoufnes,or a€tuall participants of his 

propitiation, which isthe fole immediate caufe of our juftificati- 

on, taken for remiffion of finnes, or a&uall approbation with God. 
The truth of which Doétrine St Pobx likewife ratifies in tearmes. 
equivalent, in the words prefently following : And the blood of 
Chrif cleanferb us, (walking inthe light as God is in the light), 
from all finne, But of thefe things more largely in the feverall de« 
grees how this Covenant hath been revealed, 

In this Covenant man doth promife to repent of his finnes, and. 
‘repenting to cleave unto the promife of mercy made in Iefus: 
Chrift, and in faith toyeeld willing, cheerefull and continuall o- 
bedience. In contracts among{t men, one may aske more, and 
the other bid lefe, and yet they may {trike agreement : Butit is. 
altogether bootlefie, for men to thinke of entring into Covenant 


with God, if they be not refolvedto obey inallthings, The pra--. 
&ife of all Gods people, who ever made Covenant with his High-. 


nefie, dothexpreffely {fpeake thus much, when they folemnly en- 


tred into, or renewed their Covenant : for thus they promifé,, 


Whatfeever the Lord faith, that will we doe, Exod,24.3,7. The peo- 
ple faid unto Jofhua, The Lord our God will we ferve, and his voice 
will we obey, fofh.24.23. And they entredinto Covenant to feeke the 
Lord God of their Fathers, with all their heart and with al ther foale: 
T bat whofoever would not fecke the Lord God of Ifrael, fhonld-be put:

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todeath, whether (mall or great, whether man or woman, 2 Chron.15. 
12,13. And the King flood by the pillar, and made a Covenant be- 
fore the Lord, to walke after the Lord, and to keepehis ( ommande- 
ments, and his Teftimonies, andhis flatutes, with all their heart, and 
all their foule, to performe the words of this Covenant that were writ- 
ten in this booke : and all the people stood to the Covenant,2 Chron.34. 
31, 2 Kings 23.3, They entred into a Curfe, andinto an Oath to 
walke in Gods Law, which was given by Mofes the Servant of God, 
and to objerve and doe all the Commandements of the Lordour God, 
and his Indgements, and bis Statutes, Neh,1o,.29. And thus run- 
neth the exhortation of Fokua tothe two tribes and halfe when 
he fent them home ;T7 ake diligent heed to doe the Commandements of 
the Law, which Mofes the fervant of the Lojd charged you, to love 
the Lord your God, andto walke in all bis wayes, and tokeepe bis 
Commandements, andto cleave unto bim, andto ferve him with all 
your heart, and with all your foule; Iofb.22.5, Which mut not fo 
be underftood, asif he that did of frailty and infirmity off:nd in 
any one jotor tittle, hould be held a Covenant breaker : for then 
. ro man fhould be innocent, but the promife muf be interpreted 
according as the Law orrulecf obedience is giver, which calleth 
for perfeGtionbut accepteth fincerity. In the Covenant of mercy 
we bind our felves to believe and reft upon God with the whole’ 
heart, fo as-doubting or dittut of weakneffe and inficmity, 
mutt be acknowledged a finne, but every fuch frailty doth not ar- 
gue the perfon tote a tranfgreffour of the Covenant, And the - 
fame holds true of obedience. But of this more largely in the pare 
ticular manner bow God hath been pleafed to adminifter this Co- 
venante Man then doth promifeto ferve the Lord, and to cleave 
unto himalone,which is both a debt of duty, and fpeciall preroga- 
tive,and he doth reftipulate or humbly intreat, that Ged would be 
mindfull of his holy Covenant or teftimony,that he would be bis 
God, his Portion,his ProteGtour;and rich reward, Thefe things be 
fo linked together in the Covenant, as that we muft conceive the 
Promife of God in order of nature to goe before the Promifé and 
obedience of man: and to be the ground of faith, whereby mercy 
promifed is received, The offer of mercy is made to man an un- 
beleever, that he might come home,and the promife mutt be con- 
- ceived before we can beleeve; elfe we fhould beleeve we know 
not what, and faith fhould hang in the aire without any founda- 
a tion: 
} 
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tion : but mercy offered is embraced by faith, and vouchfafed to 
him that beleeveth, Alfo the duty which God calleth for, and 
man promifeth, is mans duty but given of God. By grace man is- - 
enabled and effectually drawne to doe what God commandeth, 
The Covenant could not be of grace, nor the. good things cove- 
nanted, if manby his own ftrength did or could performe what 
God requireth. 
This Covenant was firk publifhed, and made knowne by lively 
voice : afterwards it was committed to writing,the tables there- 
of being the holy Scripture. It was made both by word and Plal.8¢.4,35. 
Oath, to demonftrate the certainty and conftancy thereof: and Dsut-29+12, 
fealed by the Sacraments, which on Gods part: doe confirme the ne 
Promife made by him: and on mans part are bils obligatory or: Hebe 18. 
hand-writings, whereby they teftifie and bind themfelves tothe Gen.22.16, 
performance of their duty. Luke 1. 72 
For manner of adminiftration this Covenant is divers, as it- 
pleafed God in fundry manners to difpenfe ic: but for fubftance- ae 
it is one, the laft, unchangeable and everlafting. One, For Jefus 
(brist ts the fame yeSterday,and to day,and for ever; Thelalt: for it Heb.13.8, . 
fucceeded the Covenant of works, but none hall fucceed it, In- - 
it God hath revealed his whole pleafure touching the Salvation 
of man,and hath manifefted his princigall properties, the riches of : 
his grace, wherein he delighteth tobe magnified. He that is not 
faved by the Covenant of Grace, muft and (hall perith everlafting- 
ly. Unchangeable and everlafting: for therein God hath revea- 
led himfelfe, in refpe& of the things he willeth concerning mans. ' 
Salvation to be one and the fame forever. There is none other res. 
lation and refpeét, that might give occafion te-another Covenant. 
It was the pleafure of God to {hew mercy to maa.miferable ; but 
he will not extend comp:flion to him that ebttinately and wil-. 
fully fhall contemne the riches of his grace, The Covenant made 
with Adams in the {tate of Innoceacy.ts altered for our great good ` 
and comfort: but this Covenant iš like the Covenant of theday Ifai.2gis: 
and of the night, ıt {tands faft for ever andever. Thosgh men be. Pil. 2136 
unfaithfull,God continucth faithfull: he waiteth forthe conver= gim 
fon of them that goe aftray, and if they returne, he will receive Deun Men 
them into. favour. The Lord will not utterly calt.ef that people, Jer.3.1,2. 
whombhe hath-once chofen, and received unto mercy. And in Rome-S.

Externally this Covenantis made with every member of the 
Church,even with the Parents and their children,fo many as heare 
and embrace the Promifes of Salvation, and give and dedicate 
their children unto God according unto his direction: for the 
Sacraments what are they but feales of the Covenant? But fa- 
vingly, òffe&tually, and in {peciall manner it is made only with 
them,who are partakers of the benefits promifed, And asthe Co- 
venant is made out wardly or effeQually,fo fome are the people of 
God externally,others internally andin truth, For they are the 
people of God, with whom God hath contra@ted a Covenant, and 
who in like manner have {worne to the words of the Covenant, 
God ftipulating,and the people receiving the condition: which is 
done two wayes: for cither the Covenant is made extrinfecally, 
God by fome fenGble token gathering the people, and the people 
embracing the condition in the fame manner, and foan externall 
confociation of God and the people is made: or the Covenant is 
en‘redafter an invifible manner, by the intervention of the Spirit, 
and that with {o great efficacy, that the condition of the Cove- 
nant is received after an invifible manner, and fo an internall cone 
fociation of God and the people is made up, Re 

Here it may fuffice briefly to mention thefe things,’ becanf in 

the fundry manners of difpenfation,they will come to be difenfled 
more at large. :

teftimonies of holy Scripture, and by the very forme of the Cove-

faith: Their Sacraments for fubftance in fignification agree with 
ours: and they expected an Inheritance everlafting and undefiled. 
Religion for fabftance was ever one and unchangeable, and fuch 
as were truly religious walked in the fame way, and waited for 
ths fame heavenly Inheritance. and everlafting crowne of glory. 
The Church before Chrift may be confidered as an heire, or as an 
Infant, according to the fubftance of the Covenant, or accordin 
to the manner ofadminiftration. Inthe firt refpe& the Church is 
under the Covenant or Promife, and her people are called a free 
and willing people,an heire of heavenly and fpirituall bleffings. In 
_ thelatter refpe& the is under the Covenant, inrefpe of the difè- 
rent adminiitration, and her people are called a fervile peoplein 
comparifon, an heire under Tutors and Governors,. not differing 
. froma fervant.

Mediatour. This third a@ might be done before be affursed our 
fiefh, and indeed was done: but the two firlt did require his com- 
ming in the flefh, although the fruit of them was communicated 
tothe Fathers under the Old Teftament, by force of the divine 
Promife, and certainty of the thing to come with God. 

If it be objeGted, that the canfe is before the eff:@, and there- 
fore the incarnation and death of Chrift muft goe before the

The anfwer is, That in naturall caufes the Propofition holds 
true, butin morall canfes the cf:& may be before the canfe : and: 
fo the fruit and vertue of Chrifts death was communicated to the 
Fathers before his Incarnation, But although the Sonne of God:

Fourthly, and from: the fame. grounds we may conclude, that 
the foules of the faithfull, who departed this life before thecom- 
ming of Chrift in the flefh, were immediately received into Hea- 
ven. For they were taken to glory,and faved as we: Now {uch as 
are taken to lory; are taken to Heaven. For the: Scripture know- 
eth no place in which God doth ordinarily difplay his glory, but 
Heaven.

Butin this 
obfenrity we may:obfervefome degrees: Before. the Law given 
by Mofes the promife was more obfcure: the Law being given, 
A i even 
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even tothe timesofthe Prophets leffe cleare < in the times of the 
Prophetseven to John the Bapti#, more cleare. Even from the 
firit giving forth of the promife untill the comming of Chrift in 
the fich, the revelation was more cleare, diftin@, ample, as the 
comming ofthe Meffiah did approach neerer and neerer. For 
the-Church by how much it was necrer to her beginnings, by fo 
much it was the ruder,and therfore to be infiru&ted ina more rude 
forme. ` As the time of the Sunne approacheth neerer, or if fur- 
ther of, fo is the light that goeth before it, greater or leffer : and 
as the time of the arifing of the Sonne of righteoufneffe is more re- 
mote or nigh at hand, fo was the revelation that went before more 
dimme or cleare, Jt was mecte and expedient that when the 
comming of the glorious King of peace and righteeufneffs did 
draw nigh, the hearts of inen fhould be raifed up in defire and ex- 
pectation of him: But the better they were acquainted with his 
perfonand office, the more diitinétly they underftood the time of 
his comming, the more lively taft they had: of the benefits they 
fhould receive by him, and the greater tokens they faw of his 
glory approaching, the moretheir hearts would be enlarged to 
defire and expe& him. Moreover it was.the good pleafure of God 
to manifeft the riches of his grace, not all at once, but by degrees, 
as he faw it moft expedient for the glory of his great Name, and 
the good of his people in feverall ages and ftatesof the Church, of 
which we fhall have occafion to fpeake largely in the Chapters 
following. But here two things muft be noted to prevent fome 
doubts that may arife, Firft that cleareneffe of Revelation is two- 
fold, Onenn the part of therevealer, iwhenthe revealer dealeth 
fo, that unleffehe have arude hearer, or altogether malitious,- it 
may beunderftood of the hearer whathe meaneth, The other 
cleate; even cn the part of the hearer, whenit.is fo great that the 
rudeneffe of the hearer cannot hinder, that he fhould not perceive 
what is poken, ‘but his malice only. Inthe firlt fence, the reves 
lation of Chrift in the Covenant’ ofthe promife was cleare: but 
the teftimony concerning the Kingdome of Chrift could not be 
underftood of arude hearer-before the accomplifhment, 
© Ifitbe objetted, how-thencouldtheybefaved? = 

In the fecond place it is tobe obferved, that Chrift doth-not 

fave as clearly. knowne, butas he is firicerely acknowledged: But

the lewes. The word of God is the meafire of faith, and that is 
crueand faving faith, which believeth all things whichare revea- 
led, and in that manner wherein they arerevealed, and therefore 
the faithof the Fachers was found and effe&tuall, becaufe they be- 
lieved what God was pleafed to. reveale, and after that manner 
wherein it was revealed of God. 

A Third difference arifech from this; for Chrift with all his be- 
nefits was propofed to the Ifraelites under typesand figures. As.. 
the Priefts, Altars, Sacrifices, Propitiatory, were all types of 
Chrift his Prieft-hood and Sacrifice: and the Land of Canaan a 
type of Heaven : the Lord leading the Tewes by the help of earthly 

things to heavenly and fpiricuall, ~ becanfe they were but young and. 
tender ; which was one canfe why the Covenant was more obfcure, 
heavenly things being wrapt up under earthly. Buc inthe new

cernall bleflings were more efteemed,’ as Symbols of fpirituall and 
heavenly : Bur under the New Covenant, bleffings fpirituall, and 
the gifts and graces of the Spirit are in more ample and plentifull 
manner powred uponthe Church, , Remiffion of finnes though 
it Was certaine with God, was leffe felt under the Covenant of 


Promile, becaufe the cloud of the Law. put betwixt the mercy. of 


God and the eye of the foule ; the grace of God was more obfcure- 
ly revealed, andthe meanes.of expiating finne by the death of 
Chrift ; as alfo becaufe remiffion of finnes was not really, obrained 
by our furety, for as yet he had not made the fatisfa@ion promi- 
fed. TheSpirit was powred in lefe plenty upon the faithfull : be- 
caule that benefit was to bereferved to the times of Chrift, who 
Was firft to receive the Spiritabove meafure in his hamane nature, 
and thence to derive grace unto allus. The Iewes as heires were 
partakers of che Spirit of Adoption, but tempered with the {pirit of 
Servitude, becaufe they were Infants, under the yoke of the Law, 
-the way to heaven notas yet clearely manifefted : But the heire 
come to ripe yeares, is altogether led by the Spirit of Adoption. 
| Thefenfe of future glory was allo more obfcure, becaufe there is 
more obfcure mention of it, and of the way thereuntoin the Old 
Teftament. If we fpeakeof fome particular perfons under the firft 
Covenant, they were endued withgreater gifts of the Spirit then 
many under the New : but more light of knowledge, and greater 
plenty and abundance of Grace is bellowed upon the Church in the 
timeofthe Gofpell, if we refpect the body of the Church and 
faithfull in Generall. 
Eighthly, the {eales of the Covenant of promife werein nume 
ber more, infignification more obfcure, inufe painfull and bur- 
denfome, peculiar to fome people as the Covenant was, and to 
continue only untill che time of reformation : But the feales of the 
New Teftament are in number few, in fignification cleare; in ufe 
caly, common to all nations; andtoendureforever. , o ~ 
And from thefe groiids ic may be concluded, That though the Fa- 
thers being delivered ftom the Tabernacle of the body, were made 
partakers of life eternall in Heaven . yet they had not before Chrift 
that perfeé ftate in Heaven, , which now weiand they are prefent- 
ly poffeffed of: for they were not tobe perfected without us, as 


neither hall we be perfected before that blefled day of the fecond 
. p"? comming 
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ming. of Chrift, whereinthe body of Chrift, that is, the Church, 
fhall be abfolute and perfectevery way.” Nort to infift upon this, 
that the former Tabernacle ftanding, the way to the Holicl was 
not fully manifefted , and that - there muft be {ome proportion be- 
twixt the manifcftarion of the way unto arid tenfe of the future 
life, in this life,in them that be of ripe age, and the fruition of it in 
the life tocome: This is cértaime, the Fathers who died before _ 


Chrift, did expect in Heaven their Redeemer, on whom they had 


beleeved for forgiveneffe of finne and life cverlafting : even as 
foules now expect the Refurrection of the body, the fecond appea- 
rance of Chrift to Judgement, in regard of which things they are 
not perfected. - Now hence followed a want of much light and 
joy,which on the fight of Chrift, God man, entring the Heavens, 
did redound unto them: as we in earth now have not the fulneffe 


of joy which then we fhall have, when we fhall fee the accom- 
plithment of what we expect,

He Covenant of Promife began immediately upon the fall,and 

reached unto thé comming of Chrift in the felh, which is ob- 
fcure in comparifon of the new Covenant, but in it-felfe receiveth 
diftinction of degrees, according to the feverall breakings out of it 
to the darke world, and the growth from feverall manifeftations 
of God, as was proportionable to the number. and qualities of 
thofe, who in fucceeding ages fhould take benefit : fo that at firft 
being like'a young fapling, it grew to be firme, alwayes a fruitfull — 
tree. In Seripture it is delivered unto us under thefe degrees of 
growth, both inrefpect of fuller and more cleare manifeftation, . 
and as we may fuppofe of numbers that received benefit by it. 
Firft,ftom edam untill Abraham. Secondly, from Abraham 


untill the Covenant made with Ifrael upon the Mount. Thirdly, 


from Mofes to Chrift + which muft be fubdiftingnithed : forthe 
Covenant which God did promife to’ make with ifrael and Judah 
upon the delivery from the North Ceuntrey, was to PNN tire

made with Adam immediately uponhis fall, 
former Covenant, which he had made with their Fathers, whermhe 
brought them out of Egypt. 7:7.23. 5, 6,7,8. The firft breaking 
forth of this gratious and free Promife and Covenant was imme- 
diately upon the fall, and is exprefied in thefe words, I Will pat 
enmity between thee andthe Woman, and between thy feed, and 
her feed: He foall bruife thy head,and thou fhalt bruife his heele. 
Herein God fetting downe the irrevocable judgement and finall 
overthrow and deftruction of Satan, the arch-enemy of his glory, 
and mans Salvation, Gods fearefull doomes-man : into whote 
power man was now fallen, he proclaimeth his rich grace and 
mercy towards mankind in Jefus Chrift, the womans feed, who 
fhould breake the Serpents head. In the malediétion of the Ser- 
pent is included the greateft blefling of God moft mercifull to» 
wards miferable and wretched finners. In reference to this grati- 
ous antient Proclamation of mercy the Gofpel is called everlafting. 
Revel.14.6. I faw another Angel flying through the nsiddest of 


Heaven, having the everlasting Gofpel, not in refpect of the fu- 5 


ture, but of the time paft, /ci/. which was promifed from thebe- 
ginning of the world. For as the hils, paths,.and defolations 
are faid tobe everlafting or antient, fo the Gofpel), that is from the 
beginning. 

This fir Promile of grace and life was-publifhed by.the Lord 


bimfelfe to mankind now dead in finne, and enemies to God, that 


as they had heard from him the curte againit finne, and faw and 
felt the fame in part executed upon them, fo they fhould heare 
from him the promife of abfolution, left they fhoukd be fwallowed 
up in defpaire. When they fhould heare peace proclaimed by the 
Author of Peace and Judgement, both by him that was immedi-.

all begianing or without beginning. But feeing the death of Chrift - 
to vanquith and fubdue the enemies of our fouleis publifhed in 
this ancient and famous promile, ever renowned in the Church of 
God, inreference toit, it may be faid, that he was flaine from’ 
the foundation of the world. 
Thefe words doe containea manifeft diftin@ion betwixt the 
feed of the woman and the feed of the Serpent, and a promifé of 
affured victory to the feed of the woman over Sathan, and all fpi- i 
rituall enemies to be adminiftred according to the decree of God. 
So we reade, that the namesof fomeare writtenin the booke of 
lite from the foundation of the world, Rev.17.8. that God hath 
faved fome, and called them with an holy calling, not according

LXX. aa" aeyis, Ie 
fignifies alfo the beginning of the difpenfation of the Gofpell prea- 
chedof Chrift bimfelfe: for thena new manner of revelation of 
the Doctrine of the Gofpell was broughtin, Lwk,1.2. Allo from 
the beginning is as much as from the beginning of che world, from 
che foundation of the world, or at leaft, little after the beginning 
of che world, Ioh.8.44. the devill is faid tobe a murderer from 
thebeginning, and to finne from the beginning. 1 Job.3.8. The 
word beginning abfolutely and precifely put, is taken one of thefe 
wayes, but with anaddition or reftraint from the circumftances 
of the Text, it imports foine other beginning, as of the preaching 
of the Gofpell, to this or that place or people, or the like ; as Phii. 
4.15. I [oh.2.7,8,23,24. But this phrafe from the beginning ne- 
yer imports from eternity, in any paffage of Scripture: and it is 
Somewhat ftrange to interpret the beginning of duration by erer- 
nity, which is effentially and abfolucely without beginning of du- 
ration. Now whenthe Apoftle faith, God hath chofen the Thef. - 
falonians from the beginning, what can we underftand thereby, 
but God hath manifefted fome outward declaration of their ele- 
&ion, according to this famous promife made to Adamand Eve, 
that the {eed of the woman thould breake the Serpents head. Some 
would referre it to the time that the Gofpell was preached a- 
mong(t them, orto the time of cheir effectuall calling : but the 
word beginning precifely and abfolutely put is never fo taken ; neje. 


ther can it be faid, that the Theflalonians were chofen as foon as 


ghe Gofpell was firft preached unto them : for ic may well be, that 
it was often preached unto them before they believed : nor from, 
tke beginning of their effectuall calling, if (as they would have it). 
the faithfull perfevering, not fimply the faithfull, be the object of 
Gods Election. Of the other Texts alleadged the fame may be, 
faid, unto which the forefaid anfwer canin no fort be fitted ; fo- 
that we may conclude, in all the fore-cited paflages there is anap-

a Covenant confifting of a promife and ftipulation, made not ing 
ternally alone with the heires of promife, but externally admini- 
fired, offered unto and accepted. of all the members of the Church, 
Viz. of Adam and Eve, and all their pofterity, that were dedica- 
ted to God by them, ordid accept or receive the promife of mer- 
' cy. Ifne Covenant had been made, there could have been no 
Church, nor pleafing fervice tendered unto God. If this Cove- 
nant had not been externally adminiftred, no unregenerate man 
could have been in the Church, nor have communion inthe ordi- 
nances of Religion: But by vertue of this Covenant, Caia as well 


as Abell offered Sacrifice unto God, asa member of the Church, . 


and after his Sacrifice was rejected he heares from God, /f thou de 
well fhalt thou not be accepted? which is a promile of the Cove- 
nant that tooke place after the fall ; for che former Covenant made 
no mention of mercy to be vouchfafed to the delinquent upon re- 
pencance,nor of acceptance after sranfgreffion, Of this Covenant 
there be two parts; firftapromife, 2. aftipulation. The promite 
is, that God will pardon the finnes of them that repent unfainedly, 
and believe in his mercy s which he doth truly promile to all in Co- 
venant, and effectually beftow upon them thacbe heires of the pro- 
- mife. 2. Theftipulacion is, thacthey believe in him that juttifi- 
eth the ungodly, and walke before him in all wel-pleafing. This 
may be gathered, becaufe the promife of forgiveneffe cannot be re~ 
ceived, but by faith, and by faith ic is that we overcome the world, 
and vanquifh Sathan, the enemy of our foules. Thus we reade 
that by faith the Elders obtained a good report : and that by faith 
Abel offeredunto God amore excellent, Sacrifice then Caine : by 
which he obtained wituwe fle that be was righteous ; and that by faith 
Enoch was tranflated, that he foonld not fee death : and that Noah 
became heire of the righteousfneffe which is by faith : whichis an 
argument fufficient, that they underftood how faith was required 
in this Covenant or promile. And-feeing it is the property of faith 
to worke by Jove, and to be fruictull in all good workes, of necef- 


fity if faith be commanded, obedienceis required, though riot as- 


the caule of life, yeras the way to life, and the fraitof faich. If 
we muft beleeve in God, we muft alfo walke with God, and 
worke righceoufneffe..

therein. But che Authors of this opinion doe neither confent with

ternall pledges and adminiftration. And if all Infants be partae- 
kers of the benefits of the Covenant, it isa wonder the fruits theres 
of doe feldome or never fhew themfelves in-them that live; or that 
God fhould leave them in fuch condition, as if they live, itis ten 
_ thoufand to one, being deftitute of all meanes to bring them tothe 
knowledge of Chrift, they fhall fall from the grace received, and 
fo plunge themfelves into eternall perdition. Whether. this opinis 
on willitand with the tenonr of the Covenant as it was renewed. 
and further manifelted toe féraham and the raelites after him,, 
we fhall have occafion to confider in the Chapters. following.

At 
the farlt breaking forth of the Covenant, it was propounded in dark 
and cloudie termes, not eafie co be underftood, and moft things 
{paringly expreffed, and indeed rather implyed then expreffed : In 
this fecond rife and further manifeftation of the. Covenant, we 
have it laid downe in a’ plaine and conceiveable language to all 
whom itconcernes. Gen.17.7. I Will eftablifh my Covenant be 
tween me and thee, and thy feed after thee in their generations for 
an everlafting Covenant : and it is fully exprefled both in refpect 
of the Head and Purchafer or Undertaker, the confederates in this 


- Covenant, and fubfederates, the good things promifed, and con- 


ditions required therein. That place of Gen. 3. is feldome al- 
ledged in holy writ, but now and then by way-of allufion : but’ 
thofe of the Promife made toe4braban and his feed often pref." 
fed in the perfon of Chrift, not only as Meritor of the Promife,and 
Satistier of revenging wrath, nor yet as Maker of the Promifes, nor 
only as Ratifier of the Promifes by his death, nor as having the 
prime part in the Promifes as manand Head, but as Treafurer 
of them for the whole feed of Abraham. For all the Promifes 
of .God in him are Tea and Amen, to the glory of God by us, 
2 Cor.1.20, And Paul, when he had to doe with the falte Apo. 
ftles, who would have blemithed this free Covenant made with. 
Abraham, by the Covenant of the Law,Gal.3.15,16,17. he fo in-, 
fifteth upon it, :as that ina fort he preferreth rhis manifeftation, .

And thisis evidently hol- 
den out to be theliterall fenfe in other places, e-4és 3.24,25. But 
Where fhall we find mention of the paffion of Chrift in this ex- 

reffure of the Covenant unto Abrabam, which in the firft mani- 

eftation was clouded in the phrafe of bruifing his heele : and is ef. 
fentiall co the Covenant of Grace in any Overture of it, as contaj- 
ning the priceand ranfome by which all hinderances are removed,

Abraham might come on the Gentiles. Soms ant wer, that this is 
thrice put on in the paffage of this Covenant with Abraham; firft, 
in the federal] confirmation by the figments with the {moaking 
fornace, and burning lamps, which peficd between thofe pieces, 
Gen,15.8,9,17. which howfoever it typified the dividing of £- 
brabams {eed in Egypt with their fiery labours and forrowes : yet 
primarily the type expreffeth the torment and rending of Chrift 
Abraham his prime feed, and by the fornace and fiery lampe, the 
wrath of God that runneth bet wixt, and yet did not confume the 
rent and tornenature. Secondly, they conceive this perpefficn of 
Chrift was.expreffed in the bleud of the Circumcifion. Gen, 17, 
10,11. For they be of opinion,that where God commands fhed- 
ding of blond in any his ancient Ordinances, it doth fully reach 
unto the blond of Chrift,and his everlafting Tefament, The bloud 
which was fhed in the fignes ordained to feale the Covenant of 
Promife, what did it fignifie but the bloud of Chrift, whereby the 
Covenant was tobe fealed, Laftly, we may find a full expreflion 
of his paffion in the refolved facrifice of Jfaac which was typicall 
the death of Chrift, and the Ramme in his ftead: wherein is fet 
forth an Embleme of Gods love unto the world, in that he hath 
truly facrificed his only Sonne Chrift to take away finne.70h,3.16,

_ In the former Covenant a fecret honour was put upon Eve, as 
fhe was made (if we may fo fpeake) the firit pipe whereby God 
conveyed the graceof his Covenant unto her pofterity, who did 
not degenerate into the feed of the Serpent. But here the Cove- 
nant is made with Aérabam, who received it, not as an example 
only, nor as a type, but as an Ordinance leading unto the convey- 
‘anee of the fame Covenant to all the confederates, In which 
{enfe it is plainly fpoken to in the Epiftles to the Rom, and Gal, .

2 Theanfwer is, the word reward fometimes doth import no- 
thing, bue an abfolute and free gift of God,.thongh no action 
went before to which recompence was dus : as Gen,30.18. Leah 
faith, God hath given me my reward, becanfe I have given my hand- 
maid to my bufband, Pfal.127.4: Children are the Inheritance of the 
Lord; and the fruite of the wombe is-his reward. Thereis a reward 
ofa debt, foch as is dus to the workeman for his labour upon dee 
fert sand a reward of grace, fuch as God’ giveth to them who la- 
bour in well-doing according to promife,' A‘teward is given to 
the worker of free grace, but not forhis.worke:as the procuring 
or deférving caufe.* There is.arelation of order and confequence 
betwixt the worke and the reward, that cheone-goeth before and 
the other followeth, but not a proportion of equiparancie,: price 
or degrees, that'the one thould::match or purchafethe: other... A 
réecombenes is Riven to-obedience,-as. conifortand folace to them 
that fafer for welk doing : but itis not-giver for theircobedience; 
as wages to the’ labouter;or lands and poff:ffiohs for the ‘price 
paid in-hand.* Reward-is fometimes called retribution : botin 
Scripture riot only the reward of: good/or evill, but fimply good

or evill’ddne*fs thereby fianified; though nothing went before.to ` 


deferve ot procure it, : Thon bast foewed this day how thotk: haf dealt 
Well with nies If 1 have ‘rewarded evil unto: bim that was ab. peace 
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Of the Covenant of Graces 
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with me. The Lord hath dealt bountifully withm:. He hath 
not dealt with us after our finnes, nor rewarded us after our 
iniquities, Deale bauntifully with thy fervant, And if a benefit 
freely vouchfated be called a retribution, the retribution promifed 
and of grace conferred upon the workers of righteoufneffe, doth 
not inferre dignity or worth in the work rewarded. For when 
God doth performe his promife of meere grace, he is faid to retri- 
bute, not that heoweth any thing to any man, or that he can re- 
ceive any that hath the reafon of a benefit, but becaufe he doth 
good unto them according as of his rich grace he was pleafed to 
promile.. And if God be faid to render or repay a reward, thence 
-it will not follow, that good works -can meric ought-at the hands 
of God: for the word is of farre larger fignification, and imports 
no more fometimes, but to reftore to one, that which was his owa 
before; as AMatth.22.21. Render to Cafar, the things that are 
Cafars.’ Lukig4z Itis faid of the child chat our Saviour healed, 
he restored him to his father. Luk.4,20. He gave againe the 
booke to the Minister. Sometimes itis to give without refpect to 
‘meritordefert; as Adatth.27.58. Pilate commanded the body to 
be given anto him. Aks 4.33. With great power the Apoftles 
gave teftimony ofthe refurrettion: of our Lord Jefus-Chrift 
Numb.3.3. & 36.2. 2.Chron.6;23, where the Hebrew hath 
nothing but give, the-Septuagine tranflate it render or repay. 
Moreover;it fignifieth to repay according to vow or promife, as is 
to be feen in many placesiof Scripture; Devt.23.21. P/al.22.26. 
P fal. orgi G-¥16.12,07. Hofi. foh.2.10. Nah. Ilg. 
In brief there is a rétribucion of juttice {tri@ly taken, which js ac- 
cording to.defert + Jd.1.70\Fer,32.1 84: Exod,22.5,6. and there 
is a retribution of gracé and’bounty, whichis of favour according 
to.promife, as Rwth!2.12. Prov.t3.21, and 25.22. nottoadde, 
thac.he thae firft doth good crevill,- is faidcoretribuce ; P/al.33 7, 
8.-P fal.35.121, So thatif. God -be faid-togender-or retribute ac; 
cording coxour.righteou(neffe,ic isinotin pefpect of the worthinefle 
of our deeds, as, ifitheydeferved:it;. but of :his,free promile and rich 
mercy, whereby he-+hach bound himfelfco.accept-of our fincere obe- 
dience,and gracioufly co rewardiite o oves sit lie, ro 
ci AS God was pleafedsfzeely co make thefe:promifes, toedbrie 
bam, foa\{o to confirme thèfamie unto-him by, Oath..: By my [elf

dantly. te hew unto the heires of Promife the immutability of hx 
counfell, confirmed it by an Oath; that by two immuninble things, 

in Which st wasimpoffible for God to lie, We might have ftrong 

conflation, Who have. fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope fer 
before us. Abraham was {trong in faith,yet was it not fuperfluous 

or altogether needleffe, that God of his tuperaboundane love and 

mercy, . fhould adde his Oath to the former promife, for the fur- - 
ther fetling and affurance of his‘fervant. » Here that common fay- 

ing may beof ufe, Aboxndant cauteloufnel[e doth zot hurt, nay, 

itis of great profit andbehoofe. But thisis to be further noted, 

chat God had refpect: to the. pofterity of Abrahams. For Ifzack, 
was prefent then, to whom the promifes were confirmed in his 
father ; which, when both the one and the other, ought to incul- 
cate to their pofterity, it was a matter of no light moment, that 
they might holily afirme, that God hath confirmed them both by 
word and Oath. : : 

In this paflage, Abraham believed God, andit was imputed te 
him for righteoufueffe, both the {pirituall good things promifed 
on Gods part in the Covenant,and the condition required on mans 
part, are implied. For the Apoftle hence concludes, that Abra- 
ham was freely jultified by grace through the redempzion that is in 
Chrift Jefus:: and in this is included all eternall. and {pirituall blef- 
fings,which doe accompany eachother. For whom God doth ju- 
ftifie,them he glorifieth. Inthe firft expreffion, the thing required 
on our parts was obfcurely implied, and we had much to doe to 
find itout: butin this paflageitliethbare. e<4braham believed, 
exc. This.condition in e4brabam, the Apoftle fully followeth 
againit the Julticiaries of his and our times, oppofing it to the 
condition of works irrattaining the bleflings of Abraham, ftrong- 
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ly proving that this faith made Abraham the friend of God, anda — | 


juftified perfon, having nothing to glory in this kind before God, 
fromany worke. But feeing this text is fo ofc alleadged and pref- 
fed by the Apoftles, and fo much controverted among men, it is 
not amiffe to handle the words more at large. Inthe Originall 
word for word they-run thus, He beleeved-the Lord,-or.in the 
Lord, aud he imputed that to him righteoufuefe. The Sptuagint 
render it, and the Apoltles alleadge it thus, e4braham beleeved 
God,and it was imputed to him for righteoufneffe.: The word, be- 
Jseved, imports, he thought the words of God tobe ee 

ee eles able 
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Rable and conftant: and fignifieth fucha beliefe, asis oppofed to 
fainting : as itis faid' of Facob, when he heard the report of his 
fons that Pofeph was alive, his heart fainted, becaufe he believed 
not: but when he believed, his heart revived. Gen.45.25,26. And. 
David faith of him‘elfe, 7 bad fainted, anle fe 1 had beleeved, Pial, 
27.13. Sothacicis.a lively motion ofthe heart or foule affenting 
unto, and trufting in the: word of Godas firme and ftedtaft. Now. 
whether you reade the word following; in or upon God, as eArias: 
and ‘P agnine, or God,as the Apoftles alleadge it, it is allone: for 
here to believe God, as all circumftances doe fhew, is to put trut 
aud confidence in God, or with lively adherence to fticke or cleave 
unto the wordof God. ‘Ard'he imputed, fc. God,or hein whom 
Abraham believed, as the conftruction it felfe and words follow- 
ing manifeltly convince : or; it was imputed, as 2 active verbes 
among{t the Hebrewes are expounded paflively. The word tran- 
{lated imputed, is of large fignification, and imports to thinke, 
reckon, Rom.6.11. P/al.44.22. Rom.8.;6.*devife,purpofe,con- 
clude, Rom.3.28. refolve, plot, etteeme, fore-fee, realon, Marks 
41.31. confule of amatter how it may be brought to paffe, looke 
unto,and takecareof. But more properly to che matter in hand 
itis to account Unto aman, or repute unto aman, or reckon unto 
amanany thing tobe his, or tobe good paiment and fatisfaction. 
for him in his‘accounts. And-that we may thebecrer conceive the 
meaning cf itin thistext, let us confider.fome other paflages in 
which icisuled: Blond fhal! be imputed unto that man, he bath 
fred blond. This your heave offering fhall be reckoned unto you, 
as though it Were the corne of thethrefbing flooré, -Let not way 
Lordimpute iniquity tome. Bleffed is the man to whom the Lord 
imputeth not finne: -Phineas Stood up, and executed judgement, 
and (6 the plague flayed; and that Was couzted to him for righ- 
teoufaefe. If the uncircumcifed keepe the ordinance of the Law, 
Shall not his uncircumcifion be counted for circumcifion. That 
righteonfueffe might be imputed to them alfo, : Sinne ts not impu 
ted when there is no Law.» Thechsldren of the promife are conns 
ted for the feed,‘ Let a man (p'acconnt of us, as of the Ministers 
of Chrift. God was in Chrift reconciling the World to himfelf; 
not imputing their finnes unto thems, I refraine, lef any man 
foould account of me, above that he feeth inme. At my firft an- 
fmering no man affifted,but all Srfooke me, I pray God,that it may

not be laid to their charge. Ewen as David alfo defcribeth the 
bheffedneffe of the man, unto Whom God impuseth righteoufneffe 
without Works. Ifhe bath wronged thee, or oweth thee ought, put 
that on mine account. Now to him that Wworketh,the Wages is not 
counted by favour, bur by debt. Were it hinders nothing, that 
righteoufnefle imputed fhould fimply note out a righteoninefle of 
grace and. acceptation, Whenas the word imputed joyned with 
others noting defert and debt, may fignifie the cleane contrary. 
For example,when it is {aid that God gives gifts unto the fonnes of 
men, all underftand a free beltowing of good things amongft 
them : but whenhe faith, be giveth them the Spirit of flamber, 
eyes that they foould not fee, eaves that they [konid not heare: 
then albeit the word [ giving ] in it {elfe promifeth fome grace, 
yet being matched with fuch words, it hath a contrary fignifica- 
tion to chat which naturally it fignifiech + when mention is fimply 
of violent men, and of raveners or {natchers, by and by all that 
have judgement underftand men of wicked life: But when itis 
faid, that the Kingdome of Heaven faffereth violence, ana that 
the violent catch it away; itis ealie to know, that this violence 
and catching fallech not into the lot of the wicked. Likewife the 
word profane, foundeth in all mens eares fome foule and damnable 
thing : but when itis faid, the Priefts profane the Sabbath ana 
are guiltleffe, all know that it is no word of reproach.. . 

Bur to reture coche matter, to impute is either to acknow- 
kdge chat which is truly inone, to be his indeed, and co accribute 
ic to him, or elle co attribute that co one which indeed is not his.. 
In gencrall it is to tran{cribe or transferre and put over the caufe of 


any thing toany one. So Ulpian. inlege 1. parag. Item quari= 


tur, de feparat: Sibiimputent, quo minus idoneum fide Jaffo- 
yem acceperint ; ideft, afcribant c tribuant, Item apud jurif- 
confult.

pex quemfattum. To impute then is to afcribe a matter good or- 
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` fatisfa&tion. Unjalt orundeferved,when the evill or canfe thereof 


is not in the fubject, as when a fault is imputed to an innocent,. 
and punifhmenc inflicted upon him that neither offended in his 
own perfon,nor undertooke to be furety for the offendor,: Sans.1. 
16. Gen.38.15. Plin. lib.8.cap.t. / 

The imputation of a good thing is done three wayes, by right, 
grace and injuftice: becaufe law, juftice and right is oppofed toin- 
juftice and grace. But here it muft be noted, that its: one thing to- 
fay aman ts reputed juft, another to fay, this or chat thing is im- 
puted for righteoufneffe: a man is reputed juft, but not imputed 
juft; reputation is {poken of the concrete, imputation of the ab- 
{tract : imputation is the caufe, reputation the effect : Imputation 
by debt orright is, when that which is inherent in the fubject, or 
due to it, isimputed, as wages counted of debt to him that wor- 
keth. But many things due cannot be faid to be imputed, unleffe 
the word imputation be taken improperly for giving or acknow- 
ledgement ; as we fhould improperly be faid to impute glory to 
Ged for to give oracknowledge. IJmputation by injuftice'is,when 
righteou{neffe of quality or fact is imputed to an unjuft man, and he 
is acquitced contrary tolaw. Imputation by grace, when righ- 
reoulneffe is imputed to them that be unjuft in chemfelves, and the. 
guilty is acquitted,not of debr,but of grace, yet not againft juftice, 
butupon jult and equall confiderations.’ Righteoufnefle alfo is put 
either for fome one individuall righteous act, done after a manner 
pleafing and acceptable unto God, which is called the righteou!> 
nefie of che fact, or it is put for univerfall righteoufnefle, which is 
either the macter of juftification, or at leaft the thing required on 
our part to juftification, and is called the righteoufnefle. of the 
perfon: which.latter is here to beunder{tood, as is more at large 
to be shewed hereafter. Now from all that hath been {poken it fol- 
loweth. ` 

1. That perfectand Rrit righteoufnefle of quality or work in- 
herent,is and ought to be imputed of juftice to the fnbject in whom 
it is: but by gracious eftimation it cannot be imputed in the place 
or roome of righceoufneffe inherent : for what is accounted by 
grace, that either is not inthe fubject, or it is not really chat in the 
roome and {teed whereof it is accounted. | » 

2. Works of righteoufnefle done in faith after a manner plea- 
fing and acceptable unto God,are of grace imputed to the doer ir , 

; i jut - 
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juft and righteous actions, the imperfećtions that'cléave unto them 
being freely pardoned. Not that works are able to beare the exact 
triall of the Law, orcan ftand as the matter of juftification before 
the Lord : but that God in Chrift is pleafed to accept of our works 
as good and pleafant, our perfons being accepted-in his beloved, and 
the weaknefle of our works covered by his interceffion, . Thus 


Phinehas his executing of judgement was imputed to him for righ- 


teoufnefle. And thus we reade, This hall be our-righteoufneffe 
before the Lordour God, if we takehced to keepe all thofe Coma 
mandements. Thou fhalt restore him the pledge, when the Sunne 
goeth downe, ‘that he may fleepe in his raiment, and bleffe- thee, 
and it foall be righteoufneffe unto thee befare the Lordthy God, x 
_ 3. Faith or béliefe may truly be imputed for or unto righteouf- 
neffe, aSicis the fole working inftrument.and_ relative action res 
quired on our part in the Covenant of grace, unto free juftification, 
For by, faith alone in Chrift, through the, meere grace and mercy 
of God, .we obtaine full

ni Ae The righteoufneffe of one being of grace accepted for, or im- 
puted to another, is righteoufneffe impueative :. but this ftands 
notina bare-opinion, or naked eftimation without reality or truth, 
butina reall donation and communicating of righteou(neffe unto 
him, that is.efteemed juit. ‘True itis, righteoufnefle imputative is 
got inherent in.them unto whom ic isimputed,as in the fabjects. but 
it is made theirs by right of donation. 
_ + It may alfobe noted, that the word Imputation, hath refe- 
rence to fome other ching, aad commonly commeth in’ berwixt 
two. things, the one the thing which is imputed, the other that 
whereunto it is imputed, fo chat imputation hath relation unto 
both. And to make this manifeft, we may. confider chele three 
phrafes. The firft is, The obedience of Christ is imputed unto 
juftification, conformable to. that faying of: the Apoftle,: By ithe 
sbedicnce of ont man many axe made righteous, The fecond phrafe 
is, Faith is imputed untorighteon{neffe, Thethird is, Rightéonf= 
nefe imputed unto lif. -The equivalent whereof we have, Rom. 
4.11. &5.47,18. In the firft phrafe imputation is betwixt Chrifts 
obedience, ; asthe thing, which is imputed, and juftification as the 
end whereunto.it is imputed; and it hath reference. - In: the fecond. 
phyafe, imputation commeth in betwixt faith,as the thing which is. 
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imputed, and righteouneffe as the thing whereunto it is imputed. 


In the laft phrafe,:mputation commeth in betwixt righteoufneffe it 
felfeas the thing imputed, and life as the end whereunto it is im- 
puted. , mide: 

Fhis paffage whereof we now {peake, is diverfly interpreted by 
Orthodox Divinés, but all aiming ar the fame truth, and meeting 


-= inthe maine, being rather feverall expreffions of the fame truth, 
_ then different interpretations. The firft is, That faith is imputed

unto righteoufneffe, chat che obedience of Chrift apprehended by 


< faith, may-be righteoufneffe unto the apprehender. For faithand 


beleeving ever implieth: the poffeffion of Chrift and his obedience 


inourhearts; ahd the ‘imputation of faith unto righteoutneffe, is 


the thing that makes Chrift poflefled by faich tobe our righteouf 


nefle. Chrifts obedience is righteoulneffe in it felfe, fo that it is 


neither our faith, nor Gods imputation of our faith, chat makes his 
obedience to be righteoufnefle : büt imputation of faith: to us as 
ours, maketh-the obedience of Chrift‘poffeffed by faith -( being 
righteoufneffe in ‘it-felfe ) -to be our righteoufnefle. ‘For as the 
making of thar, whereby we obtaine pofleilion to be ours, maketh 
the thing poffeffed alfo to be ours: fo that imputation’of faith 
( which is a gift fupernacurall and not within our powert) maketh 
Chrifts obedience to be that unto us, - Which it is-in it felfe though 
it Werenever imputed untous.: Andto confirmé this’expofitior, 
that of the Apoftle is alleadged’: with the heart man beleeveth 
unto righteoufueffe, and with the month he confe feth unto falva- 
tion. In whichfentence, the Greeke word which is rendred [#s- 
to |cannot be rendred [ fer } without darkning, if not perverting 
the true fence and meaning of that place. For we are faid to bes 
lieve with the ‘heart unto righteoufneffe, in the fame fence. and 
meaning, wherein we ate faid to confefle with the mouth unto 


_ falvation. Neither is there any reafon why faith fhouldbe faid to 
. beimputed unto righteoufneffe in any other fence,-as concerning 


the word [unto] then we are faid to believe unto righceoufncfle : 
but inall reafon the Grecke word which we rendér,zxt, “muft in 


_ both thefe phrafes be taken in one and the fame fence: thatis, as 


we believe with the heaft, to thisend that we might by faith (as 
the only:apt and meete inftrument, and: only covenient’and effe- 


- &uall meane to apprehend and ‘pofleffe ) accairié ‘to the pollen

The fecond expofition is, that faith is gracioufly imputed, rec- 


kened or efteemed for righteoufneffe, or in the place or fteed of 
righteoufneffe, becaufe the righteoufnefle of Chrift is imputed to 
none but beleevers. For thole finners onely are juftified before 
God, who ( we fpeake of them that live till they come to yeares 
of difcretion ) by a found and faving faith doe lay hold of, and rely 
upon Jefus Chrift, as he is fet forth of God to be a propitiation. 
Hence itis, that the Covenant of Grace, in {teed of the righteouf- 
nelle of the Law required tolegall Juftification, which is wanting 
in us by reafon of our fins, exacteth no other thing inherent in us, 
as a caule of Jultification, or condition in refpec&t whereof we are 
juttified, but faichalone. And thus in a fic fence it may be faid, 
that faith is of grace accounted, in fteed of legall righteoufnefle : 
not that it is the meritorious or materiall caufe of our Jultification, 
as legall righteoufneflefhould have been, if Juftification had been 
by the Law, nor that it is accepted for the perfect righteoufnefle of 
the Law : but becaufe itis the fole inftrumentall or conditional] 
caule, required on our part to Juftification, in refpect whereof we 
are acquitted from our fins. For in the Covenant of. workes per- 
fect obedience is required at our hands to Juftification : but. in the 


Covenant of Grace nothing but faith on our parts is called for, and fe 


that nor as the forme or matter of Juftificacion, but the inftru- 
ment only, whereby we receive remiliion of fins, and are partakers 
öf the merits of Chrift. i oe: ae 

- Thé third Expofition is, that when faith is imputed for righ- 
teoufneffé, it is net to be underftood materially, as though the 
dignity, worth and perfection of faith made us juft ; bur relative- 
ly and inrefpect of the object, that is, to us beleeving righteouf- 
nefle, /c- of Chrift is freely imputed; and by faith we-receive righ- 
teoufneffe and remiffion of fins treely given of God. And there- 
fore to fay faith juftifiech, -and faith is imputed for tighteou(nefle, 
are phrafesequivalent. For faith jultifieth not by it’s merit or dig- 
nity, but as an inftrument and correlatively, that is, the merit of 
Chrift apprehended and received by faith juftifieths not faith? 
whereby it is apprehended and received, unk fie itbe by an impro- 


per fpeech, wherein the act of the sabi by reafon of the pe 
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and {trict connexion betwixt them, is given to the intrument. 
And with this expofition for fubftance of matter agreeth theirs, 
chat make an Hypallage in thefe words; faithisimputed unto, or

of Chrift, The thing queltioned in thefe expofitions is, whether 
the words mutt be taken tropically or properly : but the matter 
and fubftance of doctrine contained in chem, is one and the fame.

(anaan : but the principall ching promifed was, that in his feed 
all Nations of the earth {hould be blefled, and belief in this promife 
‚was accepted for righteoufnes. All earthly promifes made to Abra- 
ham,proceeded from the meer love and favor of God towards him, 
and many of chem were types and figures. of fpiriruall, fo that in 
beleeving them, he muf needs beleeve the promife of bleffing in 
his feed, which is Chrift. Abraham could beleeve no promile, 
but he muft beleeve rhat God is the rewarder of them that dili- 
gently feeke him : but he cannot beleeve in God, as the rewar: 
der of chem that feek him, unleffe he have aneyeto the promifed 
feed. ~<407 
` The righteoufnefle here mentioned is not the fingular righteouf- 
nefle of this or char act, whereby a man is faid co doe juftly or 
righteoufly, which is called the righteoufnefle of fact s | but uniyer- 
fail righteoufneffe or therighteoutneffe of Juttification, whereby, a 
man. is freely acquitted from all his. fins, and accepted of God as 
righteous unto lite, whic’ is called righteoufnefle of the perfon. 
Faith is not imputed for righteou{nefle, in refpe& of the worth; or 
dignity of faith either in habit or act, butin refpect of it’s office, 
whereunto it is ordained in the Covenant of Grace, as it doth im- 
brace Chrift, and chereby we are made partakers of the merits of. 
his free and willing, and perfect obedience to the command of 
Grace. Faith is accounted for righteou{neffe in regard of the ob- 
ject, and is a caufé of chat Juftification which is of grace.

Wereade that Chrift is made unto m of God 
righteon[neffe, that by one mans obedience many are made righ- 
teous, that Christ isthe end of the Law for righteoufneffe to e- 
very one that believeth, that the believer is juftified by him, and 
by faith in him obtaineth remiffion of fins. We find alfo by con- 
Ference of Scriptures, chat to be juftified by faith, and to be jufti- 
fied by Chrift is in fabftanceall one. And what'can be the fence of 
thofe places, but this, that Chrift is the meritorious and materiall 
caufe (fotofpeake ) of our Juftification, faith the condition and 
inftrument, whereby we receive Chrift made of God our righteout- 
nefie. The Apoftle making comparifon betwixt the firft and fecond 
cAdam {heweth, that as fin commeth from Adam alone unto us 
all, as hein whom we have all finned : So from Jefus Chrift alone 
commeth righteou{nefle to all thacarein him, as from him that 
hath fatisfied the juftice of God, and performed gratefull obedi- 
ence at the commandment of grace, for themall, In which com- 


parifon faith never hath the place ef our righteoufneffe, but an- . 


{Wers in our participation of righteoufneffe in-Chrift,to that which 
is the ground of our being partakers inthe finof Adam. For, as 
we were one,with Adam, and in refpect of orignall and nature 
were in him, and one with him, and foby being in him and one 
with him, did all in him and with him tranfgrefle the command- 


ment of God : even fo, in refpect of faith, whereby onely we are. 


united unto Chrift, and {piritually made one with him, and in- 
grafted into him, we all in him did fatisfie the juftice of God, or 


are made partakers of the fruit and benefit of his fatisfaction. Thus - 


our union with Chrift and meanes thereof, is alwaies tobe diftin- 
guilhed from our communion with him, in the participation of his 


righteoufnefle, as the fruit thereof. Like as our being in Adams, 


and one.with him, is to be diftinguifhed from the fruit thereof, 
whichis communion with him in the participation of his tranf- 
greffion. Iffaich be only the hand ‘whereby we put on Chrift 


both as a juftifierand fan&tifier, then it is not the garmentof righ- 


teoutnefle, wherewith we are cloathed. But it is only:che hand 


whereby we put on Chriftas a garment,Gal. 3.27. Rom.13.13,14. 
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Faith jukifieth as itimbraceth the-righteoufneffe of God. But

pture, And by the fame reafon the Popith Gloffes upon this Text 
are confuted as falfe and vaine, “Bellarmine would make the fenfe 
this, Faith is imputed for righteoulneff, that is, faith is juftice, 


‘by which e4brabam was jultified. For if Abrabam was jupified 


by workes, he hath whereof to glory in bimfelfe. But with God he hath 
‘not whereof to glory, To him that worketh not, faith is imputed 
for righteoufneffe, therefore faith is not therighteoufneffe of the 
Law. The Queftion there difputed is not by what worke Abras 
ham was juftined: but after he had done many and great works, 
inthe manner of Juftification, he prefented himfelfe before the 
throne of grace, not only /#4 forma pauperis, but which is more 
of an ungodly man, toreceive abfolution from the hand of grace 
by a true and lively faith. And faith is accounted’ for righteouf- 
neffe by gracious acceptation: but what is accounted by free fae 
vour,that is not truly and really the thing it is accounted for in- 
herent in us. - It will be faid, Faith was not reputedto Abraham 
for righteoutneffe, after that he excelled with many vertues ha- 
ving embraced Chrift : But the holy Ghoft rather teftifies, al- 
though the excellency of Abrahams vertaue was great, whereby he 
had.inereafed by long perfeverance, yet he was not otherwife ac- 
cepted asrighteous unto life, but becaufe by faith he received 
grace offered inthe promife. ‘The faith of Abraham was great - 


and excellent for degree and meafure, but it-was not accepted for 


rightecufneffe in regard it was {trong and eminent : but becaufe. 
it laid hold upon the promifed feed. The faith of Abraham was 
eminent, butnot perfeG,and jnftified him not abfolutely as yi

For in 
that which is intire, all things doe mutually anfwer one another, 
doe confpire intoone: that isnot intire which diffents from it 
f-lfe,is not one and whole, er in which there is divifion. and dif- 
agreement. Thus Chriftians fanGified by the Spirit of grace in 
every.power of the foule, the feeds of all vertues being ingrafted: 
in them, and firmely compa& and knit together, fo that freely, 
willingly, and upon advifed deliberation they cleave unto the 
Lord, and without partiality or willing negle& move to all óu- 
ties of Piety, Juftice and Mercy, are faid to be perfect, though 
they be not freed from manifold 1ofirmities, no grace of the Spirit 
in them be come to perfect growth. An intire, holy, blamelefie 
converfation, direGed according to the will of God in every 
place, {tate, and condition of life, is faid tobe perfet. Bleffed are 
the perfect in the Way, Pfal.t19.1. Keepe thy fervant from prefump- 


- tuons finnes, then fhall 1 be pergi, Pfal.19.13. I Was alfo pert ~ 


before hima, and I kept my felfe from mine iniquity. Pfal.18.23. It is 


recorded of A/a,that bzs heart Was per felt with the Lord all his dayes, 


though in the fame booke many infirmities are noted in him. 
a j A I King. 
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as it was made and manifefted to Abraham. 


i Kivg.t5.14. 2 aes Thus. Woah, Gen.6.6. fob 1.1. 
Hezekiah, 2 King.20.3. are faid tobe pertect. David to walke 
in his integrity, P/a/.26.1.yet thefe examples muft not be referred 
'to the fecond degree of perfe tion. The body is intire, when all 
‘parts are fo knit together, that each is preferved, and fit fôr his of- 
fice : the foule is intire, when all the parts of righteoutneffe are ri- 
vetted together amongft themfelves, and in the whole : the con- 
verfation ıs intire, when no office of life is neglected, no precept 
careleffely forgotten or fleighted ; when no occafions or occur- 
rences can remove men from their holy purpofes undertaken ac- 
cording to Gods word. This perfect man is fet as oppofire to the 
unftable,double minded, perverie, froward and reftlefle,who are of 
and on, turned upfide downe with every contrary wind, divided 
and at odds with themtelves ; wholoppe and ftraiten the Com- 
mandements as will beft ftand with their occafions, take and leave 
at pleafure, reft in the externall acts of piety or juftice, or cleane 
depart from Geds Commandements. The integrity Hf the #p- 
right fall guide him, but the perverfeneffe of tranfgreffors foall 
destroy them, Prov.11.3.

Vaxiah,fotham, they did that which was right in the fight of the

was not perfect with the Lord, as was the heart of David his 
father, 1 King.11.4.

Strong 
meate (faith the Apoftle ) belongerh to them that are perfed, or 
of full age.Heb.5.14, thole that have left the Rudiments of Chri- 
ftian Religion are called perfect, perfect in refpet of them that 
‘be babes in underftanding, and ftand in need of milke.

20, The Law makes nothing perf. Heb.7.19. becaule it wasa 
rudiment only which was delivered tochildren, fo that he that is 
feafoned with the knowledge of the Gofpell, is perfeét in relpe& 
of them that be inftructed only in the Law. We Speake Wifdome 
among ft them that are perfect. 1 Cor.2.6. here fome underftand 
men, and by perfect they underftand all Chriftians in generall,who 
are perfect in refpe&t of them that knew not the Gofpell : Others 
them that in {peciall had made greater progreflein the faith : others 


-underftand tke word things or fomewhat, that this fence fhould 


‘be, that this wifedome doth confift in perfe@ things. But how- 
ever this text be interpreted,. the Apoftle elfewhere manifeftly 
confirmeth this point, {hewing that {ome were perfect.in compa- 
rifon of others, who had not'yer attained to perfection. Here it 
‘mutt be remembred, that howfoever the word perfect be referred 
to knowledge in the myfteries of Religion in the writings of the 
Apoftles, yet it isnot ieldome referred to practice and manners. 
In the firft reference, they are faid to be perfe&, who have obtai- 
ned an high degree of knowledge in heavenly and divine myfteries: 
Inthe fecond, they that teach in deed and fact chat they have lear- 
ned what they profeffe. Let patience have its perfeit Work, Jam. ` 
4.4. thacis, letit fhew its fincerity and conftancy in works, that 


- Mot in words and gefiures, but in deed and truth:it beapproved ; 


that it cannot be overcome in the greateft evils, but doth hould out 
and remaine invincible.

to. which nothing is wanting,. nothing fuperfluous : and'fo the 
foules of the juft are made perfect in Heaven. . In the firft degree’ 
perfection is neceflary to falvation, without which we cannot be 
partakers of the eternall inheritance; in thefecond and third de- 
gree it is tobeftrivenafter; though clé latter ‘catinot’ be, obtained. 
inthis life, The greaten meafure of perfection aceaineable inthis 
preftne life, is an imperfect perfetion : but that imperfection is 
fin; and therefore though We come flort,weé mult {trive forward 
cowards perfection,chat we might be perfect hereafter. 
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of the Covenant of Graces: 


. Integrity is neceffary, becaufe the mok holy God will never 


give himfelfe to be pofleffed and enjoyed to a fpiricuall adultreflz,’ 


who doth affect any otherlover more, or befides him, A woman 
may have many friends, but.one as an Husband: Conjugall love 
of it own nature,is of that kind, that it muft be of one, and cannot 
be communicated ro many. If God be wholly ours, we muft be 
wholly his. And if we joyne ought with God, or take in ought’ 
with him, we doe not, we cannot cleave to him alone. When 
there age two objects upon which the heart is fet,it is divided: and 
men of divided hearts, can have no fellowfhip or communion with 
him. We cannot ferve God,unlefle we ferve him intirely : he can- 
not be our Mafter,if we have any other. 14atth.6.24, God heares 
them that pray with their whole heart, 7ev.2y.12,13. is found 
of them that feeke him with their whole heart. -P/2/.119.2. Deut. 
4.29,30. takes pleafure in chem that be intire in their way. Prov. 
11.20. and accepts their work. Devt.33.11. -If a Chriftian be 
not intire, he can never be perfect in degree: for what is defective 
in parts, can never be made up by any growth. He can never come 
to be a perfect man in Jefus Cerift, and every way compleate, in 
whom the work of grace is imperfect and maimed in the parts ef- 
fentiall or incegrall. If a plant be imperfect, it will never be a per- 
fect tree: If a Child be borne maimed or imperfect, no growth of 
parts received canreftore what is defective in nature If a Chri- 
{tian be fanctified in mind only, or in fome affetion only, and not 
in every part, no growth in what he hath obtained, can ever make 
his fanctification perfect and compleate. Integrity is the qualifi- 
cation of a fubject capable of final! pardon, and erernall bleffednefle 
through grace. Remiffion of fins is received by faith, but faith 
that embraceth pardon, doth unite and knit the foule infeparably to 
God, and to the word of his grace, it feafoneth every affection, 
and ftirreth themup to their proper functions: according as the 
word directeth. Bleffed is the man Whofe iniquity is forgiven, 
and whofe fin iscovered: Bleffed is the man to Whom the Lord 
imputeth no fin andin whofe [pirit there ws no guile. 

God will paffe by the imperfections which he efpieth in the beft. 
fervice of his children, when once he feeth their hearts to be intire 
and perfect towards him. Hypocrifie drowneth many excellent 
graces, and caufech God to take no notice of them : but integrity 
isfo wellpleafing to his Majefty, that if ic be not fhaken, he will 
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not fee many other infirmities. This is the chalenge againft the 


Church of Sardis, I have not found thy Works per feet before God. 
David had many: imperfections, and did often ftep afide in the 
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way, but he is not accufed to breake the whole Law in any thing; ` 


fave in the matter of Uriah, 1 King.15.5. The Holy Ghoft 
hath noted fundry defects ine 4/2, butaddeth this of him by way 
of conclufion, yet his heart Was pergi towards the Lord al hes 


dayes, 1 King.15.14.Contrarily in Jehz, after a large defcription. 


of many excellent things,it is obferved, But Jehu regardedmnot to 
walke in the Law of the Lord with all his heart; and fo his fervice 
indeftroying Ababshoufe (rewarded with a temporall bleffing 
to the fourth generation ) was reckoned murder. Hezekiah is 
bould to pray in behalfe of thém that came unprepared to the Pafe- 
over, The good Lord be mercifull unto him that prepareth his 
heart to feeke the Lord God, though he be uot cleanfed according 
to the. purification of the Sauuary. An Husband will beare 
with many aberrations in the behaviour of his Wife, fo long as he 
is perfwaded of the intireneffe of her heart towards him: and fo 
dealech the Lord with them that feare before him wichall their 
hearts. Great is the excellency, many the priviledges of the intire 
and perfect man. Better is the poore that walkethin hisintegri- 
ty, then he that is perver(e in hw Wayes, turning away nowon this 


fide, now on that, though he be rich. Integrity advanceth the. 


poore man above the wealthy, and yeeldeth him more found com- 
fort and profit both, then all the riches in the world can. They

_ Howfoever they may be weakein themfelves, in him they (hall be 


victorious: his power fhall be perfected in their weakenefle. For 
as it is in the Palme, With the perfet man, thou wilt foew thy 
felfe perfeé : thou wiltnot faile him in his need. This is thena- 
ture of God, that he frameth himfelfe to the difpofitions of men, 
good to the good, hard to the ftnbborne, intire to the perfect that 
waite upon him. The Lordknoweth the dayes of the perfect, and 
their inheritance {ball be fer ever : that is, he feeth to what evils 


they lie open, what help they need, and ordereth all events co their 


{peciall good. He that walketh in his integrity is fafe: no danger 


~ can overtake or meete a man in that way ; becaufe he is under the 


fhadow and protection of divine providence. Righteou/ueffe pree 
ferves him that isintire in the way, but Wickedneffe overthrow- 
eth the finner, Prov.13.6. & 11.5,6. Let integrity and upright- 


_neffe preferveme, P/al.25.21. Integrity is a guard,chat doth con- 


tinually keep watch and ward; and doth not only leade mento 
a good way, and tell chem what is their duty,and fit to be perfor- 
med; but maketh the way paffible for them, and them profperous 
init. An intire heart, is achannell or Barke in which the graces of 
the Spirit are contained, and faith doth {wimme above all ftormes 
and tempefts : but a mind void of all integrity,is full of flifters and 
chincks, that if che moft holy liquour of piety be offered, it is pow- 
red in and out togetherand atonce. Thisis the nature of integri- 
ty, that by it the foyleis intire in it felfe, and hatha {pirituall con- 
tinuity, which may be fhadowed forth by the fimilitude of things 
corporal; and therefore fo long as integrity is preferved,the heart 
isapt tocontaine and keep fafe the graces of the Spirie s if it be 
cracked grace would be loft, fhould noc God make up the breaches 
of it. A fouledeftitute of grace, is ftarkedead; an heart without 
integrity nor well compacted, is next to death or deftruction ; as a 
{hip fullof holes, or a body unloofed or diffolved. An heart welt 
compact and knit faft together in the Lord (asis the intire ) is 
valiant and couragious in all dangers, trials,temprations. -It is not 
put out of countenance with flanderous tongues, nor thaken with 
feare of troubles. Though mine adverfary ouid write abooke 
againfs me, woulal not take it upon my fooulder, and bina it as a 
crowne unto- me, faith fob ? The hypocrite in peace and fecurity 
may, feeme ftrong and valarous : but let God by fome affliction 
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drag him ous, as it wereby the eares from his lurking hole, and 
convent him before his tribunall, and thou fhalt not fee any thing 
more abject and heartlefle.. Then is that of the-Prophet verified, 
The finners in Sion are afraid, a feare is come among the hypo- 
evites. Who among us foall dwell With the devouring fire ? Who 
among ws foall dwell with the everlafing barning ? But theentire 
heart, even in this cafe, holds out confident and coutagious. And 
nomarvell, for every man that walketh in his integrity hath the 
ptiviledge of a treble guard, the guard'of Gods protection, of the 
good Angels, and ofa good con{cience, for his defence againft all 
adverfary power. Mark the per fe & man, and behold the upright, 
for the end of that man is peace : far the Lord shall helpe and deli- 
ver him, he foall deliver him fromthe Wicked, and fave him, be- 
canfehe trusteth in himo. The Lordwill defend the perfect, and 
he hath given his Angels charge over them, tobearethem in their 
hands, andkeepe them in thesr Waies: In which réfpect they may 
fay-with the Prophet, how many foever rife up again{t us, they be 
more and ftronger that be withus, then they that rife up againft us. 
Moreover,they:are bleiled of God with a good confcience,which is 


asa {trong Caftle,again{t which no batteries of the enemy can pre-" 


_vaile ; heisamoft valiant Champion, who will sot be daunted 
with any-proud on-fet of the Adverfary, which he knoweth to be 
weake, andofnofirength. As there isnothing more bafe, or foo- 
ner abalhed then a corrupt Confcience, deftitute of integrity : So 


nothing more bold and hardy then a good and perfect confcience. `

- Integrity addeth to the glory of our good actions; even fuch as 


ate but of thelower fort. © There is not the meaneft duty’ whatfoe- 


ver, whieh integrity will nor'{ét-a faire gloffe upon, thar in fome 


refpećts it fall be matchableevén to workes farre greater in their 


owne nature. A poorelabouring man that lives by his hands, ha-- 


ving performed holy obedjence'to God therin with an entire héart, 


may have as muti comfort on his*death-bed, .as the bef Miniftet’ 
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or Magiftrate, whofe fervice init felfe is farre more honourable s- 
yea, if his integrity be greater, his comfort alfo fhall be greater. 
For God regards not fo much the matter,. as the forme of obedi- 
ence ; norio muchthe thing done, as the affection wherewith we 
doeit. Wife men regard more the mind of the giver, then the va- . 
lue of the gift, When we firk give our hearts wholly and entirely 
to God; then is our fervice, how {mall foever, very acceptable _ 
unto his Majelty. Itisnot the greatnefle or multitude of thofe 
good workes which we have done, but the good difpofition of an 
honeft and entire heart in the doing of them, that doth bring com- 
fort, asthe internall qualification of that faith, which makes a. 
found plea for mercy before the throne of grace. An halting heart. 
dafheth the acceptance of the moft glorious worke : an entire heart. 
addeth weight to the bafeft fervice. The widdowes mite was lit- 
tle in worth, had not her good heart raifed it’s price. In value: 
it.came farre fhort of the fuperfluities that the rich men caf into. 
the.treafury ; but her heart was better, and fo her gift greater then. 
theirs. When Hezekiah had received the fentence of death, what. 
was his comfort? even this, the confcience of his. integrity. O 
Lordremember how Ihave walked before thee in truth and With 
aperfetE heart. This.was his refuge, though the good workes he. 
had done were in regard of his calling of the higheft note, the re- 
{toring of the true worfhip of God, the purging of the defiled- 
Temple and Prieft-hood ; yet he did noecomfort himfelfe in thefe 
fo worthy workes, but in the perfection of his heart, knowing- 
well thas the worke it felfe, though never fo glorious, is of no. e- 
ftceme, if the heart be rotten, perverfeor halting. The entire in 
heart are the Lords delight, greatly beloved of him for the pre- 
fent, and fall more. fully fee, feele and enjoy the comfort and _ 
happineffe of his favour ia time to come. The Lord God Wil- 
Wwith-hold.no good from them that Walke in integrity : for he is 


_ both their Sunne and Shield, he will give grace and glory. As the. 


Sunne doth illuftrate, clierifh and quicken all things with its heate 
and light :. So doth the Lord vifit the entire, and refrefh them by 
his Spirit, yea, and as a Shield protect them from all evill. The.

Sixthly, They that are entire are faid- to have fulfilled after the 
Lord, that is, fully or entirely to have followed him, Dent,1.36: 
Numb.14.24. 

Seventhly, The perfect man putteth away froward and pere. 
verfe fpeeches. The poore that walketh in his integrity is op- 
pofed tohim. that is. perverfe in his lips, that fpeaketh froward: 
things.. , ‘ 
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Eighthly, His care is to keep himfelf unfpotted of the worlds 
doing chat which is honeft, pure, praife-worthy in the fight of 
Godand man. This note the Prophet David giveth ; for having 
faid, Bleffed are the wndsfiledin che way,he teacheth us to difcern 
therm by this effect, farely thev doe #0 iniquity. 

Ninchly, He will receive evill ac the hands of God thankfully, 
as: Well asgood, and blefle his name, when he croffeth his defires, 
and taketh from him what hedelightsin, as well as when he gran- 
teth the defire of his heart in outward bieffings.. 

Tenthly, An entire heart is ready prepared to ferve God,to part 
with any thing beit never fo deare for Chrift, and to fufter. any 
thing be it never fo hard for Chrifts fake. 

Eleventhly, He that walketh in his integrity will deale confcio- 


“nably at home and abroad, in all duties of his generall and particu-

Ghoft ; bur in this refpect we may not neglect the meanes ordained 
of God for the attainmenc and prefervation of it. God and: none 
buc he did place David in the hil Syon, and: give Gideow victory 
over the Afidianites, as they both well knew, and firmely belee- 
ved : but their beleef did not emafculate their minds, or tie their 
hands from ufing tuch ftrength and valour,as they had. 

Firft, Care muft be had to furnifh the mind avith: the affectio- 
nate knowledgeof God in Chrift Jefus, And-thow Solomon my 
finne, kzow thou the God of thy Fathers, and fer ve him With aper- 

fet heart. The knowledge of God begets in us-a fimilitude of 
God. When we come to underftand what he ig tous, weare made 
to him what he requireth. As wher found knowledge entererh, it 
ftampeth the Image of God upon the heart: for it ailimelates the 
mind co.the object feen and difcerned. 

2. All holy meanes muft beufed toincorporate the word into: 
theheart, thatit may-featon every affection, and beare mild uni- 
verfall Soveraignty over us, For the heart is tranf-formed throngh= 
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eut into the nature of the word, and every power of foul is brought 


into fubje&tionby an unfained, foveraigne, well-rooted faith, it 
isentirein parts, though imperfect in degrees. Herein all dili- 
gence and paines mult be taken by preparation, hearing, medita- 
tion, and obfervation ofall unexpected occafions of griefe, for- 
row, feare, joy, or fuch like, tobring the word into the affecti- 
ons, that it may {weeten their difpofition, and governe their mo- 
tion. a oe 
3. Inall endeavours we mnf include prayer to God in the name 
of Chrift, asa chiefe affociate : for God ordinarily lets in fancti- 
fying grace at the fame gate, at which honeft hearted prayers 
oe out. | 
4. The fourth meanes is, for a man alwayes to poffeffe his heart 


with the apprehenfion of Gods prefence, and fo to keepe it in his ` 


feare continually ; to walke with God, as being in his eye, and 
feeing him chat isinvifible. This remembrance of Gods all-feeing 
prefence, will make men ftudy to approve themfelves before God 
in all their courfes, and to fticke unto him with their whole hearts.. 
Could the eye ofa jealous husband prie into every privy corner of 
his wives heart, fhe would beafraid to hide any ftrange lover in, 
her fecret affection. Ifbuta man, nay if but a child could looke 
into our hearts, we durft not deale doubly and deceitfully. What? 
God feethus, and fhall we.dare to dally with him ?- Shall I give 
him part of my heart, and referve another part for che world, for 
pleafure, for fin ? How fhonld not God find this out? for he fear- 
chech the heart and reynes, and underftandeth the fecret cogitati« 
ons of every foul. 

_ 5. Another meanes is diligently to review all works of obedi- 


ence, and our affections in the doing of them : and to obferve 


what difcomforc and trouble follows the maimed and defective 
performance of good duties. And withall when we take our felves 
tardy, inan holy indignation to take revenge of our felves, judging 
and condemning our felves before God. Thevery thinking of the 


after reckonings we muft come unto, when we have done one 


work, will make us take heed how we doeit. The remembrance 
of the loffe and punifhment, they thall fuftaine, whofe works are 


not perfect before the Lord, will ftirreup refpect to every Com- 


mandment. For who is there that ufeth for all hisactions, at che, 
dayes end to call himfelfe to a fevere examination, as the hard

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Matter doth his fervants, that muft not needs in the very midh of 


- his actions, reafon thus within himfelfe ; anone all this which now 


I doe, mutt very narrowly be looked over, and if the reafon why 
Idoeit, my affections in doing, the worke it felfe be maimed,halt 
or fuffer defect in the parts thereof, I fhall {mart for it. O the 
Wrings and fecret pinches which mine owne guilty heart will give 
me; yea, the fentence which by Covenant I am tyed to paffe up- 
on my felf, in cafe my heart be partiall to the Lord, and my work 
deformed ? If my worke be not perfect, fhall I not loofe all my 1a- 
beur, and be rejected wich it? i 
Laftly, It is good to meditate ferioufly on the joyes of heaven,and 
the rich recompence of reward referved for them that cleave unto 
the Lord with their whole hearts. If the happineffe of Saints here- 
after doe rightly affect, and be foundly beleeved, a man will be 
contented to part with all that he hath to purchafe that treafure. 
- Whatfoever he hath laid next his heart, he will abandon it with 
deteftation, rather then deprive himfelf of that eternall inheritance, 
which God hath prepared. ) 
To ftirre up himfelfe to {trive after perfection more and more, 
a Chriftian muk firft (hame himfelf for his halting, and make it o- 
dious ; ah, the divifion of my heart, the maimednefle of my fer- 
vice is fo apparant, that I cannot concealeit from my confcience. . 
I have lodged finne, vanity, pleafure, the world in the clofet of 
my heart, which fhould have been kept entire for the Lord. My 
purpofes for good have been weake, my refolutions variable: oft- 
times by occurrences and occafions I have been drawn afide. In 
holy performances I have ferved mine own corrupt affections, and 
doing what isright, not done it.with a perfect heart. Mine affe- 
étion to good hath been partiall, bafe, deformed ; In the grea- 
teft matters I have been remiffe, precife in lefler : zealous in one, . 
earéleffe in another ready. to run according to. inclination, not 
looking to the dire@tionof the truth. I have fometimes been for- 
ward to heare, not fo carefull to meditate, and make the word 
‘mineown ; eagerand fiery againft fome particular notorious of- 
fences, but not vigilant to bridle rafh anger, boyfterous paffions 
and indifcreet and idle fpeeches. My love to the children of God 
hath neither been pure, nor univerfall : Ihave been apt to admire 
fome, dif-efteem others according as they carry themfelves to- 
wards me, and fit mein my humour, Ifhe be a curled me”

But unto this,it plea- 
fed God toaddeother affurances whereby he bound himfelfe to 
performethe promifes which he freely made of his grace, and did 
eftablith the faith of 4érabam and his pofterity, This Covenant 
God confirmed by federall fignes in the fegments and fiery lamp, 
Gen.¥5, and then by facramentall fignes, as by Circumcifion, 
Gen.17. which was a feale of promife on Gods part, and an ho- 
mage or fealtic in 4brabamand his feed binding them unto the 
fervice which God required ynder the Covenant of grace: and 
therefore the Apoftle put thisupon them that willufe Circumet- 
fion after Chrif, that-they are bound to keep the whole Law, not 
becaufe Circumcifion for the outward a& wascommanded in the 
Law,but becanfs it was that homage penny, which tyed them to 
puntuall obedience. We may conceive, that God by thisCom- 
mandement might now prove Abrahams obedience therein, im- 
pofing a thing abhorrent to nature, which could not be before 
finne, becaufe it doth prefuppofefinne and punifhment: And it 
was a notable pledge of his faith, for if he could believe God in fo 
dangerous and fearefull an execution, they might beleeve him in 
any other command or promifs under the Covenant, Circumci- 
fion was net without the fhedding of bloud,becaufe the Covenant 
was not yet eftablifhed in the bloud of the Meffiah, and that 
might leade the faithfull to the bloud of Chrift , as effuring the 
purging away of finne by the fame. God. could have inftituted a 
Sacrament which might have agreed to both fexes, but of his infi- 
nite wifdome, hz made choice of that which could have being ir 
the males only : but the female was accounted as cireumcifed in ` 


, the mole : and therefore faithfull women were the daughters of 


Abraham, Luke 13.16. and the common promife, that God 
would be the God of Abraham and his feed, did pertaine to each 
fex ofhis pofterity, Circamcifion Was a feale of the righteoufneffe 
which by faith, that whichis parchafed by Chrift, and-embraced 
by faith: It wasalfoafigneof the Circumcifion of the heart by 
the Spirit of Chrift, without which the rite did commend no- 
man to God. Dext, 10.16. which Circumeifion of the heart is 
promifed ofGod as his grace, Dewt.30.6, and is fulfilled in Chrift, 
Gol. 10,11, Pbil.3.3. And it was, a feale of the Covenant, prs 
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fo ofall the promifes made therein concerning things temporall 
to the feed and pofterity of Abraham, as they ftood in reference 
tothe Covenant of Grace. All that were outwardly circumcis 
fed, were not partakers of the {pirttuall bleffings promifed, yet 
was not Circumcifion altogether unprofitable unto them : but as 
they were within the Covenant, fo did Circumeifion feale unto 
them the bleffings of the Covenant. If they were externally in 


Covenant only and by profeffion, it confirmed the promifés of the 
earthly Canaan and fome other outward things whereof they ` 


were partakers: If they were internally and ef@ually in Cove~ 
nant, it confirmed the bigheft bleffings unto them, which they 
obtained by faith. It appeares then, that ail are not in Covenant 
after one manner, nor doe all that be in Covenant, equally partake 
of the fame blefings : they that be outwardly in Covenant par- 
` take the outward and bafeft part of the Covenant, they that be 
truly in Covenant obtaine the higheft : but what bleffings foever 
they enjoy, they are given according to the Covenant of Grace, 
and not of workes, given of free bounty to them that yeeld bus 
partiall and fained obedience,and not merited by their works. But 
of this more at large in the next. Chapter. 

From all this it followeth, Firft, that all the faithfull are of the 
fame faith with «4braham, The Father and the Sonnes fpirituall 
be of the fame beliefe: as they doe partake ofthe fame {pirituall 
priviledges. Itis one God that juftifieth the circumcifion and the 
uncircumcifion, and it is the fame faith whereby the Promifes 
of mercy areembraced. Zaccheus is called the fon of Abraham, 
and he beleeved in Chrift as did Abraham, 

2. Notonly Promifes of temporall good things, but of fpiritus 
all and cternall were madeto the Patriarks in the Covenant of 
Grace,and fought and cbtained by them. They looked fora City 
whofe builder and maker the Lord is, Remiffion of finnes and 
life everlafting was preached in the Covenant, fealed in the Sacra- 
ment,and typified by the Land of Canaan. To conceit the Fa- 
thers to bean affembly of bruite beafts, which looked to be fed 
with earthly bleffings alone, is highly to difhonour them, and 
leffen the grace and mercy of God towards them.

every one is partaker of the good promifed in the Covenant, is to 
{peake of our felves, and not according to the Word of God. We 
will not tic the grace of God to out ward meanes: bur ordinarily 
we cannot affirme they pertaine tothe Covenant of Grace, and 
obtaine the higheft bleffings promifed therein, whom God doth 
not vouchfafe fo mach as outwardly to receive into Covenant,

Nee we are drawing downe to Mofes his time, and that ma- 
Å N nifeftation of the Covenant of Grace, which was revealed to 
the Church by his Miniftery, The curfe of Gods revenging ju- 
fticshad now feized upon mankind for many generations, even: 
thoufands of yeares, fo that new it was time for God to remem- © 
ber mercy inthe midh of wrath; and to breake out mto a clearer 
<¢xpreffion of this free gratious Covenant, extended to a people 
{prang up into a great number, and tobe jeyned together in an 
outward policie. The Covenant of free grace running dewne in 
Abrahams feed was daily caft out, and grew wilde, asin the Ithe 
maelites, Edomites,Syrians, &¢. therefore God was now pleafed 
to knit the feed of Abraham together ina Stronger, and ( as I may 
call it) a fate Covenant, that things might grow better andnot 
wore, The body of the people to whom the Covenant pertained, -

leth his promife ef Grace to Abrahama Covenant. Gen. 17, 1. be 
ing in every branch a compleat Covenant : not adverting that the 
Apoftle (who knew how to fpeake according to the fence of the 
old Seriptures) cals the promife made unto Abraham a Covenant 
or Feftament. Gal.3.17, and the Covenant of promife, diftingui- 
fhing the degrees ot manifettation. Epbef'2.12, Neither can itbe - 
proved, that ever God made the Covenant of works with the 4 
creature fallen : bute whenfoaver the Scripture fpeakes of Gods l 
entring into Covenant with man fallen and planged into finne, 
and for finne deferving wrath, it mult be underftood of the Cove= 
nant of Grace, as (hall be fhewed hereafter, j 
Others make the Old Teftament a Covenant fubfervicnt to 
the Covenant of Grace, and deferibe it to be that which Ged 
made with Ifrael in Mount Sinai, to prepare them to faith, and to 
inflame them witha defire of the promife and Evangelicall Co- 
venant (which otherwife had languifhed in their minds) and to 3 
reftrain them from wickednefi2 as it were with a bit and bridle, 
untill the time wherein God fhould fend the Spirit of adoption 
into their hearts, and governe them: by the Law of liberty, 
This they make to agree with the Covenant of nature in. this, 
that in boih the one partie contracting is God, the other man,both 
hath a ftipulation annexed,and that the fame inrefpea of the mo- 
sall Law: the promife is the fame in generall,and both leade un- 
to Chri.

‘Covenant of Nature doth ftirreup in man, is allayed by the ap- 
plication of Chrift either in the Promife, or in the Gofpell : 
but the thirft which the old Covenant ftirred up, could not bs 
allayed,but by the comming of Chrift in the felh, 

With the Covenant of Grace it agrecth , that the Author of 
both is God, both contra@ted with mana (inner: both doth thew 
finne: both reftraine from finne : both leadeto Chrift: both the 
Symbole ofthe Church : both made by a Mediatour,and life pro- 
mifedinboth, They differ in thefe, that in the Covenant fubfer- 
vient, God is confidered as reproving finne, and approving righ- 
teoufnefie : in the Covenant of Grace, as pardoning finne, and re- 
newing maninrighteoufnefle; the Ripulacion of the old Cove- 
nant is, Doe thi and live: Gal,3.12, Of the New, Beleeve, and 
thou fhalt not come into judgement, foh.3.18, The Old Teftamene 
was added to the Promife of Grace, which went before.

of legall rites and an yoke of moft RriG pollicie, but covertly un- 
der the condition of repentance and faith in the Meffias to come 
prefigured by tipes and ceremonies, that by this formeof do- 
&rine, worlhip and policie, a proud, groffe, and. {tite-necked 
people mightbe more tamed, and convinced oftheir owne un- 
righteoufneffe : and that by fuch a pedagogue they might beled to 
Chriit, who was more obdfcurely manifefted ander thofe fhadows. 
The fecond is, Bya diltin@ion of Mofeshis propofition of the 
Law from God unto that people : which (as they would) is done 
either with exaction of perfe@ obedience deferving eternall life, 
and threatning eternall curfe to all that continue not in every. 
thing of the booke of the Law to doe it, Deut,27.26. or ina com- 
fortable moderation and éaexde promifing bleflingsto thofe who 
doe what they cantoperformeit. The frh isa perfe@ and exa& 
draught of the Law of prime nature : the fecond a perfwafion and 
incouragement to corrupt nature to ftitre up the relicks of power 
and the Image of God upon hope of future good. Thefirit is 
propounded to all mankind, this tothe Church, though others, 
take benefit by it. Inthe firft the Law breaths nothing but wrath 
to fallen nature, for that hath no grace nor mercy, 704.1.17. In 
the fecond Mofes {peakes Gofpell tothe Z/raelites, for the out- 
ward happineffe of particulars, and the profperity of the whole. 
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The firft and rigid , prepofition isof the Morall Law aléne, and: | 


as it wać contained in thefirlt writing, Exod.30, The fecond is 
laid downe in Mofes whole frame and œconomy to that people, 


The firft ftands in full oppofition to the Covenant of Grace, cone. 


taining a perfeé& Covenant of workes: but the fecond is and may 
be fubordinate to the Covenant of Grace, as will appeare. And 


this diftinGiion (as they conceive) is further {trengthened by the 


preparation unto the firk delivery, Exod.tg. and what firi@neffe 
was there required in the people to prepare themfelvesfor their 
perfons, and what a ftraite charge was given not to come neere 
the Mount, leak they die, Verf. 12. in the delivery what terrible 
voices, lightnings, thunders, fire, &e. with the quaking of the 
earth, fo that neither Prief nor people muft:come neare leaft they 
fhould be confumed of wrath in the giving ofthe Law, which 
when the people heard and faw, they could not endure, but de- 
fired Mofes to be Mediatour betwixt God and them, leaft ifthey 
fhould heare God, they fhould die : which was the ground of chat 
Aphorifine, Who ever faw God and lived; yea fuch was the terror 
that Afofeshimfelfe faid, /feare and quake, Heb.12,21, Thusthe 
Morall Law was firft given by God : but not written till the fe- 
cond going up, €xod.24.12, where God promifeth to find the 
tables, and write in them with hisowne finger sand fuch was 
the feare of the fecond delivery, that Mofes was glad to lenifie the 
former by reading the judicialls, which he had writ, and to offer 
facrifice. f 

And thus Majes goes upthe fecond time, and receives the 
two tables tarrying there forty dayes. Whilelt Mofes {tayed the 
people brake the Covenant by Idolatry. God fent Afo/es downe, 
and by wife providencefo ordered, that Mofes brakethe Tables 
of the Covenant ; and now was ali dafht, and Mofes to begin a- 
gaine to mediate for this finnein Adrow and the people, Exod.3 2, 
19.Dent,9 Hitherto in the delivery and writing of the Law Mo» 
rall thunders nothing but wrath : and the more Law, theleffe o» 
bedience,till the Law was vailed and fhadowed from them inthe 
curfeofit. Mofes having thus travaiied and broken thofe bare 
and open Tables, wherein wascurfe and plague with open face 
painted, heistcalled upagaine, £xod.34. Dewt.2,1.. but confi» 
der with what alteration, For firt Mofes now mult hew the 
Tables, God would not deale with ne fignifying that he i. 
; are 
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have the Mediatour Mofes tobave more to doe with the delivery 
of the fecond writing then at the frit, which wasthe prologue 
tothe lenifying of the Law, wherewith maa hadto doe. 3, Mo- 
fes muft bring the Tablesup, and-God would writethe words 
before written, which fhewed that God could not, nor would 
notalter the Law, which wasa perfec draught of the firft Law 
imprinted in dam. 3. Confider that here was no preparation, 
nor any terror of wonders, but afoft breath of God inthis paf- 
fage, noting this, that God had fufficiently thundred wrath in 
the former delivery, and now feekesto cover it that the people: 
might heareandobey. 4. Mofes mult provide an Arke to co- 
ver the Tables, which wasnot only for thefafe keeping of the’ 
Tables, but to cover the wrath and curfe, that the people fhould 
notfecit, which was thefit{t vaile. 5. We dos not reade that 
ever the Lord would have either the people or Prielt to reade- - 
thefe words out of fione, but as they were mollifyed by Mofes his: 
tranfcription, in his bookes efpecially ; wherein Prince and pso-. 
ple wereto reade the duties of the Covenant and. the promifes.. 
No more tables; there they are, but deale not with them, there 
is wrath at the firft opening: which was the reafon why God. 


- {mote the men of Bethbemef with fuchaflaughter, becanfe, they, 


durf icoke into, and reads upon thefe tables of the Arke of the’ 
Lord, 1 Sa”.6.19. 6. We reade that God, Exod.3 4.5. when’ 
(Mofes was ftanding before the Lord with his prepared tables, the: 
Lord defcended, and proclaimed, The Lord, The Lord, and faid,- 
The Lord God mercifull and gratious, long fuffering and aboundant 
in mercy and truth, forgiving iniquity, tranfgreffion.and finne, Thus: 
the Lord would take away the edge of the curfe,though he would 
write it for endginmentioned, Then the Lord upon the Mount: 
rehearfed the C&yvenant of grace with Ifrael, and caufeth Mofes -. 
the Mediatour to writeit, Exod.34,2.7. Andnow he had in his 
hand both the Covenant of works and of grace, the one bid in the 
Arke; the other open in his hands. the fame Commandements, 
but the one with wrath, the other lenified by God. 7. When 
(Mofes came downe this appearance of God had changed ghe 
skin of his-face, that he was glad to put a vaile upon: him, for o= 
therwife the people could not, nay durft-not behold-him, but- 
ranne from him, as at firlt from Ged: when he delivered the Law 
upon Mount Sinai, which Ged would have for the.very fame end,

cMofes his fhining face fignitying the curfe and wrath of God in 
the Law, as a meere draught of the Covenant of workes, which 
the pcople could not behould, his vaile fignifying the covering of 
this curfe from the eyes of Ifrael. 8. Confider that till the Law 
as a meere draught of natures Law was inarked and thus vailed at 
Mofes his propofition of the remedy unto thefe carnal] I{taelites, 
in the blood of the facrifices, writ in the Ceremoniall Law, it 
could not quiet them,nor pacific their confciences. 9, Obferve 
this one thing further, that 220/és inthe five bookes doth fo (hun 
this rigid propofition ofthe Law, that the Apoftle when he came 
to deale with the falfe Apoftles about this acceptation of the Law 
as ftanding fuilagaintt the Covenant of Grace and Juftification 
by faith, could find but two teftimonies in all Mofes, which ne- 
ceffarily convinced this manner of propounding the Law, the 
one, Dent.21.23. the other, Dest,27,.26. But becanfe this end 
of the vailing of Mofes his face,’ as tending to fignifie the curfe of 
the Morall Law, and the vailing ofit from the eyesof carnall 
Ifrael is called into queftionby fome of prized judgement, ‘and 
that from the paflige of 2 Cor.3. they {pend one propofition in 
clearing that place to prove that it.was ths vailing of the Morall 
Law inthe Curfe. For firft fay they, it could not be the vailing 
of the blood of Chrift inthe Ceremonials; forthe Ceremonies 
was a fafficient vaile to hide that, and to have put an other vaile 
had been agaifift Gods love, who would have the people fpiritu- 
all to locke into it for Salvation : one vaile was fufficient to hide 
fo precious atreafure, But tothe Text, it is plaine in thebegin- 
ning of the Chapter 2 (or.3.3. that the Apoftle meanes'the wri- 
ting ofthe Law in their hearts, namely the Commandements of 
the Morall Law by removing the Curfe, that the heart may clofe 
in with it. Sccondly, Verf.6. The miniftery ofthe Spirit is 
oppofed not to the Cloud of Ceremonies, but to the letter of the 
Law. Morall : for this killeth;(o did not the Ceremony,but quick- 
ning his meafure: Thirdly. Verf..7. The Miniftery of the 
Gofpell is oppofed to that which was graven in {tone, which was 
the Morall Law only. Fourthly, Verf. 13. 12o/és his vaile was 
puton when’ JZo/es.was.tead, and not the Ceremoniall Law a- 
lone, as intending the wailing of the Curfe of the Morall Law. 
Fifthly, That-which beares fhew-is Verf. 14. where the Text 
faith, thatthe vaile wastaken away A Chrift. It îs true pae 
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_ the Ceremonies were removed in the comming of the fubftance, 
but isit not as true, and here meant, that thecurfs of the Law 
-_ Was removed by the comming of Chrift, and fo the vaile made 


needlefle, Gal.3.13, But Vert1 5. the vaileyct remaines when - 
Mofèsis read, which cannot be the Ceremony yailing the blood 
of Chrift, for that is removed in a@: forthe Jewes facrifice not 

for want ofan Altar but it is mot truc of the vaileof the Morall 

Law to cover wrath, Foras it was a mercy to vaile itto that 

people till Chrift came, fo it is. now a judgement Chrift being 

cometothadeit. Forit mightbe, if {eene, anaccidentall canfe 

todrivethemto Jefus the Sonne of Mary fora Saviour, But the 
knot lyeth inthe 18, verfe, But we all &c. where it is thought, 
and ftrongly fpoken, that the vaike fignifieth the Ceremoniall 

Law. Itis true there isa flat oppofition of Chriftianand Jew, 
thé one with open face beholding Chrift, the other not daring to 
fee the glory of the Lord in giving the Law. Butall will be evi- 

dent if it be fhewed what is here meant by the Image of Chrift, 

which we behold with open face, whichis not the blood of Chrift 

vailed in the blood of the Sacrifices, but the Law of God writ in 

hisheart, (promifed fer.3 1.34.) as ths head, which is the new. 
command ofthe Morall Law, fetup for usasa glaffe whieh be- 

houlding by faith, we are changed into the fame Image by the 
Spirit, and now it will appeare that the whole Chapter {peakes 

ofthe Morall Law. , 

Another inforcement of this diftin@ion is fom the Apoftls 
Gal.3. where he difputes againft the Morall Law taken as a tigid 
draught of natures Law, unto the 2 3everfe, for otherwife the 
Law had been noenemy onto him as a branch of the Covenant of 
Grace : but at the 23, verfe he difputes the good ends of it, aS pro- 
pounded with Gads moderation. By the Law which we calf 
the Morall Law, Mofes and Paul meane the meere draught of the 
Law of nature, -as it hath neceffarily affixed eternall life to the 
puntuall performance, oreternall curfe tothe difabeyers in the. 
leaft title. For the Law is complexum quiddam containing in it 
command and bleffing and curing. Take command without 
bleffing or curing, and it is no more Law with Adofes : take fim-= 
ple denunciation of bleffing and curfe from command, and then

ig is threatning and promife, breno Law, 
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his economy is pure Law flafhing wrath ‘upon the fallen crea- 

ture, and therefore called a fiery Law, or fire of Law,D ext.33.3. 

And for {peciall caufe expreffed in generallby the Apoftle, Gal.3. 
The Law, that isthus abftracted, Was added, becaufe of tranf- 

greffion.. For firft, in that long courfe oftime betwixt edar 

and Mofes, men had forgotten what was finne, and had oblitera-. 
ted the very Law of nature. Therefore God fets out the lively I- 

mage of it by Mofes in this draught and abftra@, to which end. 
all the commands faving two are propounded in the negative, that 

fo men by the Church might: know the nature of firme againe, 

Rom3i19. 

Secondly, God propounds the Law with curfe eternall ‘to word: 
death, and to {hew Gods eternall difpleafure againft fin, Rom.4. 
15. which was ufefull not only to the world and wicked in gene-. 
rall, but {pecially to the ftiff-necked and refractory Nation, to be 
as a rod to fcourge all their rebellions and backflidings. The Law 
thus laced with bleffings and curfings eternall, ab{tracted from the 
reft of hisframe, makes Mofes now to begin to breath bleffings, 
and no leffethen Gofpel. This comming from apacified God (as 
Ex0d.33.6,758. ) may be looked on by the fallen creature with 
comfort, and from this confideration it is chat we affirme this Co- 
venant made with the body of Ifrael to bea Covenant of Grace : 
for it is one, and ‘therefore never by Mofes called Cove-. 
nants. . 

Again, Itcannotbe denied, that fo farre as it concerned the 
{piricuall Iftaelice (whom God*efpecially eyed and for their 
fakes infolded the carnall in the compact ) it was a Covenant. . 
Thus farre for confirmation of that diftinction. Bot thefe diftin- 
tions feeme not to remove the doubt. Not the firft , becanfe ic. 
cannot be conceived-how the old Covenant fhould as a condition . 
of the Covenant, exact perfect obedience deferving life as necel- 
fary to Salvation, and yet promife pardon to the repentant belie- 
ver: for thefe two are contrary the one tothe other. Not the fe-. 
cond, becaiife the Covenant that God made with the Jewes is but.. 
one, and how fhould we conceivethe Law in one, and the fame. 
Covenant to be propounded as a rigid draught of prime nature,and - 
with moderation alto, as the Covenant of works, and the Cove-.~ 
nant of Gracelikewife, when the Covenant is but one, and the- 
conditions the fame, ‘Befides, where the Apoftles doe oppofe the. 
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Law and Gofpel, or the old and new Teftament, not only the 
Morall Law, asit was given upon Mount Sézai, but the whole 
Jewith Pedagogie, or Law of Mafes is underltood, as it is mani-

- Some Divines hold the old Teftament, ,even the Law, asit was 


given upon Mount Siaai, tobe the Covenant of Grace for fub- - 


itance, though propounded in a manner fitting to the ftate of that 
people, time and condition of the Church. It was fo delivered 
as it might ferve to difcover fin, drive the Jews to deny themfelves 
and flie to the mercy.of God revealed in Jetus : buc it was given 
tobe a rule of lifetoa people in Covenant, directing them how 
to walk before God in holineffe and righteoufneflé, that they might 
inherit chepromifes of grace and mercy. This I take to be the 
truth, and it may be confirmed by many and {trong reafons’ out of 
the word of God. As firit, by the contract of that {pirituall mar- 
riage a little before the promulgation of the Law, defcribed in thefe 
words : Yee have feene What I didunto the Egyptians, aad how 
I bare you on Eagles. Wings, and brought you unto ny felfe. Now 
therefore if ye Will obey my voice indeed,-and keepe my Covenant, - ` 
thenye foal be a peculiar treafure unto me, above all people : fr 
all the earth is mine.. And yee fhall be unto me a King- 
dome of Priefts, andan holy Nation. Thefe are the words which 
thou fhalt [peak anto the children of Ifrael : whereunto the Proz 
phet 7eremiah hath reference, faying, Heare ye the words of this 
Covenant, and speak untothe men of Jadah, and to the inhabi- 
tants of Ferufalem, and fay thou unto them, thus faith the Lord 
God of Ifrael, Curfedbe the man that obeyeth not the words of 
this Covenant, which I commandedyour Fathers inthe day that 
I brought them forth out of the Land of Egypt, from the iron fore 
nace, (aying obey my voice and dae them, according to all which 
Icommand you, f foall ye-be my people, and I will be your. God. 
And this without doubt is to be underftood of the Decaloguz, as 
it was given upon Mount Sinai, feeing Mofes himfelfe doth in 
exprefle words teltifieit. Godhim/elfe (faithhe) declared unto 
you his Covenant, which he commanded you to performe, even 
ten words, and he wrote them upon two tables of Stone. In thele: 
paflages obferve, that the Law is called a Covenant, as it is =f 
Elle 
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el(-where the Covenant of the Lord. What Covenant, but of 
grace and mercy ? even that wherein God promifeth to be their 
God, and take them to be his people, if they obey his command- 
ments. For fince the fall of edam, the Covenant which the 
Lord hath entered into with his people, was ever free and gracious. 
For when ali menare finners by nature, dead in trefpaffes, and e 
nemies to God, how can a Covenant betwixt God and man be 
ftricken without forgivenefle of former tranfgreflions > If in the 
fate of innocency perfect obedience fhould have been rewarded 
with life from juftice: now that man is fallen by tranfgreffion, 


perfect obedience cannot merit forgivencfle of fins paft, purchafe . 


Gods favour being juftly difpleated for fin, and. deferve everlafting 
life, Whenthe-wicked and their beft works are an abomination 
to the Lord, it cannot be imagined, that any Covenant fhould 
paffe betwixt God and man a finner, wicked, ungodly miferable,bue 
in and through a Mediacour,. om 

Tt was fuch a Covenant whereby the {pirituall feed was made a, 
Kingdome of Priefts, an holy Nation, and a peculiar treafure unto 
the Lord. The word Segullah fignifies ones owne proper good; 
which he loveth, and-keepes in {tore for himfelfe, for his {peciall 
ufe: arateand exquifite treafure ; a thing defired, deare and fin- 
gular or proper toa man himfelfe. The Hebrew Logicians call 
their fift predicable, Segullah:Ochers interpret the word,a beloved 
treafure,a. glorious thing &to be defired,an-holy treafure, a treafure 
which hath bothmagnificence, {plendour and ornament, Ecclef, 
2.8, the peculiar treaftreof Kings. Aquila renders it {ubftance : 
Sym: treafure, or peculiar fubltance, the Septuagint, plenty of 
riches, fo asit doth import multitude or great abundance : Vata= 
blas, atreafure entirely beloved, : Chroz,25.3. I have of mine 
owne proper good, of gold ; of my proper goods of excellency, 
that which was moft deare unto me; of gold moft pure and refi- 
ned, that which is chofen and laid up in a treafury. A peculiar 
people then is a people entirely beloved of the Lord, which is pro- 
per to him, the pofieflion whereot pertaines tonone other, which 
he layeth up (asic were ) in his treafure, Exod.19:5. The Chal- 
dee Paraphraft renders it, ye (hall be beloved before me. Theod.t: 
a chiefe, {peciall, or excellent people : and fo Dewt.26.18, The 
Paraphraft hath ic, he chofe to himfelfe J/rae/his beloved, and in 
other places. Andfoother Hebricians, Segullab figniheth, ne 
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they fhould be beloved before him, as a defirable treafure, which 
a King delivereth not into the hands of any of his officers, but kee- 
peth tohimfelfe, R. Menachen in Exod.19. Adal.3.17. The 
Greek tranflation turns it, a people for peculiar pofleffion. Agu. 
a peculiar people, deare and precious, which he will not part 
withall. Inthe new Teftament both expreffions are uled : for 
Paul calleth them a peculiar people : Peter, apeople for peculiar 
pofleffion, which God doch challenge as proper to himfelfe. Vulg. 
Populus acquifitions, Eph.1.14. This was the priviledge of the 
Jew, which he obtained by this Covenant, and it is often mentic- 
ned to the praile of Gods free-grace and love towards them, Dent. 
7.6, & 14.2, & 26.18. The Lordhath chofen Jacob gato him- 
fel: Ifrael, for his peculiar treafure, Pial.135-4. But this pri- 
viledge they could never obtain by the Covenant of works : by it 
they could never have been a Kingdome cf Priefts, or a peculiar 
people : they could never have obtained che adoption, or have 
inherited the Kingdome of Heaven. Thefe are priviledges vonchfa- 
fed of meere grace in Jefus Chrift, in whom we are adopted, and 

made Kings and Prieits unto God. - 
Secondly, in the promulgation of the Law, the Lord proclaims 
himfelfe to be the God of Ifrael, faying, Zarz the Lord thy God, 
which have brought thee out of the land of Egypt, out of the houfe 
of bondage. Some hold thefe words to be the affirmative part of 
the Commandment, in which the Gofpel is preached, and the 
promifes contained therin offered. Others, thatit is a Preface to 
the whote Law, or prefixed asa reafon to perfwade obedience to `. 
But univerfally all acknowledge them 
tobe the free Covenant, which promifech pardon of fin, and re- 
guireth faith in the Mrffiahe God isthe God of all creatures, be- 
caufe he made and doth conferveall : but by peculiar right he is 
the God of his Church, becaufe he hath chofen it to be heire of his 
Kingdome : whence the peoplearefaid to be bleffed, that have 
God for their God. The Covenantot grace is expreffed in thefe 
words, I will be thy God axed thou faalt be my people : Wherein 
God promifeth to be favourable to the iniquity of his fervants, and 
to remember their fins no more : and to biefie them with all {piri- 
tuall bleffings in heavenly things. When God then faith to Ifrael; 
I am your God, which brought you out of the land of Egypt ; doth 
he not propeund himfelfe as ther King,. Judge’, Saviour and Re- 
3 deemer = 
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sdeemer-: Spirituall Redeemer from the bondage of finand Saten, 


whereof that temporall- deliverance was a type. And altheugh’ 


there be no expreffe mention of a Mediatour in the Law, yet it is 
included in the word of promife, I am thy God. From Evangeli- 
call-promifes, and the remembrance of them, and alate type, thie 
Lord-makes beginning, when he gavehis Law. And «it -is further 
tobe noted, that as thefe words, Z am the Lord. thy God, are 

prefixed to the firt Commandment‘in the Law, fo are'they an- 
nexed toall others in fundry places of Scripture, as-an argument 

to move tofincere obedience.: Leaft the Jewes fhould feare (as’ 
itcommeth to paffe in doubrfull matters ) they hearethat the rule’ 
of life is prefcribed-unto them of the true and only God, who is 


theirs by Covenant. Leaft diffidence fhould make them flacke,: 
God comes familiarly, and commends his gracious Covenant un-: 


tothem. Thereafon from all this is plaine, that Covenant wher- 
inthe Lord promifeth, or proclaimeth himfelfe to be the God-of 
Ifrael, isthe Covenant of grace, which God made with Ifrael. 
But in giving the Law upon Mount Sinai God promifed, and pro- 
claimed himfelf to be the God of Ifrael. 

. Thirdly, Chrift our Saviour thus reciteth the -firft-Command- 
ment, -Heare-O-J/rael, the Lord our God is one Lord, therefore 
thon fhalt love the Lord thy God-with all thy heart. And Mofes 
in the explication of the Decalogue-condemneth incredulity, fay- 
ing, Ye foall not tempt the Lord your God, as ye tempted him in 
Aegis for there they tempted'God by incredulity. Where it is 
‘moft apparent, that-in this-firft Precept we are enjoyned to take 
‘God.to be our God, tochoofehim to be our portion, to cleave un- 
to him, totruftin him as-ouronly Saviour. “And it can hardly be 
queftioned, whether that Covenant wherin we are bound to take 
God tobe our Father, ‘King and Saviour be the Covenant of grace 
orno? Andby the fame realon it is manifeft, that the Law regui- 
reth faith as well as. love and obedience, and doth build thefe upor. 
it as a foundation. - It prefcribeth faith in the firt place, and: 


throughout, namely that we acknowledge God the Law-giver, to- 


be the Lord our God, the only true God, and teftifie that faith un- 
to him, by an univerfall and uniforme obedience to that whole 
Law and every title thereof. The Law was given for this end, 
that it might inftruG us in faith, which is the mother of a good 
confeienceandoflove, ‘Chrift and faith is the endand fonle s thè 
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_ Of the Covenant of Grace nnder Mofes till the 


" Law, not undetfiood of the Jews. The fumme of the Lawis faith 


orlove, andboth thefe carry the fame fence, becaufe’ though. Mo- 
fes make mention of love, and Paul of faith, yet that love doth 
comprehend faith, and’this faith doth contain love. - Certainly, 
Whatlrever is not of faith is finne, even all works, though goed. 
in fhew, and -forfubftancefeeming agreeable to the. rule of the 
Law, if they iffue not from faith, they'are vaine and’ hypocritical, 
if they be not quickned and enlivened by faith, they are but the: 
carkafleof agood worke. And then if God command not faith. 
inthe-Law in fome fort, why doth he command other things, 
which without it are frivolous ? Our beft works are unfavoury 
before God, if they be not feafonéed with faith : For without 
faith it is impoffible to pleafe God. Therefore the Lord in Cove-: 
nant commanding the obfervation of his Law, exacteth faith alfo,. 
without which the Law cannot be obeyed in an acceptable man- 
ners For when the Law is fpirituall, and commandeth true wor- 
fhip and invocation, how can it be obferved without faith > 
Would the Lord have the Ifraelites“ remaining in infidelity to ob- 
ferve the Law? Or did he ever allow man fince the fall of Adamo, . 
tocome or have accefle unto him, butonly in thename ofa Mediae , 
tour ? Or waslifeand falvation ever promifed to man fince the. 
fall, but upon condition of faith in the Meffiah ? Indeed the con- 
dition of obedience, which God requireth and man promifeth, 
is the chiefelt thing urged in the Law :.-but free and “gracious 
pardon, wherein confifteth the happineffe of the Saints is there- 
in promifed and. proclaimed. They under the old Teftament light- 
ly following the letrer, miftooke the meaning, not looking to the’ 
end of that which was to be abolifhed, whereunto Mofes had an 
eyeunderthevaile. Forchey perceived-not fo'well the grace in-: 
tended by the legall Teftament, which the perfection of the moral 
Law, whereof they could not but faile, fhould have forced them 
tofeeke ; and the imperfection of the typicall Law, which made 
nothing perfect, fhould have led them to find :. but they generally: 
refted in -the worke done, as was’commanded by either Law, 
when as themfelves were unable to do the one,.and the other was. 
in it {elf as untufhcient te-help themi. ~ `- i i 

. Fourthly, after the giving of the Law a Covenant betwixt 
God and-Jfrael was eftablithed by mutiall- and willing ‘confent,. 
the people 'promifing to obey and doé“whatfoever the Lord E 
apu mandec.

manded;: In the J.andof Moab Mofes -was commanded by the 
Lord to make a Covenannt with the children of Ifrael, befide 
the Covenant which he made with themin Horeb. ` This Cove- 
nant they entred into was the fame that God made with them 
upon Mount Sinai, even the fame that did containe the bleffings 
and cuirfes before pronounced. But this’ Covenant was a Cove= 
nant of Grace, not of works: for God never commanded his

Now the ceremonies 
are appendices of the Law, efpecially of the firt and fecond Com- 
mandements, as they were given tothe Ifraelites. And if they 
require faith'in the Redeemer to coms, how fhould we thinke it 
tobe athing paffzd. over in filence altogether in the Law. The 
deliverance of the children of Ifrael out of Egypt, was a type of 
out {pirituall deliverance from the bondage of finne and Satan,by 
the power of Chrift ; as appeares by the Ceremonie and Sacra- 
ment of that corporall deliverance, the Pafléover, which was a 
figure of Chrift our Saviour, Therefore in the -firit Precept the 


- Myftery of our Redemption by Chrift is taught and contained. 


That particular mercy mentioned in that Precept, taught the If 
raclites to expe {pirituall Salvation in the Meffiah promifed, In 
Scripture they are pronounced blefled, who keep the Commande- 
ments, and obferve the Statutes and Judgements of the. Lords 
but withall their blefledneffz is faid to confift in this, chat God 
imputeth not finne unto them, that their finnes be forgiven,and 
tranfgreffions covered. The true worlhippers of God then are 


happy, not for their works, but becaufe God is pleafed to ac- 


cept them in Chrift,and to pardon their offences. This is the true 
fenfe of thofe promifes made-to or {poken of them that walk 


`, ån the perfe@& way, anddoe none iniquity, And if-life and Sal- 
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vation be promifed to them that obferve and keep the Statutes, 
Judgements and Ordinances of the Lord, not for the dignity of 
the work, but through the meere grace and mercy of God pardo- 
ning tranfgreffions and finnes,then is faith in the AWeffiah taught 
and commanded in the Law. The true fenfe and meaning of the 
Law is to be gathered out of the writings of the Prophets: -for 
the fame Spirit that breathed the Law, informed them in what 
fenfe the Law was given, and how tobeunderftood. But by the 
‘Expofition of the Prophets it is cleare, that the Law as it was gi- 
ven by Afofes' did ‘admit repentatice, ‘and confequently, require 
faith in Chrift. Andifthe Law did not command faith in Chrift 
the Meffiah,then might not the Jewesbeleeve in him: for they 
“were forbidden to adde any thing thereto, cr to take ought there- 
from. The Law was tothe Jewes arvule, according to which 
they ought both to live‘and werfhip God; to which they might 
‘not adde the Jeaft jot or title of their owne heads : fo that ov 
ome’ they 
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they mutt not worfhip, praife, pray unto and believe in God in 
and through the Meffiah, or elfe faith inhim muft neceffarily be 


required. The Decalogue, if we precifely confider the things ex- 


preffed therein, doth not containe many things written of Mofes:

but as it, was a fumme and abridgement of the whole Law,where- 

unto every particular muft be referred, and from which, as a foun- -~ ' 
taine it was derived, it isa perfe& rule whereunto nothing might = > 
be added, And if withcut faith it be impoflible to pleafeGod,or 


to obtaine Salvation, the Law which promifeth eternal] life to 


them that keep it, doth require faith as well as love or obedience. 


For if faith be neceffary to Salvation, it cannot be that mana fin- 
ner (hould be juftified, if he could keep the Law s beeanfe he can- 


not by future works purchafe Redemption from former tranf 
greffions. And from all this it followeth, that the Law as it was. 
given tothe }ewes, is for fubftance the Cévenant of grace, ora- 
rule according to which the people in Covenant ought to walke.. 


The Law isand ever was atule of life to men in Covenant. Matt: 
5.18, One jot or title of the Law fhallinno wife pafe, till all be fulfil 


led: fulfilled. in refpeé& of unpartiall and fincere obedience, for of 


that our Saviour fpeakes, as is manifeft by the words following, . 
He that'fhall breake the least of thefe Commandements,and teach men 


fo, foall be called leaf in the Kingdome of Heaven: except your 


vighteoufnelfe faall exceed the righteoufneffe of the Scribes and Pha- 


rifees; that is, righteonfnefle of habite and pra@ife, which is- 


that which the Law, as it is taken in that place, required.. 
Many things areobje@ed to the contrary, which muft be clea- 


red before we pafe further, As firft, it will be faid,. that in the- 
Law there is no mention made of Chrift, without which there: 


is no faith. And what the Law revealeth not, that it comman- 
deth not. But inthe Law there is frequent mention of the Mef-- 
fiah, and perpetuall adumbration and reprefentation of him, and- 
his oblation in wafhings and facrifices, The Apoftle Paa% where 
he profeffedly handleth the chief heads of faith,to wit, that Chrift 
onght to fuffer, and rife againe from the dead, denieth that he 
faid any thing befides that whichthe Prophets and Mofes did 
foretell fhould come. And onr Saviour proved out of 22¢f¢s,that- 
he muft firk {uffer,and then enter into glory, -And no marvel), . 
fecing Mofes by divers types and figures (hadowed forth the- 
death and. refurreĝion of Chrift, as thall be fhewed after. 
| i ~~ * 
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But in the Decalogue there is no mention of Chrift, Neither is 
thatabfolutely tree, For when God faith, he is their God, whe 
delivered them out of the Land of Egypt, doth -he not propound 
himfelfa Redeemer,a fpitituall Redeemer of them from the-bon- 
dage of finne and Satan, whereof that deliverance was -a type? 
But he is not a Redeemer from {pirituall bordage but in Chrift, 
Implicitely therefore in thefe words Chrift is contained and 
propofed-unto.us, which is done according to the condition of 
thofe times, wherein as yet all things were infolded and wrap- 
pedup. And it cannot eafily be imagined, how Chrift fhould be ` 
revealed in the Ceremoniall Law, if there be no mention of him 
expreffz or implicite in thefe words. As. the Morall Law doth 
thew and difcover finne, fo was the Ceremoniall Law as a bill or 
bond-pnt into the hand of God, whereby they did acknowledge 
themfelves indebted te his Divine Majeftie: and as the Ceremo- 


niall Law wasaSchoole-mafter to point out and dire& us-unzo 


Chrift: fo was the Morall a rule of obedience te them that be in 
Covenant with God: which of neceffity doth prefuppofe the re- 
velation of Chrift in fome fort. The Ninevites in the threatnings 
denounced againkt themby the Prophet Jonas did apprehend a 
promife of mercy tobe implyed eponcondition of their repen- 
tance: which promife was made in Chrift. And is it any mar- 
vell then we fhould affirme, the knowledge of Chrift tobe mani- 
felted in fome fort, in thofe words of the Law : if we confider the 
words of the Law, it doth command that we love God above all, 


and our Neighbour as our felves: but if we fearch out the mea- 


Hing of the words, we fhall find it to be fuck alove as proceeds 
from faith ; and from what faich,but ia the Meffiah 2? That is the 
foundation upon which all works of love arc builded, In faith it 
felfor with it, there is a motion of the {foule towards, or adefire 


. of the heart to obtaine the good promifed, joyned with an hatred 


of finne and wickedneffz,w hich may be called inchoate Jove: but 
true, found, intire love, whereby we aff:& God as our Father moft 
neerely conjoyned to us,and reverence bim as the fountaine of

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‘Faith in Chrift is not commanded in the Morall Law as it was 


in the heart of adam in the {tate of innocency : butas 
Re siven to Ifrael, to be a rule-of lite to'a. people in m 
fant, it was prefuppofed or commanded," For the’ generall übe 
fiance of duty, the Lawthen delivered and’ formerly engtaven in 
the heart was one and the fame : bat not in refpect of ths fub joa 
by whom, the obj to whom, or the grounds whereupon ae 
dicnee was required, * Confidence in'God was required of Adam 
by the Law ofnature’ written in bisvheart.. Confidence in God 
throngh Chit or’ the Meffiali -was required of the Ifkaclites by 
che Law publifhed apon the Mount. u-4dam was to petforme obi» 

dience to the Lord immediately without a Mediatour,being him- 
felte pure and innocent. But the Iftaclites being in ‘themfelves 
finners, could not in theirown names -performe ferviee pleafing 
and ‘acceptable'untothe Lord: oddam knew lhe -was:beloved o 

the Lord, fo fong as he continued in obedience, buthad no wat- 
raat to wait upon his mercy, when he had broken the ‘Covenant

the Lord to make knowne to his people by the miniftery of Mo- 
fes, that the Law was given, not to detaine men in confidence of 
their own works, but to leade them unto Chrift. Whatfoever the 
Law teacheth, whatfoever it promifeth, whatfoever it commane 
deth, alwayes it hath Chrift for the fcope thereof, For though 
the Law of rightcoufneffe promifea reward to the keepers there- 


of; yet after it hath (hue up all men under finne, it doth fubftieute 


another righteoufneffe in Chrift, which is received by faith, not 
purchafed by the merit of works. .And therefore the Apoftle. 
doth reprehend the J ewes,as perverters cf the trus fenfe and mea- 
ning of the Law, when they fought to be juftified by theit 
works, and fheweth that AZofès taught them to look for Salvati- 
on inthe Meffiah, and feek for that righteoufnefle which is by. 
faith.’ Whereby it is manifeft, that the Law was given to bs.a 


“mahuduction unto Chrift, in whom we have Redemption. from

frametheir converfation, For what word was that which Me- 
fes faith was neere, even in their hearts, but the Law which

© And from this ground it isnot hard toanfwer what is further 
objected againft this truth,as, If faith be commanded in the Law, 


‘then being jaftified by faith, we are jultified by the works of the 


Law. For faith is not a work of the Law nakedly and abfolutely 
eonfidéred, as itexacteth perfe& obedicnce of man in his own 
perfon: but of rhe Law as it was given to the Jewes, to dire& 
them unto Chrift, who. is the foule and life of the Law. And 


though it be commanded in the Law,as it is in the Gofpel or new 


Covenant, yetuit jaftifieth not as a part of Regeneration, or ana 
of obedienee-and-work of Grace by it worth or dignity, but in ree 
fpect of that office'whereunto it is affiened of Gad, and agit ree 
ceiveth the promifes of mercy.

Julkification by faith, and juftification by workes are oppofite, 
and fo is faith and workes > but faich-is not oppofed -to 
one act commanded, whereby the promife is received, 
for then it fhould be contrary to it felfe: but to works where- 
by the Law is fulfilled in our owne perfors : to werkes I fay, 
not to one work : becaufe no one worke can juftifie, but all are ne- 
ceflary. i 
If it be faid, the Apoftle doth every where oppofe the Law and 
the Gofpel, or the old and new Teftamenr, The anfwer is from 
thefame ground; thatin the Scriptures of the.new Teftament, 
the Law as well Ceremoniall as Morall: is‘ eppofed to 
faith or the Gofpel: and yet the Ceremonies of the Law did 
prefgure Chrift; as all men acknowledge. . Therefore the Apoftle 
doth not perpetually and abfolutely oppofe theLaw, and the Co- 
venant of grace : for he teacheth exprefly, thar faith eftablifherh 
the Law. For he underftood the force and fentence of the Law to 
confift in faith : but becante the Jews addicted to the letter of the 
Law, did pretermit the force and life of it, Paul proves the Law 
.fo taken and feparated from faith, tobe the canfe, not of life, but 
of death ; as that which did not oniy want Chrift, who is the fou! 
ofthe Law, but is oppofite to hiin, And therefore Paa? doth this, 
becanfe the Jews, (faithbeing let paffe) did feck righteonfheffe 
ia the dead works of the Law, and did oppofe the Law to the Gof- 
pel and Chrift, who was the end and fcopeof the Law. This ‘will 


be more plain, if we fhall examin the particular paflages of Scrip- ` 


ture, wherein this matter ishandled. TheApoftle faith, the Co- 
venant from the Mount Sizai gendreth to bondage, figured ‘by 
the bond-woman and her fonne, who werecaft our of Abrahams 
Family.

Rery of 440/es delivered onlyin Inkeand Paper, fhould by the 
powerof the holy Ghoft, through the faith of Chrift be wrought 
and written in the affections of the heart: that Godin Chrift 
would not only edminifter outwardly the letter of che Law,whe- 
ther in writing or preaching, but would by the regeneration of 
the Spirit, give grace inwardly tothe obedience thereof. And 
as the Law written in the tables of the heart, and ingraven in ta- 
biesof {tone, is one for fubftance : fo is the new and the old Te- 
Rament.

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that Chrift referves himfelfe to be a Mediatour of a better Tetas 
ment. Hed,8,6. There is but one Mediatour true and {pirituall, /ci/, 
Chritt: but Ms/es was a Mediatour only typicall. The Mediation 


whereby men are truly and effetually united unto Chrift, cannot 


fall upon any perfon whois not endued with infinite power and 
vertue, who is not Ged as wellas man: but the Mediation of Mo- 
fes was of this ufe,to (hew what was the true manner of worfhip- 
ping God,but did not infpire force and power to follow it, nor 
reconcile mento God, but propound thofe things, whence it 
might ecafily appeare, that there is need of another recon- 
ciliation. 

CMofes as an Ifraelite and part of that people with whem: God 
made the Covenant, was comprehended under the one part confe- 
derate : but as be undertook the fun@tion of Mediatour impofed 
upon him of God, he was not now fimply an Ifraelite, but a Me- 
diatour interceding betwixt God and the people Ifrael, that he 
might be a more illuftrious type of Chrift;-We/es was called in as 
a Mediatour on both parts: Oa Gods, when he called him up to 
receive the Law and all that meflage which God fent unto the 
people: on the peeples, when they defired him to receive the 
Law, and they would docit. Further, never was mortall..man 
more neer untoGod,to whom for this end he is faid to appear face 
to face. He called Abraham friend,but Mofes was Gods favourite. 
Againe, no man either in love, kcowledge, authority foneere the 
people, which makes them idolize him unto this day, Mofes thus 
conitituted a Mediatonr, did firt as a Mediatcur prevaile with 
God for the fufpending of his juftice, that it fhould not breake 
out upon the people for their failing in higheft degrees in morall 
obedience. Secondly, with the people he prevailed to bind them 
in Covenant unto God, and make profeffion of that obedience 
which the Lord did require and call for. Thirdly, he was never 
denied any thing from God, which was for the good of that pec- 
ple, though God denied fome of his requefts for himfelf: but 
what was needfull for the good of that people, {pecially {piri- 
tuall. and ¢ternall, that was procured by the bloud and mediation 
of Chrift bleffed for ever. 

The Law was given to one Nation, whom Ged did chufe to 
be his peculiar people, /cs/. Ifrael, with whom God entred into 
Covenant, and it became his. Fie seweth his Word unto Jacob: his

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featates and has judgements unto Ifrael: He bath not dealt f With any ` 


mation, and as for his judgements they have not knowne them, Therefore 
they have not knowne the Judgements, becaufe God did not 
make them manifeft untothem: as we fay, a place is full of dark- 
neffe; becaufe the Sunne doth not enlighten it with. his beames » 


Not that God is the efficient caufe of their darknefie, but chat he: 


doth net hinder or remove the cafe of their ignorance,or he doth 

not thine upon them by the revelation of his Words That the 
carth is lightfome, this it oweth to the Sunne: but that it is dark- 

fome,to it felfe : God is the Authour of all good, the caufe of ont 

faith, but ignorance and infidelity are of our felves. And thefe 

words, He bath sot dealt 0, doc import a racere negation, and not 

afimilitude : they deny the thing it felfe, and not the manner of 
the thing alone, as might be proved by many inftances: but this 

may plentifully fuffice, that in the whole Scripture, we thall ne- 

ver find this phrafe to note a negation of the manner of the thing, 
but.a negation of the thing it felfe. So that this isthe meaning of 
the Prophet, He hath not deals (6 With any N ation, that is, he bath 

not revealed his Statutes and Judgements unto them. 

This Covenant God made not only with the Fathers, whom 
hebrought out of the Land of Egypt, but with their pofterity. 
Te fand this day all of you before the Lord your God: your Captaines 
of your tribes, your Elders and your Officers, With all the men of Ifrael, 
your little ones, your Wives, and thy frranger that ts in thy campe, from 
the hewer of thy Wood, unto the drawer of thy Water : That thon jhoul~ 
dest enter into Covenant Which the Lord thy God maketh With thee this 
day: Neither With yoru only doe 1 make this Covenant, and this Oath : 
but with him that flandeth bere with us this day, before the Lord our 
God, and alfo with bins that is not here with ns this day, And that it 
might be the better eftablifhed, he gave fpeciall charge and 
commandement, that the words which he had fpoken by Mo- 
fes and the Prophets, fhould be publikely read, often inculcated, 
and expounded unto them: and that all his vifitations of this 
people, whether in mercy whilft they obeyed his voice, or in 
judgement for their difobedience, fhould be regiftred to remain 
upon record as fo many ruled cafes and prefidents , and publi- 
fhed and rehearfed unto their children, that they might learne 
to fet their hope in God, and not forget his Commandements. 
But this Covenant was fo made with the J ewes, that ifany ftran- 
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ger amongft them,or neere adjoyning Heathen did turne unto the 
Lord, he was notto be excluded. When a franger fhal fojourne 
swith thee. and will keepthe Paffeover to the Lord, let all bis males be 
circumcifed, and then let him come seere, and keep it: and he [hall be as 
one that wbornein the Land: for no uncircumcifed perfin fhal eate

Antecedent, when the condition isthe caufeof the thing promi- 
fed or given, asin all civill coptrađs of Juftice, where one 
thing is given for another. Confequenr, when the condition 
is annexed tothe promife as a qualification in the Subje&, or an 
adjun@, that muft attend the thing promifed. And in this latter 
fence, obedience to the Commandments; was a condition of the 
promife ; not a caufe why the thing promifed was vouchfafed, but 
a qualification in the fubje& capable, ora confequence of {uch great 
mercy freely conferred. 
Of them that flip afide and cranfgreffe the Covenant, God cal- 

lethfor and commandeth repentance, that is, it is his will and 
command, that they be thinke chemfelves of their evill doings, 
confeffe their iniquiries, and turne unto the Lord. The frequent 
and earnet exhortations of the Prophets made to backfliding and 
rebellious Ifrael, that the fhould acknowledge her wickedneffe, 
and returne unto the Lord, is a full Commentary of that which ae & 
God required of them in this Covenant, in cafe they fhould turne 413 
away from the holy Commandment. The Lord prorefteth by Ezek $827,28 
his Prophet Ezekiel, chat he hath no pleafurein the death of him Ezck.18 31, 
chatdiech; but rather that he fhould repent and live : and the fame 33+ & 33.415 
for fubftance he made knowne to Ifrael in the Coven:nt which he ** P 
ftroke with them- /. that if chey tranfgrefie and goe aftrayhe doth 
admit, Will accept and approve, nay command their nofained fe- 
pentance, and comming home unto the Lord, that they might 
live. This queltion, Why will ye die, ye boule of Ifrael ! is-put 
forth tothe people in Covenant, and not indifferently co all and. 
every manliving : It is manife(tly fpoken of the houfe of Ifrael, 
whom God had {pared, notwith{tanding their manifold and great 
provocations, to whom he not only gave {pace of repentance, but 
ufed meanes to bring them to repentance, by fending Prophets. 
unto them to admonith them of their fins, to denounce the judge- 
ments of God again{t them for their impenitency, and earneltly to 
exhort them to caft away their tranfgreffions, thar they might live. 
God then doth approve, andcommand the returne of his pecple 
that have gone aftray, he waitech for their amendment, uleth 
meancs to bring them to the knowledge of chemfelves, is not ware 
ting to chem in any thing that in juftice or promife he ought to 248 
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for them : but yet it is not his will effectually to bring every man 
to repentance, whom hedoth command to repent. The Com- 
mandment of God fhews what is our duty, but not what God 
will workein every man : the commandment lieth upon them 
that be obftinate and rebellions, but they have not grace to will 
their converfion ot: amendment. Nevertheleffe, we muft not 
thinke, either that God doth diffemble, or that he is the. authour 
of mans impenitency : for ‘mans corruption, pravity and wilful- 
neffe is the caufe of his going on in evill ;. and his impotency, is not 
a meere infirmity, which he doth bewaile, but a ftubbornefle, which 
he doth foftef and cherih by all means. 

-The miner of this Covenant (in the fence afore-faid) is faith 
in the promifed Meffiah, which is implied in the promile, I wil 
be thy God, and commanded in the precept built upon it, Thos 
Shalt have me tobe thy God. For Godis not the God of Ifrael, 
but in and through the Mediatour, neither can Iftael take God to 
be their God, but by faith in the Meffiah. Inthe Prophets we 
meet withno exhortations more common then thele, Trast in- 
the Lord, commit thy fel unto the Lord, rowle thy burden upon 
him, leane upon the Lord: but what the Prophets exhort unto, 
that is commanded in this expreflure of che Covenant : and tuft 
in the Lord mana finner cannot, unlelfe it be in and througha Me-

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cumceifion through faith: without queftion in the Covenant of 
Grace he taught the Circumcifion to feck Juftification by faith, 
and not by the works ofthe Law, Nevertheleffe herein Ged cal- 
led for, and his Ifrael was bound to yeeld obedience to alt his 
Commandements. Strict, exad, perfect obedience the Lord doth 
require, fo that the leaft failing muft be acknowledged to bea fin: 
uniforme and fincere obedience is fo required, that without it 
there can be no Salvation, Perfe& obedience is commanded, that: 
ifa man will truft in his works to be juftified thereby, be muft ci-

ther bring that which is every way compleat, or be caft in judges ` 


ment, Sincere obedience, though imperfect is approved, that the- 
imperfection of their beft works being covered, and their tranf- 
greffions gracioufly pardoned, they might be accepted by faith 


in Chrift, who is the end of the Law, as righteous unto eternall, 


life. This diftin&tion was formerly propounded, but now is more 
largely to be confirmed. . 


The Law requires perfect and exaé& obedicnce:for fecret faults, 


even thoughtsarifing from corrupt nature, before they attained 
full confent, are therein condemned: and he that trufteth in his 
works, ifhe continue not in every thing that is written in the 
book of the Law to doe them, he is accurfed: But to them that 
bein Covenant the Law was given with fuch moderation, that 
fincere obedience was accepted of them, theugh attended with 
many imperfeétions,as is cleare by that of the Pfalmift, who can 


‘underftand his errours, cleanfe thou me from fecret faults, keep. 


back thy fervant alfo from prefumptuous finnes, let them not have 
dominion over me: then fhall I be upriyht,and/I fhali be innocent 
from the great tranfgrefiion. The godly Governours and people 
of Ifrael were well acquainted with the meaning of the Law,and 
what obedience fhould be accepted at their hands : And when 


they promifed, and bound themfelves by Oath to walk in all the , 


Statutes, Judgements, and Ordinances of the Lord, or of the Law 
of Mofes, they did neither pervert the fenfe of the Law, nor pro- 
mife punctually to fulfill the Law in every jot aad title. Therefore 
they underttood the tenour of the Law as it was given unto them, 
to admit of upright, unfained and true obedience, the imperfeai- 
-on that cleaveth unto their bet works being gracioufly pardoned. 
LT have fworne, and I will performe it, that I will keepe thy righteous 
judgements. Did the Prophet think himfelf able panGually y 
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fill the Law? How will that ftand with his Prayer,Enter sot in- 
to judgement with thy fervant ; for in thy fight [hall no man living 
be juftified. No, but he knew fincere and willing obedience, 
which he promifed and would performe, fhould be taken in 
good part. And this is further apparent by the prayers of the faith- 
full, Pudge me, O Lord, for [have walked in mine integrity, Remem- 
ber how I have walked before thee in truth aad with a perfe heart, 
and bave done that which is good in thy fight. It never came into the 
heart of thefe Worthies to conceit, they had been ableto juftife 
themfelves before the barre of Gods juftice in any particular a&i- 
on, great or fimall, as ifit had been without all defe& or ftaine, be- 
ing tried in the rigour of jultice; nor could their integrity ought 
availe them, if no obedience did find acceptance with God, but 
that which is every way compleat. It is faid cf Pofias, that ke ture 
ned to the Lord with all his heart avd with all his [oul and with all his 
might, according to all the Law of Mofes ; that he declined not to the 
right hand, or to the left: Of David, that he kept the Commande- 
ments of God, and his Statutes : that he kept the Commandements of ` 
God, and followed him with all his heart, to doe that only which was 
right inhis eyes: that he did that which was right in the fight of the 
Lord, and turned not afide from any thing thar he commanded him all 
the dayes of bis life, fave only in the matter of Uriah the Hittite: and 
of Febofhaphat that he turned not afide from doing that which was right 
in the eyes of the Lord: OF Afa, that bis heart was perfect before the 
Lord all bis dayes: OF Afa and the people, that they fought the 
Lord with all their heart, and all their foule. From thee paffages 


‘we cannot prove either that thefe fervants of God did, or that it 


is poffible for men in this life to fulfill the Law exactly, or that the 
Law is given with fuch moderation, as that the imperfeQions 
which did cleave unto thefe,and the beft fervants of God,were no 
finnes è becaufe in phrafe of Scripture the words will not beare 
that weight, it may be confuted by Text it felfe, fetting down íc- 
verall imperfeétions even in them, who are faid not to have turned 
afide from the Commandements,and it is dire€tly contrary to dix 
vers other paffiges of holy writ. But thence we may foundly 
gather, that the Law as it was given to Ifrael, doth admit and 
allow of fincere and unpartiall obedience, though it be imperfect 
and anfwer not to that exa@tneffe which is required. 
Thefe words, Doe this and live, mult not be interpreted, 4 if

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and what Mofes brought tothe further expreffure,crc. | 
they did promife life upon a condition of perfed obedience, and 
for works done in fuch exa@tneffe as isrequired: but they mufe 


be expounded Evangclically,deferibing the fubject capable of life - 


éternall,not the caufe why life and falvation is conferred : and by 
doing fincere, uniforme, unpartiall obedience, not exact fulfilling 
of the Law in every title is to be underftood. Doe this and live, 
what is it more then this, /f ye will obey my voice, and doe my { om- 
mandements, ye foallbe to mea ipa treafure. Bleffed is the man 
that feareth the Lord, and delighteth greatly in his Commandements, 
_ Bleffed are they that keep judgement, and hethat dothrighteonfnefe at 
all times. Bleffed are the undefiled in the way, who walk inthe Law of 
the Lord. Bleffed are they that keep his teftimeonies, and that feek hins 
with the whele beart. Who fo looketh into the perfect law of liberty, 
and continueth therein, he being nota forgerfull hearer, but a doer of 
the worke, this man fhall be blefed in his deed, Tothem who by pati- 
ent continuance in well-doing, feeke for glory, and honour, eter nall lifes 
which paflages are to be underftood of fincere and upright wal- 
king, and fhew who are jaftified, and to whom the promifes of 
Jife pertaine, but not why they are juftified. And in like manner 
that of the Apcfile, The deers of the Law are juftified, may be. exe 
pounded Evangelically, aot of them that fulfill che Law, which 
fhould be jultified by their works, but of them that foundly obey, 
who are juftified of grace by faith, not for their works. And 
hence it appeares what works the Apoftle oppofeth to faith in the 
matter of jullification: not only perfect works done by the 
Rtrengthof nature, of which fort there be none at all: but works 
commanded in the Law as it was given to Ifrael, fuch as Abrabam 
and David walked in after they were effeCtually called, fuch as 
without whofe prefence faith it felf could not be exiftent, fuch as 
are neceflary in the perfon juftified : thefe works’are oppofed to 
faith, in the matter of juftification, not that faith can be without 
them, but beeanfe they cannot be caufes together with faith in 
Juitification. And of neceffity, if faith be oppofite to works ex- 
actly perfect, it mult be oppofite tothem that are imperfect and 
Tainedin part, that be impurely pure: becaufs the Covenant of 
Grace calleth for perfe€ticn; though it accept fincerity, and in all 
reafon perfe& righteonfneffe thould rather be accepted. forrighte- 
oufneffe unto life,than that which is imperfe@ and fallech fhort of 
that which is required. ee 
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For the better adminiftration of this fate and nationall Coves 
nant, it pleafed God to ondaine futable Ordinances for the teach- 
ing and applying of this Covenant, fcil of: Miniftery and Prieft- 
hood, The firft of thefe the Apoftle openeth, fetting down the 
ftate of the Gentile and Jew before Chrift came, compared both 
together, and how both {tood tn comparifon tothe Church after 
Chrift, in regard of this Ordinance of teaching, As the Gentile 
before Chrift was a man conftrained to live without a fhelter: the 
Jew at the fame time ts better provided for: for he had the Law 
taught to cover his head ina ftorme, that it be not too violent, 
But we after Chrift dwell in well-grounded, yea, feiled. roomes, 
that we need not to feare the blowing, beating, or flowing in of 
the Sea, raine, or wind, for we have the Ordinances of the Gos 
fpell, The Gentiles Gefore Chrift ran wild like beggarly bruits 
without all fchooling ;-the Jew a great deale better for the time 
being, be had a Schoole-matfter toteach and nourture him, even, 
the Law to bring him unto Chrit. But happy Chriftians after 
“Chrift living in the Univerfity of the Church under the free Tue - 
torsof new Ordinances. The Schoolemafterfhip of Mofes was 
a good Ordinance for the body of the people under Covenant 
with God, as we find this calling needfull-and profitable ina 
Commor-weale,though inferiour te the honour and worth of an 
Univerfiry.. There was not a man of them undifecovenanted who 
tock not benefit fome way or other by this pedagogie. For fome 
were kept thereby from notorious evils, as children that Jearne 


little at Schoole, get good in this, that they are kept from (hrewd 


turnes. Others get much ability of knowledge, though they ne- 
ver looked at Chrift; as fome at Schoole learn to write and read, 
caft account and make a bond, though they never intend any bet- 
ter ufe of their learning. But the fpirituall Jew got fome true 
meafire of grace to Salvation, though they reached not’ to that 
pitch and meafure which is attaineable under the Ordinances of 
the New Teftament; as in fome good Grammar Schocles thofe 
grounds of learning may be obtained, whereby men may be fere 
viceable to the Church or Common-weale in'fome meafure, 
though they come not to that ripeneffe and maturity, which may 

be gotten in the Univerfity. “ raid 
For the manner of this pedagogic under Mofès, we are not to 
conccixe, that he taught his Schollers in things too j 
their

their capacity and practife only to fet them to others toaske: for 
it is the part ofa bad mafter to fet his Schollars too hard a taske, 
that they might runne to their fellowes to make exercifes, this is 
the way to non-proficiency, But Mofes in the Ceremoniall 
Ordinances did point out Chrift, and fo as a good Schoole-mafter 
dire&ed unto him ; and by fhewing unto the J ewes their weak- 
nefie and_inability, convincing them of finne, terrifying their 
confciences, he did drive them nnto Chrift, and informed ‘them 
how to walke being in Chrift, that they might inherite the pro-. 
mife. Thus the Law entred that finne might abound, it difcove- 
red finne, wrought wrath, wounded, terrified and killed, and. 
withall revealed the remedy to be had, not in the Law, but in | 
Chrift, that the diftrefled might not reft inthe Law, but feek un- 
to Chrift,andlive, Ina Schoole we muft. have rods to’ keep res 
fra&ory boyes in awe, and idle boyes to their bookes, according; 
tothe common Proverbe, ef rod in a Schoole is alwayes in feafon. 
This was found with Mofes in his Schoole, and ufed as occafion 
wasofiered. The Ceremonies were as an hand-writing againft 
them, as they witneffed their uncleanenefle,or bound them to the 
debt of the Law: and a curfe was denounced -againft them that 
thould not continue in all things that was written in the booke 
of the Law to doe them. Schoole-maftere muft have Apples and 
toyes to traine up boyes of better and fofter natures, who be won. 
with a Nut and loft with the fhell : This the Schoole ofthe Law 
wanted not in the hand of Afofes, as the outward temporall blef- 
fings of this life plentifully fpoken too, and diftributed by the: 
hand of Mofes in his Booke: The Jewes were as Infants and 
little children that are much pleafed with rattles and other toyes: 
and Mofes the rather to winne and keepe them in obedience,’ 
doth make large promifes of corporall bleflings and an earthly- 
inheritance, as did befit the {tate and condition of that people. 
But if thefe prevaile not, he bath his Fer#/a and gentle rod,- 
which is the commination of temporall calamities and judge- 
ments to be infli&ed upon tranfgreffours.. .It is expedient a 
Schoole- mafter have fome other praétifes befides Rods and:Nuts 
tobreake their wils, and make them corrigible and teachable, 
traGtable and gentle, which the Law provided for aboundantly; 
having to doe witha ftiffe-necked people, and ftubborn Schollars, 
Three kinds ofimpofitions Mofes propounded unto his Schollars 
to beare, w e o Fih, 
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Fick, in the pedagogie of the Law he refrained them frozy 
fome free creatures, wheteunto they had range naturall defires,as. 
sacats and drinks; making fome uncleane: as mothers lay Apples 
before the eyes of their children, which yet they muft not touch 
upon paine of a frowne, chiding or whipping, to-breake their 
wils,and traine them up in obedience.

Certaine 
itis alfo, that God did reward partiall obedience with temporal] 
bleffings, as he {pared fome upon their temporary humiliation 
and fained repentance:zand he permitted fome obftinate and rebel- 
lious to abide in the promifed Land,and take roote and profper for 
a feafon : but this he did of his free bounty,that he might performe 
the Oath whick he {ware unto the Fathers. So that herein there - 
appeares no intexture of the Covenant of workes with the Cove- 
nant of Grace, nor any moderation of the Law tothe ftrength 
and power of nature for the obtaining of outward bleffings. But 
rather that God ofhis aboundant goodnef{: is pleafed freely to 
conferre outward bleffings promifed]in Covenant upon fome 
that did not cleave unto him unfainedly, that he might make good 
his promifé unto the fpirituall feed, which by word and oath he 
had confirmed unto the Fathers. In this expreffion of the Covee 


“nant it pleafed God toadd anto the former,another {eal for con- 


firmation of their faith, fc, the Paff:-over which was a tipe of 
Chrift, the immaculate Lambeof God, which takethaway the 
finnes of the world; ourtrue, Paffe-over, who was facrificed for 
us, as well as afeale of their deliverance from the bondage of £- 
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pr. “And.the celebration of the Pafleover, was as a gratefull 
remembrance of their moft powerfull and gracious deliverance 
from the fiery fornace, and confequently of their poffcflion of that 
good Land, which the Lord had promifed to give them : fo was it 
a te{timony of their faith in the bloud of Chrift, whereby they were — 
fet free from the powers of darknefle, and the curfe of the Law,and 
reftored into {pirituall liberty, being made heires of the kingdome 
of heaven. And from allthis we may fee, wherein this expref- 
fion of the Covenant doth exceed the former, and wherein it dif- 
fers from, and fals fhort of the new Covenant + of which in the 
latter end of the next Chapter.

Thefe gracious and free promifes God made to David and to 
his houfe, and to the whole Kingdome of Ifrael, not for their 
righteoufneffe, but of his manifold and great mercy. And as he 
promifed them without confideration of their defert, fo of his rich 
grace and love undeferved,he made them good. For Davids houfe 
was not fuch as it ought to be before God, they kept not promife & 
Covenant : but the Lord-was mercifull and gracious, he did not 
forget his truth, nor fuffer his mercies to faile, If his children 
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forfake my Law, and walke notin my judgements, if they breake 
my fratutes,and keepe not my Commanaements: Then wik I vifit 
their tranf{greffion with the red,ana their iniquity with ftroakes : 
But my loving kindaeffe will I not take from him, neither will I 
falfifie my truth, Trueitis, the Lord did correct che pofterity of 
David for their finne with moderate correction,and for their pro- 
fit, that they might be partakers of holinefle: But even when 
it did not bud or come on according to that which feemed tobe 
promifed, the Lord was moft faithfull in his promifes : for it was 
their finne that kept them downe.

Great: and pretious 
are the promifes which God hath given to Ifrael in this Covenants 
as that God by vifible teftimonies of his prefence would be pleafed 
to dwell among{t them,and not forfake them, that he would heare 
their prayers, when they prayed before him towards his holy 
Temple; that the Church and politie of Ifrael fhould a

: This Covenant that God made with David is éverlafting, that 
is unchangeable: becaufe the gifts and calling of God is without 
repentance. His word fhall be eftablifhed for ever in Heaven : 
and though the courfe of the promife be interrupted for a time, it 
{hall bud,and {pring, and bring forth fruit. 

: It isalfo a well ordered Covenant in all things, fitly marfhal- 
led, difpofed or fet forth as an army in comely order, orderly ad- 
drefied,prepared,ferled,furnithed, directed, firme and fure : chat is, 
the good things promifed were all prepared and in readinefle, and 
fhould be performed in comely order, and fic feafon. But theor- 
dering of this moft defired and faving Covenant, was in the power 


and pleafure of God, both in refpect of his houfe, the Kingdome, g 


and the whole Church of Chrift, who had faithfully promifed, 
and would effectually make good in his own time, whatfoever he 
had fpoken. z 

And it is a fure Covenant faithfully tobe kept and obferved: a 
Covenant that God doth remember, taketh heed unto, and will 
make good for his mercy fake. For the Lord is faithfull, and will 
not deny himfelfe, though we be inconftant, unfaithful and apt to 
ftarrafide. ' é 

The condition of this Covenant is,that they fhould walke in the 
wayes of the Lord, and keepe his watch; take heed to the charge 
of the Lord their God, and keepe his {tatuces and his Commande- 
ments, and his judgements, and his teftimonies ; to walke before 
the Lord in truth,with all their foules. The Lord our God be with 
ms, as he was with onr Fathers that he farfake vs not,nor leave us:

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Spirit, and by his power kept them by faith unto Salvation. ` 


Though the houfe of David lolt the Kingdomeand government 
in /frael, yet God preferved his pofterity untill Chrift ¢ame, in 


whom the throne of David was eftablithed for ever : for this was” 


' abfolutely promifed, Butthe témporall glory of Davids honfe, 


and the peace of //rael was changed, becanfe they changed the’ 
ordinances, négleted the charge, and brake the Commande- ` 


mentsofGod. Zfhisfonnes forfake my Law, and walke not in my 
judgements: If they prophane my flatutes, and keep not my Command

gainft the walles. They were flaine withthe fword, burnt up 
with famine, languifhed through oppreffion, mifery and forrow,, 
had in contempt and derifion daily, but there wes none to pittic 
or comfort them,Neverthelefie,the promife of God was firme and. 
fure toall the feed, in refpect of the things abfolutely promifed, for- 
the infidelity of man cannot make the faith of God of none effe&. 
Hence we learne, two things are to be confidered inthe 
Covenant, 1. The perfons in Covenant according to the exe 
ternali adminifiration , or according to the effectuall purpofe- 
and internall admiaiftration, 2. The good things promifed. 
not only temporal], but {pirituall, For they are either fuch as are. 
abfolutely neceflary to Glvaticn, or fuch as concerne the welfare, 
of a Chriftian, his peace, joy, chearfull and conftant walking. 
with God without offence, and fuch like, To the firit- fort, the 
promifes of the Covenant are made fincerely, but conditionally, . 
Ifthey doe well. chey fhall.be accepted ; if they confent and obey, 
they {hall inherit the good thingsofthe Land, To the other bee. 
ing effeGually.called, all-other promifes are made abfolutely, or 
at lea%t (hall abfolutely be made good, becaufe God will give them 
todoe whathe requireth.

Of good things fpirituall there be two forts, as was fid, 


fome abfolutely neceflary, as faith, repentance, pardon’ of finne, 
perfeverance,eternall life, and thefe are all moft certainly promi- 
fed; and affuredly conferred, And though Juftification and ctere 
nail life be conditional!, promifed unto and fo beftowed upon the 
unfained beleever : yet may they be called abfolute; becaufe God 
giveth tothe man in Covenant every thing neceffary to Salvati- 
on. ` Other things are good inthemfelves and profitable, as joy 
and chearfulnefle of heart, deliverance from fcandalous and re- 
proachfull evils, wounding confcience, and grieving the Spirit. 
And thefe are not promifed, nor evermore beftowed upon the 
faithfull. David may bean inftance hereof; He wasnot prefer- 
ved from finne-walting confcience, and {taining the foul, but was 
recovered from the danger thereof, To repent of the finne, and to 
be pardoned of free grace, was neceffary to Salvation, God there- 
fore vouchfafed this fure mercy untohim. To bekept from fale 
ling was not of that neceffity, God therefore fuffered him to fall 
to cure pride of heart, make him know himfelf, and magnifie the 
riches of his grace in his recovery. . 
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This is evident from this, that in the Covenant asthe Lord _ 


promifed mercy, whichhe performed, fo he threatned judge- 
ment, and deftruction again{t them that did difobey, if they perfi- 
fted obftinate and would not returne, And therefore both in 


fhewing mercy, and inflitiag punifhment, the Lord dealt ace . 


cording to promife. Sometimes when the honfe of David fin- 
ned, the Lord {pared them, but then he gave them hearts to hum- 
blethemfelves, and {5 the judgement was prevented. Thus faith 
the Lord, Ye have forfaken me, therefore have I alfo left you in the 
hands of Shifhak, Then the Princes of Ifrael, and the King humbled 
themfelues, and (aid, The Lord ts jufl, And when the Lord faw, that 
they humbled themfelves, the word of the Lord came to Shemaiah, faya 
ing, They have humbled themfelves, therefore I wil not destroy them,

The 
Kingdome of David was for ever eltablifhed,and God preferved a 
Church and people unto him(elfe, according to his good pleafure, 
‘for this was abfolutely willed and foretold, but pertormed accor- 
ding to promife of free grace and love. Thus God is ferious in all 
his Promifes and Commandements, according as he is pleafed to. 
give them: and cff:dtually brings to pall his own purpofe of 
grace, according to that which he hath promifed, With this 
promile they preffe the Lord in their captivity, hy dost thon fara 
get Uh for ever, and forfake ns fo long time ĝ Turn thon us unto thee;

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Eighthly, The Law was weake, unable to give life, to purge 
the confcience, to pacifie the wrath of God, and therefore to be 
abrogated, when Chrift was come, whereunto it pointed, and 
the new ordinances were fetup and eftablifhed : but the Gofpel 
containeth the unfearchable riches of God, is the-power of God

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I; hath often been faid, that Godacceptethtrue, unfained and 
upright obedience, and when the fervants of God intreat mercy, 
we find they alleadge the truth, uprightneffe, and integrity of 
their hearts, to {hew they were rightly qualified to make a faith- 
full plea for mercy: therefore (Iconceive ) ic will not be out of 
place here to (hew what Truth and Uprightneffe is, and then pro- 
ceed to the doctrine of the new Covenant. 

Truth the Septuagint renders righteoufnefle : for upright- 
neffe and integrity they put truth : and for the paths of judge. 
ment, they haveic, the pathsof truth. Andin this fence to doe 
truth, 704.3.21. is, notto doe perverfly, to-doe right, juftice, 
integrity, as to deale perverfly or unjuftly, J/¢.26.10, they tranf- 
lare, not to doe truth, In like manner, lies or falfe-hood, deceie 
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and fraud they tranflate injuftice ; as a falfe-witneffe, is in them, 
a witnefle of injuftice, or an unjult witnefle, they fweare falfely,is, 
they {weare unjuftly : the Prophets prophecy falfe things, unjuit 
things they render it: afalfeballance, isa deceitfull ballance, or 
unjutt ballance; or ballance of inyuftice. Andinjuftice is oppofed 
to truth, and iniquity or unrighteou{neffle put for falfhood or de- 
ceit : the Mammon of iniquity, thatis, deceitful riches, is {er a- 
gainft the true treafure, which will not deceive. Iniquity Was not 
found in his mouth, faith the Prophet, that is, guile or deceit. The 
deceitfull, the Septuagint tranflaces, the unrighteous and euilefull 
man, P /al.43.1. Sothat thefe foure, Truth, Uprightnefle, Righ- 
teoufnefle and Integrity, doe fignifie the fame thing-for fubftance, 
and moft certaine itis, they be fo conjoyned, that where one iS, 
the other cannot be wanting. But though the thing be one for fub- 
ftance, that is fignified by all thefe, and they be fometimes ufed ins 
differently, yet they note formall and diftiné conceits, and fo may 
be confidered. ; faa | 

Truth implieth or prefuppofeth thefe things ; 

1. Knowledge of Gods will. Truth of judgement goeth before 
truth of heart :. for corrupt doétrine is as fowre leaven, that lea» 
veneth the whole maffe,. maketh tlie. whole to favour of it. 
2, Soundnef{e or folidity in grace, oppofite to- thofe fuperficiall 
and flaallow-planted graces, that may be found in temporary 
Ghriftians, enduring but for atime. This is truth in the reines or 
inward parts,. Which feafoneth the heart throughout, and-makes 
it true. Whereas the heart of the temporary is falfe and unfound ; 
becaufe his graces are fuperficially or fleightly rooted. 

3, Sincerity or godly fimplicity without fraud, craft or guile; 
where the in-fide and out-fide are one, the heart and mouth equall 
and wellconfenting. Truth is an ingenuous life without deceit 
and diflimulation, Ephbe/.4.15. Holineffe of trath is true or fincere 
holinefle, Ephe/.4.24..To keepe the truth, 7/2.26,2.-is to im- 
brace true piety and true vertue without hypocrifie, without lying, 

or perfidionfneffe. Toferve God in truth, Fah. 24. 14. 1 Sam. I2 
24. istoferve God unfainedly, from the heart, according to his 
will. Towalkeinthetruth, 704.3.3,4. is to walke fincerely or 
in godly fimplicity.. For truth is ingenuous, void of fimulation. 
And in this tence fomeunderftand that of the Apoftle, Love ree 
joycerh in she trath, that is, love fincerely or. in truth rejoyceth 
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with them that rejoyce. Truth is oppofed.to lying and: falfhood, 
and toempty fhadows and rites: and thus it may be applied to 
this purpofe, as noting 2 plaine fimplicity contrary to lying and 
emptie fhews. To ftaynpon God in truth, I/z. 10. 20. is unfai+ 
nedly, and notin word to flay upon him. To preach Chrift in 
truth, Phil.1.18. isfincerely to preach him : A true heart isfingle, 
24 é.2.46. refolved notinfome things, but in all to walk with 
God, or asthe Lord hath appointed. Thus a ttue Chriftian hath 
but one mind, one intention, one delight, one face, one tongue ; 
he is all but one man, all the powers of the foule goe but one 
‘Way. ' 
y Purity, or cleare fhining innocency inall things, free from 
the mixture of leaven in manners or doctrine. The Apoftle Peter 
writeth to the difperfed Jewes, to ftirre up their pure minds: 
what.is that, but minds furnifhed and feafoned with an holy pers — 
fpicuity of truth. Pazi prayeth for the Philippians, that they 
might abound in all knowledge and in all judgement, that they 
might be able to difcerne things that differ, that they might be 
fincere. And thefame Apoitle teftifiech to the Corinthians; he 
was afraid of them, left their mind fhould be corrupted from the 
fimplicicy that isin Chrift. The word ufed by the Apoftte in all 
three places fignifieth properly fomething tried by the light of the 


_ Sunne. -And itisa Metaphor (asfome {uppofe ) taken from fhe 


cuftome of the Eagle, whofe manner is (if we may beleeve thole 
that write the naturall ftory ) to bring her young out of the neft 
before they be full ledge, and to hold them forth againft the full 
fight of the Sun; thefight whereof thofe of them that can with 
open eye endure, fhe retaineth and bringeth up as her owne ; the 
reft chat cannot brooke it, and winke at it, fhe-rejecteth and Ca- 
{teth otf as a baftardly brood. Others thinke it rather taken from 
the ufuall practife of Chap-men in the view and choice of their 
wares.. A wife wary Chap-man chat hath to doe witha deceitfull 
Merchant, Draper or other, one that keepeth his wares in obfcure 
places, where the defects of them cannot fo eafily be difcerned, or 
hath falfe lights, that may helpe to give a- counterfeit gloffe to 
them, he will take no ware of him upon his words but he will fir 
diligently view it, toffe itand tùrne it to and fro, -over -and over, 
try how it is in the midft,as well as at both ends, bring it- forth 
‘nto the light, kold up his cloth againft the Sun, feeit he can efpic 
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anydefect or default in it,:he knoweth he may.eafily elfe be’ over- 
reached. The like muft be our practife in all matters of faith and 
manners : and this is to walkin the truth, when we have our con- 
verfation honeft, and-hold the truth of Doctrine purely, as we 
may endure the tryall of the light. Thus the Apoftlejoyneth fin- 
cerity and truth together, as one’and the fame, or as;the fpeciall 
and general, fincerity being a branch of truth. This is our comfort, 
that in fimplicity and fincerity of God, that is, godly fincerity we 
have had our converfation. : _ i 
5. Firmeneffe and conftancy in every holy duty. of our generall 
or perfonall calling, of piety: or: righteoufnefle. «A faithfull tpi- 
rit is tedfaft with God : the ground of declining is lacke of truth. 
Their heart was not right With himo», neither Were they ftedfastin 
bis Covenant. Ifthe heart be not erue, what thew foever a man 
makes, he is but like an Apple, rotten at the coare, or as an houfe 
built upon the fand, the one of which, though 'beantifull, will 
foon putrifie,the other,though fairly fet,will quickly fal.A man may 
fave many worthy gifts,but it he want fincerity upon a fudden may 
be taken from+him, beth that which he hath,and that which he fee- 
meth to hive,& his end beas the fig-cree,which making only a fhew 
with leaves, having no fruit, being curfed, loft even thofe alfo, 
and withered away by degrees, being good. for nothing ‘but the 
Gre:.>For as a ftomack ill affeéted with choller, though never fo 
wholefome meats be received into it, yet it cannot hold them, but 
is provoked :, fo where there is this obftruction of. the foul, the 
wilfull love of any finfull courfe, or fubordination of grace to boi- 
fterous, diftempered, earthly paffions, -pleafures or profits, what- 
{oever grace is received into the heart, it will not let ic reft, but 
maketh the foul caft it up upon all occafions. Truth and foundnefle 
is the preferver of grace received : an honeft and found heart is as 
a veflel well clofed, it will keep and hold the liquour of grace that is 
powred intoit. The courfe ofa true Chriftian is permanent, and 
continueth unto the end. : * eaii 
This truth or finceritie, is the girdle, whereby all other gra- 
ces are tied clofe unto us. So the Apoftle in the defcription 
of the {pirituall armour; callech ic the girdle of truth... And 
therefore here alfo that is true of all.men, which we fay of 
children in the Proverbe, Uygirt, enblest, This girdle hath 
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“Fir, -It doch adorne us : for this was the ule of the tudded. 


~ belt, which the Souldiers did weare to hide the gaping of the-joynts: 


ef their armour, which would have been unfeemly =. and nothing - 
doth more adorne a foule, beaurifie our ations, or raife admira-: 
tion in them, then fincerity ; as our Saviour commending Natha- 
niel, gave this fpeech of him, Behold, a true Lfraelite in Wwhoma 
there is no guile, : ire - _ : 
. Secondly, A girdle doth tie other clothes about us, which o= 
therwife the winds would blow abroad, and would hang but 
loofe upon us: fo this girdle of truth doth containe and hold toge- 
thet all other graces, wherewith the foule is arraied, and unlefle 
truth doe keepe them together, in time all of them. will be blowne 
away wich the wind of temptation. That grace: which was not 
knit together with honefty of heart, came to nothing in the end, 
asappeares in the Parable. The body, when. the foule is once 
gone, may not long ftay above ground; it muit needs be buried. 
The hypocrites graces are but the body of grace; they want the. 
foul and life, which is fincerity, and: we cannot thinke they fheuld 
tong endure. An unfoundhorfe, that hath fome fecret fault,may, 


-carry as good a fhew as thefoundeft, and at firft fora mile or twos: 


travell as frefhly and cheerfully as the beft, but at lengch he tiréss 
and fhews what heis : fo it is with anunfound Chriftian,notwith-. 
ftanding all his fhews, fair beginnings, and hopefull entrances,. he 
continueth-not. 
Thirdly, A-girdle truffing up-the loins moderately,.doth ftreng- 
thenaman, 2 girdle is put for {trength and ornament, //Z.23.10. 
for in the loines is-the feat of {trength.and:might, and with a. gir- 
dle the loines are-girded ; whence are thefe phrafes, Z will ftreng- 
then hins With thy girdle, Ila.22.21.

Truth of heart is bleffed of God with increafe of grace. This is it 
which maketh the leaft portion of grace to thrive in the hands of 
Gods children, Their faithfulneffe in a little, brings them to be 
owners of a great deale, and tobe rulers over much. This brought 
facha plentifull blefling upon the {mall beginnings of Nathaniel, 
to whom Chrift, becaufe of his truth in the inward affections, proe 
mifed an enlarged meafure of enlightning, and that he fhould fee 
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greater things. This brought fuch a comfortable encreafe upon ' 


the dimme knowledge of the Eunuchand Cornelsss , they wore 
Shipped God in truth of heart, according to the meafure of under- 
ftanding they had received, and in them the promife was accom- 
plifhed,Z o him that hath fall be given,and he foall havein aboun- 
dance : they were led further into that great myfterie of godlinefle, 
an Evangelift being fent of God to the one, and both an Angell 
and an Apoftle to the other.

| Thefervice of a found:Chriftian is very acceptable to God, be 
it in outward fhéw never fo meane and fimple, ` Are not thine eyes 
(faith Peremie) upon the trath. Lf fervants be obedient to their 
Matters in finglenefle of heart, they thall receive their reward of 
theLord. A cupot cold-water given toa Prophet in finglenefle 
of heart, fhallnoc be forgotten. : The Lord is nigh to all that call. 
upon him in truth; he willheare their prayers, anfwer their de- 
fires, guard and protect their perfons, Not the moft eloquent 
prayer, and beft fet forth in words ; but the fupplication that is 


_ breathed from an honeft and true heart finds beft acceptation. Ma- 
ny actions otherwife fervent enough, for want of this fincerity: . 


are but froth, and vanifh then when we ftand moft in need of 
comfort : but the meaneft worke performed in truth of heart, (halt 
not go unrewarded, As in the naturall body, the cafe of the found 
finger is better then oftheblindith eye: fo in the family of God, 


it is more comfort to be a faithfull doors- keeper; then an unfaith-. 
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A faithfull man fhal abound in bleffings, that is, he that dealeth 
Gocerely and truly with men,ahd is not willing to decerve any in 
word or deed, carrying himfelfin all holy fimplicity towards God, 
asheliveth honeftly amongft his Neighbours, and that not in 
one thing, but in all, and is therefore in the Originall Text called 
a matiof faithfulneff: ; he (hall abound in bleffings of all forts, with 
plenty fo farre as is expedient, with good eftimation, with kind 
friends, with {pivieuall graces, &c | 

The more fincerity, the more affinity with God i for truth is 
aneere tie, and hath an uniting power init. ‘The true and found: 
Chriftian is the Lords neere neighbour :fo- much the neerer, as 
the wieked are fatre of: for God willdraw nighto them, that 
draw nigh unto him in truth, God is the God of truth, P/al.31.5- 
Chritt istruzh, 704-1 4.6. the fpirit isthe {pirit of truth, 7.14. 
17. Truth is one {peciall branch of that Image of God according. 
to which man’ was made! And thë greater meafure of truth in a 
inward ‘parts; the’ mote die we ‘(to fpeake with the Apoftle) 
changed into thé Image of God.” And the o Pleinble: 
God and have communion with him, the more is our affinity 
withbim, Satan ever did, and ftill oppoferh fincerity by perfe- 
cutions, opprobries, and»reproaches , as‘of pride, pibote 
Aifimulation, pecially when Gôd affictetthis people, Job. 2.69 
But the more Satan oppofeth tiiith and Gmplicity, the more 
Mould webe in love with it : for Satan would not loade it with: 
difzraces if it were not excellent. Satan labours to foift in the 
leaven of bypeerifie in our daily courfe ; that by littleand Httle 
he might pick the good | feed of righteoufiefle out of our’ hearts, 
but out care muft beto difappoint him, Here our teits to, 
hold usto our owne, and pray to God to rebuke bios 
mean here to prevent miltaking we mutt diftinguith the de- 
grees of foundnefic andfimplicity, and thenature of it. Innatate: 
the foundnes ofthe godly is true, but ia degree weake and im» 
perte&, and therfore now and then through frailtie and weake- 
neffe in the performance of good-duties they looke moreat man: 
then at Ged, and propound indire@ meanes when they fhould eye 
his glory only, But as we fay ofother finnes, foofhypecrify, it 
is either raigning, or not. Inthe hearts of true Chriftians there 
quay be hypocrifie, but not raigning hypocrifie. David when he: 
‘aid, Bleffed the, in whofe fpirit ad tino guile, did take himfelfe 
. ate 
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tardie in this evill:and Bradford with others of thofe moft holy 
Martyrs, doe much feeke pardon of hypocrifie and carnall gofpel- 
ling. But finne that raigneth not, muft not difcourage: and if 
we have an.unfained purpofe againi it, if we grieve for it, if we 
feeke for ftrength againft it, it reigneth not. ome 
The effe& or evidence of a found heart is, that being well in- 
formed in the truth of God, he doth heartily refigne himfelfe to 
be guided and directed by the Lord, in all things. As P.as/pray- - 
eth in behalfs of the Philippians, that they might approve things that 
ave excellent, that they might be fincere, and without offence till the day 
of Chrif. And it isnoted of Ezra,that he prepared his heart to feeke 
the Law of the Lord, and to doeit: andto teachin Ifrael, Statutes 
and Fudgements. And from this generall {pring diyers particu- 
Jars. l 
. Firft, Truth breeds an hatred of all falie and corrupt opinionsin 
Doétrine : becaufe found affe@ions require good judgement and 
“true underftanding, and if the underftanding that fhould guide ‘ 
and governetheinferiour powersbe perverted with errour, the 
heart muft needs moveout of order, Folly í joy to him that ts defi- 
tute of Wifedome, bat a man of underftanding walketh uprightly, or di- 
re&eth himfelfe ftraite in walking : He can never fhoote fraight, 
that takes his aime contrary. The voice ofa true heart foundeth 


Plal.t1g-113,  thusin David, I hatevaine thoughts, but thy Law doe Ilove. Ie-

Thirdly, It worketh an univerfall hatred of all finne,that is, of 
Secret as well as open finnes, of leffer finnes as well as of greater c- 


- vils, of {ach finnes as whereunto we have {peciall inticements by 


{ome particular content or profit, which they feeme to promife, 
as Wellas of thofe which afford neither gaine, credir, nor plea- 
furs, A true heart hath a coftant purpofe inno one thing, willingly 
to finne again God,but rather to indeayour the uttermoft in eve- 
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ry good way of Gods commandements. Andas he ftands refolved 
againt ail finne in generall, both fimply confidered, and in refpect 
of all occurrences, whereby he might be allured or copelled’there- 
unto : foin fpeciall againft the finne to which he finds himfelfe 
moft inclined, or where- with he hath at any time been overtaken. 
Incline not my heart toany evill thing, to pratiife wicked workes with 
men that worke iniquity : and let me not eate of their dainties, 

Fourthly, Itis joyned with areadineffe of mind to acknow- 
ledge and lay open every finne as foone as it isknowne to befinne ; 
anda gladneffe to have the confcience ranfacked and rippéd up; 
that whatfoever is finfull may be found out. - David {pake it out 
of experience, when he pronounced the man bleffed, in whofe 
fpirit there is no guile: Now this was abranch of that {pirituall 
guile, that he once thought to helpe himfelfe in evill doing, 
by holding ‘his tongue ; as who would fay he would: forget 
it, and paffe it over: but he was never well, tilt he was: de- 
fivered of that falfe trick; and fell to' the down-right acknow- 


ledgement of his finne ; he never had comfort till he had con- - 


felfed againtt himfelfe his wickednefie. This he writes fora 
patterne, and gives his Pfalme a title accordingly ; To give in- 
Hruction: and this experience taught him to intreat the Lord to 
pty into him, as fearing him‘elfe that he fhould deale fomewlrat 
overefavourably with himfelfe, Fry me, O Lord, and: know- mine 
heart: prove me, and know my thoughts, and confider if there be any way 
of wickedne ffe in me: and to profeife himfelfe not only willing to 
Beare, but defirous to be reprehended, if he fhould ftep awry. Let 
the righteous [mite me, it foall be akindneffe : andlet him reprove me, 
it foall be an excelleut oyle whick fhail not breake my head: forjet my 
prayer alfi foal! be in sheir calamities, or, by how much. he (halt doe 
that the more, by how much they hall'reprove me the more di- 
ligently, by fo much I hall pray-the more fervently: for them. 
When aman lovés not thofe meanes which tend to the difeovery 
of his heart and life, and to the finding out of his fecret finnes; or 
reprehenfions whether gs or private, or ferious and earneft 
confeffion of fin before God, there is-great caufs to fufpect thatall 
is not found within. . 

Fiftbly , Truth dealeth-not oniy againft’ this-or that ‘branch 
of- corruption, which: fhooteth' out to our difgrace or trouble, 


but againtt the root.it (elle, As.in Par! we fee, the Law-of 
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evill which did dwell’ within him, was his principall matter 


of conflict. -

Eighthly; In all conditions or eltates of life, in all dealings fe- 


:cret or;open, publike or. private, at home or abroad,’ he will carry 
-himfelf as becomes the Gofpell, and {tudy: to.be harmeleffe, une 
-blameable, and without rebuke before Godand-man.: Doe all 


things Without murmurings and disputings : That ye may be blames 
lefe, and harmleffe, the Sonnes of God Without rebuke. Thus a Chrie 
Rian fervant will thew all diligenee,.in his Mafters bufineffe, sas 
‘well abfent. as prefent, froward or courteous; and all-faithfulneffe 
in things committed to his charge, even to the leaft pinne,though 
-he might doe other wife with fecrecy and fecurity from men; and 
that willingly,of confcience, and not for hope of credit or gaine. 
_And not fo only, -but he will reverence his Mafter, and in heart be’ 
-that untohim, which he feemeth to be in carriage, and that be- 
hind his back which he is before his face. A Chriftian man will 
be fimple, plaine, and juft in all his dealings, inoffenfive in matters 
of Religion, loving and courteous in all his behaviour, and what 
he would feeme to be towards others in their prefence, that he is 
inwardly,andin theirabfence.- ; + : 

Ninthly,; True grace is permanent,. and found Chriftians are 
conftant in their courfe, not thrinking: in temptation, not ftar- 
ting afide like a broken bow. .An hypocrite is wavering inre- 
{pec of occurrences,halting and divided in refpec of objets ; in 
{ubjection to inordinate paffions, powerleffe in the performance 
of holy duties, wife to hide and covet finne, glorious in empty 

fhewes of Religion, apt for advantage to {wallow leffer finnes 
without ftraining, flippery in earthly dealings, aiming at wrong 
ends 
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endsin the profeffion of the truth, indulgent to his beloved and 
darling finnes, defirous to feeme religious, though he much neg- 
Ie& the power of godlineffe. But the true Chriftian is unlike him 
in all thefe refpe&s : He is found and conftant, a matter of his af- 
fections, a bungler to colour or guild over fisne, defirous to be 
good, and in every thing anfwerable to his profeffion, faithfull in 
his place, plainein his dealings, innocent and harmeleffz, as be» 
comes the child of God; the fame man at home and abroad,

within and without, openly and in fecret, in thought and dif- ` 


courfe. This is that truth and fincerity which the Lord ac- 


cepteth, and the godly ftrive after, and obtaine in fome mea- 
fure, 

There be three words in the Originall tranflated Right or 
Upright. The firk comes of a root that fignifieth to be right or 
profper, or to direct, Eeclefi 1.6. and 10,10, and it is tranflated 
Uprightnefle, Equitic, Induftry, and Profit: of the Septuagint 
Valour or Fortitude. Sym. Swiftnefis or fpeed,Ecc/,2,2 1.and 4.4, 
and 5.11. €/#h.8.5. But it is nottobereferred totheactof the 
mind or heart, but to fome externall work or deed, which is fo 
cunningly polifhed and skilfully contrived , that nothing can 
more bedefired in it, or jultly be thought wanting. The fecond 
word comes of a root that fignifieth before or in prefence,as Prov,

Thus Godis faid to be upright : Thon moft upright doft Weigh the 
path of the Juft. Ifai.26.7. To foew that the Lord i upright. Pfal, 
92,15. The Word of the Lord is uprightneffe, Eccl.12,10,P{al.33.4. 
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God made manupright, Eecl.7.29 and they that walk according 
tothe word, though they have their infirmities, are faid to be 
uptight. P/al.3 3.1, Prov, 29.10. It is diverfly rendred by ths 
Grecke Interpreters,smoft commonly right or upright. P/a.7.11. 
and 19.9 L/ai.40.4. Mic.2.7, Prov.11.6. and 12.6. Prov.8,9- 
Jul. Job 1.1, Prov. 3.32. Prov.t7.20, Numb. 23.10. Pure. Job 
33-3- Good,or what doth pleafe. Dewe.12.28, and 6.18, and 
13.18. Truc or unblameable, 70 2.3. and 1.8 7068.6. and 41.76 
and £7.8. Holy, Dewt.3 2.4. He that diretteth his way aright, Mic. 
7.2. Prov.14.11. and 158. Prov. 2.7, Valiant or couragious, 
Prov.15.19. Holinefle,Devt.9.5, Righteoufnefle and fimplicity, 
z Chroz.29.17. and Truth, //4i.45.19. And every where true and 
upright, or upright and perfe@t, and truth, uprightneffe, and in- 
regrity, Devt.9.5. 1 Sam,12.23. lob 1.1,2. Pfal.33.t. 1 Ki.3.6.. 
are joyned together as in fubftance noting the fame thing. So that 
uprightne fe cannot be taken negatively for the want of unrigh= 
teouineffe only, but pofizively for truth, and righteoufheffz, or ra- 
ther that which is equivalent toboth. For the Greeke ftraight,. 
Luke 3.4, 5. the Syriac Interpreter ufeth a word that fignifieth 
equall, polifhed, {moothed, made even or pure,comming of a root 
that is to polith or make {mooth, as Afa/ias in Peculioand David 
de Poms in his Dictionary teach. And Ferrarius tarneth the 
word pure, fincere, plaine, which anfwereth to that of tHe Pro- 
phet, J/ai.40.4. In Luke 8.15. fora good and honeft, it kath the 
fame word,as if it was a polifhed heart, made even and fmooth s. 
ovif you will, a found heart, intire and well conitituted,and fet in 
frame, asamongh the Arabicks, the root is to heale, or reftore 
whole or intire. Upright or ftrait is cppofed to crooked and” 
oblique: but to thisprefent purpofe, That is upright which doth. 
anfwer to therule cf the divine Law, concerning the love of God 
and our Neighbour. An upright man is he who by faith working | 
by love doth ftudy to conforme himfelfe to the Law in ali duties 


‘of helineffe, fobricty, Juice, or merey. An upright man is he, 


who doth not writhe or bend himfelfe, nor (as we fay) ferve the 
time or humours of men, but God and his confcience, though noe. 
thing forbids him, who ferves.God and his conf{cience,to ferve the 
time, when: it may be done without detriment to the glory of 
God orto hiscon{cience. A ftraight way is fhortet betwixt 


way 
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way to Heaven: and the man that walkes in that path,doth walk 
uprightly, And here it may be noted, that to dos what is right 
in the fight of the Lord, and what is pleafing in his fight, are for 
fubftance one and the fame, and fo 2 tranflated by the Seventie, 
The Scriptures mention an uprightneffe of heart, and uprightneff3 
of life and converfation. UWprightnefle of heart is an holy confor- 
mity of heart and foule to the good will and pleafure of God. Thus 
we reade, God faveth the upright in heart, Pfal.7.10, The ungod- 
ly hoot privily at the upright in heart. P/a/.11.2, Shout for joy 
ali ye that are upright in heart, Pfal.z2.11- O continue thy reghteon/a 
nefe to the upright in heart. Pfal.36.10, Allthe upright in heart hall 
glory. Pfal.64,10. Doe good, O Lord, unto thers that be good: and 
so them that are upright in their hearts, Pfal.125.4, God and aprighe 
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z the Lord. Pfal.25.8. His will isthe moft certaine rule of equity - 


and re&titude: and our hearts are then upright , when they {tand 
inan holy conformity to the good pleafure of God, This is fome- 
‘times expreffed by the phrafe of preparing the heart to feeke God, 
ór lifting up the heart in the wayes of God. And herein is implied, 
1. An holy difpofition of mind, will and affeCtions,bending them- 
felves to the good pleafure of God, approving, afeCing, exercifing 
readily whatfoever he requireth. I know alfo,my God, that thou 
tryck the heart, and haft pleafure in uprightneff. As for me in 
the uprightneffe of mine heart, I have willingly offered all thefe 
things. 2. A godly fervency of heart, which maketh that in 
choofing and embracing good things, it is equally more remiffs 
or fiery and ftrong, as the goodneff: of the things be greater or 
leffe, of greater or lefe neceffity and importance. Thus an- up- 
right heart hath refpećt to every Commandement, but his greateft 
carce is abont the weightie matters of the Law, holineffeand ju» 
ftice: and the more excellent the duty, the more circumf{pect and 
forward is hein the performance of it. The upright love thee, ov 
they love thee in uprightnefle, Cat, 1.4.that is,with a trong and 
vehement love, which is without diffimulation or guile, Therfore 
(faith David) 2 effeeme all thy precepts concerning all things to be 
right, and I hate every falfe way. Pfale 119,128 3. An upright 
mind in all purpofes and aétions doth aime dire@ly at the right 
matke,and ptopofe the true end by jut and approved meanes, A 
right end never hath a crooked rule leading unto it: and a right 
heart doth neither look awry,nor goeby a crooked rule. hir , 
l Aa 2 ai 
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faid-of Ezra, that he had prepared his heart. to feeke the Law of 


the Lord, and co doe it,. and to teach in Ifrael.Statutes and judge- 


-ments :, And on the contrary, when Simon (Magus would have 


bought the gifts of the holy Ghoft with mony, Peter rebukes him, 
faying, Thy heart is not right in the fight of God.. 
Uprightnefle of life, isa converfation, way, or coutfe òf lifea- 

reeable to the word of Godin that calling or vocation, wherein 
God hath placedus. Thusitis faid of David, That he walked 
with Godin truth and uprightne|fe of heart. And he that Wal- 
keth in his uprightnelfe, feareth the Lord, He that is upright in 
the Way, isan abhomination to the wicked. The way of thejuft is 
uprightneffe. He that speaketh uprightneffe pal dwell with. the. 
everlasting burning. This is expreffed by the phrafe of going 
with a right foot. Gal.2.14. of ordering our fteps aright, Prov. 
4,26. and making even pathes for our feet, Heb.12.13. Upright- 
neffe is an univerfall.and conftant cleaving to the Lord, notwith- 
ftanding all occurrences that might divert or turne us out of the 
way. Al the upright.in heart foall follow it, or, fhall follow. 
him ; that is, they fhallcleave to the Lord, and goe after him 
continually, and never forfake him, although they endure many. 
and great evils, forhisnames{ake. -An upright heartis an heart 
fixed and eftablithed in refpect of the object, or maine bufineffe, 
oppofite to a double, divided mind, wavering between twe diffe. 
rentobjects, unftable, inconftant, turned with every blaft, refol-. 
ving now this , anon that,. one thing to day,. another to morrow,. 
this in one company, that in another. And the pathes of upright-. 
neffe are contrary toall crooked wayes, which leade unto death.. 
Doe gocd; O Lord, unto thofe that be good, andtothem that are- 
uprightin their hearts. As for fach as turne afide unto their creo-, 
ked waies, the Lordfhall leade them forth with the werkers of 
iniquity. We may take the defcription of an upright. man from 

the Palmiftinother words, He hath cleane, hands-and_a pyre 

heart, and hath not liftup bis foul. unto vanity. . Apure heart is 
the foundation of an holy life, and words and works, as ir were the 
bnilding-fetled npon it. 


‘Uprightneflé is chiefly commanded, moft-highly efteemed:and 


‘ principally commended in the Saints, For this caute Ifrael was 


called Pefournn, Deut.32.15-& 33.5526: 1/4.44.2» becaufe up- 
rightneffe is the thing, which God requireth in every true eae 
7 : j od. 
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God that trietirthe hearts ofall che fons of men,' taketh pleafure in. ~-

uprightneffe. The froward and unftable are abomination to his high- 
nes;but fuch as are upright in their way are his:delight. The offerings 
of an upright heart are free and voluntary,whichGod gracioufly ten- 
dreth, &lovingly accepteth, TheSacrifice of the wicked is an abomi- 
tation to the. Lord:but the prayer of the upright ishis delight. Ged. 
will not caff off the upright, nor leave his Gulin aduerfity. If thou 
wert pure andupright furely now be would awake for thee,and make 
the habitation of thy righteoufuelfe prosperous. God will make it. 
known that he doth regard the upright,& though for a time they be 


‘in affiétion,they {hall not be forfaken,or left. defolate. Marke the 


end of the upright, for the endof that man is peace.. The wicked. 
may flourith for a time like the Bay-tree , but fuddenly they fnall. 
wither. The upright may be kept under fora time, but he fhall. 


bud and bloflome apace in hisfeafon,. and his profperity {hall. en- 


dure. The upright foall.dwellin the Land,.and. the perfect fhall. 
remaine init; The righteous fhail inherit the Land, and dwell. 
therein for ever. T he Tabernacle of the upright hall: flourifh.. 
The word of the Lord-doth alwaies good to them that walke up-. 
rightly, Micha 2.7. God doth pronounce all good to them that. 
live according to his Commandments ; inftructions will finke in- 
tofuch hearts, the promifes.cheare.and revive thenr ; by, the do- 
&rines they are made wife, they increafe in. wifdome,, they grow. 
from one meafure of grace and comfort to another. God ts good. 
to Ifrael,even to them that be of an upright heart and the. word. 
of God doth fpeake mercie, peace, quickning, and doe good to- 


the upright in heart.. The integrity of the- upright fali (guide and) - 


preferve them. ; that is, fhall, procure good direction. from the 
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Lord, both for his fervice, and for their own happinefle,..and make ` 


them tractable to follow it. Contrary to this: is.the condition of 


the crooked and unftable, who arenot led by the word , but over- - 


ruled by theirlufts, and therefore mifled by them to their undoing... 


For thus ftandeth the appofition : the integrity. of the upright {hall 


guide them.in the way, and-fopreferve them :. but the froward. - 
neffe of the wicked will keepethem from the way, and fo deftroy

Light  fowne for the righteous, 
and joy for the upright in bheart. Comfort is referved and laid up 
in ftore for them, though hidden for the prefent, as feed in the 
ground which will {pring and ripen. This life isthe feed time of 
an upright man, the harveft of his comfort fhall be in heaven : ne- 
verthelefie fome portion of that heavenly treafure the Lord doth 
impart unto himon earth. Therefore the upright are called upon 
again and againe to rejoyce in the Lord, at all times,-in all condi- 
tions, to reyoyce heartily before him. Shout for joy all ye that are 
upright in heart : praife ws comely for the upright : All the upe. 
right in heart foall glory. Unto the upright there arifeth light ix 
darkueffe, (cil. God gracious, mercifull and righteous is his light, 
joy and falvation, or it arifeth, from God, mercifull, gracious and 
righteous, asfomeinterpretit. The fecret of the Lord is with the 
upright ; that is, his fecret and hidden wifdome of attaining true 
happinefle. They areofthe Lords privy Councell, his intimate 
and familiar friends, whom he will inftract in the way that they 
fhould choofe. They fhall abide in the Mountaine of his holineffe, 
and dwell in his prefence for evermore, The upright fhall dwell 
with the everlafting burning, and not beconfumed. The Lord will 
aftonifh them with feares, that give chemfelves to all manner of 
finne and wickedneffe : buras for them that love and follow up- 
rightnefle, he communicateth himfelfe gracioufly and familiarly 
untothem. He ftiles himfelfe a confuming fire, leaft his Majeftie 
and power fhould be contemned : but whofoever draw nigh unto 
him with a true and unfained defire to pleafe him in all things, they 
{hall feele by the effects, that his prefence is moft {weet and aimi- 
able: Neither doth the blefling of God reach to the uprightonly, 
butto their pofterity. The generation of the upright sos r 
effed. 
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bleffled. Butas for the crooked and perverfe, it is not fo with 
them : for their fins areuncovered, The froward ts an-abhomina- 
tion tothe Lord, their hope foall perifo, they pall be cut off from. 
the earth they foall be maken in their own nanghtine fe,and their end’ 
foall be accurfed. ‘ 

The effects of uprightneffe are many, but {pecially thefe.. 

z. An heavenly difpofition of heart, whereby we are affected to: 
love all good, and hate all evill truly according to the nature and 
degree thereof, and to have refpect univerfally, not equally. to e- 
very Commandment. The high Way of the upright is to depart 
fromevill + that is, to depart from evill is the cafe-way of the up- 
right, in which they walke rightly, fitly, fecurely or in great fafe- 
ty. The uprightnefle of David is thus defcribed, that he did ac- 
cording to all that the Lord commanded: him, and kept his Sta- 

- tutes and his Judgements: that he did that which was right in the 
eyes of the Lord, and turned not afide from any thing that he com- 
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Prov.16, 173.

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manded him all the daies of his lite. Thus the uprightnefle of Zae Luk: 1-6 


charie and Elizabeth, They walked in all the commandements 
and ordinances. of the Lord blameleffe. An honeft heart mainly 
defires co pleafe God in matters of juftice and judgement, the great 


and weighty matters of the Law ; for God defiresmercy and not Hof6.6. 


facrifice, and the knowledge of God more then burnt offerings: 
and in the duties of his particular calling, becaufe every tree muft © 
beare his owne fruit, and every man attend to his. proper charge :. 
and in fuch duties, asin refpect of time and placebe of greater im- 
portance, becaufe he muft not be wanting to the opportunity « 
but he cakes care withall to be faithful! in every circumftance,. pin, 
hoofe and naile. Thefe things ought ye tohave done, Theupright 
mans aflurance and refolution is this, Then pall I not be coufiun- 
ded, When Ibaverefpett to all thy commandments : I have re- 
frained my fect from every evill way, that 1 may keepe thy Words 
For they doe nothing with anuprightheart, that give chemfelves 
libercy to tranfgrefle any one commandment. Jfaman fhall keepe 
the Whole Law, ftii, in oucward and externall a&tions, and. per 
offendin one point, willingly and of indulgence, foas by the Co- 
venant of grace he {hall be held a-tranfereffour, be is guilty of all. 
OF frailpy and weakneffe.a man may,and the moft holy, doth break: 
every cOmmandmenz, and isguilty.cfnone, foasit fhall be iin- 
puredunto him ; Burhe that habitually, willingly, on fet a, 
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fhall difpence with him(elfe in the tran(greffion of any one com- 
mandment, or any branch thereof, he is a crefpaffer, he fhall be ac- 
counted guilty. > 
2. Tobeuprightis to ftand, as it were in Gods prefence, as one 

ofthe words doth fignifie, 7/2. 57. 2. as-was fhewed before, J 
have fet the Lordalwaies before me, Pfal.16.8. So David pro- 
tefteth his uprightnefle, fir ak his judgements Were before me: 
and I did not put away his Statutes from me. I Was alfi upright 
befsre him, and I kept my felg from mine iniquity. edad I have 
Rept thy precepts, and thy testimonies: for all my Waites are before 
thee. ‘Thus Fob proveth himfelf to beno hypocrite, as his friends 
imagined; Though he flay me, yet Will [truft in him: but I Wik 
prove mine owne Waies before him, He alf fall be my falvation: 
for an hypocrite foall not come before him. And feeing he wal- 
keth as under the eye, and in the fight of the Almighty, therefore 


_in fome meafure he is alike in all places and companies, be- 
_caufe heremembreth well, that God is prefent in every place, 


and doth behold and difcerne all his actions, yea his fecret ima- 
ginations. 


3. The third effect of uprightnefle is hatred ef all finne, of our 


bofome, delightfull, profitable fins, of fecret fins, of che fins of 


our inclination, cuftome, education, whatfoever, but more in 
our felves then inothers : and love of good, fpecially the beft and 
chiefeft good, in others, asin our felves. Homebred fin is moft 


hatefull, becaufe moft hurtfull to the foule, pernicious to 


our State, difhonourable to God. And it is a good roken of a 
plaine and down-right heart, when a man is willing to fee, ready 
toacknowledge, and can with eagerneffe of affection fet again{t 
his ownefinne, rather then againft the fins of other men. For the 
love of fin is abandoned, the heart is framed to felf-deniall, which 
it hath not by nature, but by grace : and finne will have no plea- 
fure to Jodge in that heart, where it is thus purfued. But true 
goodnefle is lovely in all men, becaufe it proceeds from God, con- - 
formeth a man after the image of God, and inableth to the obe- ~ 
dience of his commandment : and whofe heart is right with 
ey he cannot but rejoyce to fee his name glorified by whom- 
oever. 


4. Delight in the moft high at all times, in all conditions, prof- 


the

‘the tay of our foules, when opprefling trouble lieth heavie upon 
us, and walking before him in humility, meckeneffe and feare, 
whenall things profper according to our-hearts defire, and readily 
performing our yowes which we made in the day of our calamity: 
This is a notable effe& of uprightnefle. Thus- 70 confirmeth his 
uprighenefle, in adverfity he called upon God, and waited upon 
his aide: in profperity heremembred his change, efchewed evill, 
f{tood inawe of God, fhewed mercy to the poore, fatherleffe and 
widdow, comforted them that were in diftreffe : in both eftates 
God was his delight and his portion, Itis a double and crooked 
heart that ftarts afide, and varieth in obedience according to out-

ward conditions, that goeth forward or backward, on this fide, ’ 


and on that,as occafion requireth; that praifets mercy in his need, 
but commendeth {paring and nearenefie, when he wafheth his 
pathes inbutcer : The upright is refolved of his way, and doth 
breake through all lets and barrs whatfoever may be caft before 
him in his journey. e4 wicked man hardeneth his face : but as 
for the upright he dire tteth his way. Asthe ungodly man is ob- 
ftinate in evill, fois.the upright con{tant in piety, and will not be 
removed from it. Ihave enclinedmybeart to_performe thy Sta- 
tutes, alway, even unto the end. Hold thou me up, and I 
Shall be (afe, and I Will have repe& uuto thy Statutes con- 
tinnally. | l 
5. Refpect of Gods approbation more then the applaufe of men, 
refting well contented that we are allowed of him, though dite- 
fteemed in the world, is a good figne of an even and polifhed 
heart. A good heart regardeth not much, what men thinke or 
fay, fo God be well pleafed. J pafe little to be judged of mans 
judgement, yea I judge not my felfe. As We Were allowed of God 
to be putin trust with the Gofpel, even (6 We fbeake, nc: as plea- 
fing men, bus God who tryeth our hearts, Let the world fawne 
or frowne, {peake faire or revile, be quiec or perfecute, all is one, 
a faithfull man will goe forward in his good courfe, neither ftar- 
tingafide, nor turning backe, For the heart thatis well directed, 
feeketh heaven and not earth ; the favour of God, not the faire 
countenance of men; reft in the world tocome, not peace in this 
vale of mifery : and thus minding his home prepared in heaven, he

8, The down-right Chriftian is carefull to fhunne all appearan- 
ces, occafions, and provocations unto fin, willing to {uffer admo- 
nition and rebuke, and.conftant in the ufe of all means, that he. 
might grow in grace. n ; | 
The means whereby truth and-uprightneffe may be attained and 
ftrengthened are ; = 
4.Conftant and confcionable dependance upon the preaching of 
the word, effectuall receiving and found feeding upon it. Defire 
the fincere milke of the word;‘faith the Apoftle. He cals the word. 
fincere milke,, a milke without deceit: Ft isin ic fefe truth, ha- 
ving the God of truth for the Authour, Chrift Jefus the truth for -> 
the witneffe, the Spiricof truth for the compofer of it: andit 
worketh truth in the hearts of them that heare and receive it kindly. 
Tris mighty:to the purging out of that leaven of fraud, which is 
within us, and to the transforming otus into the image of God, 
ifitbe kindly planted and foundly rooted inthe heart and confci- 
ence. Santifie thems with thy truth, thy words truth. ‘This is. 
that which begets faith, and faith is that which purifieth the heart, 
How came the Romanes to that heartineffe and: fincerity of obe- 
dience; which Pagl commends fo much, was it not by that forme 
of holy Doctrine which was delivered? Oras we reade it fome- 
times, unto which they were delivered > wherein the truth of 
God is compared unto a mould into which they were caft, and by 


_ which they were tranfpofed intoa new ferme, enabled to walke 


fincerely and without halcing before the Lord. The mind muft 
be truly informed, or the heart can never move aright. But there 
iş no meanes to come to the knowledge of the cruch, bur by the

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tion. It is truly faid, the heart can never be fincere, till it be hum- 
bled and broken, and brought to abafement and deniall of it felfe s 
and what means hath God ordained fo effectuall, as his werd to 
worke this humiliation of fpirit?

Befides, what hope that ever any mans 
difeafe ofa falfe heart fhould be cured, untill he be brought to the 
fight of ir? Who feeks for health, till ke know himfelfe to be dif- 
ealed? “And fhall ever any man be brought to theunderftanding of 
his defect in this, untill he hath been made to fee it by the word è? 
What health is to the body, chat truth and uprightnes is to the foul 2: - 
now bodily health arifeth from the feed, is preferved by found and. 
good diet:But the word of truth is the wholfome food, wherby the 
foulis nourifhed. The word is a word of uprightnefle or rectitude, 
and when it is well learned,and throughly digefted,fafelodged,and . Jam nzo: >? 
clofeapplied, ic doch feafon and regulate the heart and affections, "an 
and change them into the nature of it. If we bind our crooked 
aftections clofe to the word of truth, they will become ftrait, a- 
greeablé unto the word, waereunto they are bowed. And the 
fame word truly embraced, doth enflame the heart with a fer- 
vent defire to. walke with God in all duties of holineffe and righ-

This kept the Church 
and people of God'of old in their fincerity, and preferved them 
from dealing faliely concerning his Covenant; they thought with 
themfelves, If we doe thus and thus, fhall not God fearch it out > 
for he knoweth the fecrets of the heart. And this confideration. 
moved P au/ to faithfulneffe in his Minifterie ; We make nof mer- 
chandixe of the word,but as of fincerity,but as of God, Speake we in ` 
(Chrift. See what things goe together, doing a matter in fincerity,, 
and. doing it, asin the fight of God. ' 

` 4, Society and fellowthip with the faithfull is a figne of up- 
rightnefle, and a meanes of continuance and encreafe therein. 
For he that fetteth his. heart upon heaven, will be carefull. 
to draw--on and: encourage his companion in the fame way. 
Coales laid together kindle each other, and preferve heate the 
longer : So it is with che faithful linked together in holy com- 
munion. je: 

5. Itis good to call our felves to a frequent reckoning touching. 
our carriages, binding our felves to an examtinationof them: - He 
that hath a fervant, of whofe fidelity he maketh fome doubt, and:

semebitenpeink: uees Would chonseforuie chis eagle ee 
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might become ufefull and ferviceable forthee, in the great and- 
important bufineffe of Salvation,be fure to call it often to account,. 
It willbe good toreckon with it oncea day, to fee what hath 
paffed it, to examine what thoughts have been framed in it; what 
purpofes, what intents, what acts havebeen'done, as effects and 
fruits ofthefe inward purpofes : forely this tying of thy felfe to- 
fuch an often furvey, and looking backupon thy,heart, will keepe 
it info muchthe more awe; and when it is onee aceuftomed to 
the fweetnefle which will be felt, when it can give account of 
care anid ofobedience, and tothe fmart and punifhment which. 
followeth the remembrance of failing in holy duties, it cannot 
but be kept in fo much the better tune.  — >

Fourthly, Confider the cou-fe of our affe&ions, and we fhal! 
feehow unfound weare towards God and our Brethren, If a 
thing touch our felves, our bload will quickly.be in our nailes :1f 
aman know this or that a miff: by us,ic is very grievous,the (hame 
of it much upbraids ns : but things that ofend God, and which 
we know he fezth amiff: inus, we can let thefe paffe nothing af- 
fe&ed. A figne our love to him is not fo found, our feare of him, 
and defire of praife with him, not founfained. We fhould be a- 
fhamed to be found often in the fame fault before men :but we 
commit and confeffe the fame finnes daily before God, and are 
not confounded in our felves. If we {peake but an hafty or unade 
vifed word in the prefence of fome grave and godly man, that 
might beto oar difgrace, our thoughts trouble us : but the otence 
againtt God is lightly pafled over. Weare circum{ped@ to avoid 
the breach of penall lawes, not fo carefull to watchagain% the 
committing of finne againft God, Weconfeff: finne before God, 
and feeme to aggravate it: but being queftioned by men, we turns 
the faire fide outward, and make the p< {ft of it. 

Laflly, Letusobferve how frequently our ations ate cotrap-. 
‘ted, In leaving finne many tims we leave it not becaufe we hate 
it as finne, but ithath often broaken outto ourreproach ; our 
friends perfwadeusto breake ito it willbe focou: credit and 
advantage. We confiff: our owne finnes,a0t defiting to give glo- 
ty.to God, and gainea teftimony ofa found heart : but becaufe 
worldly wifdome dothtellus, It is beft to tell our owns tale, or 
it were double folly to make daintie of that all the world know- 
eth : It will not be for our credit to leffen cur fault, when it is ful- 
ly knowne; we fhall loofe the eftimation of good men if we feek 
to hide, excufe,. or make light of our offences. Our. promifes of 
amendment, when we have been overtaken with finne to cur difa 
grace, bave not proceeded from due confideration, nor had due 
execution accordingly. Inthe profeffion ofreligion we have oft 
aimed at finifter ends, as praife of men, gaine, or the like, Thus 
in taking np good duties, as orders in our family,- we often looke 
not fo much at the confcieace of Gods Commandement, as at 
this, The eyes of men are uponus, allthe world will cry thame; 
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iffuch things be neglected altogether, Our perfotmance of pri- 
wate duties is farre more dull, fuperficiall, and fleight, then that 
which is donein the fight and company ot others, The prefence 
of men doth oft reftraine from many haftie finfull {peeches and un- 
warrantable actions, which we take liberty to fpeake and doe be~ 


fore the face of the moft high, and are not afhamed. Our rebukes 


are carnal}; rather becaufe our minds-are crofied, then that God 
is dishonoured. Out obedience is partiall, this we doe, another 
thing no lefe materiall we pafle over without regard : and we 


meane well many times,and are fervent in a-good thing,not mecre . 


ly for finifter refpedts, and yet not only, nor refolutely for Gods 
Commandement, but more for other confiderations then that = 
And therefore in foch cafes and tryalls, we are feund to be others, 
if weexamine it,then we would be. Webeare with faults in him 
that is ferviceable to our humour, againft another not fo plea- 
fing in our eye, weare hot and fiery. Sometimes we undertake 
to deale for (ome that fpeake tous, but doe it without any heartie 
well-wifhing to him, fometimes not ticking to- fay to our 
friend, T muft fpeake to you for fafhion, but doe as you pleafe. We 


vifit fick ones, but not ftitring up the bowels of mercy , we {peake 


a great many phrafes of courfe,our confcience telling us it is others 
wife. We male a femblance. of reverence,but bow farre it-is from 


the heart this may teftific, thae weean (abfent from the parties)’ 
ufe their names proverbially; breake jeftson them, admit finifter- 


fifpitions, We can {peaks faire to mens faces,- when warreis in 


the heart :and when we hate the perfon, take on as-ifwe fought: 


the difgrace ef his finne only, Soin fruitsof love, we ear dos 
this partie good Sometimes, but itis to keep another under, -who: 
elfe would {prout forth fo farre, that his fhade would dimme our 
lights : aslikewife I will doe for fuch an one, they know good be- 


haviour, they will doe their homage, fuch an one will thanke me ° 
for it, Lam fare it will not be given cleane away’: He is able to doe 


mea good turne againe, &c. In works of mercy we are not dif 
erect; free, compaffionate, forward : we feldome cobfider the

44 
make firaight fleps unto your feet, leat that which i baleing be tarned 
out of the way, Ab,the frowardneffe of my heart, how crooked 
have my wayes been in the fight of the Lord? I have regarded 


- yanity, dotedupon tranfitory pleafures and profits, undervalued 


the true treafure. The ftreames of mine affections have been dri» 
ven with full ilẹ to that which is little worth ; but ebbe to what 
they fhould covet above -meafure, My whole foule, all that is 
within me, fhould have looked continually upon God, and my 


- converfation direfted towards him: but my thoughts, defires,affe- 


Gtions,wordsand actions have looked ordinarily, very often, ano- 


ther way-How farre am I from that truth which God requires in 


the inward parts? what a maffe of wicked fraud and deceit is heaped 
and piled up within me? what rottennefle doth lodge ftill in my 
breaft ? what am I but a fhop of lies and vanities? Eafier it is a 


_ great deale to know the number of my haires, then the running 


motions of my heart and affe@tions. Oh, the blind corners, the fe- 
cret turnings and windings,the clofe lurking holes that are there- 
in: upon examination I have found a world of falfhood in my 
foul, more then ever I fufpeéted or imagined. My cogitations are 


- vaine, ifnot wicked and ungodly, mine affe@ions unfound, mine 


aimes indirect, my courfe of life palpably grof in diffimulation 
before God, and towards men, If the members of my body were 
crooked and deformed; my mouth, face, eyes drawne awry or 
fquint ; if one part did fwell, another wither and pine away ; I 
fhould efteeme it an heavy croffe. But the diftemper of the foule 
is much more dangerous, as the fafety of the foule is more preci- 
ous then ofthe body. Ifina journey I chanceto ftrikeout of the 
way,or fetch compaffe about, when I might have gone a fhortes 
cut, how am I grieved at my ignorance,that I knew not, or neg- 
ligence, that I enquired not the right way in time? But inthe 
coutfe of Chriftianity I have turned afide, and ftepped out of the 
tight path to my great loffe and prejudice. Did I ftand convicted 
before men for fome notorious coozener ot deceiver, I could er 
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but take it grievonfty: but many times I have played faft and 
loofe in the prefence of the all-fecing God, pretending his fer- 
vice, when I have done mine own.will ; offering him the body, 
when the foule hath been let loofe after vanity. I have tos long 
Wandered and gone aftray like a loft faeep, but now I Will keep the teftse 


monies of my God: For the C omsmandement sa lamp, andthe Law & 


Sight, and reproofes of inflruction are the Way of life. The Comman= 
dements leade dire@ly to that life, which deferves the name of 
life, eternall life. The Traveller takes the next way to his Jour- 
neyesend: No wife man will willingly ftep one foot out of the 
way to Heaven. If cur limmes be crooked, we omit nothing 
that Art or Exercife can doc to fet them ftrait: and thall not I 
take care to rectifie my foul,and bring it into right order ? Deceie 
and falfhood is the Image of Satan, who abode not in the truth, 
moft unmect to be borne by him that is by adoption the fonne of 
God. The charge of God is, Be ye holy, forl am holy ; be ye pert, 
as your heavenly Father perfil: and hereby may we alure out 


hearts that we are the children of God, if we be true, as he is trues . 


Truth is the] mage of God ftamped upon their hearts whom the 
Lord hath called to be his peculiar people. What foundneffe isto 
the body, that is fincerity tothe foule: a grace of fingular excel- 
Jency, and excellent ufe, pleafing to God, and profitable to man; 
Wife men delight in found and faithfull friends: the Lord takes 
pleafure in them that be true hearted to his glory. A found body 
is fit for labour : a trae heart is ready prepared for any fervice 
that God requires. The way is not tedious to men, they halt not. 
in it,but through weaknefle and imperfection: O my foule, the 
way of life would be moft pleafant and delightfull, croffes eafie to 
be borne, the comforts of grace moft fweet and admirable, were 
it not that corrupt humours caufing diftempers, did fill breed in 
thee. Earthly defires, vain dipha unruly luts are great impee 
diments to the quicke and eafie difpatch of the Chriftian Pilgrie 
mage. Sincerity is the girdle of the mind to truffe up thefe, 
ftrengthen our loynes, and tie the heart to the work commane 
ded, Webny girdles forthe body, and if coftly ones we keepe 
them charily : I will feck to Heaven for this girdle of grace, for it 
is woven there, no ihop can ferve me with it but that only. O 
Lord, thou that delighteft in the fimple and true hearted that 
eleaveunfajnedly unto thy fGuaoniess create in mea trus heare

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full of falhood.and guile, oh thou that art theGod of truth, who

And fo the 
faithfull are faid to put on the new man, which after God is crea- 
ted in holineffe and righteoufneffe, Ephe/4.24. (oh 3,10. And in: 
Chrift neither (ircumcifion availeth any thing, nor xncircumeifion, 
but anew creature, Gal 6,15. that is, anew man refined, reformed, , 
and renewed by God in Chrift Jefus.. And it may-be,therenew= 
ed foule is called the new man,or new creature,becanfe it isnoble;, 
beautifull, frefh and vigorous, never to wither or decay with age;

Hed.8.13,and it was eftablifhed after anew manner, 
by the blowd of the Mediatour. It is called a Covenant of peace, 
an everlafting Covenant, which fhall not be removed: the Cover 
nant of my peace, Ezek,36.27.and 34.25. Ias 4.10. and $5.3, 
Feb,13.20, I/ai.61.8. It is calleda Covenant and a Teftament. A’ 
Covenant in refpe& of the manner of agreement ; a Teftament in 


-refpe@ of the manner ofconfirming. A Covenant in refpc& of 
: God ; a Teftament in refpe@ of Chrift, who being appointed of 


the Father Lord and Prince, with fall poffeffion of all things ne- 
ecflary to Salvation, died as Teftatour, and confirmed by his 
death the teftamentary promife before made, of obtaining the - 
eternall inheritance by the remiffion of finnes. Johs the Baptist 

by the light of preaching was greater then the Prophets, that had 


7 gone before him s but properly he was not a Minifter of the new 


Teftament,as it differed from the old : wherefore amiddle place 
is rightly alipes to him; being the forerunner of Chrift to pre= `- 
pare the way beforehim, From the birth of Chrift, the things 
foretold inthe old Teftament pertaining to the conftitution of 
the new, began to be fulfilled; and that firft by hiscommingin | 
the ficth, afterwards by his adminiftration, and then by his deaths: 
by whofe death the old Teftament was abolifhed, and the new 
did fuceeed in theroome thereof, The old Teftament was abolis 
fhed by the death of Chrift in right, but not in aĝ. For before 
the promulgation of that innovation by thefound of the Gofpell, 
they amongft the Fewes that did belecve in Chrift were true be» 
leevers, though they were zealous for the Law: but after the dos 
Grine of grace was fufficiently publifhed, ehey thae obftinately 
did:cleave tothe fhadowes and Ceremonies of the Law, did ree 
Fe& the promife snd Covenant in Chrift, So that properly the 
beginning of thenew Covenant is tobe fetched from that time, 
wherein Chrif hath fulfilled all chings, which were fhadowed of 
him inthe Law, or foretold inthe Prophets, that is, after that 
Chrift was corporally afcended into Heaven, and had fent downe 
the holy Spirit in the vifible fhape of fiery tongues npon his Apo- 
files, at the folemne feat of Pentecoft ; For the fumme of the 
Gofpelfor new Teftament is this, that the Ceremoniail Law is 
ecafed; and. the ufeof the Law (whereby we were kept in bon- 
Gage untill faith was.revealed):abolifhed : and that Chrift being 
already crucified,dead, buried, and received into Hevea 
| ; eT: 
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a: of the New Teftament or Covenant, 


“ glory, the holy Ghoft came downs upon the Apoftles in vifible 


fhape, in token that Chri(ts Church was now betrothed unto him, 


and had received ftrength to conceive and bring forth, and breafts 


replenithed with plenty of Milk to nourith and feed her children, 
This was as the Solemnization of the Marriage, and then did the 
barren begin torejoyce, that fhe fhould be the mother of many 
children. From this time properly the New Teftament tooke 
its beginning. 

The nature of this Teffament Gands principally in three 
things. 1. Inthe kinde of Doétrine, plaine, full, and meerly 
Evangelical]. 2. In freedome from the curfe of the Law, 
and freedome from Legall Rites. 3. In the amplitude and 
enlargement of the new Church, throughout all Nations of 
the world. l 

‘It may be dèfcribed, the free Covenant which God of his 
rich grace in J efus Chrift incarnate, crucified, dead, buried, raifed 
up to life, and afcended into Heaven hath made and plainly revea- 
leduntothe world of Jew and Gentile, promifing to be their 
God and Father by right of Redemp*ion, and Chrilt to be their 
Saviour ; to pardon their finne, heale their nature, adopt them to 
be his Sonnes, protect them from all evill that may hurt, furnith 


them with ail needfull good things {pirituall and temporall, and 


Jer.3 1.25315 
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crown them with everlafting glory in the world to come, if they 
repent of their iniquities, beleeve in Chrift and through or by 
Chrift in him, and walk before him in fincere, conftant and con- 
{cionable obedience : which he doth inwardly feale by the wire 
neffe of the holy Spirit, whois the carneft of their inheritance, 
in. the hearts of the faithfull ; and ratifie and confirme by outward 
fecales univerfall, plain,cafie, and-perpetuall. 

The Author of this Covenant is God in Jefus Chrift: for none 
can make thefe promifes but God, none can make them good but 
his Highnefle. Therefore the Lord doth evermore challenge this 
unto himfelf} that.he isthe maker of the Covenant: And as it is 
called.our. Covenant inrefpe& of the conditions required, Zech, 
9.11. Soit.is called the Lords Covenant, becaufe he hath made, 
and. wilbeftablith it. [fye.can break my. Covenant of the day, and my 
Couenant.of the night, &c. Then may alfi my. Covenant, be, broker 
With Dapid my, fervast. Chrift alfo as Mediatour-is both the foun- 
dation and: Author of this Covenant, as.he.is appointed of the Fa- 
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ther Lordand King, advanced at theright handof God to give 
repentance and remiffion of finnes unto Ifrael, and as Teftatour 
he hath confirmed the Covenant by his death, But of this in thè 
next Chapters, f i Í 
God is both the Author of this Covenant, and one partie cons 
federate. Fathers, we know, feldome frame Indentures,thereby to 
bind themfelves what they will doe for their children, if they 
will be obedient, but by right of Fatherhood they challenge of 
them their beft fervice: Lords acd great perfonages feldome in- 
dent with theirfrec fervants what preferment they hall expect 
after fome terme of fervice and attendance, but if they look for 
reward, they muf {tand et their courtefic. But our Lord and Mae 
fter,to whom we owe our felves by right of Creation,who might 
take advantage again{t us for former difobedience, is content to 
undertake and indent with us, and by Indenture to bind himfelf 
to beftow great things and incomprehenfible upon us, if we will 
accept his kindne/fe and bind our {elves unto him in willing and 
fincere obedience. | 
_If you demand a reafon of this dealing, none can be given, but 
the meere grace and rich mercy and love of God. Thus faith the 
Lord God, I doe not this for your fakes, O houfe of Ifrael, but for 
mine holy Names fa ke. I Will caufe you to paffe under the red, and I 
will bring you into the bond of the Covenant, ec. And ye fall know 
that Lam the Lord, When I fiall bring you into the Land of Ifrael, 8c; 


And there ye foall remember your Wayes, and all your doings, Wherein 


you have been defiled, and ye fhall lothe your felves in your own fight, 
for all your evils that you have committed, And ye fhall know that 
J am the Lord, when I have Wrought With you for my Names fake, not 
according to your Wicked Wayes, nor according to your corrupt doings, 
Man can doe nothing of himfelf to procure his {pirituall good, In 
fpirituall things it fareth with him much what as with a child 
new borne into the world, which being naked: can neither pros 
vide cloathes, nor being provided and laid by him, can put them 
on: for man deftitute of all {pirituall goodnefft,can neither move 
to helpe himfelf, untill it be freely beftowed, nor manage and 
wield_it well,.when it is of grace vouchfafed, without dire@ion 
and affiftance from God. And there is as little worth ordignity 
in man to move God to promife him help, as there is ability in 
man to procure help. There is nothing inman to move Godto 
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fhew mercy, but only mifery, which might be an occafion, but 
can be no caufe, either why mercy is promifed, or falvation gran-. 
ted. If man had not fallen from grace and tate of Innocency,God 
had never fent his Sonne toredeeme him, nor fhewed mercy rea- 
ching to the pardon and covering of his iniquity : If he had not 


„loft himfelf, Chrift had never come to find and reftore him; if he 


had not wounded himfclf, he had not been healed and repaired of 
grace, Man then isa fubje& on whom Ged beftowes grace, and 
in whom he works it; andhis mifery an occafion that the Lord 
took of manifefting his mercy in fuccouring and lifting him up 
out of that diftreffe: but the tree grace and love of God is the fole 
eaufe of what the Lord hath promifed in this new Covenant, and 
doth give according to promife. f 

And though the old and new Covenant be of the fame nature, 
and from the fame fountaine, yet the new Covenant is preferred 
above the old, as farre as Sunne-light before Torch light, in this, 
that God who makes the Covenant hath more fully manifefted 
the riches of his grace and fuperaboundant love in Jefus Chrift, 
the brightneffe of his glory and engraven forme of his perfon, to 


- the federates of the new Teftament. In the old Covenant the 
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Lord had madeit knowne, that he was mercifull and gracious, 
flow to anger,aboundant in goodneff2: But in the new Covenant 
he doth moft familiarly reveale himfelf to be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jefus, and in him the Father of the faithfull: which 
moft {weet and pleafant name doth breathe out unfpeakable love 
and tenderneffe, : om 
Again, though the ancient federates had fome knowledge of 
Gods Attributes, asan introdudtion to the Covenant of Grace, 
yet they never knew that tranfcendency of Gods love, which is 
brought to light in the new, mentioned in thefe and fuch like 
paflagesof Scriptures Behold, What manner of Jove the Father bath 
bestowed upon ws, that We foould be called the Sonnes of God. God fo 
loved the World, that he gave his only begotten Sonne : that Whofoever 
beleeveth in him, foould not perifh, bur have everlafing lif. He fpac 
red not his own Sonne, but delivered him up for us al : how fhall he not 
With him freely give us all things, Who will have all men to be faveds 
and to come unto the knowledge of the truth, For there one Gods 
and one Mediatour betweene God and man, the man Christ Jefiis 
They that feektoftretch this fpeech of the Apofile to. hogi 
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theft,-deexet confeffe itis fpoken of the times of the Gofpell : 
and that appeareth-evidently by thereafon of the Apoftle, con- 
firming that faying, that God will that all men be faved, from this, 
that God is the God ofall men by Covenant, and Chrift the Me- 
diatour of all men in Covenant, and by the, Gofpell, the Word of 
truth, thedaving truth of God was brought unto/all in Covenant, 
Befides, in the old Teftament the Doétrine of the Trinity of per- 
fons in the anity of the God. head was more obfcurely taught : 
but in the new Teltament we are clearcly and mok comfortably. 
affared, that the Father, Son, and. holy Ghoft.do fweetly confpire 
to perfect the Salvation of the Faithfull, and confirme unto them 
‘the promifes of the Covenant; T here be three that bearerecord in 
Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the holy Ghoft, and thefe three are 
one. Goe ye therefore and teach all Nations, baptizing them into the 
Name of the Father, and of the Sonue, and of the holy Ghoft. If in 
the mouth of two or three witnefles every word muft ftand: 
why fhould a Chriftian queftion or doubt of the promifes of mer- 
cy made in the Covenant, sffured unto him by the Father, Sonne 
and holy Ghot. God the Father promifeth, that in hisonly be- 
gotten Sonne, he will bea mercifull Father to all Believers,that be 
will givehim to them fora Redeemer, accept his fatisfation for 
them, give them his Spirit, and beftow upon them righteoufaeffe 
and falvation. The Sonne doth promife, that he will be Redee- 
mer of the faithfull, by do@trine,merit, and efficacy ; that he will 
deliver them from the power of Satan, bring them into perpetuall 
favour with God, wath them from all the fil:hineffe of their fins, 
and be unto them, ‘as he is made of the Father, Wifedome, 
Righteoufnefle, San@tiication and Redemption. The holy Ghoft 
doth promife, that being redeemed by the bloud of Chrift, by the 
prefence of his grace, he will cleanfe them from all inherent finne, 
andtepaire the Image of God in them: leade them into ali truth 
and holinefie, inable them to cry, e40ba Father, feale them for the 
Lords, and abide with them by his grace and comfort as an ear- 
neft of the inheritance, untill the redemption of the purchafed 
poffeffion, i ‘ 
This Covenant was ftricken with all Nations, or the world 
in oppofition tothe Jewifh Nation: for now the promife made 
to Abraham was fulfilled, In thee fhall all Nations of the earth be 
bleffed: now the prophecies touching the oats of the Gentiles, 
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Of the New Testament or Covenant, 


and bringing them to the Sheep-fold of Chrift, were accompli- 
fhed : now the Apoftles were fent ferth to preach the Gofpell to 
every creature: and God gave fuch ableffing unto the Word, that 
by their preaching a great part of the habitable world was con- 
verted unto the faith. Now spon the Gentiles Was powred out alfé the 
gift of the holy Ghost, Chrif having broken down the partition Wall bee 
twixt few and Gentile,and abolifhed in bis flefh the enmity,even the ` 
law of Commandements, costainedin Ordinances, for to make in hime 
Self of twaine, one new man, [0 making peace. 

The Covenant of promife was firlt made with Adam and his 
pofterity ; not with him as the common parent of all mankind,and 
fo with every man that fhould come of his loines howfoeverinall . 
generations : but with e4damas abeleever, and his pofterity un- 
till by wilfull departure from the faith they fhould difcovenant 
themfelves and thofe that did proceed from them, Inlike mane _ 
ner it was made with the Patriarchs, with Noah, and his pokeri- 
ty :then with Abraham and his family ; afterwards with one fe- 
leted Nation : but under the Gofpell all Nations are brought in- 
tothe bond ofthe Covenant, All nations, I fay, but not every 
onsin every nation, nor every nation in all periods ofthat time. 
For many nations have lived, we know, foralongtime in infi- 
delity, without the Gofpell, without God inthe world, aliens 
from the Common-wealth of Iftael, and ftrangers from the Co- 
venant of Grace. And we find the Apoftles to make a manifeft 
difference betwixt the people of God and unbelievers, fo that all 
in their dayes were not admitted into Covenant, though the Go- 
fpell was preached untothem. For they that be in Covenant are 
in phrafe of Scripture the people of God, that is, fuch with 
whom God hath contra@ted Covenant, and who in like manner 
have fworneuntothe words of the Covenant, God ftipulating, 
and they accepting the condition, God as an abfolute Soveraigne 
hath right and authority over all men: but in a certaine and pee 
culiar reafon they arecalled his people, who receive bis Com- 
mandement, and acknowledge him to be their Lord and Saviour. 
And thefe be of two forts; for God doth make his Covenant 
with fome externally, calling them by his Word,and fealing them 
by his Sacraments, and they by profeffion of faith and receiving 
of the Sacraments oblige themfelves tothe condition required : 
and thus all members. of the vifible Church be in aapa.

With others God doth make his Covenant effe@ually , writing 

his Law in their hearts by his holy Spirit, and they freely and 

from the heart give up themfelves unto the Lord, in all things 

to be ruled and guided by him, And thus God hath contracted 

Covenant with the faithfull only. The firft fort are the people of Rom.2.28. 
God outwardly or openly, having all things external! and pertai- 

ning to the outward adminiftration. The fecond are the people 

of God inward cr in fecret, whom certainly and diftin@ly the 

Lord only knoweth. Experience hath confirmed it, that in the 

dayes of the Gofpell, the Church of Chrift hath fometimes been 

fhut up within narrower bounds and limits, fometimes it hath 

fpread it feife over the face of the earth more glorioutly, and fo 

much was plentifully foretold in the Scriptures,that fuch as lived 

in the times of that great apoftafie and falling from the faith, - 
might not be offended at it. What the ftateofGods Church fhall - _ 

be in thefe latter dayes,time will manifeft more certainly then we 

can yet define: but fome Divines are of opinion that the bounds 

thereof fhall extend further, and the glory thereof be greater then - 

ever heretofore. And this is not improbable: for When the procrsty, 
Seventh Angel founded, there Were great voices in heaven, faying, The 

Kingdomes of this world, are become the Kingdomes of our Lord and 

of his Christ, and be foall vaigne for ever andever ; whichaccordeth

C= Jefus incarnate is the Mediatour of the new Tefta- 
ment, a reall “Mediatour, a fit middle perfon betwixt God 
and man: a Mediatour and Teftatour both, who hath confirmed 
the Teftament with his bloud. But feeing the Covenant is 
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made in Chrift, and Chrif died in fome fort for them that beun- 
der the Covenant, it will not be out of place firk to thew for 
whom Chrift died and rofe again, and then how Chrift is the - 
Mediatcur of the New Teftament, and what is the exaltation 
and Prerogative of the new above the old Covenant in that 
re{pect. 

Touching the firft there be ewo main opinions of Divines. 
The firk fort hold, that he died for all and every man with a pure 
pofetofave. Butin the explication of their Tenent they adde. 
1. That Chrif died for all men confidered in the common lapfe 
or fall, but not as obftinate, impenitent, or unbelievers. Chrift 
died not, fay they, for Cainand Fudas, as fuch, or as they fhould — 
perifh, nor for e4bell and Peter as faithfull, in refpe& of the im- 
petration of Salvation: but without diffrence for them confi- 
dered in the common {tate and condition of the falland fin. 2. That 
Chrift died for all men in refpeđt of the impetration of Salvation, 
but the application thereof is properto believers, 3. That Chrift 
died not to bring «ll or any manadually to Salvation, and make 
them partakers of righteoufneffs and hfe ; but to purchafe falva- 
bilitie and reconciliation fo farre, stha: God might and would, 
falvajaftitia, deale with them upon terres of aberter Covenant, 
which might well ftand ailthough-ic fhould be applied to no 
man, no man fhould be reconciled or faved by Chrift, God 
fhould- have no Church on earth, or Saint be crowned with 
glory in heaven’ 4. That Chrift hath purchafed falvabilitie. 
for all men, but faith and regencration he hath merited for 
-none : becaufe God is bound to give.that which Chrift hath 
merited of Kim, el:hough it be not defired or craved. Exam. Cena 
fur. Cap. paz.95 . Cap.7 pag.87 © Refponf. ad {pec#l. 1,107, 


` Other po itionsthey hold, which bangnot together, nor agree © 


with shat which hath been mentioned;as that God neither would, 
nor could by right condemneany man for the finne of Adam, and 
that Originall finne fo called, is properly neither finne, nor pu- 
nifhment : And then if Chrift died for mankind inthe common 
Japfe,he died for them that never had finned, nor deferved punifh-- 
ment, Againe they teach that all Infants, whether of believing 
or Infidell parents, dying without actuall finnes committed in 
theitowne perfon, are:reftord into the favour of Ged, regeneta-- 
ted and faved : and that becaufe God hath taken all a. 

, the 
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the grace of reconciliation, and entred into a Covenantof giace Arm, Refp.ad 
with Adam andall his pofterity. But then Chri& died for all 44 4rt1 3,14. 
mankind in refpest of impetration and application both: and by 
his death hath a@tually reconciled all mankinde unto God, meri- 
ted actuall regeneration for them, and purchafed: Salvation, ifaf 
ter they be poff fors of thefe {pirituall bleffings, they dos not fall 
from them and (hake them offby impenitency and infidelity. For 
e4dam and Eve excepted, mankind cannot be confideredin the ymin in Perk. 
common lapfe, buiasinfants only, Further they affirme, thatIn= pag 4. i 
fants have refufed grace in their parents, grandfathers, anceftors, 
by which a&t they have deferved tobe forfaken of God : which- 
how it can ftand with their generall pofition, or that lat menti- 
oned, I cannot conceive. Laftly, they teach, that Chrift died 
for the impenitent and unbelievers : for thus they reafon, If Chrift 
died forall whom he came to fave, and came to fave unbelievers, 
ashis wordsare, I came notto judge, butto fave, then he died 
for unbelievers. How they accord thefethings, I cannot finde; 
but if wetakethings as they lay them downe, it will plainely. 
follow, that Chrift. died for all mankind in refpe&t of impetratie 
on only, and that he died for them in refps& ofimpetration: 
and application both;that he hath not actually reconciled them . 
unto God, and that he hath purchafed a&tuall reconciliation ; that 
he died not for the impenitent or unbelievers in refpe@ of impe- 
tration, and that in refpe& of impetration only, he died only for 
fuch, Andall this can hardly be reconciled with that they have 
in their Script, Synod. declar fent Remcirea Art,2 Gratia hec impe- 
` sratach peccatoribus quatenss in communi lapfus c peccati fata aly{g, 
peccatis, excepta fola impenitentia confiderantar, exc. Sicat fidelibus, 
guatalibus, fruttus impetrate gratie proprie obtingit, itainfidelibus 
ch rebellibus, qua talibus gratia impetrasa non est, Ce CS pag. 312. 

The fecond fort of Divines diftinguifh the fufficiency and effici- 
ency of Chriftsdeath. Inrefpeé of the worth. and greatnefle of 
the price he died for all men: becaufe it was fufficient forthe ree- 
demption of every man in the world, if they did repentand believes 
and God might without impeachment of jaftice have offered Sal. 
vation to every man inthe worldupon that condition if it had 
been hispleafure. In the. efficiency, as every man, orany man 
hath fruit by the death of Chrift, fo Chrift died for him. -But this. 
is not of one kind: fome fruit is common to every man 3 foras 
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Chrift the Mediatour of the New Testament 


Chrift is Lord of all things in heaven and earth, even the earthly | 


bleffings which infidels injoy, may be tearmed fruits of Chrifts 
death. Others proper tothe members of the vifible Church and 
common to them, as to be called by the word, injoy the Ordi- 


“nances of grace, live under the Covenant, partake of fome gra- 


ces that come from Chrift, which through their fault be not fa< 
ving s and inthis fence Chrift died for all that be under the Cove- 
nant. Butother fruits of Chrifts death according to the will of 
God and intention of Chrift as Mediatour,be peculiar to the (heep 
of Ckrift, his brethren, them that be given unto him of the Fa- 
ther, as faithunfained, regeneration, pardon of finne, adoption, 
&c. and fo they hold, Chrift died efficiently for his people on- 
ly in this fence, namely, fo asto bring them cff:Aually to faith, 
grace and glory. 

Now let us come to examine what the Scripturesteach in this 
particular, The Apoftle writeth expreffsly, that by the grace of 
God Chrift tafted of death for all men or diftributively for every 
man. Some referre this tothe fufficiency of Chrifts death : but all 
men, cannot be referred to man-kinde confidered in the common 
mafie or lapfe: for the words muft be underftood of the'death of 
Chrift as it was fuffered in time, and not as it was decreed of God, 
and ofmen confidered as at that time. Butat what time Chrift 
fuffered, mankind could not be confidered as in the tranfgreffion 
ofour firft Parents. TheJewes were of opinion, that Chrift the 


_Meffiah was promifed a Saviour to them only. Haw,to impetrate 


Salvation? No, but tobe applied as in Covenant. Now to beate 
downe their pride, the Apoftle faith, Chrift tafted of death for 
all, fc. both Jewand Gentile, who ftood imrelation by virtue of 
the Covenant, as the Jewesdid. Sothatthe Apoftle fpeakes of 
the application of Chrifts death, which is not abfolutely common 
toalland every man in the world sand by every man is meant,eve- 
ry man who heareth, receiveth, and ispartaker of the fruit and 
benefit of Chrifts death offsred in the word of reconciliation: c- 
very man whois underthe new Covenant,as it is propounded of 
God in the Gofpell and accepted of them. But every man under 


‘the new Covenant, as heisunder the Covenant, is partaker of 


the fruit & benefit of Chrifts death. That the p2ffige is to be under- 
Rood of them that apply and poffeffe the fruit ofhisdeath, is ma- 
'nifeft by diversreafons from the verfes precedent and ee 

a c 


for whom he died and rofe againer, 

The world to come, verfe 5. may well be that all, or every man for 
whom Chrift tafted death : but that world to come is that happy 
age, which the Prophets did foretell fhould begin at the comming 
of Chrift, whofe accomplifhment or fulfilling we expedtas yet. 
They for whom Chrift died are in the fame Chapter defcribed to 
be one, that is, of the fame nature and {pirituall condition with 
Chrift, to be his brethren, fuch as trut in God, the children of 
God given unto Jefus Chrift,the generation or poftcrity of Chrift, 
as the Prophet {peaketh, whom Chrift tooke by the hand and lif- 
ted up from their fall, the feed of Abraham. But thefe thingsa- 
gree to them only that poffeffs the fruits and benefits of Chrift for 
whom he died by way of application, 1f the maintainers of uni- 
verfall redemption confider their owne grounds, it will be hard 
to fit this Text to their purpofe:or rather from them the former 
expofition may be confirmed, For either by all men, they muft 
underftand mankind in the common lapfe, as fallen in Adam, and 
then Chrift by his death hath reftored them into the favour of God, 
they ftand actually reconciled, they be regenerated, and if they 
die before by a&uall finne committed in their owne perfon they 
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fall from that chate, are undoubtedly faved: or they muft under- | 


ftand all men confidered as obftinate, impenitent, rebellious, un- 
believers, And then Chrift died for all,and every man as obftinate,,. 
impenitent and unbelievers : which I cannot find that any of them 
hath or dare affirme : or by all men they muft underftand all belee- 
vers, who apply and pofleffe the benefits of Chrifts death, which: 
is that weafirme, They fay (how truly I difpute not) his do= 
minien over all men, that they are bound toobey him, and live. 
unto him, is grounded upon his dying for every one. . But if that 
be granted, is it not neceflary that his death fhould be applied to: 
every one in fome fort, at leat made knowne unto them in the 
word of life? For men are bound to obey and live unto Chrift, as 
they will grant, not becaufe he hath impetrated righteoufneffe and 
falvabilitie,but becaufe he hath entred into Covenant with them,, 
made knowne unto them the way of life, imparted unto them his 


bleffings, and they have accepted of the condition, and.reccived: _ 


bim.tobe their Saviour, '

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Chrift the Mediatour of the New Testament 


naturall, and (as they reach) God beareth towards them that 
hehateth, Corvin. in Molin.cap.29.Sect.2. Which was the canfe / 


why he gave Chrift to die for all men : even that free-grace and 
love, whereby he quickens them that were dead in trefpaffes, and 
faveth them that believe, Ephef.2.5. As for the particle A” or e- 
very one, examples are afuall in Scripture where it is ufed with fit 
limitation,though neither ail precifely,nor the moft part be figni- 
fied,.and that conteffed by all fides. But what need paralell places 
to prove ic may be, when the circumftances of the text {hew it 
mult be limited, and they that moft preffe univerfall redemption 
are enforced roacknowledge a limitation in this matter, 

It is objected, that the holy Ghoft {peaketh generally in che be- 
ginning of the Chapter, What is man ? But how to frame any 
reafon from thofe words to difprove the former limitation I fee 
not. For this word man defignes the nature of man in generall, 
but with relation to the perfon of Chrift,and is {poken of the nature 
of man,as to be united'to the perfon of Chrift,and alleadged by the 
Apoftle to p:ove,that the world tocome, is put in fubjection unto 
him as man. And if it be extended further then to Chrift as man, it 


~ mult bereftrained unto the faithfull, to whom thar which follow- 


eth may be applied by communication and fellowfhip with Chrift. 
_ Againe, itis objected, that Chrifts dominion over all is groun- 
ded on his death : but if that be granted, it is not neceffary his 
death fhould be fimply for all men. For the Apoftle {peaks of 
Chrifts dominion, not only over all men, but over all things, the 
Angels themielves not excepted : butit was not requifite, Chrift 
fhould die for all things, even for the Angels, as they themfelves 
confeffe. His power extendeth it felfe unto all creatures, to whom 
he can command obedience at his pleafure, and unlefle they per- 
forme it, infi@punifhment. For he is made Lord of the world, 
and all power is givenunto himin heavenand-earth. Chrift hath 
Soveraignty over.all things, and doth rule over all men, the faith- 
full co life,theunfaithtull to death, Corviz.in ALolin.cap.12.§ 26. 
This dominion of Chrift ftands well wich reafon, is confonant to 
the Scripture,but was not purchafed by his death fimply for them, ` 

Laftly, Ic will befaid, the Apoftle threatneth punifhment for 


-not receiving or retaining Chrift, and exhorteth to care of it,which 


argueth generall purchafe, or elfe fuch exhortations and threat- 
nings would be without force. Touching the thing it i it is -

freely acknowledged that the fufficiencie of Chrifts death and 
greataeffe of the price was fuch, that God might (lua justitia, 
not only invite all man-kind co come unto Chrift, but alfo bring 
them unto faith and falvation by him, ifit had feemed good unto 
him in his infinite wifdome : and che efficiencie of it fo great; that 
God doth ferioufly invite many, chat live in the vifible Church to 
come unto Chrift and beftow many fpirituall gifts and graces up- 
on them, by their own fault anavaleable, to whom he doth not 
give grace to repent and believe unfainedly. Butexhortations and 
threatniags argue not that general! purchafe in queftion, For the 
obftinate and rebellious, they whofe eyes are clofed and hearts 
hardened, leaft feeing they fhould fee; or hearing they fhould 
heare, and beconverted ; even they are exhorted to repent, and 
threatned for their impenitencie : but I have not found, that the 
purchafe was made abfolutely for all fuch as fuch. For fome re- 
bellions, I can beleeve that Chrift hath purchafed not falvabilitie 
alone, bus faith, regeneration, pardon and falvation, becaufe it 
is written of Chrift, That he is aftended on high, and bath led 
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captivity captive, and hath received gifts for men, yea far the rge Pfal68.18," - 


bellious alf, that the Lord God might dwell among thems : oF as 
Pifcator renders it, thou haft led captive che rebellious, that the 
might dwell with ebe Lord God. But the maintainers of univer- 
fall redemption have ‘not undertaken as yet to proove gene- 
rall purchafe for all and every obftinate, rebellious and treacherous _ 
revolter from the Lord. , In this place the objection is more vaine $ 
for the Apoftle might well fpeake of the application and poffeffion 
of the fruits of Chrifts death, when he exhorteth them that had 
heard and received the word of truth, to retaine and keepe that 
which they had heard. Exhortations and threatnings both are 
hfefull to them who have not received the truth : for God is plea- 
fed by fuch means to Worke what he doth exhort men unto : and. 
to them: who have received the truth , and doe poffeffe the bene- 
fits of Chrifts death, that they might continue and perfevere. And 
‘May we not argue more probably, that fecing they are exhorted to 
take heed to thé things they had heard, therefore falvation had been 
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“preached unto them; and in fome fort received by them. God f Joh.g.16,37, 


loved the World {as we reade in the Evangelift ) that he gave his 

only begotten finne, that Whofsever believeth in him, fhonld not 

“Perih, bus kaveeverlasting life. For God feng not bis Sonne ine 
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to the world to condemn the World:but that the world through hi 
might be faved. And;I came not to judge the Wworld,but to fave the 
World.Here the motive from which the gift of Chrif is derived is 
common love. The word World cannot be taken for the elect only ; 


for then it will be as if ic had bin faid,God fo loved the cleét, that he 
gave his only Sonne,that whofoeyer of them believed in him fhould 


not perifh, The world that Chrift came to fave, was thac 
‘world into which he came; and that comprehended both beleevers 
and unbelievers: and in the fame place, it is divided into them that 
fhall be faved, and them that fhallbe damned s and there fhould 


` be no force of reafoning in the latter place, if the world did not 
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‘comprehend unbelieversunderit. Thus thefe paffages are urged 
for univerfall redemption. But the principall texts {peake plainly 
of the daies of grace, when God fent his Sonne-into the world, 
and when according to the prophefies and promifes made before, 
the Gentiles were to be called to the faith, added to the Church, 
and received into Covenant. And the world is taken communse 
ter © indcfisite , for the world, as it is oppofed to the Jewith 
Nation alone, not univer faliter pro fingulw, for every man in the 
world of what time or age foever, or of this time in fpeciall. The 
fence then is, Z» the fulne (fe of tume, God manifefted fo great lave 
unto the world of Jew and Gentile, not of the Jew alone, That 
he gave his only begotten Sonne, and inthe Mimitery of the Gof 
pel, ferionfly invited them to beleeve, and entered into Covenant 
to beftow life and happineffe upon condition of their unfained faith 
on Jefus Chrift. As God loved //rae/, whom he chofe to be his 
peculiar people under the old Teftament: fo inthe times of grace. 
he extended his love to the world of Jew and Gentile. And as a- 
mongft the Jews God manifefted fo much love to the body of that 
Nation, as to enter into.Covenant with them, and vouchfafe unto 
them the meanes of grace, but untofomehe fhewed more fpecie 
‘alllove, foas to call them effectually, and make them heires of 
falvation : In like manner in the lalt times or dajes of the new 
Teftament God manifefted fo much love to the world, asit is ope 
pofed to the Jewith Nation, as that in the miniftery of the Gof- 
pell he entreared them tobe reconciled, and entered into a Cove- 
nant of peace with them : but unto fome he bare and manifelted - 
more peculiar love, in that he called them effectually, and made 
them heires of life, Nevertheleffe, when thefe Texts be expoun- 
E ve, aa - ie 


n Sor whom he died and tofe againes. 


ded of the daies of grace, or times of rhe new Teftament, we muft 
not conceive, that all men now called Gentiles, were in former a- 
ges of the Church utterly caft off, and fhut out of Covenant, or 
that the gift of Chrift to Jew and Gentile is fo reftrained to thé 
daies of grace, asthat he was not given to the faithfull, whether 
Jew or Gentile, inall ages : but that the tranfcendent love of God- 
in giving his Sonne to die, and in him receiving the world of Jew 
and Gentile into the new Covenant is peculiar ( {pecially after thé 
diftinction of Jew and Gentile ) to the times of the Gofpel. This 
mighteafily be confirmed, both for the fubftance of matter, and 
the fence of thefe paflages, out of their writings that be the ftiffeft 
maintainers of the point in hand. See Vorft. Parafc. cap. 4. 7. 
Corv.inCMol. cap. 31. § 33. Exam. cexfur. cap. 8, Vorft. de 
Deo not. addisput.1. Now-thenlec us compare their pofition, 
- and thofe texts together,and fee whether they confent or diffent onè 
from another., ‘ 

Firft, The love wherewith God fo loved man fallen, as to give 
his Sonne to die ( I{peake according to their opinion ) is com- 
mon toall men; an incompleate will and aftection, whereby God 
loved them as men; or avolitionand intention of being reconci- 
led; But the love mentioned in this text isa Jove fpeciall to fome 
ages and fome men, not common to every man in all ages. It 
was 2 {pecialllove, whereby the Lord loved the Jewes as his pecu- 
liar treafure, above all Nations of the earth, in the time of the Law, 
Dent.7 6. & 10.14. & 26.6. & 32.8. 2 Sam.7.23. I King. 8, 
53. P/4l.33.12. & 100.3. & 143.5. And itis a {peciall love, 
not common to all ages, much leffe to every man in every age, 
whereby the Lord hath loved the world of the Genziles, in the 
daies of the Gofpell, to rake them for his people. And this love 
is true love, though many pervert the grace of God to their owne 
deftruction. : 

Secondly, The world for which Chrift died was man-kind con- 
fidered as fallen in Adam ; for unbeliefe followeth the death of 
Chrift, cannot be precedent toit. But here the world compre- 
hends unbeleevers and impenitent in refpect of their prefent ftates 
and pot fuch only as may fall into unbelief and impenitencie: even 
fuch impenitent and obftinate, as the Scripture faith, could not 
believe, 70h.12.39. , 

Thirdly, The world for which Chrift died, (as they teach )

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doth comprehend every particular man, of what eftate or condi«

tion foever, in whatageof the world foever. But the world in 


the text doth not comprehend all men of all ages, nor every man 


of any age yet pafled, but the world as it is fet againft the Jewith 
Nation only ;; not comprehending every particular man of the 
Jewes or Gentiles, but fo many, and fo confidered, as they give 
reafon of chat oppofition. Looke in what refpects God is faid to 
have chofen the Jewes to be his peculiar people in the time of the 
Law, butnow in times of the Gofpell to love the world in oppofi- 
tion to that peculiar favour at that time manifefted to them alone, 
in that fence is the world of Jew and Gentile to beunderftood, and 
fo many comprehended under it. 

Fourthly, They fay, Chrift died for the world in refpe&t-of. im- 
petration or acquifition of righteoutnefie, not of the application of 
hisdeath. Bucghis world which God fo loved, was called by the 
Gofpell, and did‘enter into Covenant with God, and God with 
them: The world which Chrift came to fave was a world in Co- 
venant, and whereunto he preached peace : and fo the death of, 
Chrift was applied unto them by the word and.Sacraments, and, 
received.by them in refpet of faith temporary and profeffion. For, 
when God enters into Covenant with a people, and they accept; 
the conditions, and give up their names unto God, they doe in a, 
fort apply the death of Chrift unto chemfelves ; and poflefle fome, 
fruirsand benefits thereof. And therefore, dither thefe paflages. 
mutt be interpreted of Gods giving Chriĝ to die for the world in 
a {peciall manner, or from them it may undeniably be concluded, 
that he died not forall man-kind. For that which in {peciall love 
was given in peculiar manner to the world of Jew and Gentile in 
the times. of the new Teftament, that is not the effect of common | 
love, given to all and every man in allages ; but God of his. {pe- 
ciall love to the world of Jew and Gentile in the daies of the new 
Teftament gave Chrift to die for them :_ therefore of common love 
he did not give him todie for all man-kind of every age and con- 
dition. And feeing God loved fome, and but fome, according 
to the.true fence of thefe places, fo as to give Chrift to die, thar 
Whofeever believeth in him foould not perifo, &c. Yea fomecon- 
fidered for the prefentin the {tate of impenitency, unbelief and 
obftinacy, and (it may be) given up unto a reprobate fence, 
whereas he calt off many Nations informer ages, much more td 

nyt í | ticular 
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tichlar.perfons, who never procecded fo farre, continued fo long 
in thefe fins as this world had done, mult we not of neceffity aç- 
knowledge fome free election or choice according to the good 
pleafure of God? Certainly, it. cannot be concluded. hence, that 
Chrift did equally lay down his life for all men-without exception, 
to purchafe for:them actuall reconciliation on Gods part. It is 
here objected, that this worlddoth comprehend many impenitent 
and unbélievers, that fhall not be faved, and if Chrift died for 
one that {hall not be faved, ic followech & pari, that he died for 
all. - Anditis true,as many be externally in Covenant, and have 
all oucward things common with tte faithfull, who be not true 
members of Jefus Chrilt: {o alfo this world oppofed tothe Jew- 
ifh Nation, called of God, and admitted into Covenant, doth 
comprehend many, which in deed and truth be not lively mem- 
bers of Jefus Chrift, In like manner many, indeed wicked men 
and ungodly, living in the vifible Church, and ander the externall 
Covenant, are called the chofen of God, the people of God, 
Saints by calling, and fo Chrift died for them, efficiently, and by 
way of application, as they be within the Covenant made in 
Chrift, and doe partake of thofe fruits and benefits of his death, 
which of themfelves tend to falvation, butare perverted of them 
to deftruction through their owne default. But others compre- 
hended under the world, be faithfull indeed, living members of 
Jefus Chrift, fealed by the Spirit, and for thefe Chrift died effi- 
ciently ina peculiar manner, /c#/. to bring them to life and hap- 
pinefle, as already they are called favingly and effectually to faith 
and repentance. ; 

The argument 2 pari is.of no weight, maniteftly confuted both 
by Scripture and experience it felfe. For to many that perifh is 


the word of Salvation fent, they receive it, profefle it, rejoyce in. 


it, live under the -Ordinances of grace, be partakers of foundry 
graces of the Spirit: all which bedpeciall fruits of Chrifts death, 
ipeciallro fome, not common toall men: andin which refpects 
Chrift is faid to die for them. Bur to afirme the fame things .of 
every particular maninthe world, is.to offend againk common. 
fence. If Chrift had died for one wicked man that perifhed, be- 
caufe he had been wicked, or for thart reafon, there had been tome 
truthin theargtment : but fome fruits of Chrifts death are im- 
parted co fome although they be wicked, not becanfe they are wic-. 
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ked, orfor that reafon. Befides, itis one thing to fay, Chrift died 


for fome that perifh, as they partake the fruits of his death in 


themfelves belonging to Salvation, which is granted, another to 
fay, Chrift died for all men, confidered as fallen according to the 
willof God, and intention of Chrift as Mediatour, with full pur- 
pofe to purchafe for them actuall reconciliation on Gods” 
part, whichis, that they contend for. So that this objection . 
will be of no force, untill it canbe proved, that impretation is ap- 
plication, they be in Covenant, who be not, nor never were in Co- 
venant; they have the Gofpell, who never heard of the Gofpeli ; 
they have received the promife of Salvation, who are rejected and 
calt off of God, as aliens from the Covenant ; Chrift is amongft 
them, who never had poffible meanes imaginable to come to the 
knowledge of the truth ; and they are enlightned, and have tafted: 
of the good word of God, and of the powers of the life to come, 
who all their life long have lived in ignorance and infidelity, and: 
not heard that there isa Chrift. 

We thus judge (faith Paul) that ifone died for al, then Were 
all dead. And that he died for all, that they which live foould nor 
henceforth live unto themfelves , but unto him Which died for’ 
them, androfe againe. Yere rhe Apoftle faith expreflely, Chrift 
died for all fimply meant, in refpect of the impetration of a new’ 
Covenant, and falvation according to that Covenant : common: 
mifery is concluded from this, that Chrift died for all men: fee - 
that all weredead : which isuniverfally true ofevery man. And 
upon this ground he exhorts men to live unto Chrift, /es/. that 
Chrift died for all men. Some learned Divines not partiall referre 
this to the greatneffe of the price and dignity of Chrifts death, 
which was {ufficient for the redemption of man-kind, if they did 
repent and believe: but the ‘Apoftle rather {peaks of Chrifts death 
for all in refpect of application, event, or effect: forall not fim- 
ply, burfor all co whom the fruit and benefit of Chrifts death is. 
offered’ in the Gofpel, and received by faith. Thus VorStins, 
Chrift died, and was raifed up for all men in generall, if we con- 
fider the amplitude of divine grace offered in Chrift : but in re- 
fpect of the event or effect borharedonefor all the elect and be- 
lievers only. And in this latter fence that phrafe is ufed of the A- 
poftlein this place. And this che circumftances of the text will

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It is further objected, that it will not agree with the argue 
mentof the Apoftls, who by Chrifts death for all, could not 
prove all to be dead to fin, nor fo much as all the Ele, or all at 
Corinth, And the drift of the place is to prove, not that all men 
fimply are dead to finne, for that is notoricufly falfe, and was neie 
ther taught, ner confirmed by any Pen-man of holy Writ; 
nor that all the Ele&, or all at Corinth are déad to fin; for he 
fpeaketh to the Church or faithfullin Corinth, not to the place; 
or inhabitants univerfally : but that the faithfull, who had belice 
ved in Chrift, as himfelfand the converted Corinthians had done, 
and-did for the prefent, were dead to fin, which he f{trongly con- 
firmeth from the communion they have with Chrift in his death 
and refurreétion, that is, that Chrift died for them in effe@ and 
event,that the vertue and efficacy of his death did thew forth ie 
felf in them. | i ‘ 


- ‘Ifthe other Interpretation be admitted, the confequence is 


good thus, Chrift died for all believers, therefore’all men by 
natureare dead infin: forthe {tate of believers before converfion 
is the fame with the others: and if they by the merit, power 
and efficacy of Chrifts death be delivered from the gniltand do- | 
minion of fin, who fois not fet free by the death of Chrift from 
the power offin, muft needs be dead therein. Arguments not 
much unlike we have, I Çer, 15.32. As in Adam all die, fi is 


- Chrif [hall all be made alive. Inthe frf part all fimply, in the latter

the difcourfe of the Apoftle is of them, for whom Chrift died, and 
who believe in him, and in whom the efficacy of Chrifts death 
doth exercife it fclf.

O They objec moreover, that reconciliation is predicated of the

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but he will accept of him upon termes fitting, according toanew 
Covenant. In which fenfe a Father is reconciled to his Son, a 
Matter to his Servant, when heis content upon repentance, fub- 
miflion and amendment to receive him into favour, Upon this 
Text they would build a two-fold reconciliation, one generall (as 
fome expreff: it) another fpeciall ; one not an a&uali taking away 
of fins, not aCtuall remiffion of fins, not Juftification, not a@uall 
redemption of thefe or thefe, but an im petration of remiffion, Jua 
{tification, andredemption, whereby God may, his juftice nos 
hindting, remit fins to afen tranfgreffours, which doth imply 
another member, to wit,reconciliation, jultification and redemp- 
tion actuall. Arm. in Perkin. §. 35 .pag. 76. or a reconcileable- 
nefie, whereby men might be delivered from the captivity of fin, 
or the neceffity of thraldome and-reconciliation, whereby they 

ate delivered from captivity. off, Hif, Pelagtan,lib.7 part.y,thef.a 

Oxhers call it an atuall reconciliation on Gods Part,and an i 
reconciliation whereby it comes to pafie, that all finners do a@u- 
ally pleafe God, Exam, Cenfur.cap,8.pag.59. Vorft. in 2 Cor.5.15. 
and 1 7ob.2.2. Chrift fufficiently and efficiently doth expiate the 
fins of all, and reconcile the world to God, guantum in ipfo eft, that 
is, as much as pertainesto the execution of his office laid upon 
him by his heavenly Father, What diftin@ion they ‘make of re- 
conciliation, and atual reconciliation, or reconcileableneffz and 


auall reconciliation, the fame may be made of redemption, re- 


miffion of fins, juftification, and adoption, regeneration and fan- 
ification, fo chat we may diftinguith of them alfo, that there is 
an actuall redemption and redemption,a@uall remiffion of fins and 
remiffion, aétuall juftification and jultification, a@uall an@ifice- 
tion and fantiftcation. The terme aétuall remiffion or reconci- 
lation being fet againft reconciliation, as the diting member, 
doth require, that reconciliation potentiall be underfteod, which 
may be called reconcileablencffs. And then Chrift hath not ob- 
tained ofthe Father by his death, that he fhould remit fins, but 
that he hath power to remit them: he ‘hath not obtained re= 
demption, but a poffibility ofredem ption,or the redemption pure 
'chafed is a potential! remiffion of finnes: he hath not merited 
fanGification, but a right that he may fan@ifie or fan@ifiablenefi:: 
he hath obtained alfo that God might pardon fin, as well as that 
man might be pardoned ot reconciled: and notwithftanding any 
Ff redemption 
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redemption that Chrift hath purehafed, every man might perith, 
and be condemned for ever. But if reconciliation potential or a: 


- poffibility of remiffion only be purchafed by the death of Chrift, 
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how is this made aQuall by application? [fit be a@uall and cefu- 
all;why is it not applyed and given to every man? will not God 
give to every man, that which Chrift hath merited and purchafed 

for every man? The merit of reconciliation by Chrift, and the 
application thereof muft be diftinguifhed: but for whomfoever. 
eterhall redemption is purchafed, for them he hath obtained grate: 
and glory, and upon them he will actually conferre that grace 
and mercy, fanétifying them to be a peculiar people to himfelfe, 
Heb.9.12.. Marth, 1,21. 70h4.14. Application is as neceffary an 

effe& of redemption or reconciliation purchafed, as burning is of 
fire ; and there canbe no redemption, but of neceffity it mut ` 

bring application, both in refpect of Gods juftice,and Chrifts fa- - 
ctifice. Dan 9.24, Heb.10.10,14, Therefore there is but one re- 
conciliation, and that a€tuall and effeGtuall, though it may beuni- 
verfally propofed in the Gofpell: and that particular a@uall recone 
ciliation is none other but that very fame, which God méritoriè 
and impetratorie hath propofed by the death of Chrift. As for the 
prefent Text alleadged, reconciliation is not predicated of the 

whele.world, taking the world for every man in the world, nor 

reconciliation put for reconcileablenefic.. For it is manifelt the 
Apoftle {peaks of the world as it was to be confidered in-the times 
when Chrift fuffered, or after, when in refpe& of prefent ftate 

the farre greater part were impenitent, if not obdurate finners,ali- 

ens from the common-wealth of Ifrael, without God -in the 

world: and I defire to fee that Text of Scripture, where God is 
faid to reconcile unto himfelfethe whole world of impenitent 
and obdurate finners,as fuch ; or- where we fhall find, that all fuch 
be brought under a new Covenant. It is alfo.as plaine, that he 
fpeakes of the furrogation of the Gentiles in the place.of the . 
Jewes, and is to be underfteod of the world oppofed tothe Jew- 
ih Nation. That world concerning whom the Lord had fpo- 
ken before to. Abraham, faying, In thy feed foal all the Nations of 
the earth be bleffed: That world, which the Prophets foretold 
fhould beadded to the Church, and given:to the Meffiab; This 
world; I fay, which God hath promifed tobleffe, and addeto the 
Kingdome of the Meffiah, he hath reconciled unto himfelfe, 
to 


for whom he died and rofe againe. 


- to wit, as they are blefied in edérabams feod, a&ually ande 


fe&ually. 
This is the Priviledge of the New Teftament, that God was 


in Chrift reconciling the world unto himfelfe, as is moft apparent 


in the. wọrds next following, and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation, and by the fentence it felf; God was in 
Chri. But what is proper to the times of the New Teftament 
cannot bs attributed to every. man in the world, even thofe that 
fate in darkneffe and the fhadow of death, before the lgbt did 
fhine upon them. The reconciliation here mentioned is aétuall, 
ef€:@uall, particular reconciliation, purchafed by: Chrift, publifhed 
by the Apoftles to the world of Jew and Gentiles, and received 
by themin the Covenant of grace. For it is: explained by. the 
non-impntation, or remiffion of finnes, (at leaft as one partor 
branch of reconciliation) which is a tranfient act, conferred in 
time,and inferretha chang of {tate and condition in the partie ju- 
tified’or reconciled, and of other reconciliation betwixt. God and 
man the Scripture fpeaketh not. And it is to be obferved, that 
the Apoftis faith not, Chrift hath purchafed that God is recon- 
` cileable,or a€tually reconciled on his part, as if before he were ir- 
reconcileable: but God was in Chrift reconciling the world un- 
to himfelf, where the world is the fubje& or matter of reconcilia» 
tion, which is changed in refpe@ of {tate or condition, now recei- 
ved into atuall favour, whereas heretofore it lay under wrath, In 
another place the Apoftle puts reconciliation by the death of the 
Sonne of God, and juftification by Chrifts bloud for the fame : 
where juftification cannot be.taken for poffibility of juftifica- 
tion, but for actual juftification by faith in the bloud of Chrift, 
wherewith Salvation is joynedgwhereby we are acquitted from 
the guilt and punifhment of finhe: and fo the juftified: or recon- 
‘ciled are oppofed to finners, ungodly and enemies. In refpe& of 
our antecedent fate, we were enemies, when

but Chrift died for all mer, that are bound to believe in him; 
which fome propound in thisforme; Every man is bound to be- 
leeve, that Chrift died for him : but whatfoevera man is bound to 
beleeve that is true : therefore he died for every man. But if by 
beleeving in Chrift they underftand nothing but bare affenting to 
this propofition, that Chrift died for all men, and for meas a 


_ man, for the impetration of'rightcoufnefls quantum in fe, or to 


purchafe the grace of the Father and pardon of finnes, no man is 


_ bound tobeleeveit, beeaufeit isnot revealed in Scripture, much 


lefe made knowneto every man in the world by meanes fufficient. 
Every man called, whether he hearken to God calling or -nof, 
is bound to beleeve that Chrift is off:red unto him asa Saviour, fo 
as if he beleeve he (hall be faved : but that Chrift died for him in

ticular man in the world, that he is not bound to beleeve, becaufe 
it is not found in Scripture, nor can he beleeve it, according to 
their grounds that urge this arguinent, neither can fuch perfwa- 
fionbe the ground of juftifying faith. I fay every man in the world 
good or bad cannot beleeve it, as they teach: For either they 


be confidered as inthe common Maffe, as all Infants, and then.

addeth, intheir parents) and then Chrift died not for them as 
fuch, Ifthey beadmitted into Covenant, and continue therein, 
Chrift died for them in refpe& of application : if they be fallen 
from-that {tate by impenitency, obftinacy, rebellion, Chrift died 
not for them as{uch : Ifthey be caft off; and not fo muchas out- 
watdly called, how can they beleeve that Chrift died for them, 
{pecially, when by: tranfgreffion they have departed from that 
Covenant, and fallen from that {tate unto which (they fay) they 
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were admitted, Neithercan this perfwafion bethe ground of- 


faith jultifying, for many ungedly men are perfwaded that Chrift 


died forall mankind, that neither will, nor can, nor ought as. 


fuch, tobeleeve in Chrift, or ref upon him for Salvation : and 


many beleeve it not,that beleeve truly in Chrift,and know they bee- 


leeve and that they ought to beleeve. Ifby-beleeving in Chrift bè 
meant faith juftifying, the prepofition may be granted with two 
limitations. Firft, that under this terme they be not comprehen 
ded, who never heard of Chrif, orhad poffible, at leaft proba- 
ble meanes to come to the knowledge of Chrift, or were admite. 
tedinto Covenant. So Vor/tins feemesto limitit, unleffe (faith

‘fecond caution is, that he that goeth on in anevill way, and ma- 
‘eth a paftime of finne, 1s cot called immediately to beleeve in 
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‘Chrift, nor hath tecetved grace fufficient as fucha man, to reft 


upon him for Salvation. Before they will or can come unto Chrift, 
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it muft be otherwife with them, they.muftbe prepared of God, 
who draweth men to Chrift, but firt (asthey fay) drawes them 
to mind their foules ferioufly. A wicked man living within the 
pale of the Church is bound to beleeve, as to repent and ceafe from 
his evill way ; for the neglect of one duty doth not exempt a man, 


‘from another sbut folong ashe goetheon inan evill conrfe, he 


cannot lay hould on the promifes of mercy, nor embrace Chrift 
2s his only Saviour. Thehungry, thirfty and burdened, not they 
which wallow in iniquity are invited to come unto Chrift, that 
they might beeafed andrefrefhed, They are called to beleeve in 
Chrift for pardon, not that they are already the children of God, 
and reftored into favoor. . A thirty and weary manas fuch, can 
no more beleevethat he is the child ofGod, thena wounded man 
as wounded can that he is cured; or the man Rung with tie fiery 
Serpent, that he was healed,before he looked up to the brafen Ser- 
pent. Thirft is oppofed to water, and wearinefle to refrefhing. 
A man muĝ believe before he can be in the ftate of grace,and know 
he doth beleeve, before he can beleeve that he is the child of God, 
neither of which can be affirmed of the weary as fimply fuch. Thus 
then I grant all men are bound to beleeve in Chrift : but thence it 
will not follow, that Chrift died for all men equally, to purchafe 
for them a€tuall reconciliation on Gods part, and with full and 
compleate will and purpofe qzantum in fe to fave them :but only 
that Chrift died for them as an all-fufficient and efficient Saviour, - 
fo that in the Covenant of grace falvation might be and is tende- 
red unto them upon condition of true repentance and faith unfai- 
ned. For they to whom the Gefpellis preached, and by whom 
itis profeffed, are bound to beleeve what is cffzred in the Gofpell, 
as itis offered therein, viz. if they hunger and thirft, deny them- 
felves, and be wearieof their finnes, But itisone thing to deny 
our workes, and relie upon the free mercy of God in Chrift, 
another to beleeve that Chrift died for our redemption in par- 
ticular, Whofoever is bound tobeleeve hath Chrift as an all- 
fufficient and efficient Saviour, in and through whom Salvation 
might be obtained, and undoubtedly fhallbe obtained by him, 


if he renounce hisowne works, and fiie to the fole mercy of God 


in Chrift, asthe cbje@ of faith, in order of nature before either 

the a& of faith, or prepofall of the commandement to beleeves 

He hath alfo the rule of new life, and is admitted into the cap.

The word of truth is the foundation of faith, in nature Lefore 
it, trueasitis promifed, not made trueby faith s but that faith 
cannot be given to the promife, ‘unleffe the thing promifed be tru- 
ly exiftent, and made’ good before faith, is trange in Divinity. 
~ One thing is true, becaufe itis promifed $ another , becaufe it is 
fore-told, another , becaufe' it is imply declared. Thofe things 
which are trueas related, thofe things have been ‘whether we be- 
lieve them or noc: and thofe things which are fore-told as true, 
thofe in like manner fhall come to palle, whether we'believe, ot 
believenot. „But thofe things which are true as promifed, itis nog 
neceffary chat they be, unleffe webelieve. For the narration and 
prediction is abfolute, buc the promife’ conditionall, requiring 
faith in the hearers There is this mucuall refpect betwixt the pro- 
mife and {tipulation, thatthe promife is as an argument which 
God ufeth, that he might obtaine of man what he ‘requireth, and 
the. performance of the thing. required is a -condition without 
which man cannot obtaine the promife of God. But leaviiig fur- 
ther difpute ofthis matter, - faith in Chrift and the commandment 
to believein him hatha fubject word crue in it felfe, net made true 
by faith, whereupon it is builded, as true, firme and certaine, as 
any ground of faith in Chrift can be defired or conceived. There 
isone act of faith, whereby we-believe that fins are’ pardonable s 
this is builded upon this ground, that Chrift is an all-{nfficient and. 
efficient Saviour, in whofe name Salvation is freely offered, by 
faichtobe received. There is ‘another act of faith, whereby we 
teft upon Chrift for falvation ‘2° this-is grounded upon thefe and 
{uch like promifes, (ome unto. me all-ye that labour, and be kea- 
vieladen, andl Wil refresh you. Hoe, every one that thirsteth, 
come. yetothe Waters. Lèt him that is a thirst, come unto me and 
drinke, Thereisathird, whereby we believe that our fins areal- 
ready pardoned : and this is grounded upon thefe and {uch like. He

It is objected further, that Chrift as he died to- impetrate remif- 
fion of fins for me in particular, is the object of jultifying: faith. 
The mercy of God reaching to the pardon of fin in. and through 
Jefus Chriftis the object of faith jultifying, as it is proffered unto 
us in the word of life: but it is one thing to believe that mercy is to 
be had through the death of Chrift,and thatit is offered'unto us in 
the Gofpell, and we called to imbrace it, another to believe that 
Chrift according to the compleate'and full willofGod, hath laid 
downce his life for us in particular co purchafe for.us both grace and 
glory. Proportionable to the perfwafion a man hath of Gods wil- 
lingnefle to be mercifull, is his perfwafion of-the fufficiency of 
Chrifts fatisfa@tion: and proportionable to his perfwafion that 
God is mercifulf to him in che pardon of his fin, is‘ his perfwafion 
that Chrift died for him in particular.’ ‘Jultifying faith is not with< 
out an apprehenfion of mercy in Chrift to be obtained, bat‘im- 
plieth not an apprehenfion of mercy reaching to the pardon of fin 
already obtained. “It is not without an application of recum- 
bency, reliance, or imbracing, which prefuppofeth the offer of 
mercy,in and through Jefus Chrift co be reeeived,but the applicati- 
on of particular perf wafion,chat Chrift died for me'in parcicular,as 
well as for any other, or hath purchafed for me grace and glory,is 
not required in juftitying faith. Some haveaffirmed, chat faith 
whereby I believe chat Chrift died for me, is the foundation of 
faith whereby I believe in Chrift : but I fhould:defire better proof 
than their bare word for it, feeing the Scripture makes the merci- 
full offer of falvation in Chrift to che burdened , hungry and thir- 
fty, the ground of this affiance, and that ‘perfwafion. ( according: 
to their poficions ) may be in good and bad, them that never fhall 
bejuttified; neither will, nor can ret upoa-Chrilt ‘for-falvation. 
To believe that Chrift is: an-all-fumicient Saviour, ‘and: that falva- 
tion is offered to me in his name, is ae iy to believe in Chrift 
for remiffion òf fins ; and in order of nature goeth before it. But 
to believe that according to the purpofe of God Chrift is ‘my’ Res 
deemer, ‘who hath purchafed for mèin particular graceand remif- - 
fion of fins and ecernall redemption, and hath’ actually’ reconciled’ 
sne unto God, ‘this'is che’ confequent of relting upon Chriftfor fal.

-the Fathers health and recovery, when God willeth he fhall die. 
If God fhould leave us to our owne defires,. peradventure, we. 
fhould delire, not only that all that now, live, but.thar all char e- 
ver lived might havebeen-converted and faved's: yea, thar; the An-. 
gels thaé fell might have been kept from fin; or having finned 
might liave been brought to repentance and faved. To delire that: 
every one that now liveth might be faved; with fubmiffion to the 
will of God, is no incongruity.

Some pleade farther, The meanes to this end, that men may 
havé part in Chrift,are unlimited, the word written, fob.

fore warned every man, and taught every man, Coit. 18. to re- 
pent,e4ét.17.30.and to beleeve,Rom.1.5, But if all thisbegrans 
ted, nothing will follow which is not freely granted. Forason 
the onefide no man will affirm that Chrift died to this end,names 
ly to procure forgivenefis of finne and Salvation ‘to all and every 
one,whether they beleeve or no ; fo on the other fide, none will 
deny, but that he died to this end, that falvation and remiffion of 
finnes fhould redound to all and every one, in cafe they fhould bee ’ 
leeve andrepent. For this depends upon the fufficiencie of that 
price, which Chrift paid to God his Father for the redemption. 
ofthe world. No mandenieth, but God made a Covenant with 
Adam fallen and his pofterity, as now: with the faithfull- and 
their feed: that all mankind bad continued in this Covenant, if 
they had not difcovenanted themfelves and their pofterity ; that 
no man is deprived of the benefits of Chrifts death, but throagh 
his own finne and corruption: that God is not the caufe efficient 


„or deficient ofany mans infidelity, but man bimfelf: That men 


are ferioufly invited to repent in the Miniftery. of the Word, and

beleeveth (hall never perifh, Thefe things be not queftioned, nor ’ 


whether fome effeéts or benefits of Corilts death be common to 
all men, but whether he died equally for all men,to purchafe a&u- 
all reconciliation for them on Gods part, and fet all Infants in the 
aĝuall ftateof Glvation, but to procure faith and beliefe for no 
man, fo that he had obtained the full, immediate end of his 
death, though no man had ever belecved on him, or beenfaved by 


him. But that which is afflumed in this argument: is apparently ` 


falfe,as it is applyed. The Covenant of grace is revealed to fome, 
no man being fhut forth by name, but if he repent and beleeve he 
Chall be faved: but many thoufands never heard of, never had 
probable meanes to come to the knowledge of the Covenant. 
The commandement to preach the Gofpell to every creature, was 
given to the Apoftles in the dayes of grace, upon the publication 
of which Covenant, they which formerly ferved dumbe idols, 
were bound to repent and beleeve : but that commandement was 
peculiar to the Apoftles, not given till after the refarrection of 
Chrift,after fuch commandement the Apoftles were injoyned to 
tarry for a time in Jerufalem, nor could they poffibly difperfe 
themfelves in a moment into every part of the world, nor the 
world take notice of any fuch commandement given untothem, 
or of the dostrine revealed by them. Before that timethe Lord 


fuffered the Gentiles for along time to walk in the vanity of their . 


minds, without the light of his truth: and fince that time divers 
nations have been cak off, left to themfelves, as aliens from the 
Covenant, and deprived ofall meanes to come to the knowledge 
of God in Chritt, And ifthere were any force in this reafon,The 
meanes of grace be unlimited, and command given to preach to 
every creature, therefore Chrift died for all men: This muft be 
of greater weight, The meanes of grace be not vouch{afed unto 
all and every man: therefore Chrift died not for all and every 
man. For if meanes neceflary to Salvation be not propounded, if 
they be not,nor ever were called to the faith by the ordinary and 


only effeQuall meanss ordained of God to bring men thereunto, 


we fpeake of our felves, and not according to Scripture, if we 
affirme,God gave Chrift to die for their redemption. 

Amongft many effects of Chrifts death reckoned up in this ara 
gument, this isthe moft generall, and‘all the reft depend upon it s 
and if the meanes be not veuchfafed to all, none of the reft can be 
: yrs common 
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common to every one, Itis a received principle amongtt them, 
that as God loved the world, and Chrift gave himfelfe a ranfome 
for all men, or is the propitiation for the fins of the whole world, 
fo God willed that the Gofpell concerning-Chrift {hould be pub- 
lifhed to all men in the world. Corvin. is Mol. cap. 31, fed, 33. 
If then the Gofpell be not publithed, or God willed not that the 
-Gofpell fhould be publifhed to all and every man in the world, 
Chrift died not for. all and everyman, «4dam and Noah having 
recsived the Covenant, were bound to teach their children,and fo 
fucceffively in allages: P/a/.78. which had it been obferved, 
_ none bad failed to have the fame publithed unto him. If this be 
~ applied to the prefent purpofe, they muft teach only, that Chrift 
died for all and every man, if they that be in Covenant, thall care- 
fully obferve the charge and commandement of God. And by 
the fame reafon they may conclude, that God gave his Sonne to 
die,and that with plenary purpofe, that no man fhould ever finne 
by ignorance, infirmity,impenitency, unbelicfe, or any particular 
tranfgreffion : that God purpofed to give to every man the plen- 
tifull and c&:@uall meanes of grace, and_that every man thould 
actually apply the death of Chrift, For if every man fucceffively 
had obeyed the commandement givento Adam, and fulfilled that 
charge, the doctrine of falvation had been publifhed to every man, 
every man had been borne and lived in Covenant, every man had 
actually applyed the death of Chrift unto himfelfe, every man had 
enjoyed all the Ordinances of God: yea,there had been no impe- 
nitent perfon, 1 might adde, properly no finner but 4damand 
Eve. Then they could not fay,Chrift came to fave the world,un- 
der which infidels muft be comprehended, or that he prayed for 
his perfecutours and unbeleevers, nor that he came to fave his 
_ people from their finnes: for if this charge had been obeyed, 
there had been no Infidell nor perfecutour, nor finner amongtt his 
people, but only our firft paani: And by the fame evafion,they 
may hold thet Chrift died for all and every man,when he died for | 
no man living, or that ever lived,but dam only. But this is no- 
thing to prove, that fince many Nations have negicted their 
charge, and being fallenfremGod have received from him a Bill 
of divorce, a commandement hath been given notwithftanding 
unto his fervants in all ages,to publith the doctrine of falvation un- 
- toevery creature amonelt all Nations. A

For they fay, Lawes once fufficiently publifhed bind and ftand 
in force, though unknowne, or {carcely poffible to be known by 
fome particular men now living in fome remote parts of the doe 
minions : Andthe plaine dire@ redditionis, That God having 
made a Covenant of grace with Adam and his pofterity, all and 
every man is bound tobeleeve in Chrift, and walke in obedience, 
though he be ignorant of his duty, never received ability to do it, 
never had meanes poffible to‘come to the knowledge of Chrift : 
yea,though he be caft off, and left to the hardneffe of his heart.

doubts of that 2 But the queftion is, whether God hath vouehfa- 
fed fufficient means of grace to every man, which is not hereby 
proved, becaufe God, when he gave his Covenant, injoyned Pa- 
rentsto teach their children, We grant the Lord is wanting in 
nothing, which either he promifed, or in his eternall wifdome 
and juftice faw meet to be done, and that fuch as be deprived of 
the means of grace be juftly deprived. But we fay, as experience 
confirmeth, that fufficient meanes of grace hath not been afforded 

to every man living fince the fall of Adam. he C 
In the comparifon there be many things unlike. For common- 
wealth are one body politick, in which it is held fufficient to 
publith Lawes in fome knowne places, and at fome times, gran- 
ting {pace and meanes that all may learne them if they will. 
But we {peake of fuch as never were fo much as in the outward 
fociety of the Church, nor adjoyning to them; that never heard 
ofthe Covenant of grace, they nor many of their Anceftours,nor 
of a people or focicty profeffing the true Ma i that where- 
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-asthe reafon isof the meanes of fupernaturall knowledge vouch- 


fafed to them that never heard of the Covenant, or livednigh 
unto them that enjoyed the word of reconciliation, the compari- 
fonis of men in Covenant, who cannot:.want poffible meanes to 
know the main and fundamentall points of the Covenant. ‘Old 
Lawes, they fay, not in ufe, yet in force, {carce .poflible to’ be 
knowne, do bind: But the queftion is, of many dogtrines inufe, 
which muf neceffarily be known,or a man cannet be in the num

In many places we reade that Chrift died for them that fhall, or 
may perifh, for reprobates and caft-awaies, 2 Pet.2.1. There foal 
be falfe teachers among you, Who privily foall bring in damnable 
herefies, even denying the Lord shat bought them, and bring #p- 
on them/felves fwift deftruttion, Rom.14.15. Deftroy not himo 
With thy meat far whom Christ died, 1 Cor.8.11. And through 
thy knowledge foall the weake brother perih for Whom Christ - 
died, Heb.10.29. Of how much frer punifoment fappofe ye, foal 
he be thought worthy, Who hath de under foot the Sonwe of 
God, andhath counted the blond of the Covenant wherewith he 
Was fanltified, an unholy thing, and hath done defpite unso the 
Spirit of Grace. From which paflages they argue thus, He that 
died for the elect and reprobate, for them that perih and‘ perifh 
not, he died forall men. But Chrif died for the ele& and repro- 
bate, for them that perifh and perifh not. The Propofition they 
take for granted, but it is apparently captious. For he that died 
for all che elect, andall the reprobate, for all that fhall be ‘faved, 
and all that perifh, died for all men : but to die for the elect and” 
fome reprobate, isnot to die for all men, but for fome only. And 
if they meane it in the firlt fence, the paflages of Scripture will not 
prove what they affirme; if in the fecond, it fals fhort of the que- 
ftion. But fuppofe they argue thus, fome denied the Lord that 
bought them, and thereby brought upon themfelves {wift deftru- 
tion : therefore Chrift did not buy the eleét only, to fave them s 
If they difpuce thns, they conclude not the queftion in hand, they 
put more in the conclufion thenis in the antecedent, and if they 
cannot fhew, that there is the fame reafon of all reprobates, they 
mut confefle it makes much againft them : for the thing to be 
proved is, that Chrift died equally for alland every man; and it 
is onc thing to die for the reprobate in fome fenfe, and todie for 
them with an intention and purpofe to fave them: and if Chrift 


died for fome and but fome that perilh ina manner not common 


to 


Sor whom he died and rofe again. >» 2 


to all and every man, it is manifeft, he died not equally for all 

mens. í - 

Let us confider the Texts themfelves, 2 Pet.a.1, Some denied 

the Lord that bought them, How? in refpe& of the impetration of 
righteoufneffe, or in refpe@ of the application of it > Let the Text 

{peake for it felfe, Thefe falfe teachers lived in the Church, en- 

joyed the Ordinances of God, profeffed the faith, had known the 

way of truth, and cfcaped the pollutions of the world through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift. 3 Pet.3.20, 

they had turned from the holy Commandement delivered unto 

them, and it had happened unto them according to the true Pro= 

verbe, The dog s turned unto his own vomit againe, and the fi» that, 

Was Wafhed to ber, Wallowing in the mire, Therefore the death of. 

Chrift was applyed unto them, and they were partakers of the 

fruits and benefits thereofby fome kind of faith, They that moft- 

urge this place,doe thus interpret it. Thus the Authors of the Sye = 
nodal. def, Sent.Remonfi.circ, Art.2- Pag.358. It is moft evidently 
and invincibly, manifeft, that thofe falfe teachers, of whom Peter. 
{peakes, were truly bought of the Lord Jefus Chrift,by the know-. 
ledge of whom they had efcaped the pollutions- of the world: or: 
if thou hadft rather, that God the Father by the bloud of his only, 
begotten Sonne had truly bought them, and by: his Spirit truly.ree. 
generated-them. VorStius in like manner upon this place: firk, he 
faith it is indifferent whether thou referre this- word boughe to . 
Chrift, or to God the Father.. For both God the Father is faid. 
every where to have redeemed us, and Chrift tohave bought or- 
redeemed us to God: and then he fends us to thefe places. a4, 
30.28. 1 (or.6,20, Eph.s.25, Revt.s, More plainly in loc, com, . 
following, It is demanded, faith he, how the Lord may befaid _ 
to have bought them,whodeny him, For this feemes contrary to . 
thofe places of Scripture, in which it is affirmed, that the faith- 
full alone,of whom the Catholike Church of Chrif confifteth, be: 
redeensed by. Chrift, 444.20.28.¢ 4.5 s23.and that the faithfull do 
alwayes remain in the Church.1 90h, 2,19,Some anfwer(faith he); 
that thofe who fall away, were never truly redeemed, nor did ever- 
truly beleeve. Therefore they thinke thefe places and fuch like 
ate to be taken not according to the truth of the thing; but accor-- 
ding to the apearance or opinion: to wit becaufe thefe Apoftates - 
prof: fie the faith for atime, and fo feeme both tothemfelves, and : 
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to othersjudging in charity, to be trus beleevers, when in deed 
they arenothing lefe. But it fsemes more fimple, if we fay, that 
fome who after fall away, fora tims doe traly beleeve : which 
Chrif doth therefore call Temporaries, Math. 13,21. And then 
concludes,to take away the fhew of repugnancy, which feemes 
to be betwixt this and the former places. We moft hold, that 
Chrift in a&t and very deed is the redeemer of the faithfull, as long 
as they be ‘fuch : although in power, yea and in willhe be the 
Saviour ofthe whole world, To let paffe other things which 
pértaine not to this queftion, it is plaine the Apoftle fpeakes of ` 
them for whom Chrilt died in a&, event or application, in which 
fence they confeffs he died not forall men, but the faithfull only 
asfuch. -Andas thefe falfe teachers were called into the Cove« 
nant, accepted thecondition, beleeved in Chrift, fora time re- 
foyced in him, and brought forth fome fruite, fo we confeffe they- 
were bought by the blood of Chrift, becaufe all thefe were fruits 
of Chrifts death, whereof they were made partakers, Asin the 
Parable,the Lord is faid to remit to his fervant a thoufand Talents, 
when he defired him, íc. inchoately or upon condition, which 
wasnot confirmed, becanfe he did not forgive his fellow fervant s 
fo the falfe Prophets are bought by the blood of Chrift, fc. in a fort, 
as they beleeved in Chrift, but not fincerely and unfainedly. We 
reade of fome Apoftates, that they had been enlightened, and ta- 
fted of the heavenly gift,and been partakers of the hely Spirit, who 
afterwards did revolt from the faith. To thefe men, their fGinnes 


- wereremitted in a fort inthis world, and in a fort they were 


bought by the blood of Chrift, but inchoaely only, and as they 
tafted the word of life. Had they eaten the word of life, that is, 
had they foundly and truly beleeved in Chrift, they had received 
perfe& and confummate remiffion offinnes, both inthis world ` 


- andin the world to come; they had been perfe@ly redeemed and 


reconciled unto God : but becaufs they did not eate, tated only, 
they received not perfe& remiffion, they were not perfe@ly re- 
deemed. To this tafte anfwereth the Sowe that is wafhed, and ree 
turneth againe to the wallowing inthe mire : walhed and fo ree 
deemed, wathed with remiffion of Gnnes, and fo redeemed from 
finne, inchoately: but bscaufe fhereturneth to the filth of finne, 
that remiffion is confirmed, neither inthe houre of death, norat ”

called them into Covehant, which they had accepted, whom . 2%, PAPE: 
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perith ; therefore he died for all men in refpect of impetration, it 
hangs but loofely : for they themfelves will fay, Chrift died for 
the faithfull only in refpect of application, and not for all men, 
whatfoever we are to thinke of the condition of the faithfull, whe- 
ther they fhallftand, or may perifh. Among{t themfelves, fome 
thar maintaine general] redemption by the death of Chrift, doe yet 
hold, that nolively member of Jefus C hrift, can perifh, or tall a-. 
way. AndI can hardly feehow their pofitions will hang toge- 
ther, if they doe not grant, that though fome believers may fall 
and perifh, yet others cannot : But as concerning the weake bre- 
theren, fuch as be true believers, it is poffible they fhould be grie- 
voufly fhaken by offences and temptations, yea deftroyed, as farre 
as lies in the authours of fcandall and temptation, and their own 
frailty : butin refpect of the decree and unchangeable love of God

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bucifthey be tempted, they fhall be fupported, or if they fall, : 
God will raife them up againe. The Apoltles exhortation then is 
forcible, that they fhould not offend their weake brother, for this.

Thus Vorftivs paraphrafeth the text, offend not him with thy 
meat, Ipray thee, and as much as in thee is deftroy him, for 
whom Chrift died. And in his/oc, com. upon that Chapter, al- 
though the elect cannot perifh, the unchangeable decree of God 
with{tanding, yetit is not faid in vaine, that they perih by our 
fault, who when they have entered into the way of falvation, be- 
ing offended with our actions begin to turne from thefame. And. 
in loc. com. upon the other place ; although Chrift will fuffer - 
none of his to perifh, yer indeed they are faid to drive weake Chri- 
{tians into deftruCtion, who doe rafhly offend them, becaufe to wit - 
offences of themfelves doe tend to their deftruction, to whom they 
are objected. , . 
Laftly,Ic is objected, that the Covenant in Chrift is general, fòk... 
3:16, & 6.30, without refpe& of others. ‘eer 
: As the Covenant is generall, fois the fruit and application of 
Chrifts death, in and through whom the Covenant is made, that 
is;‘ proffered of God, and accepted of man. As all and every man- 


- isealled into Covenants: liveth under the Ordinances of grace, is 


partaker of the fruits of the Spirit, and applieth the death of 
Chrift, fo Chrift died and rofeagaine for him. But this manner of 
—. tt —_——ior 
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Chrifts death pertaineth to the event , act or application, which 
they confeffe is not common to all men , and is manifeft in this, 
that God entred not into Covenant with every Nation at all 
times, neither under the Law, norin times of the Gofpell, fcil. 
with the Nations he paffed by, and „which as the Scripture faith 
were without God. God expreffely declared himfelfe in the time 
wherein the diftinction of Jew and Gentile tooke place, that he 
would accept of {trangers, as wellas any, if they fhould love and 
fearehisname, 7/2.56.7. But the Covenant at that time was not 
made with all Nations, as it was with the Jews, not made known 
unto all che Gentiles, they did not enjoy means fufficient to come 
to the knowledge of thetruth; That the promifes of mercy. did at 
all times belong to them that fulfilled che condition, isneedleffe 
to be proved : but that the Covenant was made with every man, 
or that meanes fufficient or grace to receive the promiles was 
granted to every. man, acall times, in all ages if they would, is 
that which no Scripture teftifiech. And that paflage of the Pro- 
phet, which promifeth the acceptance of the {tranger, ifhe repent 
and turne unto the Lord, is manifeftly fpoken of the times of the 
new Teftament, when the partition wall was broken downe, as 
the verfes following doe convince. Inthe daies of grace the Co- 
venant was more generall, then in former times it had been : but 
God hath not erected his Tabernacle, nor walked amongft all Na- 
tions,-in every age of thefe laft times,as experience teacheth. How 
then is the Covenant generall, refpecting every man ? Peradven- 
ture they mean no more but chis,that every man that will be faved, 
muftbe favedby it, and whofoever doth believe, be he bond or 
free, JeworGentile, male or female, rich or poore, he fhall be 
faved, though the Covenant wasnever made with moft Nations 
of che world, nor accepted by them, nor they had means to come 
to the knowledge of it, much leffe grace toperforme the conditi- 
ons: and then to grant the Covenant is generall will availe them 


nothing, Thereis no force in this argument, the Covenant of ` 


grace is made with fome, none being excluded, if they repent and 
believe,therefore Chrift died for every. man, rather we may ftrong- 
lyarguey Chrift died not tor every man, becanfe God is not the 
God of all by Covenant. But the invitation is generall, /es/. in 
the daies of grace and to them that heare it, andthe promife uni- 
Verfall to every believer: weadde, the inyitation is {erious,fhew- 
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ing what God is well pleafed with, and doth approve in us, fcil. 
that which he perfwadeth with arguments in.themfelves forcible 
to move and incice, and what he will performe, if weimake good 
the condition. Weadde, that the party invited is paffively capa- 
ble of cheinvitation,. that no man of what {tate or condition: foe- 
ver is hindred or kept backe from comming to Chrift by any caufe 
efficient or deficient out of man himfelfe, which doth either con- 
traing or necefficate his not comming : and he that refufeth to 
come, refiifech not through inability, as unable, though unwilling 


` and defirous to imbraceit, but willingly preferring fome bafe in- 


ferionr good beforeit. But this argneth only the fufficiency of 
Chrifis.death, that all men fhould be faved, if they did believe, 
and the efficiency. thereof, that the members of the vifible Church 
Should be invited ferioufly, and thofe that. be effectually called 
fhould inherit the promife. Tr - 

It will be faid, to what purpofeare they called'and invited, if 
they be as unable to come, asa dead man is to arife and walke. 
Trueicis, every man is of himfelfeunable by nature to come unto 
Chrift, and God doth enable whom he pleafe : but this inability 
is not from any impoffibility chat is without man himfelfe, either: 
in refpet of the thing commanded, or any externall canfe, or 
bruite neceflity and. difpofition, but trom his voluntary perverfe. 
neffe, which is mok blame-worthy. The comparifon may be ad- 
mitted, if rightly interpreted, otherwife it iscaptious .: for finne 
is the death of the foule not phyficall, buc morall + Man by fin loce 
feth not the faculty of underftanding, and willing, but of under- 
ftanding and willing aright, .as in duty he is bound, the object -be- 
ing propounded andrevealed with -fit and convenient light.. It is 
noz cherefore all one to invite a finner te forfake the errour of ‘his 


‘way, and call upona dead man to arife ont of the grave. The 


Lord whe doth whatfoever he willinheaven above, and in earth 
beneath, in his deepe and unfearchable counfell. never. abfolucely 
-intended to make every man actually and effectually partakers of 


‘the benefit promifed, for if he had fo purpofed it, it fhould have 


taken effect : neverthelefls, che invitation is {erious, fhewing what 
‘we ought todoe, and God doth approve and defire on-our. parts s 
and the purpofe of God to give faith to whom.-he pleate, and not 
toall men, isno canle of any mang unbelicfe, either efficient or- 
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for.whom he died and rofe agaings. - 


that not fimply alone, but comparatively in refpet of others, wha 
believe not: but chat man refufeth the promifcs of mercy, this is 
of him(elfe, not of fimple or naturall infirmity, which might pro- 
cure pity, but of his owne perverfeneffe,. and love to fome infe- - 
riour good, different from the good propoted, or contrary to it, 
and averfenefle from the. circumftances and conditions of the abject 
propofed. : i 
They aske, what figne doth God fhew of defire or '‘approvall 
that men fhould believe, when ke gives them nor power fo to doe. 
This that he commandeth,, intreateth , perfwadeth them :to re- 
pent and believe, waitech with long-tuffering and: patience for 
their amendment, promifeth mercy if they. will recurne,. convin- 
ceth them of their wiltulneffe, and though he change not their 
hearts by the effectuall worke of his Spirit, is wanting,to them, in 
nothing, which in jultice or promife he is bound to give, {pecially 
when theirimpenitency is not from lack of grace, but from. pers 
verfenefle. If this fatisfie themnor, let them antwer themfelves; 
how God doth, will the repentance. of chem that be caft. off, and. 
left to the hardneffe of their hearts ?. How he doth will, defire and 
approve the converfion of fuch as he hach blinded and hardened 
for their fins, even when they are fo blinded and. hardened ; as of 
Caine, who was of the wicked one, and flew his brother, be- 
caule God" had refpect_unto, his facritice, and of the Jews, whofe 
eyes were clofed., and hearts hardened ,. thag they, fhould not 
convert. — , T re 
How isitimaginable, fay they, that impoffible fhould be the 
obdje& of Gods defire or approvall?. The anfwer is given already; 
impoffible in it felfe, or inrefpect of the unreafonableneffe of the 
thing commanded, is nor the object of Gods defire, approvall or: 
commandment: but animpoffible thing to us in refpect of ous, 
perverfencfle, may.be and is the object of Gods commandment, 
and fo of his approvall and defire,, as he doch willand, defire whas: 
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Gen. 4.77 
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he doth command. Dothnos.God exact of the Gentiles given up, 


to the vanity of their minds, that they fhould feeke him in the 
way, wherein he will be found, if they would be faved, when 
they have not meanes fufficient to bring them to the knowledge cfi 
the truth, nor grace to believe ?. Doth not the Lord command, 
approve, and defire the convertion of many obftinate, impeniteng 
pesfons. living inthe Church, whahaveand doe abufe the meancs 
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of grace, whom for their former and prefent contempt he doth 


blind and harden,. whofe condemnation is aggravated by this, that _ 
they have, and doe live under great and good teaching ? Doth nor 


the Law exact perfection of them who are under the Law, when 


it is impoffible by reafon of the infirmity of the fefh ? Is nor the 
rebellion of the flefh repugnant to the Law of God, from which 
it is impoffibe tobe freed in this life? In the Covenant of grace,’ 
perfection of faith and obedience is commanded, orherwile ime 
perfeGtion fhould not bea finne : but that is impoffible to man, 
whileft he carries about this body of fin. And if impoffible be not 
the object of Gods will in this fence, he that by cuftome in evifl 


-hath contracted an habit, that he cannot but fin, fhould not offend, 


and he that is carried with moft violence of mind unto evill, fhould 
be leaft evill. — i 
`. -They demand further, how could God approve that fuch fhould 
repent and believe, as doe not thefe things from him, and by the 
power of his grace, who therefore might glory, as he would have 
ne creature to dog? I Cor.1.30. Anditisa mof fure ching, God 
would have no creature to glory in himfelfe, and moft true, that 
faith will not, cannot glory in any thing, but in the Lord, and 
therefore we acknowledge that God of his grace hath chofen fome 
men to faithand holinefle, asin juftice he purpofed to leave and 
forfake others for theirfin. Forif God decreed not to give men 
faith and repentance, he is not the authour of them. For God - 
doth nothing in time, but what he decreed to doe betore all time. 
te it fufficeth not to fay, that God gives grace, 
‘whereby we might believe, if we will, {pecially if we ufe our na- 


_-turall gifts well: for that makes ability to believe only to be of 
' God, and that in part procured by our felves, bur faith and repen- 
tance tobe from the free ufe of our owne will, whereby we are di- 


ftinguifhed from others which believe not, to whom God withed 
as well, and who received as much grace from God, perhaps 
more. See Groven. differt. de elett. & fida pravif. , But leaving 
that matter for the time, to the objection the anf{wer is plaine, 
that as God commandech wicked men to repent and believe, fo 
he teftifiech what he doth defire and approve, but wich-holding 
the internall and effectuall working of his Spirit, they will not re- 
pent through their perverfeneffe. As itis a duty which God re- 


quireth, fo it is approved, but without his graceit cannot be pers 


formed, 


for whom hedied and rofeagaines, ` 


formed. Itisa certaine truth, if the wicked doe repent unfai- 
nedly, they fhall be accepted, but repentance is the gift of God, 
which without his grace cannot be wrought. As God comman- 
deth repentance, fo he doth approve it, but he approves not that 
men fhould glory'in themfelves, becanfe if they returne as he com- 
mands, itis by his grace. God teftified to Cain what he appro- 
ved, Gen.4.7. when Caiz had not grace at that time to doe what 
God required: nor did the Lord approve, that he fhould glory in 
himfelf, as if he could repent by his own power. 

It may be asked, to what end doth God invite and periwade

wicked men to repent and believe, if he give them notgrace to be- - 


lieve if they will, The latter part of that queftion muft be explat-. 
ned, for if this be the meaning, that many men through their own 
default be left of God without grace futhcient to bring them to 
lifeerernall, itis that experience it felfeconfirmeth, in many In- 
fidels who have departed this life, before they had means to come 


to the knowledge of Jefus Chrift.. And if God may deny to fome. 
both meanes and grace fufficient co bring them to life eternall, he- 


may juftly with-hold the graces of his Spirit from them that be 


called and invited in the Miniftery of the word, when grace is free- ~ ` 


ly given, andboth the one and other be deprived through their. 
owne default. But if the meaning of that latter claufe be, that. 
though wicked men fhould feek and truly defire grace, yet God: 
doth violently with-hold it from them, then it is moft falle, and. 
implies a contradiction, as if men without the grace of God, could 
truly defire grace. Now che end of this invitation may be. confi- 
dered according to the meanes.and invitation it felfe, and.the will 


of God exacting of man what is good and acceptable, and what: 


induty he oweth unto God : and in this refpect the falvation of 
the party invited is the end of-the invitation,: or it may be confi- 
dered according to the willofGod, whereby he doth not only. or- 
daine and approve meanes to fuch an end, bur will fo bring to paffe 
that the effect hall follow : or hereby he not only commands 
them to believe, and others to further their {alvation, but willech 
effectually to bring them to falvation and draw them unto him by 
the powerfull operation of his Spirit, fohe doth not will the fal- 
vation ofall that be called.. As menarecalled to repent that they 
might live, and God doth in calling them avow itis his defire,they. 


would repent that they might live, fo the.end of the invitation fe 
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is good, if the reprobate doe repent and believe unfainedly they 
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Jifeand falvaticn. This is manifeft, in that the Lord doth earneft- 


dy againe and againe call upon impenitent and obitinate finners to 
repentand believe, protefting that he defires not their death, but 
rather that they fhould repent and live, when yet in his juk and 
dreadfull judgement he hardeneth their hearts for their perverfe- 


-neffeandrebellion, that they cannot repent. But in re{pect of the 
good pleafure of God not to givethem grace to repent and believe, 


which of his rica mercy he gives to others, whe have abuled what 
they received nolefle, perhaps more then they, the end is to ma- 
nifeft'his juftice in them, for the contempt of his grace. For what 
God doth command, intreat, perfwade and promife, that he doth 


will as he doth command, increat, perfwade and promife it. 


But as God doth jultly denie that grace to one, which of his 
free love he vouchfafeth unto another , fo he willeth to ma- 
nifeft his juftice in the one fort, and the riches of his grace in 
the other. Ji 
Laftly, Some object, that they that are invited muft either have 
Chrift, he rot dying for them, or miffe of Chrift though they ree 
pented, whereof the former wonld argue mutability, that Chrift 


` thould die for men, and not diefor them, and the latter would be 


abreach of promife. A conceit not much unlike, drove Sociaus 


` to denie the prefcience of God , becaule whencefoever this pre- 


fcience commeth, itis altogether certaine, and from that is ne- 
ceffarily gathered.an antecedent neceffity of all things which are 
done. Socin. Prale&. cap.8. Andinthefame forme and man- 
ner a man may realon from the prefcienceof God, if God approve 
the repentance and faith of them, whom he doth certainly fore- 
know to have no portion or benefit by the death of Chrift, then - 
either if they repent they fhall have no benefit, which is con- — 
trary to his promife, or if they have benefit, then is God 
deceived,- neither of which can be admitted without blaf- 
phemie. . 

And the anfwer to both thefe cavils is one, that.certaine it is 


Chrift died for them thac believe, and whofoever believeth in him . 
truly and unfainedly, fhall have benefit by his death: but weneed - 
not, wecannot fay, Chrift died for themfor whom he died not, 


or that God is changeable : For it is as fure and true, that they will 
not repent and believe for whom Chrift died not. The connexion 
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fhall

fhall be partakers of rhe benefits of Chrifts death : but the fimple 
Propofitions are both falfe ; the reprobates doe repent, and they 
are partakers of the faving benefits of Chrifts death, ` Carnall rea- 
fonings have brought forth ftrange monfters in Divinity, and in 
this particular nota few : It is good for us to acknowledge the 
wifdome, juftice, goodneffe, mercy and truth of God in all his 
wayes, though we ¢annot wade into the depth of his counfels.

them, when by the refufall of fuch mercy, they aggravate their lin, 
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and encreafe their judgement. Sure among{t men fuch a-courfe - 


would be accounted idle, unleffe it was done for a further end. 
One anfwer will fuffice to both Obdje&tions : but.when hall 


we make an end, if we give way to our ignorant and blind ima- 


- ginations, ' o 
Now leeus come to the fecond opinion, which is that Chrift 


died, and by his death fatisfied the juftice of God forall that have ` 
believed, doe believe, or fhall believe ; that they, and they only | 


are partakers of the faving benefits of Chrifts death. The death 
and redemption of Chrift they deny not to be fufficient for the fal- 
vation of all men: nor thatit is eftectuall in many particulars, to 
fome that believe not fincerely : bucthar, if the will of God, or 
the event be confidered in refpe& of faving benéfits, it was pecu- 


liar to the faithfull, For Chrift the Mediatour of the Covenant of

If all be taken for the 
common fort and poore of the people( which yet may be queftio- 
ned, and cannot be proved by any paffage of Scripture, or fhew of 
reafon) and our Saviour ufed that phrafe to teftifie his aboundant 
Joveand humility, in that he fhed his bloud for the poore and in- 
feriour ranks of men in this world, 1t makes nothing againft the 
former interpretation, For not many mighty, not many noble, 
4 but the.poore and bafe of this world are called and admitted into- 
BL — Covenant..

And in the fame fenfe in other 
places, they are reckoned amonoft the faithfull, beloved and ele&, 
who believe for a time, and profeffe the doctrine of Salvation, and 
partake the {cales of the Covenant, though afterwards they fall 
away: andas they are called beleevers, converts, difciples, mem- 
bers of Chrift, temples and fonnes of God ; as they are faid to be 
jattified, fan@ified, and redeemed, fo is Chrift to have died for 
them, as he jsapplyed in the Ordinances of grace, and they par- 
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- take ofthe bencfits of hisdeath. But as for them that be not in | 


Covenant, we fhall’ never reade that their finnes are’ pardoned, » 
that they are delivered from death, purged from their finnes,recon- J 


ciled unto God, received into favour : nay, the contrary is plainly 
affirmed of them, that they arcnot the people of God, that they 
have no communion with Chrift, that they arc enemies in their 
minds by wicked works, alienated from God, that the wrath of 
God abideth onthem, that they are without God in the world;

Some have anfwered, that all men are the fheep of Chrift, 
as the difperfed, torne, and devoured of evill paftors and beafts of 
the field, and the feduced and deftroyed are acknowledged to be 
fheep, fer.23.1,2. Exek.34.5,6. But the Prophets {peake only 
of the people of the Jewes, which at that time was diltin& from 
the Gentiles, as the flock and inheritance of the Lord : fo that 
hence nothing can be gathered, but that they, who live in Chrifts 
Church and fold, are bis people and (heep of his pafture. 

Againe, the Scripture fpeakes of the theep of Chrift, two 
wayes, according to vocation or according to ele&ion, Accor- 
ding to vocation they are fheep, who externally pertaine to the 
number of Gods people and the Church: according to cleétion, 
many fheep are without, many wolves within, and many fheep 
within, many wolves without, Although there bea dillin@ion 
betwixt the merit of Chrift by his obedience evento death, and 
his interceffion, yet one of them cannot be feparated from the oe 
ther : for he maketh interceffion for thêm to his Father for whom 
he hath merited reconciliation by hisdeath, and we cannot thinke 
he fhould lay downe his life for them, for whom he would not 
pray. Ifweluoke unto the fgnification of the words, Mediatout 
andIntercefior note the fame thing : and if Chrift have put him- 
felfe betwixt the wrath of God and man to obtainereconcilidtion 
by making fatisfaction to offended jultice, can it be thought, he 
will not requeft, that for the virtueof his facrifice they for whom 
hehath fatisfied, might be accepted ofthe Father. if we looke 
to thefe two fun@ions of Mediation, fuffzring death and making 
interceflion, they are conjoyned in Scripture. J+ « Chrif that

‘thefe two be conjoyned inthe inteation of our Saviour, fe. to pray 
for men and to offer himfelfe a Sacrifice for them, may appeare by 
the words of our Saviour himfelfe, for shefe Lfanttifie my felfe; that 

is, for thefe am I prepared to offer my felfe, that they might be 
fanctified by the truth; for.the/e, that is, them for whom he pray- 
ed. Andif Chrift had intended to cfr up himfelfe. an holy and 
propitiatory facrifice for. the finnes of all and every man, he would 
rather bavé prayed his Father to accept his facrifice for all men, 


. then profeffe that he prayed not forall men, For whom Chri ` 


hath offered up himfelfe a Sacrifice to put away. finne, for them 
doth heappeare before Ged in heaven : and if he doth appeare bee 
fore Ged for them, he doth alfo make requeft forthem. But Chrift 
prayed not for ali men,profeffeth that he prayed not for the world, 
He prayed for beleeversand them that fhould beleeve hereafter, 


_ and teftified that. he would not pray forthe ret, And it muft be 


observed; that he prayeth for them that beleeve and thall beleeve, 
as they were Gods, and of God giyen toChrift, which formally 
isnot the fame with beleevers, though it be materially. 
- They anfwer to this argument; that there isa two-fold inter= 
eeffion of Chrift, one generall forall men that they might be- 
leeve. The ther {peeiall for beleevers,that they might be gloified. 
Ifyou aske the ground of this diftinGion, they: fay, Chrift up- 
on the Croff? prayed for his perfecutours and them that put him to 
death, Father forgive them, they know not what they doe. But 
if we fearch the Scripture we (hall find no paflige that faith,Chrit 
prayed for every man that he might beleeve,, nor is probable. Fox 
ifhe aske faith for all men, then abfolutely or conditionally snot 
abfolutely ; for then alk men fhould obtaine faith, becaufe Chrif 
was abfolutely heardin whatfoever he ebfolutely.prayed for. If 
upon conditicn, doth he then pray to his Father, that they might 
not relikt the firkt grace offered, or that they might beleeve, if they . 
doe not refit the firk grace ? Butif abfolutely ne pray that they 


might nottefift, then they doe not refift grace: if conditionally, 


that they might beleeve, ifthey doe not refft,then he prayeth that 
they might beleeve if they beleeve:.for not to refik the frt grace 
istoobey it, thatis, to beleeve. Befides, ifChri:t pray-for all 
menthat they mightbeleeve, then al that they might enjoy the 
Golpeil; whichis the meanes of faith : and that either abfolutely, 
and.they fhould enjoy.the Gofpell, which we know they doe nots.

atall : If abfolutely, then all men fhould ufe their natural! gifts 
well, becanfe he is alwayes heard in that which he doth aske ab- 
foiutely :ifnotat all, then it isnot of grace that men uf their na- 
tural gifts well, or fome grace is given to men without the intera 
esffion of Chri. And whenthe Gofpellis vonchfafedto fome 
that abafe their naturall gifts, toorhers not, did our Saviour pray 
that fome fhould have the Gefpell abfolutly, fome conditionally ? 
cris the Gofpell granted to fome for the interceffion of Chrif, 
to others Withont it, although he make interceffion equally for 
allmen? And if the Gcfpell be vouchfafed tofome that abufe their 
naturall gifts, why doth not God give the grace of faith alfo with- 
out that condition, under which only Chrift asked faith for them. 
Moreover, if Chrift pray for all men that they may beleeve, he as- 
keth this for the vertue and merit of his paffion,or not. J£ not,then 
faith fhould not be given for the merit of Chrift : ifhe aske for the 
merit of his paffion, then he asketh it without any condition ; for 
Chriftd'ed abfolutely & without conditié for all men,as they teach, 
& what Chrift hath merited for all men, that God giveth abfolute= 
ly to every man, Chriftupon -the croffe prayed for them that 
crucified him, L#k.23.24. But that might beof private duty as 
man,who fubje@ed himfelfe to the Law of God » Which requires 
that we forgive our enemics,and pray for them that perfecute us; 
notof the proper office of a Megiatour,who wasto intercede for 


his people by fuffering death and making requet. It behoved . 


Chrift, ashe fubjected himfelfeto the Law, to fulfill all righte- 
oufneff, and fo to pray for his enemies, but that wasnot out of 
his proper office as Mediatour, which wasto offr up himfelfe a 


Sacrifice or make interceffion, as our high Prie, If any fhalt 


contend, that this is to be referred to the proper Mediatorie inter= 
= ceffion of Chrift, it willnot prove the matter in hand: for he 
prayed not for ail and every man, but for them that crucified him, 
and that indefinitely, not univerfally ; for them that were pre- 
fent at Ms crucifying, and infimplicity ofheart (and not of affe- 
&ed ignorance (refifting the evidence of the Spitit {peaking by 
Chrift, and by miracles giving teftimony to his doctrine) in obe- 
dience to the-commandement of pe Se did crucifie wee 
s 2 ut 
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but not for all chem that had any hand in his death. He prayeth 


not that they might beleeve, if they were not wanting to them- 
felveg: but prayeth for forgiveneffe for them that had abufed 
naturall gifts, and fupernaturall meanes of grace: fo that it can- 
not be referred to that_generall Interceffion they {peake of, with 
any thew of reafon. - 

“Some anf{wer, the fenfe of the words is only this, Father 
fecing they have finned of ignorance, let them not be punithed 
with that punifhment, which the thing they have done defer- 
veth (which was without all hope to be blinded, hardened, and 
caft off ) but let them not for this finbe in this {tate,but hew mer- - 
cy on them, that they may be in poffibility of repentance, pardon, 
and grace, which interceffion anfwereth Chrifts dying, as it re- 
{pecteth all, which was to poffibilitate their Salvation. But this 
expofition 1s new and ftraitned, and cannot be confirmed by any 
circumftance of the place, or fignification of the word forgive- 
neffe: and ifit be granted, will not fute with their purpofe. For 
Chrift died not to poffibilitate the Salvation of every man, that 
had or fhould abufe naturall gifts and fapernaturall meanes , 
as the rulers of the people, which ftirred up the people to defire 
Jefus that he might be crucified, nor prayed for every man, that 


had fo fearfully abufed the meanes of grace by wilfulland afke@ed 
„ignorance (if not worfe) that hefhould not be given up toblind- 


nefle and hardneffz of heart. Ifany man (hall be bold toaffrme ei- 


. ther of thefe, we muft defire better proofe then his bare word,be- 


fore we can yeeld afent. 

lfitbe faid, the perfons for whom Chrif prayed were not ina 
{tate capable of remiflion or pardon, becaufe they were impeni- 
tent and unbeleevers,.¢ ervinus an{wereth, that we muh under- 
ftand the condition, if they repent. And by the fame reafon, he 
might aske falvation for all men, /ci/, if they repent and beleeve, 
And. how then.doth this Interceffion difer from that, which 
they fay was fpeciall for the Salvation of beleevers, Surely to aske 
the pardon of their finnes that repent, doth rather pertaine to fpe- 


-ciall Interceffion whereby the falvation of them that beleeve js 


prayed for, then tothe generall, wherein the faith of alimen is 


- raved,

grant it to be meant of trueand found faith, it will not follow 
thence, that Chrift made ioterceflioa for every man in the world, 
that he might beleeve.. For the world is ufually taken for men in 


the world indefinitely, and not {imply for every man, nor yet for- 
the greater. part of men inthe world. There wens out a decree from. 


Cefar cAugunfins that all the World foould be taxed, Luk 2.1,but this 


cannot be extended to every nation, much leffs to every man, The: 


impure fpirits goe forthuntothe Kings of the earth, aad of the Whole 
world. Rev.16.14,e4lthe Wer ld Wondred after the beaft, Rev.1 3.3. 
The whole World lyeth in iniquity. 1 fob.5.19. He Was in the world, 
andthe world kuew him not. Foht.10, Bebold, the World is gone after 
him.Gob.4 2.19. The Sy riacke Interpreter, vulgar Interpreter, and 
“Mannus the Greeke Paraphraft, adde the univerfall particle and 
reade it, the whole world; But if the world be taken for 
every man inthe world, we muft conelade, that every mas ia 
the world did follow Chrif, and that noman in the world did 
know him.

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‘fion of Chrift for them that beleeve, But here we cannot find that 
generall Interceffion of Chrift they fpeake of, that every man 


might come to the faith by fitting meanes, but for the moft pare 
inefe@uall. The prayeg required in the fecond Pfelme Arminins 
referreth to the prayer which Chrift off:red to the Father for him- 
felfe according to the commandement and promife of the Father. 
edske of me, and I Will give the the heathen for thine Inheritances 
to which Promife of the Father Chrift having refped, faid, Fa- 
ther glorifiethy Sonne, that thy Sonne alfè may glorifie thee, -as thos 
haft given him power over all flefh, that he might give eternal life toas ` 
wany as thon bast given hima And from this prayer are tobe di- - 
ftinguifhed (faith he) thofe fupplications which with {trong cries 
and teares he offered‘ to his Father inthe dayesof his fleth: by 


_ thofehe craved to be freed from his Agony, by this he prayeth 


that he might fee his feed, and that the will of God might profper 
inhishand. But howfoever it be, the prayer {poken of in that 
place,is abfolute,certain,and effeQuall: for what God there pro- 
mifed, Chrift prayed for in particular, and he was heard therein < 
and therefore it cannot be applyed to that generall Interceffi- 
on of Chrift which they would maintaine, as every man may 
plainly fee, m 

They further reply,that this Interceffion of Chrift,70b.17.pér- 
taineth to the application of Chriftsdsath ; that Chrift maketh 
Interceffion for beleevers: and by the world they are fignified, 
who did or would contemneand reje& Chrift ofered to them in 
the word of his Gofpell; as the word world is ufed in many 
other places. 7oh.1.10, and 3,19. and 14,17. & 16.8,9,.& 14.23, 


‘But if it pertain tothe application of Chrifts death, it followeth 


thence, that the death of Chrift fhall be applyed to them, who 
were given untohim of the Father, that in fpeciall manner he 
might lay down his life for them, .feeing Chrift offered up him- 
{elfe a facrifice to the Father for them, and them only, for whom - 
according to his office of Mediator(hip he made fpeciall Inter- 
ceffion. If by the world obftinate contemners of the Gofpell be

How Christ hath fulfilled the office of Mediatour, or how he is 
the-Mediatour of the New Testament. 


N the fulneffe of time, the eternal! Sonne of God, took: unto 
him our nature, and became God and Man in one perfon, that 
he might be an equall middle perfon between God and man, 
The neceflity ofa Mediatour appeares inthis, that man is guilty, 
and God true and righteous; If man had continued in his inte- 
grity, he had food inno need ofanexpiation: if God had been 
unrighteous in the paflages of mans finne, there had been due unto 
- him no juk debt of fatisfaQion, But feeing man created good but 
mutable, did willingly and by voluntary choice tranfgrefis that 
Law, under the precepts whereofhe was moft jaftly created, and - 
unto the maledi@ion whereof he was as neceffarily and righte- 
ouly fubje@t if he tranfereffed : and God was purpofed not to 
fuff:r finné to paffe utterly unrevenged, becanfe of his great hatred 
thereunto, and of his truth and the Law which he had eftablifhed 
again{t it: of neceflity cither God muft execute the feverity of 
his Law, whereby the creature fhould everlaftingly loofe the frui- 
tion of him, and he fhould likewife loofe the fervice and volunta- 
ry fabjetion of his creature, or fome courfe or other muk be 
found out to tranflate this mans finnes on anothers perfon, who 
may be able to beare them, and to intereft this mans perfon in 
that others righteoufneffe, which may be able to cover him. Of 
neceffity a Mediatour muft be found out to ftand between God 
and man, who muft have one unto whom, andothers for whom 
and in whofe behalfe, and fomewhat wherewith to make {fatisfa~ 
ion to offended juftice: In regard of God towards man he muft 
bean officer to declare his righteoufnef{e, and in regard of man to- 
ward God a furety ready to procure pardon and deliverance, not 
by favour or reqneft, but by way of fatisfaction. He muft be one 
with us in the fellowfhip of our nature, paffions, infirmities -

and temptations, that {o he might the more readily fuffer for us, 
who in fo many things fuffered with us: and one with God the 
Father in his divine nature, that fo by the vertue of his fufferings 
and refurreétion he might be able both to fatisfie juftice,to juftific 
our perfons, to fanifie our nature, to purifie and perfume out 


fervices, to raife our dead bodies, and to. prefent us to his Fa~ 


ther a glorious Church without {pot or wrinkle, He mut be 


man pure and undefiled ; man, that he might fuffer, it being nó 


way fit that one having no communion with another, fhould 
make fatisfaction by fuifcring for anothers fault; Man’ pure and 
undefiled, otherwife he could not have fatisfed for himfelf, much 
leffe for them that had {o grievoufly offznded- He muft be man, that 
he might have compaffion on them that come unto God through 
him: and pure and undefiled, that his Sacrifice being pure and 
without {pot, might be acceptable and pleafing to provoked ju- 
fice. He muft be God that he might beare the weight of Gods 
wrath without finking under it, be the King and Head of the 
Chureh,defend his people againft the enemies of their Salvation, 
fend forth his Spirit into the hearts of his redeemed, and receive 
from them fuch divine worfhip as was due to fo great and graci- 
ous a Saviour, He muft be man, our neere kinfman, that he might 
have right of redemption, be a mercifull and faithfull high Prieft, 
in all things like unto his brethren. He muft be God, that by his: 
death he might overcome death, and him that had the power: of 
death, that is,the devill, free us from the guilt of finne, and curfe of 
the Law, and preferve his redeemed unto his everlafting King- 
dome. -He muft be God and man in one perfon, and fo of a middle 
condition between God and us, in that both the natures of God 


and man doe concutreand are conjoyned in: his perfon, that-he ` 


might joyne God and man in a firme and ftable Covenant of 
friendfhip and reconciliation: and be the root, fountaine and bes 
ginning of fupernaturall and fpirituall being, in whom the whole 
nature of mankind fhould be found ina more eminent fort then it 
wasin Adam, The horrour of finne-was fo grievous, ‘the curfe of 


the Law foterrible, the price of redemption fo great, that a méét ; 
creature could not take away the one, or pay the other: and that 
man might not fall away as he had done under the former Cove." 


nant, our Mediatour, who was the foundation of this new Cove- 
nant,did aflume our humane nature unto his divine perfon, There- 
Mm fore 
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"How Chrift hath fulfilled the office of Mediatour, 


_ fore the eternall Sonne. of God, being ordained of the Father to 


this office of Mediatorfhip, that he might intercede between God ` 
and man,and joyne Ged and man inone,did affume our nature in- 
to the unity of his perfcn,and was born of a woman,that he might 
fave and call finners,and redeeme them who were under the Lav , 
and fut up under the curfe of the Law, eo. Wat ’ 
_ ; The fecond perfon in Trinity, the Son of God by nature, the 
Image of the Father, by whom all things were made, was made 
man, that be might renew what was difordered by finne, and 
makeusthe fonnes of God by grace and adoption, who were by 
nature the children of wrath, it being ‘fit our redemption fhould 
be wrought ‘by theSonne, and fealed by the koly Spirit. For 
whereas a double miffion was neceffary, the one toreconcile, the 
other to give gifts to reconciled friends: the Father being of 
none,fent his Sonne,the firft proceeding perfon to take our nature 
and make fatisfa@tion: the Father and the Sonne both fend the 
Spirit, the fecond proceeding perfon, to feale up them that Chrift 
hath redeemed by his bloud. And who was fitter to become 
the Sonne of man, then he that was by nature the Sonne of God? 
who could be fitterto make us the Sonnes of God by grace and 
adoption, then he that was the Sonne of God by nature? who. 
fitter to-repaire the Image of God decayed in us, then he by 
whom at fir man was made after the Image of God? Thus. 
“Chritt was fit and equall middle perfon; conjoyned by the bands 
of friendly fociety, and peaceable agreement with both the par- 
ties, God and men, that he might bea Mediatour of reconcilia- 
tion and -peace betweene God and man. He tooke unto him 
the fandtified nature of man, that» therein: he might draw 


-peere unto men, and be the root of them that arè fanétified ; 


and retained the nature of God, that fo he might not depart 
f.om God. Ea a 4 

. Here it is queftioned, according to which nature Chrift is Me- 
diatour, whether as man only, or as God and man. That he is a 
Mediatour according tothe concurrence of both natures in thé. 
unity of his perlon, it is confeffed by all ; for' if he were net both. 
God and man, he could not mediate between God and man s but 
whether he be a Mediatour according to both natures concurring, 
in the workeof:Mediation, there be fomo that make queftion. 
Ont refolution is, that Chrift is Mediatour according to both na-

tures, the humane nature doing that which pertained to the hu- 
manity, and the divine nature that which pertained to the divinis 
ty, but the humane and divineboth concurring to produce one 
act or work of Mediatorfhip. As the divine and humane nature 
concurre to make one ‘Chrift, fo the a&s of the divine and:hu- 
inane nature, diftin® in -vertne and: operation, by co-operation 
concurre to makeup the fame work of Mediation. - Some of the 
works of Chrift the Mediatour, were the works of his humanity 
in refpect of the thing donc, and had their efficacy, dignity and 


value from his divinity; in that they were the‘worksof himthat ~ » 
had the divinity dwelling bodily intim: andfomethe works of ~, 


his divinity, the humane nature concutring only inftrumentally, as 
the remitting of fins, the giving of the Spirit, the raifing of the 
dead, and fuch like.'' The works of Miniftery, the Sonne of God 
performed them inthe nature of man. It was the Sonné-of God 
and Lord of life, that died-for us on the: Croffe, but it was ‘the 
nature of man,not of God wherein he died. -The works of Aus 
thority and power were all performed by the ‘divine nature, yet 
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Tan.cont.3.t§. 
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not without an inftrumentall concurrence of the nature of man. ` 


Chrift faffered as man, but the divine nature did fupport and fu- 
Rainethehumane. Hediedas man, as Godhe overcame death; 
conquered,and rofe againe: as.man he was made an offering for 


our fins, the worth and value of the Sacrifice was from the divis - 


nity, The twonatures in Chrift be diftin@ in their effenceand 
properties, and fo in their operations, that we muft not imagine 


or¢ aG@ion of both natures :- but as the natures be united in one Heb 


perfon, fo the operations concurre to make up ons work ofa Med 
diatour, Many chiefe,neceflary and effcntiall a&ts concerning our

Chrift as 
Mediatour performed many divine acts : but the humanity alone 
cannot be the beginning of a divine act < as Chrift as Mediatour 
hath authority to forgive fins,‘ to fend the holy Spirit not, merito- 
rioufly alone, as Bellarmine diftinguifhech, but efficiently, to 


< conjoyneus unto God, and bring us to falvation. Chrift as Me- 


diatour is the King and Head. of his Church, which dignity and of- 
fice cannot agree to him that is meere man. For the Head is to 
give influence of fence and motion unto the body, and Chrift gives 
{upernaturall fence and motion unto his myfticall body, and that 
both by way of efficiency, and by way of difpofition, fitting us 
that an impreffion of grace may be made upon us. He prepareth 
and fittech men tothe receipt of grace by the acts of his humanity, 
inwhich he fuffered death, ‘and dying fatisfied Gods wrath, remo- 
ved all matter of diflike, procured the favour and acceptation of 
God, and fo made men fit to receive the grace of God, and toen- 
joy his favour. - He imparteth and conferreth grace, by the opera- 
tion and working of his divine nature, it being the proper worke 
of Gød. to enlighten'the underftandings of men, and to {often their

Ifthe {peciall Offices of Chrift, be confidered fe- 
verally, much more ifall of chem be confidered joyntly, it will e- 
vidently appeare, that both natures muft neceffarily concurre in 
the formall execution. of them.. Forhe cannot worthily performe 
the office of the chiefe Doctor of the whole Church, and heavenly 


Prophet, por execute the office of an erernall. high Prieft, thar. 


is, offer a Sacrifice truly propitiatory, daily heare the prayers of 
all his people, .and prefent them before God ; nor exercife kingly 
powerand authority in,heaven and earth, who worketh to ‘the

And in this che new Covenant is lifted up above former expref- 
fions of the fame Covenant for fubftance. For God Who in fanary 
times, andin divers manners [pake in times paft unto the Fa- 
thers by the Prophets, bath in thefe laft daies fpoken unto us by hie 
Sonne : Who ss the brightneffe of his glory, and the expre ffe Image 
of bis perfon; thatis, hein whom the glory and Majelty of the Fa- 
ther, otherwife invifible and inconfpicuous, doth fhew forth it 
felfe, and that whichis hid in the Father as in a ring, is mani- 
felted,:as on the feale. And as God is manifefted in Chrift, fo 
was he manifefted and made knowne by Chrift.

“Others and thofe learned and orthodox are of opinion, that the 
neceflity of fatisfaction depends upon the will-and pleafuré of

have pardoned fia without fatisfaction. For God might’ out of 
his abfolute foveraignty not have punifhed e4dams fin, both be- 
caufe it was againtt himfelfe, not others to whom he is tied ro doe 
juttice: and elpecially, for that: the demonftration of his- reven- 
ging juftice {pringech not from the necefficy of his nature, but from 
his voluntary di(pefition, as wellas the giving life péerpeétuall, to 
obedience for a certaine{pace performed. For with-draw chat vo- 
luntary Covenant, who doubteth; but that had the creature kept

it isnot materiall to difpute this matter in more words; for feeinge, 
God hath determined that his juftice fhall take her revenge, if by 
breach of Covenant fhe be wronged, he cannot but punith fin ac- 
cording to its defert, neither may he fet us free from the fame, but 
fo as wronged juftice may receive fatisfaction. The decree of God is 
unchangeable, and the fentence of God denounced againft fin: mut 
ftand firme for ever, therefore punifhment mut be executed, if the 
commandment be tranferefled. = 
And the reafons of this decree be 
weighty. For hereby God manifelteth 
his juft indignation againft fin, and mag- 
nifiech the riches of his grace and tender 
compaifion towards the finner, whom.

Seeing then God decreed not to deliver ` 
man from the fentence of death contra- 
ted by fin, but uponfatisfaction made.

That Chrift did under-goe the punifhment due to. fioners,.as 
their furety, is evident in this, thathediedforus. For the wages 
of finne isdeath, Rom.6.23, & 5.12. which God inflicteth upon 
none but either a finner, or him that beareth the perfon ofa finner : 
wherefore feeing Chrift in himfelfe moft innocent, did fuffer death, 
it neceffarily followeth, thache fuftered not in his owne, butin 
our name, and fatisfied the Father forus. Hitherto ic makes, that 
he fuffered not any kind of death whatloever, but-ignominious, 
violent , judicial and accurfed, fuch as had the fence of Gods 
wrath ‘adjoyned. ` For no reafon can be imagined, why, Chrift 
fhould fo mach dread death, which the Martyrs..endured without 
feare, but that for the time he was deprived ofthat refrefhing of 
divine grace and favour wherewith they.were fuftained_and con- 
firmed in the midft of the fire; Nor is there any thing,’ whither 
we can referre, thofe tremblings of Chrift, thole groanes, and

he was man, he thewed his infirmity in dying, rather then the 
fervour of his love. For though Chrift had loved us unto death, 
yet had he not commended his love in dying, if he dyed by condi- 
tionof nature, and had net being innocent laid downe his life for 
us mortall, becaufe finners.. In like manner Chrift is faid to have 
carried our finnes, and that in his body upon the tree, which in 
ufuall phrafs of Scripture is to be punithed for-our finnes, and pay 
the punifhment ofcur finnes; J/4.53.11.

& 20.17, & 24.15, Numb.1 4,23. & 30,16. Lam,5.7 Exek,18,20, 
And fuch a carrying is defcribed to which finiting is adjoyned,and 
the chaftifement of our peace, from the tranflation of all our ini- 
quities upon Chrift, J/4.53.5. For as it followeth inthe fame 
_ place immediately, He was afflicted, that is, with the punifhment 
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dae to finne, which was laid upon him, 1/4.53.6,7. Whereunto {uum jerre, 


thofe’ paffages of Scripture might be referred, which fay, that 
Chrif made his foule an off:ring for finne, 7/453.10, that he that 
knew no finns, was made finne for us, 2 Cor.3.21. that he hath 
redeemed us from the curf ofthe Law, being madea curfe for us, 
Gal,3.13.in which he muft of neceffity be underftood, who bears 
the puni{hments offinne, And it isagain{t reafon, that he fhould 
be faid to beare the finnes of others, -who fuffers by occafion of fin 
only, unleff: he beare the punifhment of finne, and take it upon 
himfelfe. For who will fay, he that fuffers loffe or dammage from 
the fault ofathicfe, doth beare his finne,when he doth not beare 
the punifhment of theft, nor is punithed for it. The Evangelift

his imperfedt fatisfaction, asifit had been perfet. The fatisfa- 
ion of Chrift was free, becanfz he was freely given to fatisfie, 
but the decree of God prefuppofed to thew his mercy and juftice, 
full fatisfa@tion was neceflary : becaufe finne mufe be punifned as 
the Law requireth, or Gods not true asin his promifes, fo in his 
threatnings, Noneother wages is appointed for {inne but- death, 
hence he that is dead is juftified from finne, Rom,6 7. But Chrift 
Suffered death, and by death made recompence to juftice for our 
debt : and in that he died for finne, he died once, Rom.6.9,10, He 
tafted death, that by death he. might deftroy him that had the 
power of death, that is, the devill, and-deliver them who through 


feate of death were all their life tubject to bondage, But when 


the Scripture nameth death generally, it comprehends all that 
which God threatned in ihat fentenice, Thom fale die the death: 


-that penall death, which 1s the reward of. finne, but not finne it 


felte : whict is penall only, aot Ginfull. = Other-mens,debts are,an-

Inthe {afferings of Chrift we mult confider the circumfances,

in whichrefpe@ it was more then the Law required: for the Law 
did not require that God fhould die, nor that any one thould die 
that had not finned, nor fuch a death, and of fuch efficacie, as not 
only to abolifh death, but to bring inlife, and that by many de- 
rees more excellent then that which e4dam had loft: but if w. 
refpect the fubftance of punifhment, it was that which the Law 
required, which he paid of love free and voluntary, and yet of 
juttice, Jultice requireth the fame fumme of debt, the dig- 
nity of Chrifts perfon nothing hindering: and according to 
juttice Chrift made fatistfation. As concerning thg fabftance 
of punifhment, Chrift foftzred what was dus to us, but in 
the circumftances, which pertained not to the fubftance of 
the debt, fome thing was pardened, to the dignity of the 
perfon, In this ftands the ‘dignity of Chrifts perfon, that he’ 
might befit meritorioufly to pay our debt, fo farre was it from 


_ freeing or acquitting him for any pare of ourdebt. He thar knew

no finne, Was made finne fir us, 2 Cor.§.2 3, Surely he bath born our 
griefis, and carried our forrowes. Tfai 53.4. When the Scripture 
{peakes{o fully, why fhould humane curiofity limit the {offerings 
of Chrift, as if tbey werenot fully fatisfactory, but by divine ac- 
ceptilation only? Chrift {uffered not every particular punifhment 
that every particular finner meeteth withall: but bis paffion was 
a common price payedat once for all his people, fatisfying juftice 
for all their offences, Rom. 5.19, Heb, 10.14. Rom.8.33. He bore 
oar finnes in his body upon the tree, 1 Pst.2,.24. We are redeemed b 
his bloud, Epb.3.7. The bloud of Christ cleanfeth ws from all inne, 
190h.1.6. Phil.a.8, Col. 1,20, He hath made peace by the blond 
of the croffe. as - . . 
- Touching the punifhments which Chrift fufered, they were 
not ordinaty, Lut beyond meafure grievous, bitter and anfupporta-

How Christ hath fulfilled she office of Mediatour, 


fuffered grievous things from all the things in heaven, earth and 
hell, He fuff.red at the hands of God his Father, and of men; 
of ewes of Gentiles, of enemies infulting, of friends forfaking, 
of the Prince of darkneffe, and all his cruell and mercilefle inftru- 
ments. But whereas of the puvifhments of finne, fome be finnes 
and punifhments both, others punifhments only: and fome 
‘common to the nature of man, others perfonall growing out: 
of fome impetfection and defect in the vertue and faculty fora 
ming the body, diforder in diet, or fome violence cff:red: and 
fome for finne inherent, others for finne imputed: Our Saviour 
Chrift faffered the punifhments that are only punifhments, and. 
upt finne, common te the whole nature of man, not perfonall te 
this or that man; the punifhments of the finnes ofother men,not.- 
his own, and that of them that fhould breake of their fins by re= 
pentance,not of them that would fin for ever, if they might live 
for ever. The whole lifeof our Saviour was a life of fuffering, 
but his fpeciall fuffsrings were thofe he endured in the Garden, or 
upon the croffe. In the Garden he was in an agény : upon the 
croffe he was preffed with the weight of grievous and unfuppor- 
table evils. . Hisagony was that forrow, wherein his foule was 
befet round with- heavinefleand feare even unto death, Thus the 
Evangelilts defcribe it, He began to be forrowfull, and very heavy. 
Then faith he to them, feil, Peter, James and John, M ly foul is excece 
ding forvow full, even unto death, He began to be fore amazed, and to. 
be very heavy, And faith unto them, My foule is exceeding (orrow full. 
nuto death, Now my foul troubled. His foul was finitten with 


~ horrour, that all powers and faculties for a time left their proper 


funGions, and did concurre to relieve nature in that extremity; as 
when a man hath received fome gafhly wound, the bloud doth at 
firft retire to comfort the heart. But this {tay came not from any 
internall defect,, which had been finfull, but from an external! 
caufe,to wit,the horrour which fell upon him,as the wheelesofa 
Watch may ceafe from motion without any fault in them, when 
they are ftayed by the hand ofthe Artificer. He feared alfo the 
ftroke of the juftice of God his Father, fitting onthe Tribunall or- 
Judgement feat, to punith the-fins of men, for whom heftood. 
forth to anfwer; this he feared, as a thing impoffible to be efca- 


ped, inrefpe& of the refolution and purpofe of God his Father, . 


that by his fatisfactory death, and na other way, man fhould be.

delivered. And he declined everlafting deftriction, as a thing he 
knew he fhould cfcape without all doubt or uncertaintie of 
event, though not without confliGing with the temptations 
of Sathan; and the enduring 6fmany grievous and bitter

. Thefe paffions in Chrift were moft pure, becaufe he himfelfe 


was moft free from all taint of fin, as if you put cleare water intoa- 


cleare glafic,though you fhake and ftirre it never fo much, it will 
raife no mud. j 

The effeéts of this agony were two; Earnet prayer and 
blondie fweat. Being in an agony he prayed mote fervently. He 

on his face and prayed: He prayed thrice the fame words, 

my Father, if it be poffible, let this cup paffe from me: E d 
not as I Wil, but as thou Wilt. As the fenfe of nature and inferiour 
reafen prefented death, and the ignominy of the crcffe unto him, 
as they are in themfelves evill, without the confideration of any

good to follow, hedefired todeclinethem. Butas fuperiour reas ~ 


fon confidered them with all circumftances, knowing Godsrefo- 
lution to be fuch, that the world fhovld thereby be faved, and by 
no other meanes, he moft willingly accepted of them. Betweeit 
' thefedefires there wasa diverfity, but nocontrariety: a fubordi« 
nation, butno repugnance orrefiftance. Confider Chrift inpri- 
vateas aman,of the fame naturall affections, defires and abborren- 
cies with other men, and the cup as it was very bitter and grie- 
yous, and fo moft juftly he feared and declined it, and could not 
but decline it, unleffle he had pnt off the nature and affection of 
man: But confider him in his publike relation, as a Mediatour, a 
furetie, a mercifull and faithfull high Prieft, and fo he moft wil- 
lingly and obediently fubmitted unto it. And this willingneffe 
in refpec of his office was much the greater, and the comfort we 
may draw from thence the fweeter, becaufe in refpect of nature, 
his wili could not but (hrinke for it, If nature had not neceffarily 
fhrunke, fweat fartled, and Rood amazed at that fervice, Chrift 
had not manifefted fo much love and free fubmiffion to the com- 
mand of grace, nor could we have had fo much comfortable aflu- 
rance of the truth of our redemption thereby: for it is impoffible 
the nature of man fhould confli@ with the terrible wrath of God, 
and not dread and tremble, The Apoftle faith, Chrift inthe dayes of 
bis felh, offered up prayers and fupplications, With firong crying and

- The fecond cff:@ of- tbis Agonie was a bloudie fweat. Ina- 
cold night, when our Saviour lay upon the ‘ground, inthe open 
aire,no man being neere unto him, no violence cffzred unto: his 
body, he did fweat clotted bloud, in fuch abundance, that it Rrea- 

aned through his apparel!, and wet the ground. Never wes there - 
{wWeat like this fweat, nor anguilh of foul Kke this anguifhthat 
be then endured, But thefe I may call the beginnings offorrow: 
Upon the crofle he uttered that dolefull complaint, My God, mý 
God, Why hast thou forfaken me ? He complaineth not that his hea- 
venly Father had forfaken his, but him, Formerly he wept 
over Jerufalem, and commended his Difciples unto the cuftody 
of his Father, being affared they fhould be gathered, though for 
the time difperfed. Butthe caufe of this lamentation was, that 
being now inthe handsof his craell, bloudy, mercileffe enemies, 
left to endure the extremity of their rege and fury, bis Father for 
atime withdrew frombim that folace he was wont to find in 
him. Theunity of bis perfon was never diffolved, bis righteonf 

neff or graces were never cither taken away or diminifhed: nei- 
ther is it poffible he fhould want: affarance of future deliverance 
and prefent fupport :. but for atime the Father did with-draw the 
fenfe of favour and comfort, that his humane nature might for 
what our finnesdeferved.. This dereli@ion was altogether with- 
cot fins becatfe Chrift our Saviour brought it not upenhimfife, 
but was called unto it, and in the conflict his faith was moft firm, 
“not fhaken withany degree ofunbelief: in which cafes oniy the 
want of comfort isa fault, /ti/. when webring it upon our felves, 
or ftain it with infidelity. = 
It is here objected, that an innocent perfon ought not to fuffer 
for a nocent, for guilt is- infepareble from fin; The finne fall not 
beare the iniquity of his Father, neither fhall the Father beare the inis 
guitig. of the fin, the fiul that fianeth the fame foal die, Exek.1 8.20; 
“Eor the clearing of this objeCtion,we mutt note,that there isa

two-fold manner’ of guilt, either fach as growes out of fin inhe- | 

rent, which is the deferving of punifhment,as it sinus: or fuch 
as growes out of fin imputed, and that not by reafon of union natu- 
rall ; asthe guilt of Adams fin isimputed unto us (which man- 

ner of imputation likewife is the foundation of pusifament defer- 

ved) but voluntary by way of vadimoni¢and fufception. And fo 

guilt is only free and willing obnoxioutneffe unto that punifh- 

ment which another hath deferved. In an ordinary courfè of i 
providence it is true, the fonne {hall not besre the punifhment of 

the Fathers fin ; becaufc he is altogether perfonally dittina, heis 

not appointed fo to dor,as Chrilt was,he is not able to bear them 

fo as to take them off from his Father, .as Chrift did ours, and alt=, 

ready hath too many of his own to beare: but this wasnonatu- - 
rall or unchangeable Law, and if the will of the Sonne goalong : — 
with the Fatherin finning, itis not Rrange,not unufuall for him | 

to fafier for his Fathers and his own fin together, as for the contie 

muation of the fame offence. More particularly for refolution of * 

the queftion, whether an.ianocent perfon may fafer for the guil- 

ty, we mult note, firit that God out of his dominion over all — - 
things, may caft paines upon an innocent perfon, as it is manifelt 
he did upon Chrif, who faired moft grievous things, and death 

it felfe ;. And what ground of complaint could any creature have - 
againtt God, ifhe fhould have created it in freand made the place- 
of its babitation,the intrument of its pain? Do not we our félves. . 
without cruelty, upon many.cceafions put creatures that have not’ 
off:nded us; unto pain è. ; a 

< Secondly,it isnot univerfally again equity for one te fifties 
the punifhment of anothers fin: ‘We fee the Infants of Sodome,. _ 
Babylon, Egypt, of Corab, Dathan, and Abiram, were involved 
inthe punifhasent of thofe fins of which themfelves were not - 
guilty, Fhe Lord referveth to himfelfe the punithment of the 
Fathersupon ths children. €xod.20.5. and 34.7. He punifhed, . 

the finnes of three hundred and ninetic yeares all together. Ezek, Lamiy.73.

© Thirdly, that an innocent perfon may thus in juftice and equi- 
ty fuffer for a nocent, there is required (befides the a&s of ordina- 
tion in the fapreme, of fubmiffion in the furetic; and of confent in 
the delinquent) frit, an intimate and neere conjun@icn in him 
that fuff-reth, with thofe that fhould have fuffered. Severall unions 
and conjunctions there are, as Politicke between the members 
and fabje&ts inaftate: and thus the people were punifhed for 


Davids fin. 2 Sam24.14,17. and in a common-wealth univere 


fally finfull, a few righteous men may as parts of that finfull focie- 
ty be juftly fubjed to thofe temporary evils, which the fins of that 
fociety have contracted, See 1 Sam,12,25, Naturall,as between 
parents and children, fo the Lord vifited the fins of Dathan upon 
hislittle ones, Numb. 16. 27333. Valer, Max. de Dion. Siculo, 
Plutarch.de fera Numvindicl.Mylticall,as between man and wife, 
fo the Lord punithed the fins of Amaziab the Prieft of Bethel, by 
giving over his wife unto whoredome, dios 7.17. And we fee 
in many cafes the Husband is liable to be charged and cenfured for 
the exorbitancies of his wife. Stipulatorie and by confent, as in 
the cafe of fide juffores e> obfides, who are punithed for the fins of 


-others whom they reprefent, andin whofe place they ftandas a 


caution and muniment againft injuries which might be feared, as 
wefeecin the Parable of a Prifoner committed to the cuftody of 
another perfon, 1 King,20.39,42. Sothe furety is punifhed for 
thedebtor. Poffefforie,as between a man and his goods,and fo we 
find that aman was to offzr no beaft for a fin-offering , but that 
which was his own. Lev.5.6,7- Befides, there is required in the 
innocent perfon fuffering, that he have a free and full dominion 
over that fram which he parteth, in his fuffering for another. As 
infaretifhip, a man hath free dominion over bis money, and thera

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fore in that ref{pect he may engage himfelf to pay. another mans 
debt ; but he hath not a free dominion over himfelf, or hisown 
life; and therefore he may not part with a member of hisown in 
commutation, for anothers, (as Za/encus did for his fonne) nor be 
atinuyG-,tolay down his own life fer the delivering of ano-. 
ther ftom death, except in fuch cafesas. the Word of Godlimi-. 
teth andalloweth.. Now all thefe things hold in Chrift in a fpe- 
ciall manner. There is a moft neere conjun&ion between him: 
and nse Heconverfed amongft men, and wasa member ofthat: 
Tribe and Seciety among{t whom he lived,and therefore was toe. 
gether with them under. that Romane yoke which was then upon:

I (0r.6.19.) but by way. cf communion and pro- 
priety. He was Lord of his own life, and had TEATE power to» 
lay it down,and to takeit up. And this power he had (though. | 
he were in all points fubject to the Law as we are).not folely by 
vertue of the hypoftaticall union, which did not-for the time: ~ 
exempt him from any obligations of the Law, but by vertue of a.

The fumme of allisthis, By the moft wife, 
juft and merciful! will ofGed, by his owne moft obedient and 
voluntary fafception, Chrift Jefus, being one withus in amani- 
fold and moft fecret union, and having fall power to lay downe, 
and totakeup his life again, by fpeciall command and allow- 
ance of his Father given him, did moft juftly, without injury to 
himíelf, or difhonour to or injuftice-in his Father, fofr the pu- 
nifhment of their fins, with whom he had fo neere an union, and 
who could not themfelves have fuffered them with obedience in 
their own perfons, or with fo much glory to Geds juftiee, mercy 
and wifdome. And though the will of God being ever juft, is 
tous afufficient caufe of what God willeth,and the reafon there. 
of be to usunfearchable: yet in this matter we can affigne jut 
and weighty reafons of this will of Ged out of the Scriptures, 
God will not execute the feverity of his Law,becaufe he is merci- 
full, flow to anger, and ready toforgive, His free and everlafting 


- Jove, and infinite delight which he hath in merey, difpofeth 


him aboundantly to pardon, and exercife loving. kindneflé in 
theearth. £x0d,34.7, Adicha'7,.18, Tonab 4.2. 2 Chron. 30, 9, 
Pal. 3605 Pfal,103.8,1/ai5 5.7. fer.9.242 and 31.20. Luke 6,36, 
Rom,2.4. And if the Lord fhould utterly-deftroy all men, there- - 
fhould bene Religion upon earth, as'man fhould everlaftingly 


Joofe the fruition of God, fo he fhould likewife loofe the volon- 


tary fervice and fubjection of his creature; Toba 15.8, Ezek, 
33-11. For thefe’ reafons-God purpofed not utterly to calt 
man off, and poureupon him deferved vengeance: but withall 


"he purpofed not to let finne goe unrevenged, and that for thefe 


reafons. A ae 
_ Firft; beeaufe of his great hatred thereunto, He isofpurer eyes 
then to behold evill, he cannot looke on iniquity, Hab.1.13. it. 


provoketh abhorrency inhim, Pfal, 5:6. Zach.31 7. Rev,3.16. 
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eAmos §.21,22, I/4.t.1 7,14. And what is more convenient then 
to teftifiehow much finneis difpleafing unto him, which is:done 
moft conveniently by punifhment, Exod 32,10,11, Numb. TI. I. 
& 16.22. fob,3.36. Impunity hath this init, that it makes that 
fanes be lefie efteemed :as foare ef punifhment is a ready way 
to keepemeninawe. They that have written of the relaxation of 
Lawes doe note, that thoferclaxations are bek, to which fome 
commutation or recompence is annexed : becanfe by that meanes' 
the authority of the Law is preferved, and obedience given to that 
reafon, which was the canf@ of the Law. ` l 

And hence we may gather a fecond reafon, why God would 
not pardon finne without fatisfaction, fc. his trath and the Law 
which he had eftablifhed againft finne, which he will inno wife 
abolith : ove jot or title [bal in no wife paffe from the Law, till all be fala

filled, Matth.5 .18.- For it is, altogether undecent, efpecially to | 


the wifedome and righteoufneffs of God, that that which provo- 
keth theexecution, thould procure the abrogation of his Lawes, 
that that fhould fupplant and underminethe Law, for the alone 
preventing whereof the Law was before eftablifhed. i 
Alfo God will have men al wayes to tremble before him, and by 
his terror to be per{waded from finning,2 Cor.5.10,1 Y.and there- 
fore he referveth to himfelfe entire the punifhment of fin,that men 
might alwayes feare before him, ' AZatth.10,28. Lak,12.4. The 
omiffion of panifhment after the publication of the Law, doth de- 
tract fomew hat from the authority of the Law, with the fabje&ĝss 
God therefore willing to fhew mercy tothe creature fallen, and 
with all to maintatne the authority of his Law, tooke fuch a courfe 
as might beft manifeft his clemency and feverity, his hatred of fin, 
care to ftablifh the Law, and tender compaffion towards them 
that had goneaftray. And hereby thelove of God towards them 
that are {pared is the more illuftrious, that he fpared them, who 


rather then he would not punith finne, would give his only bee, 


gotten Sonne to die for finne, 
It is obje@ted againe, that Goddoth freely remit and pardon 


finne,therefore he willed not that Chrift fhould make fatisfattion: 


becaufe freeremiffion will not Rand with fatisfa@ion. And moft 
fare it is,that God is favourable to our iniquities, Jer. 31. 34. but 
God hath fet forth Chrift to be-apropitiation through faith in his 
bloud.Roms.3. 25.4, 10,43. Luk.1 68,69,70. — - 
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How C brif hath fulfilled the office of Mediatour, 


There isa twofold paimenit of debt : one of the thing altoge. 
ther the fame, which was inobligation, and this ipo faéto freeth 
from punifhment, whecher ir be paid by the debrour himfelfe, or 
by the furety. Another of a thing not altogether thé fame, which 
isin the obligation, fo that fome ect of che Creditour or Governor 
muft come unto it, Which is called remiffion : in which cafe deli- 
verance doth not follow ipf faéo upon the fatisfaction. And of 
this kind is the farisfaction of Chrift : for in the rigour of the Law 
the delinquent himfelfeis in perfon to fuffer the penalty denoun- 
ced, Every man fhal beare his owne burthen, Gal.6.5. In the ` 
day that thou eateft thereof, thou fhalt die the death. Sothat the - 
Law.in the rigour thereof, doth not admit of any commutation,or 
fubftitucion of one for another. And thereforey that another per- 
fon fuffering may procure 4 difcharge to the perfon guilty, and be 
valid to free him, the will, confent and mercy of him to whom 
the infli@tion of the punifhment belongeth, muft concurre, which 
in refpect of the debtour is remiffion ; and-his over-ruling power 
muft difpence, though not with the fubftance of the Lawes de- 


mands, yet with the manner of executien, which in refpect of the 


Law is called relaxation. Remiffion therefore is not repugnant to 


- antecedent facisfaction : but only co that paiment of the thing due, ~ 


which ipfo facto doth deliver and fet free. 
Itmay be added that of grace Chrilt was ordained to be our

he upon whom the benefit undue -is conferred, doth conferre 
nothing, 
| It is farther objedted, that Chrift fatisfied not juftice fully, but 
by divine acceptilation only: becaufe he fuffered but for a time, 
whereas we deferved to die eternally. i 
Sundry anfwers are made to this doubt. Some fay his fuffering 
for a time was more then if all man-kind had fuffered eternally, in 
refpe& of the excellency of his perfon. Buc the worth and excel- 
lency of his perfon, was neither to difpence with time, nor grie- 
youfneffe of his punifhments, but to make the paffion of one a- 
vaileable for many. Ocherwife if it might have difpenfed with 
one degree of extremity of punifhment due to fin,it might alfo have 
difpenfed with two, and confequently with all, j 
Others aníwer, that the punifhments of fin eternally remai- 
ning, muft according to the rules of divine juftice, be eternall : but 
it is no way neceffary, neither doth the juftice of God require,that 
the punifhments of fin repented of, ceafing and forfaken; fhould 
be everlafting. For as Divines note, there are three things to be 
confidered in fin ; the averfion from an infinite and incommutable 
good ; theinordinate converfion toa finite good, and the conti- 
. nuing inthe fame, or ceafingfromit: and to thefe feverall things 
infin, there are three feverall things antwering in the punifhment 
of it. For tothe averfion, which is objectively infinite, there an= 
fwereth the loffe of God, which isan infinitelofe. To the inot- 
dinate converfion of thefinner to things tranfitory, there anfwe- 
reth a fenfible {mart and griefe intenfively finite, as the pleafure 
the finner taketh in the tranfitory things he inordinately loveth 
is finite. To the eternity of fin remaining everlaftingly in ftaine

or guilt, or continuance of it for a time, anf{wereth the eternity of ` 


punifhment, or the fuffering of the fame, buc for a time. Now, 
our Saviour Chrift fuffered only for thofefins, which he meant to 
breake off by framing the finners to repentance, and therfore it was 
nio way neceffary for the fatisfying of divine jultice; that he fhould 
endure eternal! punifhment. > 

A third anfweris, that Chrift fuffered for a time, becaufe he 
fuffered to fatisfic, and fo to overcome upon the croffe, he trium- 
phed mezitorioufly over principalities and- powers, therefore his 
fuferings could not continue for ever, but muft have an end. For 
in fuffcring he had not fatisfed juftice, nor conquered the enemies 
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~ of our falvation, if he hadtien under the punifhment-of our fins e- 
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ternally. But this fheweth the reafon why Chrift fuffered but 
for a time, rather then how his fuffering for a time could fa- 
tishe the juftice of God tor ever, which had deferved eterna 
death, 

The fourth anfwer is more full and free from exception, that 


‘Chri fuffered but fora time, becaufe it was impoffible he fhould 


be held under of the forrows of death, e4é. 2.24. The wicked 
{uffer eternally, becaufe they being caft under the curfe, they can- 
not deliver themfelves, and juftice will not fet them free : but 
Chrift in fuffering did overcome, and delivered himfelfe, fo that 
his fufferings continued but fora time. In kind hisfufferings were 
the fame with thofe, which in us flould have continued for ever, , 
although they did not continue: wherefore? becanfe they had “ll 
end not of themfelves, or their owne nature, but of the power of 
Chrilt. He overcame chofe punifhments which had been altogether 


eternal], if he could not have overcome. 
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or how he # the Mediatour of the New Testamens, 


which is contrary both.to Scripture and found reafon : but whereas 
formerly-we lay under wrath deferved by fin, now :we are recei- 
ved into favour-and friendfhip withGod. For reconciliation is a 
cranfient act, done in time, which inferrs a change in the creature 
reconciled, a-change of {tate, not of qualities, and followes the 
obedience of Chrift, as the effect the caule, and which God impar- 
tech to believers. Reconciliation, as the Scripture {peaks of it, 
imports not any change in God, nor the externall good will or 
love of God, which remains in himfelfe, and worketh not any 
change inthe creature ¢ but a bleffing granted tous in time, that 
we who were the children of wrath by nature, fhould be the Sons 


ot God by grace ; we who were enemies, and hated in refpect of- 


theeffects of wrath, and defert of fin, fhould be made -friends.and 


deare to God, the enmity being taken away by the bloud of- 


Chrift. And from hence'we may learne how the new Covenant . 
in many things-hath the prerogative above the old. For wherein 
: Mofes mediated it was by the power of -Chrift, but Chrift was . 
that one Mediatonr, who mediated from his owne authority and 
immediate power. Mofes was called by God and the people, but - 
an imperfect Mediatour, as nota right middle perfon : but Chrift- 
was a fit middle perfon both God and man, -partaking the nature. 
both of the offending and offendedparty, and-fo a middle perfon . 
notonly in office, butin nature, willing and fitting to, mediate. 


Mofesby realon of his weaknefle, was neither powerfull with. - 
God, nor yet fully compaffionate and powerfull with the people +- 


But Chrift was man for che. whole body of his brethren to prevaile 
for them: and man with his brethren, to be. fully fenfble and : 
compaffionate, Heb.2.17. Againe,-he was man’ with: God.to 


prefent a perfe& ranfome orprice of reconciliation : and he: was . 
God with man to bow them {ufliciently to accept the reconcilia- - 


tion offered. Mofes {tood inneed te mediate for himfelfe,. as for . 
the people : but Chrift having no controverfie for himfelfe, me- - 
diated only for the people, and hath: perfected, wherin Mofes 


wanted. For he fully bowes.and citcumeifeth.the hearts of his . 
brethren to feeke atranement and to Walke fucably : He doth re- - 
move the guilt of fin fully. from the confcience of the offending bre- . 


thren, Heb.9.14,15. He is portent with God to fatisfie revenging 
jultice by prefencing: his bloud ro. remove the curfe of the Law, chat

ceiled the hand- writing that was againft us, and broken downe the 
partition, and flayed hatred and enmity betwixt the brethren, 
Ephef.2.14,15. Butof this more hereafter. The Fathers recei- 
ved not the promiles, bur faw them afarre off, and were perfwa- 
ded of them, and faluted them with great fweetneffe : but under 
the new Covenant we have recived the promife, God hath fent 
his Soninto the world, borne ofa woman, and made under the 
Law, and openly manifefted him tobe the Son of God, And if 
the appearing of Chrift Godand man, did adde much to the joy 
and comfort of the Saintsin glory : the manifeftationof Chrift in. 
the flefh muft adde to the faith and comfort of them, that waited 
for the falvation of Ifrael. The Incarnation of Chrift was the day 


of his Coronation, and of his efpoufals, wherein in fpeciall man- 


ner he contracted himunto his Church. Goe forth, O ye daugh- 
ters of Zion, and behold King Salomon With the crowne Where- 
with bis mother crowned him in the day of hisespoufals, andin the 
day of the gladneffe of heart. The Fathers expected deliverance 
from the curfe of the Law, and to inherit the promifes in and 
through the tMeffiah : and the Sacrifices did prefigure, and Pros 
phets fore-tell the death of the AZe/fiah ; but we may well thinke, 
the faithfull did nor diftinétly underftand, how the Saviour pro= 
mifed, was to fatisfie juftice, and by death to overcome him that 
had the powerof death. But in the new Teftament we learne ex- 
preffely, that Chrift is made of God unto us wifdome, righteouf 
nefe, fanctification and redemption, how he fatisfed juttice by 
one oblation of himfelfe, removed the curfe of the Law, deftroyed 
him that had the power of death, purchafed the promifed Spirit, 
and ratified all the promifes of the Covenant by his death and 
blonud-fhed, Heb.9.15. 

Thirdly, Heis entred into heaven, appeareth before the Father, 
and maketh requeft for his people : unto which there is pre-requi- 


_ reda power and prevalencie over all his enemies, tobreake through 


theguiltof fin, the curfe of the Law, and the chaines ôf death, 
with which it was impoffible that he fhould be held. And this 
power-of Chrift was {hewed in his Refurrection, wherein he was 
declared to be the Son of God with power, Rom, 1.4, and in his 
afcenfion, wherein he led all his enemies captives, Ephe/-4.8, and

in his fizting at the right hand of God, farre above all principalities 
and powers, Epbef.1.19,20. All which did make way to the pree 
fenting of his Sacrifice before the Mercy-feat, which is the con- 
fummatior of it, and without which he had not been a Prieft. 7e- 
have fach an high Priest (faith the Apoftle) as is fet dowse at the 
right band of the Majestie in the heavens, for if he Were on earth 
be fooxld not bea Prief, feeing that there are Priests which offer 
gifts according tothe Law, Heb, 8.1,4, Chritt our high Prieft- 
having offered up himfelfe an expiatory Sacrifice once forall, by 


his divine power rofe azaine from the dead, and is entered into the . 


very heavens, to appeare in the prefence of God for us, Heb.9.24:. 
It was the fame continued action, whereby the Prieft did offer 

without the holy place, and did then bring the bloud into-the ho- 

liekt of all, Heb.13.11. Forthereafon why it was fhed was to 

prefent it to the mercy-feat, and to fhew it unto the Lord there. 

So Chrifts act or office was not ended, nor fit to denominate him a 

compleate Prich, till hedid enter with bloud and prefent ‘his. ofte- 

ring in the holieft of all not made with hands, Hed. 9.24. And 
therefore he had not beena Prieft if he fhould havg continued on 

theearth, for there was.another Prieft-hood there, which was not 

to give place but upon the accomplifhmengef his ; for the- whole 
figure was to pafle away when the whole truth was come. Now 
Chrifts oblation was the truth prefigured in.the Priefts facrificing 
of the beaft, and his entrance into heaven was the truth prefigured 
in the Priefts carrying of the blond into the holieft of all. And there- 
fore both thefe were to.be accomplifhed, before the Leviticall. 
Prielt-hood did give place. 

Some referre this to the oblation of Chrift, whereof they make- 
two parts; the one expiatory, when Chrift fuffered upon the 
crofle: the other prefentatory, when he doth appeare in heaven 
before God for us 3 the one of killing or fuffering, the other of -o- 
ftenfion: the one finifhed onearth, when Chrift faffered without: 
the gate : becaufe as no fin, fo no. punifhinent can come within 
the holy place: the other performed in heaven, fatistaction being 
firk madeonearth. The firft was nota preparation of a Sacrifice; 
but a Sacrifice: the latter was not fo much a Sacrifice, as the coma 
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How Christ hath fulfilled the office of Mediatour, 
ter of glory: ;- the firft performed once for all : the latter done con- 
tinually : that the expiatory Sacrifice or obtaining of redemption.: 
this che application of redempiion. The Sacrifice confilted in the 
deathof Chrift alone, the application thereof is grounded upon 
Carits death asits merit, bateffected by the life of Chrift as its 
immediate caafe. Waen the Apoftle faith, Chrift appeareth be- 
forashe Father for us,the expreffion is borrowed from the cuftome 
of hunin: Courts; forasinthem when the Plaintife or Defen- 
dant is called, their Accurney appeareth in their name and behalfe: 
fo when weare fummoned by the juftice of God to defend! our 
felves againit thofe exceptions and complaints, which it preferreth 
againft us, we have an Advocate with the Father, even Jefus 
of the righteous, who ftandeth out, and appeareth for us.

It confifteth in two things ; Firft, his appearing or prefenting 
of his perfon in our nature and in hisowne, as a publike perfon, a

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diatour torequeft, and a furety. to engage himfelfe to beare the 
blame for ever with his Father for his brother Bexjamin, Gen.43.

Secondly, theprefenting of his meritsasa publike fatisfattion, 
for thedebrcof fin: for che juftice of God would not be entreated 
or pacified without fatisfaction, now that is for ever, becaufe he 
fhall not ceafe to appeare. 

The Interceifion of Chrift is his gracious will,fervently and im- 
moveably defiring, that for the perpetuall vertue of his Sacrifice, 
all his members might be accepted of the Father, whereunto an- 
fwereth the confent of the Father, in whofe bofome he is, who 
heareth him alwaies, 704.11.4%. and in whom heis well pleafed,

of Requelts in che behalfe of his Church,and promifed to heare him 
in his Petitions. i 
This Interceffion of Chrift is generall and particular, for all and 


. every faithfull man. J pray not for the World, bat for all that

- Irtis alfo heavenly and glorious: for our Saviour doth not fall 
upon his knees or proltrate himfelfe before his Father, as in the 
daies of his humiliation : for that isnot agreeable to that glory he 
hath received, and to which he is exalted : but aftera manner be- 
fitting his glory, doth prefent bis: good will and pleafure to his 
Father, that he may thereunto put his feale awd confent. It is a 
praying not out of private charity, as the Saints pray one for ano- 
ther in this life, but out of publike office of mediation, by a pub- 
like perfon fetup, not only to pray for the Church in generall, but 
to prefent the prayers of particular mento God in their behalfe; 
not outof humility, which is a propofing of requefts for things un- 
merited, which we expect of meere grace, according to the free 
promife of God ; but out of authority, which is che defiring of a 
thing fo,as that he hach with all aright joyntly of beftowing itywho 
doth defire it. - . | 

Frue Interceffion as it isa publike and authoritative a& is foun- 
ded upon the fatisfactory merits of the perfon interceding : He 
cannotbe aright Advocate, whois not a propitiation too. The 
Spirit isour Advocate by energie and operation, by inftruction 
and affiftance, as by his counfell, infpiration, and affiftance he en- 
ableth the faithfull to pleade their own caufe. But Chrift is our 

Advocate by. office, as he taketh upon himfelfe the caufe of his 
Church, in his owne perfon applieth his merits in heaven, and 
furthers the caufe of our Salvation with his Father, ‘ The Spirit 
maketh interpellation for menin and by themfelves, emboldening 
them in their teares, helping them in their infirmities; when they 
know not what to pray, and giving them acceffeunto the Father, 
Ephef.2.18. Heb:10.15;19. Rom, 3, 26. Ephef, 3.16. and is 
their Advocate, ashe leadeth them into all truth, and teacheth 
them fo to pleade their caufe, that they have wherewith to defend 
and comfort themfelves, 704:14.16. againft thecriminations and 
tyrannie of the world, 7o4.16.7,8. Bur Chrift by his Interceflion 
applieth his fatisfaction made, and laies thefalve to the very fore.

For the underftanding hereof, we muft know that the Intercef 
fion of Chrift isa vaileable te the faithfall prefently, but in a man- 
ner futeable and convenient.to the prefent eftate and condition of 
the Church, fo that there may be left roome for another life, and 
therefore we mult not conceive all prefently done. As the Sunne 
fhineth on. the Moone by leafurely : degrees, till fhe come to her. 
falllight ;-oras ifthe King grant a pardon. to.be drawne ; though 
she grant beof the whole thing at once, yet it cannot be written;

The firk thing implied by Chrifts fitting at the right hand of the 
Father, is the filling of his humane nature with fupernaturall gifts 
of knowledge, power, ec. and whatfoever doth any way pertain 
to the adminiftration of his office. God, his Gedhath axnointed 


him with the oyle of gladnefeabeve his filowes. Inrefpect of us 


thefe gifts may be called infinite, but {imply they,are not, becaufe 
they are things created, the effects and works of the holy Spirit, 
abfolutely they are finite, comparatively infinite. He received 


the Spirit above meafure, thatis, the whole Spirit, all the gifts 
of the holy Spirit, in higher. degree then any, creatures, men or 
Angels, in tull abundance. ‘That: is faid-to be done in meafure 
which is done fparingly, moderately, in proportion: -for he that 
gives bountifully or largely doth not meafure or number what he 


giveth, but powreth out copioufly, as we fay, from the full heape 
‘or with both hands. And that which is plentifull, aboundant, 
full,is faid to be above meafure, not that fimply and abfolutely it is 


infinite, but in comparifon, By that whichis given, and not by 
meafure, not that which is infinite, but that which is whole and 
entire is fignified, And of his fullneffe We all receive, grace for 
grace: Weforeceiveof his fulneffe, that his {ufficiency is no whit 


‘diminifhed : our want is filled by him, but his fulnefle is not emp- 


tied by us. The Sunne is not greater, if ic bebeheld of many,not 
the lefle, if of fewer : the fame is true of the righteoufnefle of 
Chrift imputed. The Sunne doth not decay by motion; an Angell 
is not wearied with the fervice of God ; Chrift man is not wearied 
with the care of the Church, nor his {tore and plenty wafted with 
that which he doth every day impart unto his Church, not as a 
materiall beginning, but asan efficient. In himfelfe Chrift fhall 
ever have fufficiency, and in refpect of us perpetually redundance. 
But the fame wifdome and holineflé, which Chrift hath in himfelf 
he doth not infufe into us, but he doth workein us by his efficacies 
wifdome and holineffe anfwerable or proportionable in a fort. 
With fuch gifts we are adorned as our head, but not with fo great.

The fecond thing implied in Chrifts fitting at the right hand of 
the Father is to be admitted into divine blefledneffe, fetledly to en- 
joy it.

Fourthly, Chrift not only as God, but as'man hath power a- 
bove every creature : As Mediatour he hath received a power im- 
periall over every creatare : which-is apparant in this, that the A- 
poftle faith, Chrift is fo placed above all, that allare fubje@ un- 
der his feet, Tomes given all power in Heaven. and earth : that is, 
power whereunto évcry creature is fubjedt, “He fpeaketh of it as 
done, :becanfe it was immediatly to be performed.’ This‘perfon 
as God, receiving by voluntary difpenfation this honour from the 
Father,. that he fheuld in an immediate and appropriate manner 
execute government’ overall creatures in heaven and earth; the 
fame.perfon as man participating in this Kingly:divine authority, 
fo farre that he fhould inftrumentally concurre in ‘executing all 
that judgement which Chrift according to his divine nature did 
principally effe&. Though the Father and the Spirit have aright 
and foveraignty.over the creature, yet they dos not, immediatly 
execute this in fuch manner asthe Sonnedoth, who hath received

This the Scriptare doth lay downe, asin regard of earthly’ pow- 
ers they are fubje@ ; for he is rulerof the Kings. of the earth, He 
hath this royall ftate written onhis thigh, as it were King of 
Kings, Lord of Lords, Rev.19.16. That he hath power over the 
Angells is plaine, both by the reverence they doe him, and their 
obedience towards him. Every knee boweth unto him, the evill 
Angelis yeeld fignes of fubjection, either deceizfuily to wrong 
ends, or by force compelled, though their ftate is fach they cane 
not doc it religionfly as the other. And if Chrifthave power to 
fend forth, difpofe of, and imploythe Angells, he hath power 
totake account how that he fetteth them about is difchardged.

The word 
Head is ufed fometime for one who in any kind is before or above 
other: and in this large fence, Chriftis the Head of the Angels, 
that is, their ruler or governour, one that is above them ; man is 
the Head of the woman, Chrift of man, God of Chrift. But here 
it fignifieth that Chrift is fo over his Church, that heis in a more: 
neare and communicative fort conjoyned with it, as the head is 
with the body and members. Looke as the King hath a more in- 
timate and aimiable fuperiority over his Queen than over any other 
{ubjects, fo itis here in Chrift our King, whofe dominion towards 
his Church, who is his Sponfe and Queen, is more aimiably tem- 
pered and nearly affected, then is his government over any other. 
Chrift hath taken the felfe fame holy and {pirituall nature with his 
Church, {tanding as well of that which is outward and fenfitive, 
as of that which is inward and intellectuall. The faithfull are uni- 
ted to him here by knowledge of faith and love, fuch as Chrift 
himfelfe by his Spirit begettet 1 in them, as hereafter by glorious 
light and love. He doth communicate unto them that whole Ife 
of grace and glory, which they haveor fhall receive ; direct and 
move them outwardly by his fignifying will, and inwardly by fen- 
ding his Spirit, which moveth with ethicacy to that which he 
fheweth; andfolloweth them with aides inward and outward, 
leaft their faith fhould be prevailed againft.

But iome obje& that if adoration be due to Chrift God and 
man,then it will follow,that che humane nature is omnifcient and 
almighty : which followeth not, becaufe that which is {poken of 
the concrete or whole perfon, -is reftrained to the one nature, 
which fhould not be.

Becaufe 
though che man Chrift be God, yet his man-hood is not God, and 
by confequence not to be worfhipped with that worfhip which is 
properly and effeptially divine. Againe, ifadoration agree to the 
humanity of Chrift, then may his humanity helpe and faveus, But 
the humanity of Chrift cannot helpe and fave us : becanle omnis 
attio est fuppofiti, whereas the humane nature of Chrift is not fap- 
pofitum, None of thofe who defend the adoring of the huma- 
nity of Chrift wich divine worfhaip, doe well and warrantably ex- 
prefle their opinion. | ane 

Firft, Some of the Schoole-men have found none other refpect 
wherefore the man-hood of Chrift can be faid to be adored, except 
this, that the flefh of Chrift is adored by him who adoreth the 
word incarnate, even as the Kings cloathes are adored by him who 
adoreth the King. And thus they make the flefh of Chrift to be 
adored only by accident. Ego vero (faith the Arch-bifhop of 
Spalato ) non puto a quoquam Regis vestimenta, qaibus eft šne 
datus adorari. And why doth he that worfhippeth the King wor- 
fhip his cloathes more then any other thing that is about him, or 
befide him, perhaps a Hawke upon his hand? ce. There is no 
more but the Kings owne perfon fet by the worfhipper to have any 
{tate in the worfhip, and therefore no more worfhipped by him. 
Others devife another refpec&t wherefore the man-hood of Chrift 
may be faid to be worfhipped, namely, that as the divine worfhip 
agrees only tothe God-head, and not per(inis precise fumptes, i. 
fab ratione formali conflitutiva perfenarum qua eft relatio, but 


only as thefe relations ideatificantur with the eflence of the Gods 
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head: fo the man-hood of Chrift is tobe adored, Non per fe prea :

guitheth; when we {peake, faith he, of the humanity of Chrift, 
fometimes we underftand only that humane created effence of a 
man thar was in him, fometimes all that that is implied in the 
being of a man,as well fubfiftence as eflence. - Bac this diftin&tion 
isas if a man thould fay, fometimes by blackneffeI underftand 
blackneff2, and fometimes the {udject wherein itis together with 
theblackneffe it felfe. An abftract is no more an abftract if it have 
afubfitence. Teis the tenet of che Sehoole, that though in God 
theconcreteand the abftract differ not, becaule Deus e Deiras 
are the fame, yet in creatures ( whereof the man-hood of Chrift 
isone) they are really diffsrent. For che concrete fignifiech fome- 
thing compléat fubfifting, bur che abftract (fuch as humanity) 
fignifiech fomeching not as fubfiting, but as that whereby fome- 
thing is.

Sr being appointed of the Father the King and Head of 


his Charch, and after a moft excellent manner thereunto an- 
nointed and advanced of the Father,and having fabje@s given un- 
to him, it cannot be but he mak have his Kingdome and fab jects. 
He is a King as in perfonall right, fo ina&t: He hath his King- 
dome and territories wherein he exercifeth his regall power, He 
isa King as to punifh enemies, fo to feed and governe his peo- 
ple, which are given unto him to be made obedient unto his 
Scepter. 

The way whereby Chrift enters upon his kingdome,is ever by 
Conqueft. For though the foules of the Ele& are his, given by 
free donation, purchafed with a great price, yet his enemies have 
the firft poffeffion, which mutt be catt out by ftrong hand ; and his 
people themfelves by nature rebellious, unwife, difobedient, untill 
they be fubdued and brought into fubjeéion, High imaginatie 
ons mutt be abated, and proud rebellious lufts battered and beaten 
downe, before Chrift come to rule and reigne in the foule. The 
converfion of the nations to the faith of Chrift is made by an ho- 
ly warre, deftruction, and defolation ; wherein the King of kings 
fighteth againft, fubdueth, and bringeth under the difobedient, 
which formerly did rife up againft him. But this watting or de- 
folation is not the loffe of temporall life, or {poiling of eorporall 
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goods, or any cut ward defolation which is feen withthe eyes, cr 


_ heard with the cares; but a moft happy defolation, whereby pride 
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and haughtinefis of minde is deprefied, and the minde lifted up 
to things above; the power of the fieth is quelled, and the Spirit 
doth gather ftrength ; the edge of vices is dulled, and all kinde of 
vertue doth bud and bloffome: and where the fcth did rule, the 
Spirit doth rule. i “~ :

in a natural! man, upon the good ufe of naturall abilities and en- 
dowments, but ofa further meafure of light, which the Lord im- 
partethto them that arein part enlightened already. He fpeake 
eth of the Jewes, amongit whom many were godly, but te 
whom greater light was to be granted, the Mefliah being ex- 
hibited. He fpeakes not of the difference betwixt thefe to be cal- 


' led, and others not to be called effe@ually , but of the difference 
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between fome called already, and fuch as were of the number of 
them that were not called. The godly will not deny himfelf 
to bea loft fheep, as he had need to be converted more and more. 
If then the fubject of Vocation be man a finner, captive, dead in

Chrift alfo isthe 
author of Vocation, and the terme whereunto the called do come, 
They are called unto the {tate of grace and Apgroarorall good,and 
all {pirituall bleffings in this life, communrfon with Chrift in 
whom is the fulneffe of grace.and truth, and the fate of glory 
and confummate fruition of God. q 

Vocation is partly externall,, partly internall, Externall, by 
the Miniftery of the Word, ordinarily propounded by men, ex- 
traordinerily propounded immediately of God to the minde and 
will without the help of man, God doth fometimies ufe the mi- 
niftery of private perfons to bring men unto faith and repentance, 
and he is pleafed to bleffe the word of Exhortation or admoniti- 
onfpoken by them: but ordinarily he maketh ufe of his meffen- 
gers and fervants to that purpofe. Therefore our Saviour fent 
forth his Difciples to preach unto all nations: and the Mini- 
{ters are called Gods Fellow-helpers or Labourers, Planters, Wa- 


` terers, Minifters by whom the Church beleeveth. I deny not but 


infome cafes men may bs converted by reading, or ftudying the 
Scriptures, fecing it is the matter and not the manner which 
doth convert: and.it cannot be fhewed that God will not wows

by reading, when the preaching of the Word:is net neglected. 
‘The knowledge of arts and tongues may be acquired by good 
‘books, but molt ordinary by inftruétion. by. lively voice : and beft, 
when both are exercifed with diligence and care : and fo by the 
reading of the Scriptures a man may obtaine faith, but moft com- 
monly it commeth by the hearing of faith, though they profit 
moft that joyn both together. - a . Ai hai 
` The intrument of Vocationis the Word of God, or the Go- 
fpell of Jefus Chrifts I meane,the whole doétrine of the Cove- 
nant, and not fimply the promifes of forgivencffe and eternal 
life in Jefus Chrift; which is called the hearing of faith, and 
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the word of faith, and the preaching of faith, the Gofpell of Rom.to.iys- 


Chrift, the preaching of Jefus Chrift, the word of reconciliation, 
So life and immortality is brought unto light through the Go- 
{pell: and the Apoftles vihere-ever they came preached Jefus, 
‘who unto them that are called both Jewes and Gentiles, 1s the 
power and wifdome of God. God from the beginning (faith the 
‘Apoftle to the Theflalonians) bath chofen you to Salvation, through 
fanttification of the Spirit, and the faith of truth, Wwhereunto he called 
you by our Gojfpell, to obtaine the glory of our. Lord Fefus Christ, If 
the fight of mifery be neceflary to ettectuall calling,that is mani- 
felted by the Gofpell : for it teacheth, that without faith it is im- 
poffible to pleafe God ; And if man ftand in need of a Saviour,he 
is loft inbimfelfe; fo the preferibing of theremedy doth difcover 
the malady. Without hope of pardon there is no true turning un- 
to God : but the Gofpel! propoundeth mercy tothem that bum- 
ble their foules and.confetle. their finnes. < 1f:men may be perfwas 
ded and drawn to come unto Chrift, allured and inticed by fairs 
and {weet promifes, then the Gofpell is the fole infrument of 
converfion: but converfion isa faire or flattering: perfwafion, if 
I may focallit. Yerrours drivenomanunto God of themfelves, 
but rather from him, unleflche be pleafed to work by them:..and 
gon perfwafions may prevaile, if God vouchfafe to putin witlr 
them, ` £ ile Ste a Aaa i peany 

: God doth freely give his Word to whom he pleafe, 23.lone 
as he pleafe, and in what manner it feemeth beft unto bim in his 
infinite wifdome.. He gave his Law unto Pacob, hes Statutes and 
Judgements unto Ifrael, he hath uot: deals fot every Nation. The 
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done in Capernaum, Chorazin, and Bethfaida, then were done in 
Tyrcand Sidun, Sodoms or Gomorrah, Pan! was forbidden to 
preach the word in Afia? and. the Difciples, to enter into the- 
wayes of Samaria, Greater meanes God doth vouchfafe to them 


-that are worfe, and more meanes to them that be more obdurate 


in their finnes s like to them that are unlike, and leffer to them 
that be not fo deeply plunged into profanenefle. For God dosh 
exhort them, that they might be inexcnfable, that they might 
know a Prophet had been amongft them; that it mightbe for 
a teltimony again{t them, that they might be hardened, and 
that the glory of God might be manifefted in the veffels of wrath. 
Thus Chrift is fet up fora figne, that fhall be fpoken againft, and 
for a rock of offence, 1 Pet.2.7,8. The Word is.a morall inftru- 
ment of converfion, which God is pleafed to ufe; without which 
he doth not ordinarily work, but it hath no power of it felf to 
work: and therefore converficn is the immediate work of the 
holy Ghoft, not withftanding the meanes which God ufeth in the 
turning ofa finner. Naturail inftruments being moved have fome 
power to worke of themfelves, or by their own faculty; moral] 
not fo. The Word is a fit inftrument,thongh of it felfe it have no 
power to produce the etf:&. For though converfion be not a 
‘bare morall perfwafion, yet it.is effected by perfwafion, or at 
leaft not without perfwafion.iIn the change God dealeth with- 
man as a reafonable creature or inftrument, which is to be renews 
ed by grace, and allured by promifes, fweet, pleafant, profitable, 
firme and fure. Now the Word is very fit to convey thofe ad- 
mirable and moft forcible’ perfwafions from the eare unto 
the foule. fire Mons wy . z : 
The Word is more generally publifhed in the times of the 
Gofpell and Kingdome of the. Meffiah, then it had been in for- 
mer ages. God is in Chrift reconciling the world unto himfelfe, 
and hath committed unto us the word of reconciliation: the Go- 
{pell which hath been preached unto every creature under Hea- 
ven,that is,to all Nations, Jewes and Gentiles,and to all forts, and 
fexes, noble, bafe, learned or unlearned, bond or free. And thus 
it did come unto them, they not minding it, or having it oncein 
their thoughts. And hereof this is an argument, that it.commeth, 


not whereit is fought, but where it is gainfaid, The Spirit was

«The Gofpell is more glorious then the Law or truthof God 
manifelted in the old Teftament: that was as a Candle, that 
could not fpread it light farre, this as the Sunne difperfeth his 
beames farre and nigb, Irtis the miniftration of life, a quickning 
fpirit, the miniftratton of rightecufneffe, which thallendure for 
ever, and in this refpe& it doth exceed in glory, it is a Gofpell 
full of glory. Jf the types of Evangelical] things were glo- 
tious, how much more glorious muf the Gofpell it felf needs 
be? The Gofpell is called a glorious Myftery, a royall Law, a 
miniftration of glory, nay, glory it felf; a glory which draw- 
eth the ftudy and amazement of the moft glorious creatures 
unto it. r 

The publither of the Gofpell, is Jefus Chrift, the only begotten 
Sonne of God, who being in the bofome of the Pather, the truth 
it felfe, and moft familiarly acquainted withall his Counfells,hath: 
~ revealed and brought it to light. i 

The matter it felfe,is great Salvation, fachas eye hath not feen, 
eare hath not heard, nor ever entered into the heart of man to con» 
ceive : Newes from heaven touching righteoufheff: and life eter- 
nall,through faith in Jefus Chrift. Gods wifdome, power, good- 
nefs, mercy, grace, longfuffering, ec. are glorioufly fet forth 
in the Gofpell, 

The maine fubje&,is Chrift , the brightneffe of his Fathers glo- 
ry, the Image of the invifible God. 

This word propounded by the mi niftery of man is not only pre- 
paratory, asifan other word, which may be called confummato- 
ry, moft be fuggefted by the Spirit unto the minde, For the holy 
Ghoft doth not inlighten the foule by his internal] a@tion into any 
other acknowledgement of Chrift, then that which is contained 
in the Word externally propofed, or aff2& the heart with other 
fenfes, then which are propofed out ofthe fame Word. Faith is 
by hearing, that is, by preaching, and preaching by the Word of 
God, that is, by commiffion or edict from God, - But this preae 
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ching did perfe@ly containeall things confummatory for the fane 
ification ofthe Church, even ajl things which Chrift taught to 
his difciples, which he had heard of the Father, and were deliver- 
ed unto him, who was inthe bofome ofthe Fathers all truth, 
whereby not the Apoftles only, but the whole Church, even to 
the end ofthe world, thall be fanétified. The wifedome of God 
ina myftery, eventhe hid wifedome, which God had determi- 
ned before the world, unto our glory, the glory of the univerfall 
catholique Church : the wifedome which none of the Princes of 
this world hath knowne : which containcth thofe things which 
God hath prepared for thofe that love him, all that love him, and 
not only them that were inthe Apoftles time. The wifedome 
containing the.deepe things of God, even the things which God 
hath freely given to his Church, called,the unfearchable riches of 
Chrift, the riches of his glory, The wifedome which is the very 
minde of Chrift, and the knowledge whereofis called, the very 
knowledge of the minde of Chrift:of which the {pirituali and per- 
fe& men are only capable. | ; 
The plentifull powring forth ofthe holy Spirit was differed un-. 
tillthe glorification of Chrift, and hebeing glorified, it was to 
bediffered no longer. Chrift being exalted at theright hand of 
the Father, he obtained the promifed Spirit above meafure, and 
powred it forth in fuch plentifull meafure,as had not formerly 
been beftowed upon the Church, fo that then was fulfilled what 
was foretold by the Prophet Foel, I will powre my Spirit xpon all 
fieh. That Spirit is the Spirit of the Father alone, and of Chrift, 
and will pleade the caufe of none but of Chrift, inall this age of 
the world, as the Advocate of Chrift again{t the world : He thall 
not {peake of himfelfe, but whatfoever he fhall heare, that fhall 
hefpeake, and ‘hall {hew it unto you. So that after the Apoftles 
there (hall be no new infpiration neceffary to Salvation,unlefle we 
fhill fay, there fhall be another Chrift, or another Comforter. 
The Apcftles inrefpe@ of their office were able Minifters of the 
new Teftament, of the Spirit not of the letter, of righteonfnefie, 
and not of condemnation ; Able Minifters furnifhed with fuffici- 
ent gifts, andfo with fufficient knowledge: of the Teftament, 


. which is not to be abrogated, whereunto nothing muft be added:

` The Prophets {peake of the times ofthe Meffiah as the times 
of cleare light and revelation, after which nonew infpiration is 
tobeexpected. When the Meffiah cometh, he will teach us all things, 
Thetimes of the Meffiah are called, the lat times, which are the 
times wherein that Doctor of righteoufnefle is promifed, after 
whofe comming we are to looke for no clearer or fuller revelati- 
on ofdivine mylteries, So the Apoftle faith; Chrift was mani- 
felted inthe laft dayes, to wit, in the timesofthe Gofpell. The 
time of the Mefliah wasthat time appointed of the Father, wher- 
in the heire was no longer tobean infant under tutours and go- 
vernours, but es ofripe age he fhouldlive under the guidance of 
the Spirit :of whom, as by the Spirit of liberty, being enlighten- 
ed, he fhould with open face, as: in a glaffe, behold the glory 
= ofGed, The Do@tine of the Gofpell infpired inte ‘and preached 
by the Apoftles, is molt glorious, the Gofpell of the glory of 
Chrift, who isthe Image of Gad, and the brightneff: of his glo- 
ry, in whom it pleafed the Father, that all fulneffe fhould dwell : 
in comparifon whereof the Law is not glorious : which (hall be 
preached in all the world untill the end come, and ‘hall continue 
without abolition, The Apoftles preached the word of faith, 
tighteoufheffs and life, the word cf falvation, and power of 
God unto falvation, even great falvatior, and the immortall ed 
which doth endure for ever, even Jefus Chrift, in whom are hid 
all the treafures of wifedome and knowledge, that the whole 
Church might have communion withthe Father and with the 
Sonne: But the Word of faith,righteoufneffe and life, the im- 
mortall fee +, the Word that doth reveale the miniftery of Chrift 
fully and intirely, isa word confummatory and not preparatory : 
incommunion doth confilt perfection or confummation. And 
in thefe refpects the calling of Chriftians to the ftat¢ of grace, is 
mocreexcellent then the calling ofthe Jewes ; asthe intrument 
of their calling is more excellent. Thefame Word for fubftance 
was delivered to both, but not for full.and cleare minifittation. 
In the Gofpe!!, Chrift, the promifes, heaven and life is more di- 


ftinaly revealed and fully propounded. God dealt with the- 


Jewesas with children young and tender; with Chriftians, as 
Vu2 with 
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bounds ofthe Church are now extended to alfnations, and all: 
men are invited to repentance,that they might live. it. 
It may be queftioned, whether the word'bë not fruitleffe and 
unprofitable, fecing the Lord promifzth ‘in Covenant, that men 
fhould not teach every man his neighbour, but they thould be-all 
taughtofGod. But cheinternall teaching of the holy Ghoft, is 
not-to.be fevered from externallinftruGtion by the holy Scripture: 
for then it honid follow, that the Scriptures were written in — 
vain,that in vain we were exhorted toreade the Scriptures, yeato 
give attendance to reading, exhortation and doctrine; and that. 
the miniftery of the Word was altogether fruitleffe, Butthe A- 
pofiles themfelves plainely declare, that the reading of the Seri- 
ptures,and miniftery of the Word,and writing to them that were 
anointed by the fpirit, was not ufel:ff: and unprofitable, Such 
paffages of Scripture then are to be underftood comparatively, and 
not as fimple negations, and fhew- what plenty of knowledge 
God would pour upon his Church in the times ofthe new Tea 
ftament, leading the true children of the Church by his blefled 
Spirit into all truth neceffary to Salvation. The like phrafes are 
often found in the Scriptures, and the adverfitive particle [but | 
is not put asexceptive : But the anointing, że. except as. — 
Tuternall Vocation is by the operation of the holy Spirit effe- 
Gually inabling and drawing us unto Chrif ; enlightening the 
minde, and affecting the heart, ferioufly to attend unto thofe ` 
things which are fpoken, and by faith to receive and embrace 
them, The principall effectuall help which maketh us come to 
God by belief, is the efficacy of Gods Almighty power put forth 
to fucha purpofe, Itis the efeQuall- working of Gods Almighty 
power,which worketh faith in us to Salvation.. For the creating 
us anew in Chrift, is a greater work, then giving us our naturall 
being in e4dam, and therefore may not be aferibed to any power 
that isnot almighty. We are by nature dead in trefpafles, held 
in bondage by Rrong powers, whom none but the ftrongeft can 
over-mafter; and by believing we are lifted up to an eftate 


-without comparifon more excellent then that we formerly re= 


ceived. Now to bring us from death, under which fo mightie 
ones held us captive, to fuch a life fo unutterably glorious, muft 
needs be the working ofa power almighty.

chafe.And if the minde of man were once throughly and in a fpi». 
rituall manner (as it becommeth fiuch objects as are altogether fpi- 
ritvall) poffiffed of the adequate goodneff: and truth, which is 
in grace and-glory, and-did confider it deliberately, both fimply 
and in compatifon, witball circumftances and occurrences, and 
did apply. it felfe to theferious fiudy. and thoughtthereof, the 
heart could not utterly reje@ them. For humane liberty is nota.

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"To the fir branch of the Queftion it is truly.:anfwered, that’ 
God doth ufe fo to worke our comming to him by beliefe, that he: 
doch firft, for the moft part prepareus thereunto. As before we: 
engraffe a Sciens we cutit and fet it for incifion : and if aTimber= 
logg lie funke in mudd, men fet to their cacklings, firft to draw it 
outof the mire, before they lay itona Cart-to carry it away. Thus 
God. doth by his power often worke fome preparative change in’ 
afinner, before he doth by his power and word worke the {pirit’ 
of faith in them, and make chem come unto him. So God by 
afflictions is faid to boare the eare, and prepare to converfion. 
When AZazaffeh was humbled in great mifery, he fought the 
Lord. Thus by conviction of fin, others were pricked in heart, 
and faid, What foall we doe to be faved ? and-then (peedily they 
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received the Gofpel beleeving. Sometimes by extraordinary ter-. ` 


rours rifing from excernall accidents, yea hidden naturall caufes, 
God is pleated to bring men nearer unto him. Thus the Jaylor 
- was prepared to receive the Golpel by the fhaking of the Calle, 
and that feare he feil into, fuppofing the prifoners had been fled, 
And Paul himfelte by an extraordinary vifion was brought to 
great altonifhment. Sometimes by reftraining grace or common 
gifts, which make men for degree nearer, that isin their kinde 
and {tare not fo much removed, as others in che fame kinde and 
{tare with them : God doth prepare men thus : Chrift faid to the 
aung man, Who was nigh and unconverted, Thow art not farre 
from the Kingdome of Ged. Nay God may by giving a man up to 
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the height of fome fin, or fins,prepare him to converfion ; as Panl | 


and t Manaffeh, the one left to perfecuting, the other to thofe. 
horrible out-rages. And God in wifdome knew it beft for Peter, 
to give him up to be tempted of Satan and left to himfelfe to deny 
his Mafter, for the curing of his felf-confidence. Phyficians by 
_ ripening difeafes make way to cure them ; for fick matter is never 
more eafily brought away, then wheninripenefle and quantity it 
exceedeth. Poca ty 
Concerning this matter let thefe conclufions be remembred. 
Firft, Thefe preparations are nor abfolutely neceflary : for we fee 
God doth give fanctifying grace to Infants, in whom noneof thefe 
preparatory operations can take place. 
Secondly, We doe not finde that they have been alwayes ufed,.

without any thing preparatory. The entring of grace doth expel. 
corruption, and {pirituall quickneffe in newnefle of life is the mor- 
tification of fin. Terroursdoenot drive men to Chrift of them- 


felves, nor irre men up to imbrace the promifes: and God is a- 
~ blecodraw men unto Chrift by the allurements of the Gofpell. 
y Evangelicall enticements men may be allured, as well as driven 


by the convictions and comminations of the Law. 
_- Thirdly, All things which God doth prepare to the receiving of 
grace and comming to him, they make not of themfelves any- 


thing co the introducing of grace, farther then God intendeth this’ 


effec by them. Feare of hell, confcience of fia, never fuch afi- 
étions, morall parts, and all gifts, which may be withour fangi- 


fying grace and tinebeliefe; many have all thefe, who yet never. 


turne untainedly unco God. When thefickneffe is growne greater 
in quanticy, this abfolucely taken maketh. the patient further. off 
health. The feeling of che difeafe is no part of the recovery though 


“+: the Phyfician may worke by it. Phrenfie initfelte is no prepara- 


: -2 tonto health, but to the Phyfitian,who can worke on the patient 


morë fitly-in this taking then in a deadly Palfey, it may be a pre- 


parative to health. Thus co be like an aguifh man on his good 
dayes, or like to fome mad-men in the time of their intermiffions, 
is init felfe as farre from ftate of health, as otherwife : but yet 
the Phyfitian may ufe fuch a ftate, as a way to health, choofing ra- 
ther to deale with him in this taking, thenin thefite And fo it is 
not the height of fin, nor the feare of hell, nor a morall courfe of 
life, that of themfelves can make nearer the {tate of grace, but on- 
ly in regard of God, who doth incend to turne them hereunto, 
A Mictions of themtelves profit nor, if God open not the ear : fear 
and horrour drive to defpaire, if God {upport not : vertuous life, 
according to the light of nature,turneth a man further from God, 
if he adde not thercunto the effectuall worke of his Spirit... And 
all,or any of thefe in regard of Gods intention, may prepare man to 
: ; ? receive 
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receive the Gofpell or the grace of effe&uall vocation. 
Fourthly, A man that is funke deeper into fin may be conver- 
ted with lefe forrow or legall terrour , as the Thiefe upon the hs 
Croffe, and he that hath not fogrievoufly offended may be kept 
longer under : for the ripenefleand aboundance of the humour may 
make way for the more {peedy removall thereof, when it is for the 
fafety of.others,that have not gathered fo much corruption, to be 
kept under for a feafon. 
Fifthly, A Chriftian muft not quarrell his converfion, becaufe 
he hath not been terrified or brought fo low as others, or kept un- 
der fo long : for it matters not how deeply thou haft been wound- 
ed, but how foundly thou haft been cured : Je is noc materiall 
rt paine thou baft felt , but whether thou be brought unto 
Chrift. - 
© Sixthly, Chriftians in temptations or diftrefle muft not defire or 
pray, that God would terrifie them, or humble them with deepe 
apprehenfions of his indignation : for they Know not their owne 
ftrength, whether they be able to beare it, if God fhould deale te- 
verely ; they forget that it is God that muft make all afflictions 
proficable,and that of themfelves thefe things tend to defpaire and 2 
hardnefie of heare : and it is no fmall unthankfulnefle to complain 
of the Phyfitians care, becaufe he is inclined to deale tenderly with i 
you.
